On motion of Mr. Gloor, the reading at length of the Journal of the 
House for the sixteenth legislative day was dispensed with and the report of 
the Standing Committee on Rules was concurred in and adopted, and the 
Journal for the sixteenth legislative day was approved. 


RESOLUTION 
The following resolution was introduced: 
By Mr. Downing: 


H. R. 92. BEIT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES OF THE STATE OF ALABAMA That Tom Drake, Ray Burgess 
and Ed Robinson be sent across the hall at 12 o’clock noon to assist Bozo 
Hammonds in keeping order should an altercation occur from adversary 
forces across the hall. 


On motion of Mr. Downing, the rules were suspended and the resolu- 
tion, H. R. 92, was adopted.

BILLS ON SECOND READING 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1103. To promote the safety of pupils and teachers in the public 
schools of Alabama and to provide further for the maintenance of law and 
order in such schools; for such purposes to establish a division of school secu- 
rity in the State Department of Public Safety and charge the chief of such di- 
vision with the duty of organizing, activating, and coordinating a school secu- 
rity program and also with the duty of employing, training and supervising a 
special school police or security guard for the State; and to make appropria- 
tions from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund to finance such 
school security program. 


H. 284. To make an appropriation to the Department of Agriculture 
and Industries for the two fiscal years ending September 30, 1972 and Sep- 
tember 30, 1973, to indemnify owners of swine for the value of any swine or- 
dered condemned and destroyed for the prevention and eradication of the dis- 
ease of cholera. 
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Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 367. (With Amendment). To amend Act No. 999 approved Sep- 
tember 12, 1969 (Acts of Alabama 1969, Pages 1855-1866); to establish the 
Alabama Peace Officers Annuity and Benefits Fund; to redefine certain words 
and terms; to clarify the organization, operation and powers of the Board, the 
eligibility of members, and court cost to be imposed; to more clearly state re- 
tirement, disability, and death benefits; to provide for an actuarial study, re- 
funds, credit for military service and to repeal all laws in conflict herewith. 


H. 473 (With Amendment). To amend Act No. 21, H. 28, of the 
Special Session of 1969 (Acts 1969-70, p. 46) an act levying and providing 
for the collection of a tax on the furnishing of certain utility services, so as to 
provide that public utilities shall not add the tax thereby levied to the price or 
charge for utility services furnished for residential use; to require public utilt- 
ties to absorb such tax on its utility services furnished for residential use; and 
for such purposes amending Sections 7 and 7A of said Act No. 21. 


H. 875 (With Amendment). To levy a severance tax on coal pro- 
duced in this state; to provide for its payment; to provide for the administra- 
tion of the provisions of this Act; to provide for a reserve of certain excess 
receipts; to provide for refunds of certain excess taxes; to provide for penal- 
ties for violation of the provisions of this Act; and to provide for eventual ter- 
mination of the tax. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 876. To amend the title to and Sections 4 and 8 of Act No. 64, S. 
63, Special Session of 1971, approved April 29, 1971, entitled, “An Act to 
authorize Alabama State Docks Department, with the approval of the Gover- 
nor, to sell and issue from time to time not exceeding $15,000,000 principal 
amount of revenue bonds for the purpose of the construction, improvement 
and equipment of additional seaport facilities at the Port of Mobile for the 
handling and storage of coal, coke, or any other materials in bulk or contain- 
ers, or any other method of shipment, to authorize the Department to make 
temporary loans by the sale and issuance of its bond anticipation notes and to 
pay such notes and the interest thereon out of proceeds from the sale of the 
bonds herein authorized; to provide for the details of the bonds and notes is- 
sued hereunder, the execution thereof, the method of sale thereof, and the ap- 
plication of the proceeds from the sale thereof; to provide that bonds and 
notes issued hereunder shal! not be or constitute a debt of the State of Ala- 
bama, shall not pledge the faith or credit of the State of Alabama, and shall 
be limited obligations payable solely out of revenues of the said Department 
derived from the facilities constructed with the proceeds of the said notes and 
bonds, except that the notes shall also be payable out of the proceeds from 
the sale of the bonds; to provide for and authorize the pledge of the gross 
revenues of the said facilities for payment of the said principal and interest 
and that such pledge will constitute the first charge on the revenues so 
pledged; to authorize the publication of notice of the adoption of an order au- 
thorizing the issuance of bonds hereunder and limiting the time within which 
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any action may be brought to set aside or contest the validity of any such 
bonds or any proceedings authorizing or any pledge or instrument securing, 
the said bonds; to provide that all bonds and notes issued hereunder and the 
income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation; and to provide that 
bonds and notes issued hereunder shall be deemed negotiable instruments, 
and may be used to secure deposits or funds of the State of Alabama or of 
any instrumentality or agency of the State, and shall be lawful for the invest- 
ment of fiduciary funds; to authorize the investment or proceeds of the bonds 
and the notes not presently needed for the purposes for which they are issued; 
and to provide that the provisions of this Act shall be severable and any por- 
tion hereof that may be held invalid shall not affect the remaining portions”, 
so as to include in the revenues pledged to the retirement of the said bonds 
the proceeds from a coal severance tax and to restrict the monies pledged 
from the revenues of the Alabama State Docks facility itself to the proceeds 
from a certain handling charge authorized for this express purpose. 


H. 1235. To make additional appropriations to the Board of Correc- 
tions for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1971. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 80 (With Amendment). Relating to education; providing for The 
Drug Abuse Education Act of 1971; establishing a program of drug, narcotic, 
alcohol and tobacco education; providing for the administration and regula- 
tion of such program; and providing an appropriation therefor. 


H. 990 (With Amendment). To amend Section 618 of Title 51 of the 
Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended, so as to increase the rate of license 
tax imposed on instruments conveying real or personal property, and to pro- 
vide for the disposition of the proceeds resulting from said increase. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 996. To authorize Alabama Public School and College Authority to 
sell and issue $7,500,000 aggregate principal amount of additional bonds to 
provide for the acquisition, construction, reconstruction, improvement, altera- 
tion and equipment of buildings and other facilities at the University of Ala- 
bama located in Tuscaloosa for public legal educational and allied purposes, 
including law research and revision, communications science, public service, 
continuing legal education, and clinical law training; to provide for the details 
of the said bonds and for the public sale thereof; to make an appropriation 
and pledge for payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds of pro- 
ceeds from specified excise taxes to the extent necessary to pay the said prin- 
cipal and interest at their respective maturities; to authorize the Authority to 
pledge for payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds the moneys 
so appropriated and pledged; to provide that the bonds shall be limited obli- 
gations of the Authority payable solely out of the funds so appropriated and 
pledged and will not create a debt or obligation of the state; to provide that 
the bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from taxation in this 
state and the bonds may be used to secure deposits of funds of this state and 
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its political subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies, and for investment of 
fiduciary funds; to authorize the issuance by the Authority of refunding 
bonds for the purpose of refunding the principal of any then outstanding 
bonds theretofore issued by either the Authority or Alabama Education Au- 
thority, or both, and the expenses of such refunding and any premiums neces- 
sary to retire those so refunded; to provide that after payment of the expenses 
of the issuance of the bonds the proceeds from the sale of the said $7,500,000 
principal amount thereof shall be disbursed on orders or warrants issued by 
or under the direction of the Authority for purposes for which they are au- 
thorized to be issued; and to provide that if any portion of this Act should be 


held invalid such holding shall not affect the validity of any other portion here- 
of. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
substitute, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 592 (With Substitute). To amend Section 402 of Title 51, Code 
of Alabama of 1940, so as to provide for the deduction of certain dividends 
received by domestic and foreign corporations. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were sever- 
ally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 593. To amend Sections 435, 438, 439, 440 and 445 of Title 51 of 
the Code of Alabama of 1940 so as to change the time for certain acts with 
respect to estates of decedents dying after the effective date of this Act. 


H. 594. To further amend Section 2, Act No. 100, Second Special Ses- 
sion, 1959, as amended by Act No. 464, Regular Session, 1963, approved 
September 6, 1963, which relates to the levy of the sales tax. 


H. 595. To further amend Section 688, Title 51, Code of Alabama, 
1940, as amended by Act No. 76, Second Special Session, approved Septem- 
ber 30, 1965, which relates to the levy of the use tax. 


H. 596. To amend Section 13, Act No. 100, Second Special Session, 
Legislature 1959, which relates to the sales tax so as to combine notice of 
failure to make return and notice of assessment of the tax and to reduce the 
penalty provided for failure to make return from twenty-five percent to fif- 
teen percent of the tax. 


H. 597. To amend Section 14, Act No. 100, Second Special Session, 
1959, which relates to incorrect payments of sales tax. 


H. 598. In order to provide to the Department of Revenue a means of 
apprehending persons evading the tax on tobacco products levied by Section 
718 of Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, and acts supplemental thereto, pay- 
ments of rewards are authorized for information leading to the apprehension 
of persons evading the tax or for information leading to confiscation of con- 
traband tobacco products. 


H. 599. To amend Article 9 of Chapter 20 of Title 51, Code of Ala- 
bama 1940, Recompiled 1958, commonly referred to as the Alabama To- 
bacco Tax Laws, and particularly Sections 724, 730 and 731 of Title 51,

supra, to extend the provisions of said sections in order that the tobacco tax 
laws of this state can be better administered and enforced as against distribut- 
ing agents, carriers, warehousemen and others. 


H. 600. To provide for the execution of search warrants by agents or 
employees of the Department of Revenue designated in writing by the Com- 
missioner of Revenue for the purpose of enforcing the tobacco tax laws as 
provided in Title 51, Chapter 20, Article 9, as amended, Code of Alabama 
1940. 


H. 601. To amend Section 797, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940 relat- 
ing to assessment and appeal under the Use Tax Law. 


H. 602. To provide for service for writs of garnishment and all notices 
and orders issued pursuant thereto by the Department of Revenue by agents 
or employees of the Department of Revenue designated in writing by the 
Commissioner of Revenue. 


H. 604. To change the effective date of Act No. 392, General Acts 
1967, page 979, so as to make said Act effective upon the passage and ap- 
proval of this Act by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law. 


H. 605. To change the effective date of the Multistate Tax Compact 
Act, Act No. 395, General Acts 1967, page 982, so as to make said Act 
effective upon the passage and approval of this Act by the Governor or its 
otherwise becoming a law. 


H. 606. To change the effective date of Act No. 396, General Acts 
1967, page 999, so as to make said Act effective upon the passage and ap- 
proval of this Act by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law. 


H. 607. To amend Section 183, Title 51, Code of 1940 to provide for 
a License Tax on telegraph business measured by gross receipts rather than 
the mileage of the telegraph line, or lines, operated by it in the State. 


H. 175. Relating to the Eighth Judicial Circuit; providing for addi- 
tional circuit court judge in such circuit. 


H. 1150. To provide a full time Deputy District Attorney for the Dis- 
trict Attorney of the Ninth Judicial Circuit of Alabama and to fix his duties 
and salary. 


H. 584. To authorize the County Commissioners of the several coun- 
ties to appoint a County Engineer or a Chief Engineer of the Division of 
Public Roads to provide for his compensation; to provide for the qualifica- 
tions and duties; and to provide for State participation of the salary of said 
Engineer. 


H. 1073. For the relief of Vera Waldrop, making an appropriation of 
of Mental Health Department Funds from the State Treasury to compensate 
her for personal injuries suffered while she was engaged in the performance 
of assigned duties as an attendant at Partlow School of the Alabama Mental 
Heaith Department. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to- 
wit: 
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H. 383 (With Amendment). To provide for license tags on boat trail- 
ers; to provide for the cost thereof and to provide for the disposition of the 
proceeds therefrom. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 220. To amend Act No. 1122, S. 408, Legislature of 1969, Regular 
Session, (Acts of Alabama, 1969 and 1970, Vol. III, P. 2077) which makes 
an appropriation to the Agricultural Center Board for agricultural fairs by 
amending Sections 11 and 13 of said Act relating to payments of special 
merit awards and the per diem and travel allowance of the special awards 
committee for fairs. 


H. 323. To authorize county and city boards of education to fix and 
collect tuition fees from pupils attending schools under the jurisdiction of 
such boards and whose parents reside outside the state. 


H. 12. To provide a state scholarship program to promote the educa- 
tion of nurses at the Lurleen B. Wallace School of Nursing, Jacksonville State 
University; and making appropriations therefor. 


H. 398. To provide a state scholarship program to promote the educa- 
tion of nurses at the School of Nursing, University of South Alabama; and 
making appropriations therefor. 


H. 108. To provide a state scholarship program to promote the educa- 
tion of nurses at the Division of Nursing, University of Alabama, Huntsville, 
Alabama; and making appropriations therefor. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
substitute, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 364 (With Substitute). To provide a state scholarship program to 
promote the education of nurses at the Sylacauga Nurses Training School, Sy- 
lacauga, Alabama; and making appropriation therefor. 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 792. Relating to taxation; to amend Title 51, Section 2(m) of Ala- 
bama Code of 1940, as heretofore amended, so as to exempt from ad valo- 
rem taxation articles manufactured in Alabama in the hands of the producer 
or manufacturer thereof for twelve (12) months after production or. manu- 
facture. 


H. 648. To amend Section 5 of Act No. 926, approved 12 September 
1951 (1951 Acts of Alabama, Act No. 926, page 1575) which Section per- 
tains to an appropriation to make a contribution on behalf of the State of 
Alabama to the National Conference of Commissioners on Uniform State 
Laws. 


H. 986. To make an appropriation to the Alabama State Board of 
Public Accountancy. 
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H. 732. To establish the Alabama Peace Officers Standards and Train- 
ing Commission; to prescribe its functions, duties and powers relating to the 
selection, recruitment and training of law enforcement officers and the work 
of law enforcement agencies in the State; to prescribe minimum standards for 
law enforcement officers; to grant to the Commission power to establish 
standards and issue and promulgate rules and regulations; to make the viola- 
tion of certain provisions of this Act or the standards, rules and regulations of 
the Commission a misdemeanor; to establish the Alabama Peace Officers 
Standards and Training Commission Fund to make biennial appropriations 
from such Fund to the Commission for the fiscal years 1971-72 and 
1972-73; to authorize participation in the program of the Commission by 
State, county and municipal law enforcement agencies. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were sev- 
erally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 39. Further amending Code of Alabama 1940, Title 34, Section 20; 
relating to marriage and divorce; making incompatibility of temperament a 
ground for divorce. 


S. 149. To amend Sections 2, 3 and 8 of Act No. 865 of the 1961 Leg- 
islature of Alabama, approved September 8, 1961 (Alabama General Acts, 
1961, Volume II, page 1349 et seq.), so as to provide that any one or more 
persons duly licensed to practice a profession under the laws of this State 
may form a professional association. 


H. 73. To amend Act No. 526, S. 352 of the 1963 Regular Session 
(Acts of 1963, Volume 2, p. 1136), which provides for and regulates the ap- 
pointment of counsel for indigent defendants at the expense of the state in 
certain cases, so as to provide for counsel in certain additional cases, to regu- 
late further the fees and compensation of counsel appointed hereunder and to 
provide further for annual appropriations to carry out the purposes of the 
Act. 


H. 411. To authorize and empower the Supreme Court to adopt gen- 
eral rules governing pleading, practice and procedure in civil actions in all 
Courts in Alabama; and to provide for one form of civil action and proce- 
dure for the trial of cases both at law and in equity. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 498 (With Amendment). To amend Code of Alabama 1940, Title 
7, Section 165, relating to court costs in actions for declaratory judgments, so 
as to provide further for the assessment of attorneys’ fees in certain cases in- 
volving policies of casualty insurance. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were sev- 
erally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 656. To provide that it shall be a criminal offense to forge or coun- 
terfeit a drivers license and to provide the punishment for such offense. 
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H. 657. To provide for the offense of burglary in the third degree 
(breaking and entering) and to provide the punishment for said offense. 


H. 664. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama to 
abolish justices of the peace. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the Con- 
stitution. 


H. 665. To abolish the jurisdiction of justices of the peace and notar- 
ies public ex officio justices of the peace elected appointed for any precinct in 
Alabama in criminal and quasi-criminal cases. 


H. 766. Further amending Code of Alabama 1940, Title 22, Sections 
24, 25, 26 and 27; relating to Vital Statistics; providing for registration of the 
fact of death by the funeral director and for making and filing of a certificate 
of cause of death by the attending physician, or coroner in certain cases. 


H. 825. To repeal Code of Alabama 1940, Title 11, Sections 96 and 
97, both of which relate to fees of justices of the peace. 


H. 852. To provide for the formation of close corporations, and to 
provide for the powers, obligations and duties of stockholders and directors 
thereof; to provide for limitations on the continued existence of close corpo- 
rations, and for the voluntary and involuntary termination of the existence of 
close corporations as such. To provide for management of the business of 
close corporations by the stockholders thereof; to provide for the appoint- 
ment of a provisional director of close corporations, and for the appointment 
of one or more custodians of the property of close corporations. To provide 
for the conduct of the business of close corporations as a partnership; and to 
provide for the dissolution of close corporations by the stockholders thereof, 
under certain circumstances. 


H. 806. To provide a form indictment to charge the crime of posses- 
sion, transportation, delivery, sale, offering for sale, facilitating the sale of, 
bartering, or giving away any heroin. 


H. 807. To provide a form indictment to charge the crime of sell- 
ing, transporting, delivering, offering to sell, bartering, furnishing or giving 
away marijuana. 


H. 808. To establish a form indictment to charge the crime of illegal 
sale, delivery or other illegal disposition of depressant or stimulant drugs. 


H. 809. To provide a form indictment to charge the crime of posses- 
sion, transportation, delivery, sale, offering for sale, bartering or giving 
away any drug, compound, or narcotic, the possession, transportation, 
delivery, sale, offering for sale, bartering, or giving away of which is prohib- 
ited by Alabama law as prescribed by Code of Alabama, Title 22, Chapters 8, 
8A, 8B, 9, 9A, 9B, 9C and 9D. 


H. 859. To revise existing bail practices in the courts of Alabama, and 
for other purposes, and to amend certain sections of Code of Alabama 1940, 
Title 15, to conform with such revision. 


H. 973. To amend Title 34, Section 31, Code of Alabama, 1940, so as 
to provide that the Court may divest interest of either spouse in the home- 
stead; that remarriage of the wife may terminate rights to alimony; that ac- 
tion to recover alimony must be commenced within five (5) years, and to re- 
peal all conflicting laws. 
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H. 1068. To further amend Act No. 422 of the 1951 Regular Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama, as amended; to regulate through licensure the

Section 1. Any persons, firm, or corporation desiring to operate a 
hunting or shooting preserve in DeKalb County on which artificially propa- 
gated birds may be hunted, taken, captured, killed, or otherwise recovered, 
may do so upon obtaining a hunting preserve license and complying with the 
provisions of this Act and all rules and regulations prescribed by the director 
of conservation governing the operation of hunting preserves. 


Section 2. Each hunting preserve shall contain a minimum of 100 
acres in one tract of leased or owned land, including water area, if any, and 
shall be restricted to not more than 1,000 contiguous acres including water, if 
any. The exterior boundaries of each hunting preserve shall be bordered by a 
single strand of wire or such fence as is acceptable to the state director of 
conservation, except where rivers, creeks, roads, or other clearly defined de- 
marcations of delineations, acceptable to the director of conservation, form 
the boundary or a part thereof. Signs shall be erected at intervals of not less 
than 150 feet around the perimeter of the tract. At the top of each sign shall 
appear in letters not less than 2 inches high the words, “LICENSED HUNT- 
ING PRESERVE”, and such other words as the director of conservation may 
prescribe. No hunting preserve shall be located within one mile of any other 
such preserve or within one mile of any management area of refuge existing 
under state or federal law or regulations at the time of the establishment of 
such hunting preserve. No license shall be issued for any hunting preserve on 
which the shooting of turkeys is authorized. 


Section 3. Game which may be hunted on a preserve licensed under 
this Act shall be artificially propagated bobwhite quail, coturnix quail, pheas- 
ants, chuckar patridge, and such other species of fowl as the director of con- 
servation shall designate. A minimum stock of at least 1,000 bob-white quail, 
if bob-white quail are to be hunted on the preserve, and a minimum stock of 
200 of each of the other specieis of birds, listed above, to be hunted on a li- 
censed preserve shall be released on the licensed hunting area during each 
hunting season. 
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Section 4. The privilege license or permit fee for operating a hunting 
preserve shall be $25 per year for the first 100 acres of hunting preserve area 
plus $5 per year for each additional 100 acres or part thereof. Any person 
who desires to operate such a hunting preserve shall first file a request with a 
local state game warden, or with the state-department of conservation, to 
have the tract which he proposes to use as a hunting preserve inspected, and 
if it meets the requirements of this Act and the rules and regulations of the 
department of conservation he shall have a permit issued to him to procure a 
license to operate such hunting preserve. Upon presentation to the judge of 
probate of the county in which the preserve is located of a permit from the 
department of conservation, dated not more than thirty days prior to its pres- 
entation, accompanied by the proper license fee prescribed in this section, 
and an issuance fee of fifty cents, the judge of probate of any county to 
which this Act applies shall issue a privilege license to operate a hunting pre- 
serve to the applicant. Privilege licenses to operate hunting preserves shall be 
issued on forms prescribed by the director of conservation and furnished by 
him to the judges of probate. All fees collected by the judges of probate for 
issuing hunting preserve licenses shall be remitted at the same time and in the 
same manner that hunting and fishing license fees are remitted and shall be 
paid into the game and fish fund of the state department of conservation.

Notice is hereby given that at the regular session of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama of 1971 application will be made for the enactment 
of a law, herein called “The Amendatory Act,” amending in the respects 
stated below Act No. 79 of the Special Session of the Legislature of Alabama 
of 1966, approved August 17, 1966 (Ala. Acts, Special Session of 1966, p. 
106 et seq.), herein called “Act 79,” providing in Jefferson County for the 
creation of fire districts and garbage districts. 


The amendatory act would amend Section 5 of Act 79 so as to prohibit 
two elections within any two year period on the creation of a district under 
Act 79, if the districts proposed in the two elections contain any of the same 
territory, with the prohibition not applying if the second election is at least 
one year after the first election and on a day whereon another election is held 
in the proposed district. The amendatory act would also amend Section 5 by 
prohibiting an election on abolition of a district within two years of its crea- 
tion and by prohibiting more than one election on the abolition of a district 
within a period of two years. 


The amendatory act would amend Section 13 of Act 79 so as to author- 
ize the Board of Directors of a district to adopt service charge ordinances 
levying service charges, subject to the proviso that no such ordinance shall 
become effective until at least eight days have elapsed following the publica- 
tion of the substance of the ordinance in a newspaper having general circula- 
tion in the district and until at least eight days have elapsed after such ordi- 
nance in full has been posted in each fire station in the district, or in some 
other public place in the district if there is no fire station therein. The amen- 
datory act will further provide that such ordinance shall not become effective 
until it has been approved by qualified electors of the district at an election 
on the adoption of said ordinance, or until the time allowable for filing a peti- 
tion for such election has expired with no petition for election being filed. 
The amendatory act would provide that the election on any such ordinance 
will be called upon the required number of qualified electors filing a petition 
for such election. The amendatory act would require the petition for such 
election to be signed by a number of qualified electors of the district not less 
than the smaller of these two numbers: three hundred (300) or a number 
equal to one-third (%3) of the qualified electors residing in the district. The 
amendatory act would require the petition to be filed within 30 days of the 
newspaper publication of the ordinance. 


The amendatory act would amend Section 14 of Act 79 so as to provide 
that when any portion of a district is annexed to a municipality, the district 
and the municipality shall be authorized to enter into a contract providing for 
the district to continue to furnish its services to the portion of the district an- 
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nexed to the municipality. The amendatory act would further amend Section 
14 of Act 79 so as to provide that the governing body of the county may en- 
large a district without any election under the procedure prescribed in said 
Section 14. The amendatory act would provide the following procedure for 
enlargement of a district without an election: The Board of Trustees would 
file with the governing body of the county the following: (1) a certificate 
signed by at least two members of the Board of Trustees of the district recit- 
ing that the said Board has found that it would be to the advantage of the dis- 
trict and the inhabitants of the proposed area that the proposed area be added 
to the district; (2) a petition for the enlargement of the district describing the 
proposed area signed by qualified electors of said area, requesting that the 
proposed area be included within the district; and (3) a statement signed by 
at least two members of the Board of Trustees reciting that those signing the 
petition constitute at least seventy percent (70% ) of the qualified electors re- 
siding within the proposed area. 


The amendatory act will provide that upon the Board of Trustees filing 
with the governing body of the county the certificate, the petition and the 
statement, the governing body will have a public hearing after the required 
notice of such hearing has been published in a newspaper of general circula- 
tion in the proposed area, and will provide that if the governing body is satis- 
fied that at least seventy percent (70%) of the qualified electors residing 
within the proposed area signed the petition requesting that such area be in- 
cluded within the district the governing body shall enter an order that the 
proposed area be included within the district. 


The amendatory act would amend Section 14 of Act 79 so as to author- 
ize the governing body of the county to reduce the boundaries of a district on 
the petition of the Board of Trustees stating the reason for the petition reduc- 
tion. The reduction could not be made until a public hearing before the gov- 
erning body which can not be had until notice of such hearing has been pub- 
lished in a newspaper of general circulation in the district, such publication to 
be not less than 15 or more than 21 days before the hearing. 


The amendatory act would amend Section 15 of Act 79 so as to provide 
that the number of qualified electors residing in a district required to sign a 
petition for an election on abolition of a district shall be the smaller of these 
two numbers: one hundred (100) or a number equal to ten percent (10%) 
of the qualified electors residing within the district. 


The amendatory act will continue in force the provisions of Sections 5, 
13, 14 and 15 which are not omitted, or changed, in order to accomplish the 
changes above stated.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. For the purposes of this Act the term “licensed cosmetolo- 
gist” shall mean a cosmetologist who has been duly licensed as such by the 
state board of cosmetology pursuant to Act Act No. 78, S. 72, Special Session 
1961 (Acts of 1961, p. 1955), as amended, and the term “registered beauty 
shop” shall mean a beauty shop which has been registered with or by such 
pursuant to said Act. The following words and phrases when used in this Act 
shall have the meaning ascribed to them in the above-cited Act No. 78 of the 
Special Session of 1961, as amended: “apprentice,” “beauty shop,” “manag- 
ing cosmetologist,” and “school of cosmetology.” 


Section 2. Any person who will conduct his business entirely within 
Barbour County shall be licensed by the state board of cosmetology as a man- 
aging cosmetologist without having served any time as a licensed cosmotolo- 
gist in a registered beauty shop or school of cosmetology prior to application 
for such license, provided, such applicant complies with all other require- 
ments for such license and in lieu of having completed the required time and 
studies for a complete course of cosmetology of not less than twelve hundred 
(1200) hours of continuous training, not to exceed more than eight hours in 
any one day, has completed such required time and studies for fifteen 
hundred (1500) hours of continuous training, not to exceed more than eight 
hours in any one day. 


Section 3. Any provision of law to the contrary notwithstanding any 
person who is eligible to be registered as an apprentice pursuant to Act No. 
78, S. 72 of the Special Session of 1961, and who is serving as an apprentice 
in a duly registered beauty shop in Barbour County may also be enrolled in a 
school of cosmetology at the same time that such person is serving such ap- 
prenticeship. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invaid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 5. The provisions of this Act are supplemental and insofar as 
possible it shall be construed in pari materia with other laws regulating the 
practice of cosmetology; however the provisions of this Act shall supersede as 
to Barbour County the provisions of any other law, general, local or special, 
which are in conflict herewith and it is specifically provided that insofar as 
Act No. 78, S. 72 of the Special Session of 1961 (Acts 1961, p. 1955) con- 
flicts with this Act it is superseded as to Barbour County. 


Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 1. Amend Section 2 of said Act to read as follows: 


“Section 2. The purpose of the Alabama Historical Commission, here- 
inafter referred to as The Commission, shall be to acquire in its own name 
or in the name of the Sate of Alabama by purchase, devise, lease, assignment, 
license, condemnation, gift, bequest, transfer, or otherwise buildings, objects, 
and sites deemed worthy of being preserved, improved, protected, and main- 
tained for or on account of their particular historic, archaeological or archi- 
tectural significance, including adjacent properties deemed necessary for the 
proper setting, use and administration of same, and said buildings, objects 
and sites shall include, but shall not be limited to the following: 


(a) Buildings in which events of great significance to Alabama’s or the 
Nation’s history have taken place, and the sites surrounding them. 


(b) Birth places or residences of outstanding personages and the sites 
surrounding them. 
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(c) The sites of historic or significant events in Alabama or United 
States history, including military engagements, Indian treaties and massacres. 


(d) Buildings of significant or outstanding architectural! value. 


(e) Buildings, sites, objects or monuments of special significance to our 
cultural, military, social, economic, religious or commercial heritage, includ- 
ing post-roads, traces, ruins, railroads, plantations, wharfs, missions, places of 
treaties, cemeteries, fortifications, and places of worship. 


(f) Archaeological sites for excavational, salvage, protective and inter- 
pretative purposes. 


Section 2. Amend Section 3 of said Act to read as follows: 


“Section 3. The Commission shall have the authority to improve, re- 
store, preserve, renovate, maintain, exhibit, repair, rebuild, recreate, and re- 
construct its acquisitions and shall have jurisdiction over the same and the ex- 
hibits located thereon. 


Section 3. Amend Section 4 of said Act to read as follows: 


“Section 4. There is hereby established in the State Treasury a fund to 
be known as the “Alabama State Historic Preservation Fund” into which 
shall be deposited all monies received by the Commission for admissions, 
inspection fees, gifts, donations, grants, leases, rentals, bequests, loans, gov- 
ernmental appropriations or any other sources, either public or private. Such 
funds shall be used by the Commission to pay the costs of the maintenance, 
acquisitions, preservation and operation of its acquisitions hereinabove re- 
ferred to and for carrying out any and all of the purposes of this act, includ- 
ing the payment of the salaries of any employees of said Commission and any 
expenses of said Commission. Money contributed to or deposited in this fund 
(a) for Capital outlay projects and (b) From any source other than State ap- 
propriations for operations shall not revert to the General Fund of the State, 
but shall remain in the “Preservation Fund” until expended by the Commis- 
sion. 


Section 4. Amend Section 5 of said Act to read as follows: 


“Section 5. The Commission may employ on either a part time or full 
time basis such advisors, architects, engineers, attorneys, real estate apprais- 
ers, laborers, artisans, historians, caretakers, guides, technicians, superintend- 
ents, stenographers, and administrative employees and supervisory and pro- 
fessional personnel as may be necessary or advisable for carrying out in the 
most efficient and beneficial manner the purposes and provisions of this Act, 
and all permanent, full time employees other than the Executive Director, 
shall be subject to the State Merit System. 


Section 5. Amend Section 7 thereof to read as follows: 


Section 7. In addition to the above, the Commission shall have the fol- 
lowing duties and powers: 


(a) To promote and increase knowledge and understanding of the his- 
tory of this State from the earliest time to the present, including the Archaeo- 
logical, Indian, Spanish, British, French, Colonial, Confederate and American 
eras by adopting and executing general plans, methods and policies for per- 
manently preserving and marking objects, sites, structures and ruins as here- 
inabove defined. 
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(b) To promote and assist in the publicizing of the historic resources of 
the State by preparing and furnishing information to public mass media and 
to governmental agencies charged with publicity, and to coordinate any of its 
objectives, efforts or functions with any agency or agencies of the Federal 
Government, of the State of Alabama, and of other States or local govern- 
ments having objectives similar or related to those of the Commission. 


(c) To accept for renovation, maintenance, restoration, preservation or 
management and operation any building or site within the State of Alabama 
owned by the United States, the State of Alabama or any agency or subdivi- 
sion thereof or by the National Trust for Historic Preservation, or by natural 
or corporate persons, public or private, upon such terms and conditions as to 
the commission shall be deemed in the best interest of the State of Alabama 
in conformity with the purposes of this Act. 


(d) The Commission shall have the power of eminent domain for the 
purpose of acquiring historic structures of paramount or exceptional impor- 
tance, such as those Alabama landmarks eligible for nomination to or re- 
corded in the National Register of Historic Places, provided at least two- 
thirds of the members of the Commission vote to acquire such structures by 
the exercise of this measure. 


(e) To charge admissions at the various buildings and sites under the 
control of the Commission throughout the State, and to sell booklets, pam- 
phlets and souvenirs at said locations and to retain and use the proceeds of 
said sales and admissions for the furtherance of the purposes of the Commis- 
sion as defined by this Act. 


(f) To adopt a seal for the Commission and to use same on its bro- 
chures, stationery, and other official publications, and upon its historic site 
markers. 


(g) To maintain an office in a location in the State to be selected by the 
Commission for the use of the executive director, the employees and the 
Commission, and to acquire the necessary furniture and equipment therefor. 


(h) To prepare, create, purchase and distribute pamphlets and bro- 
chures describing the various historic buildings and sites under the jurisdic- 
tion of the State of Alabama or any of its agencies. 


(i) To make and publish a survey of the buildings, ruins and sites of 
historic, architectural or archaeological significance within the State of Ala- 
bama, and to make available such survey to individuals, institutions and gov- 
ernmental bodies desiring copies of same. 


(j) To determine from such survey the buildings, ruins and sites listed 
therein which are considered worthy of permanent preservation, to certify 
same as being worthy, and to publish said list. 


(k) To establish criteria for the certification, selection and acquisition 
of Historic properties for State ownership and for State aid to local Historic 
site projects. 


(1) To nominate selected landmarks with historic, architectural and ar- 
chaeological significance to the National Register of Historic Places using 
priorities established by the Commission. 


(m) To establish and maintain an Alabama State Historic Preservation 
Depository into which may be deposited antiques, relics, artifacts, mementos, 
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paintings and other objects contributed to or acquired by the State or the 
Commission. The Commission shall have the authority to restore these objects 
and to use them for the furnishing of its own historic buildings and other se- 
lected landmarks in Alabama. 


(n) To rent or lease any of its acquisitions to public or private agencies. 


(o) To publish an informational newsletter which shall periodically re- 
port on and promote local, regional and state historic preservation activities. 


(p) To produce and publish technical (“how to”) manuals on historic 
preservation. 


(q) To publish and present citations and distinguished service awards to 
selected private and public organizations and individuals for outstanding 
achievements in preserving the heritage of Alabama. 


(r) To purchase, produce, sell, and distribute historic souvenir items. 
Section 6. Amend Section 10 of said Act to read as follows: 


“Section 10. The Commission shall have the authority to accept the 
gift of money and real and personal property from any and all public and pri- 
vate sources. Such gifts shall be deductible from Alabama State Income Tax 
by the donor. 


Section 7. Amend Section 11 of said Act to read as follows: 


“Section 11. To purchase or otherwise acquire and to erect and main- 
tain “historic markers” on such buildings, roads, trails, routes and sites as it 
shall designate, and to cooperate with and assist local, regional and state his- 
torical groups in selecting and erecting such markers. 


Section 8. Amend Section 12 of said Act to read as follows: 


“Section 12. The Commission shall not accept, acquire, operate or 
maintain libraries or museums, except when the same are an integral part of 
one of the properties owned or managed by the Commission, nor shall the 
Commission engage in the publishing or printing of “Historical Quarterlies.” 


Section 9. Amend Section 13 of said Act to read as follows: 


“Section 13. The Commission shall consist of eighteen (18) members; 
one of whom shall be the Governor; one of whom shall be the Lieutenant 
Governor; one of whom shall be the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives; one of whom shall be the director of the Department of Archives and 
History; one of whom shall be the director of the State Department of Public- 
ity and Information; one of whom shall be the director of the Department of 
Conservation; one of whom shall be the director of the State Building Com- 
mission; and eleven (11) other persons to be appointed by the Governor; one 
of whom shall be selected from a list of three (3) nominees submitted by the 
Alabama council of the American Institute of Architects; one from a list of 
three (3) nominees submitted by the Alabama Historical Association; one 
from a list of three (3) nominees submitted by the Alabama State Chamber 
of Commerce, one from a list of three (3) nominees submitted by the Ala- 
bama Farm Bureau Federation; one from a list of three (3) nominees sub- 
mitted by the president of the University of Alabama; one from a list of three 
(3) nominees submitted by the president of Auburn University; one from a 
list of three (3) nominees submitted by the president of the University of 
South Alabama; one from a list of three (3) qualified archaeologists nomi- 
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nated by the Alabama Archaeological Society; and three (3) from the state at 
large. Said nominees and appointees shall be persons who have demonstrated 
interest in and concern about the preservation of this state’s rich history and 
traditions, and who are conversant with the history of the state and who are 
qualified to direct and supervise the work of the commission. The members 
appointed by the Governor shall serve for terms of six (6) years each, except 
that the term of the members of the first commission shall be three (3) years 
for one half (14) of the members appointed by the Governor and six (6) 
years for the remaining members. After the expiration of the term of the ini- 
tial members all members appointed by the Governor shail be appointed for 
terms of six (6) years each. Any member of the commission may be removed 
by the Governor for cause, and vacancies in the commission shall be filled by 
the Governor by the appointment of a competent and qualified person for the 
unexpired term, from a list of three (3) nominees submitted to him by the 
organization which originally nominated the member being replaced.

“(c) who has served continuously for ten years as circuit judge and/or 
district attorney, and/or circuit solicitor and/or as judge of a court of record 
(provided that not more than three years service as a judge of a court of rec- 
ord shall be included in the total number of years served;) and who is not 
less than seventy years of age; or 


“(d) who has served in that office and/or as circuit solicitor, and/or as 
district attorney, and/or as judge of a court of record (provided that not 
more than three years service as a judge of a court of record shall be included 
in the total number of years served): for not less than 24 years, or for not 
less than four terms, the last 10 years of such service having been continuous, 
may elect to become a supernumerary circuit judge of the State by filing a 
written declaration to that effect with the Governor at any time not more 
than 90 days prior to the end of the 24 years period; or 


“(e) who has served for at least seventeen years as a circuit judge 
and/or circuit solicitor, and/or district attorney, and/or deputy circuit solici- 
tor, and/or deputy district attorney (provided that he has served more than 
five years as a circuit judge; provided further that his service as a circuit so- 
licitor, and/or district attorney, and/or deputy circuit solicitor, and/or deputy 
district attorney, counted to meet the required period of seventeen years of 
service is continuous; provided further that his appointment to the office of 
deputy circuit solicitor, and/or deputy district attorney was made by the circuit 
solicitor, and/or district attorney who immediately succeeded him in the 
office of circuit solicitor, and/or district attorney and provided further that 
his service as deputy circuit solicitor, and/or deputy district attorney termi- 
nated not more than three years prior to his first assuming the office of circuit 
judge) and who is not less than eighty years of age; or 


“(f£) who has served continuously for not less than eighteen years as a 
circuit judge; may elect to become a supernumerary circuit judge of the State 
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by filing a written declaration to that effect with the Governor. If the Gover- 
nor shall find that any such declarant qualified under either subdivision (a), 
(b), (c), (d), (e), or (f), here inabove set forth, a commission as suppernu- 
merary circuit judge of the State of Alabama shall thereupon be issued to 
such declarant by the Governor.

I am returning to you, the Body in which it originated, House Bill No. 


517, without my approval and with suggested executive amendments. 


It is suggested that Section 6 of House Bill No. 517 be amended to add a 
paragraph (3) to subsection B of section 214 to read as follows: 
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“(3) Provided further he shall not be disqualified if he left his employ- 
ment and immediately returned to work with his regular employer or to em- 
ployment in which he had prior existing statutory or contractual seniority or 
recall rights. When this exception is applied, wages paid for that period of 
employment immediately preceding the separation to which the exception is 
applied which have not been heretofore determined to be benefit wages, shail 
not be determined to be employer’s or employee’s benefit wages for the pur- 
pose of the experience rating provisions of section 204 of this title.” 


It is further suggested that Section 8 of House Bill No. 517 be amended 
to change the language of subsection D of section 214 to read as follows: 


“§214 D. For the week in which he has become unemployed because 
a license, certificate, permit, bond or surety which is necessary for the per- 
formance of such employment and which he is responsible to supply has been 
revoked, suspended, or otherwise become lost to him for a cause other than 
one which would fail within the meaning of subsection 214 C but one which 
was within his power to control, guard against or prevent, and for each week 
thereafter until (1) said license, certificate, permit, bond or surety has been 
restored to him and he has reapplied to his employer for employment, or (2) 
he has reentered insured employment or employment of the nature described 
in paragraph (5) (6) (7) (8) (9) (10) or (18) of subsection K of section 
186 of this title, whichever is the earlier.” 


It is further suggested that Section 11 of House Bill No. 517 be amended 
to change the language of subsection M of Section 214 to read as follows: 


“§214 M. Notwithstanding any other provision of this title no benefits 
based on service in an instructional, research, or principal administrative ca- 
pacity for an institution of education, except an institution of higher educa- 
tion to which the provisions of subsection B of section 205 apply, shall be 
payable for any week commencing during the period between two successive 
academic years, or during a similar period between two regular terms, 
whether or not successive, or during a period of paid sabbatical leave, to any 
individual who has a contract or contracts to perform services in any such ca- 
pacity for any institution or institutions of education for both such academic 
years or both such terms.” 


The adoption of the suggested amendments will remove my objection to 
the bill.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for and create the Jefferson County Racing Commission for 
the regulation, licensing, and supervision of greyhound racing, and wagering 
thereon; to prescribe the composition, appointment, powers, and duties of the 
commission; to provide for and regulate the pari-mutuel or certificate method 
of wagering within the enclosure of licensed race tracks; to provide for the 
distribution of license fees, taxes, commissions, and other monies received 
under the provisions of the Act; and to provide certain penalties for the viola- 
tion of this Act and for other purposes relative thereto, and to provide for a 
referendum of the voters of the county on the question of whether the Act 
will become effective in the county. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Jefferson County Racing Commission is hereby created 
and established, and is vested with the powers and duties specified in this Act, 
and all other powers necessary and proper to enable it to execute fully and ef- 
fectually the purposes of this Act. The Commission shall consist of five mem- 
bers—one to be appointed by the Jefferson County Commission—two to be 
appointed by the members of the Jefferson County Senate delegation and two 
to be appointed by the Jefferson County House of Representatives Delega- 
tion. The commissioners shall select from among their number, a chairman 
and a secretary. The secretary shall keep a record of all proceedings of the 
commission and shall preserve all books, maps, documents, papers, and rec- 
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ords entrusted to the commission’s care. The commission shall maintain an 
office in the City of Birmingham, Alabama, and may maintain branch offices 
elsewhere when the proper functioning of the commission's business so re- 
quires. A majority of the commission shall constitute a quorum for all pur- 
poses. 


Section 2. The members of the commission shall be qualified electors 
not less than twenty-five years of age, who shall have resided in the county 
for the period of five years next preceding their appointment, and each shall 
hold office at the pleasure of the appointing officers, which term shall begin 
with the effective date of this Act. Each commissioner shall take the same 
constitutional oath of office as other county officers, and shall give bond paya- 
ble to Jefferson County in the amount of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00), 
conditioned that he will faithfully and properly perform the duties of his of- 
fice. The premiums on such bonds shall be paid by the commission. The com- 
mission may employ such assistants and employees as may be necessary, and 
fix their compensation in such amounts as the county governing body may 
approve. A member of the commission must not be an official, member of 
any board of directors, or person financially interested in any race track or 
race meeting licensed by the commission, nor shall he race greyhounds in any 
race meeting licensed by the commission. 


Section 3. The compensation of each member of the commission shall 
be one hundred dollars ($100.00) per month. Said compensation shall be 
paid out of the funds in the county treasury deposited to the credit of the Jef- 
ferson County Racing Commission, and shall be paid to the commissioners in 
the same manner as the compensation of other county officers is paid. 


Section 4. The probrate judge of Jefferson County shall be ex-officio 
treasurer of the Jefferson County Racing Commission, and shall collect all the 
license fees, taxes, and monies provided in this Act, and shall supervise, 
check, and audit the operation of the pari-mutuel wagering pools and the 
conduct and distribution thereof. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Jefferson County Racing Com- 
mission to carry out the provisions of this Act; and it shall have the following 
specific duties: 


(1) To approve or disapprove the dates as submitted by the Licensee 
upon which race meetings may be held or operated. 


(2) To make an annual report to the county board of revenue or like 
governing body of its operation, showing its own actions and rulings, the re- 
ceipts derived under the provisions of this Act, and such suggestions as it may 
on proper for the more effective accomplishment of the purpose of this 

ct. 


(3) To require of each applicant seeking a license to operate a race 
meeting an application setting forth: 


(a) The full name of the person, association, or corporation, and if the 
corporation, the name of the State under which the same is incorporated, and 
the name of the corporation’s agents for service of process within the State of 
Alabama. 


(b) If an association or corporation, the names of the stockholders and 
directors of the corporation or the names of the officers and directors of the 
association. 
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(c) The exact location where it is desired to conduct or hold a race 
meeting. 


(d) Whether the racing plant is owned or leased, provided, however, 
that nothing in this Act shall prevent any person, association, or corporation 
from applying to the commission for a permit to conduct races where the rac- 
ing plant has not been constructed. 


(e) The kind of racing to be conducted and the dates requested. 
(f) Such other information as the commission may require. 


(4) To require an oath of every applicant, or by the president or execu- 
tive officer of the association or corporation, stating that the information con- 
tained in the application is true. 


(5) To make uniform rules and regulations governing the holding, con- 
ducting, and operating of all race tracks, race meetings, and races held in Jef- 
ferson County. 


Section 6. All books, records, maps, documents, and papers of the 
commission, including those filed with the commission as well as those pre- 
pared by or for it, shall at all times be open for the personal inspection of any 
officer of the State of Alabama, or of the county, municipality within Jeffer- 
son County, or of any official investigative body or committee, and no person 
having charge or custody thereof shall refuse this right to any officer or inves- 
tigative body or committee, and it shall be the express duty of such person to 
assist such officer or committee in locating records or information desired by 
them. Any member or employee of the commission who violates the provi- 
sions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon con- 
viction, shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or im- 
prisoned in the county jail not exceeding three months. If any member of the 
commission violates the provisions of this section, he shall be subject to re- 
moval from office. 


Section 7. Any person, association, or corporation desiring to operate 
a race track in this county shall have the right, subject to the provisions of 
this Act, to hold and conduct one or more race meetings at such track each 
year provided that no such license shall be granted to any person, association 
or corporation, or to any track, for a period of not less than one hundred 
(100) racing days, and not more than one hundred fifty (150) racing days in 
any one year. Said dates shall not be required to be consecutive, and a racing 
day may include a matinee performance. No race or racing shall be permitted 
on Sundays. No minors shall be permitted to attend said races or be em- 
ployed in any manner about said race track during the running of races ex- 
cept grooms and leadout boys and kennel, parking, kitchen, maintenance and 
office employees engaged in the performance of their assigned duties. Each 
person in the above categories must be at least 16 years of age. None of the 
above minors shall be allowed in the parimutuel betting areas during the run- 
ning of said races and each association shall be responsible for enforcing this 
rule. 


Section 8. The Racing Commission may extend said limitations of 
time for greyhound racing not to exceed two (2) days at any one track be- 
yond the period otherwise provided by law so that any such track may con- 
duct a charity day of racing for any one or more recognized and established 
charitable institutions located within Jefferson County. For the purposes of 
this section, any institution of higher learning, including junior colleges and 
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trade schools, shall be deemed to be charitable institutions. A portion of the 
proceeds available for the charitable purposes in an amount not less than 
twenty-five (25) percent may be paid over to and for the benefit of said char- 
itable institutions of higher learning in said areas. The Racing Commission 
may extend said limitations of time for greyhound racing, in addition to the 
two (2) days heretofore provided, to an additional third day at each race 
track. The total of all profits derived from the operation of such racing on 
such charity days including all monies which would otherwise be received by 
the Racing Commission as taxes for such days’ operations shall be and be- 
poe a part of the charity trust fund for which such racing on such days is 
conducted. 


In determining profits derived from such racing on such charity days, 
which profits shall include all taxes payable to the county or any agency 
thereof for such days’ operations without the initial expense of operation al- 
lowance provided by law for greyhound tracks, said tracks shall only be enti- 
tled to deduct from the profits accruing from all receipts on such charity days 
of racing their actual operating costs, which costs shall be those expenses in- 
curred by the race track solely by reason of holding said charity days of rac- 
ing and shall not be deemed to include such expenses constant from day to 
day and which would have been incurred had the race on that day not been 
held, including, but not limited to, such items as capital expenditures, interest 
on debts, real estate taxes and annual license fees, donations, bad debts, and 
such other items of daily or pro rated expense as the racing commission may 
by rule prescribe. 


Section 9. On or before the ist day of October of each year, any per- 
son, association, or corporation possessing the qualifications prescribed in this 
Act shall have the right to apply to the commission for a permit or license to 
conduct race meetings and racing under this Act. On or before the first day 
of January of each year, after the receipt of any such application, the com- 
mission shall convene to consider and act upon all permits or licenses applied 
for. Approved permits or licenses shall be granted for a period of not less 
than one (1) year from the date of issuance and shall set forth, in addition to 
any other information prescribed by the commission, the name of the licen- 
see, the location of the race track, the duration of the race meeting and kind 
of racing desired to be conducted, and shall show the receipt by the commis- 
sion of a performance bond in the amount of fifty-thousand ($50,000.00) 
dollars to guarantee the operation of said race meeting. No such license shall 
be transferable, nor shall it apply to any other place, track, or enclosure ex- 
cept the one specified in this license. 


Section 10. The commission may revoke the license of any licensee 
conducting a race meeting, upon the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Act, or any of the provisions of this Act, or any rule or regulation, promul- 
gated by the Commission. 


Section 11. The commission is empowered to compel the production 
of any and all books, memoranda, or documents showing the receipts and dis- 
bursements of any person, association or corporation licensed to conduct race 
meetings under the provisions of this Act. The commission may, at any time, 
require the removal of any employee or official employed by any licensee here- 
under whenever it has reason to believe that such employee or official is 
guilty of any improper practice in connection with racing, has failed to com- 
ply with any condition of the license, or has violated any rule adopted by the 
commission. The commission shall have the power to require that the books 
and financial or other statements of any licensee be kept in a manner and 
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method provided by the commission; and the commission shall be authorized 
to visit, investigate, and place auditors and inspectors in the offices, tracks, or 
place of business of any person, association or corporation licensed under this 
Act. The commission shall have power to summon witnesses before its meet- 
ings; to administer oaths to such witnesses, and to require testimony on any 
issue before it. Any person failing to appear before said commission, or fail- 
ing to produce books, records, and documents ordered, or refusing to testify 
thereon, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction in a 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment not to exceed six (6) 
months, or by both fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 
Section 12. The commission shall have the power to grant, refuse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses to all persons connected with race tracks, includ- 
ing gatekeepers, announcers, ushers, starters, officials, drivers, greyhound 
owners, agents, trainers, grooms, stable foremen, exercise boys, veterinarians, 
valets, sellers of racing forms of bulletins, and attendants in connection with 
the wagering machines, pursuant to such rules and regulations as the commis- 
sion may adopt and upon the payment of a license fee as fixed and deter- 
mined by the commission in accordance with the position and compensation 
of such person. Any license may be revoked by the commission, for good 
cause shown, and any person whose license is revoked shall be ineligible to 
participate in such occupation connected with racing unless the license is re- 
turned by the commission with permission to operate thereunder. The com- 
mission may deny or revoke a license to any person who has been refused or 
denied a license by any other state racing commission or racing authority. 


Section 13. The commission shall make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on greyhound races under the form of mutuel 
wagering by patrons known as “Pari-Mutuel Wagering,” which method shall 
be legal to the extent that, and so long as, the same is carried on and con- 
ducted strictly in conformity with this Act, and not otherwise. Only the per- 
sons, associations or corporations receiving a license from the commission 
shall have the right or privilege to conduct this type of wagering and the li- 
censes shall restrict and confine this form of wagering to a space within the 
race meeting grounds. All other forms of wagering on the results of grey- 
hound races shall continue to be illegal, and any or all wagering outside of 
the enclosure of such races, where such races shali have been licensed by the 
commission, shall be illegal. 


No person or corporation shali directly or indirectly purchase pari-mu- 
tue] tickets or participate in the purchase of any part of a pari-mutuel poo! 
for another for hire or for any gratuity and no person shall purchase any part 
of a pari-mutuel pool through another, wherein he gives or pays directly or 
indirectly such other person anything of value. Any person violating this sec- 
tion shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction in a 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
five-hundred dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment not to exceed six 
months, or both fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 

Section 14. Every licensee conducting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the probate judge in his capacity as ex officio 
Treasurer of the Racing Commission of Jefferson County, Alabama, for the 
use of the Commission, the following sums per single performance:

$75,000.00-$100,000.00 $2,000.00 


All pari-mutuel handle exceeding $100,000.00 on a single performance 
the licensee shall pay a sum equal to six percent (6%) of the total contribu- 
tions to such parimutuel pools conducted or made on any race track licensed 
under this Act. The commission of a licensee on a parimutuel pool shall in no 
event exceed seventeen percent (17%) of the amount contributed thereto, 
which amount shall include the six percent (6%) tax heretofore provided. 
After the deduction of seventeen percent (17%) for the use of the commis- 
sion and the percentage commission of the licensee, the remainder of the total 
contributions to each pool shall be divided among and redistributed to the 
contributors to such pools betting on the winning greyhound. The amount of 
each redistribution for each winning bet placed shall be determined by divid- 
ing the total amount remaining in the pool after the deductions hereinabove 
provided for by the number of bets placed on the winning greyhound. Each 
redistribution shall be made in a sum equal to the next lowest multiple of ten. 
The licensee is entitled to retain the odd cents of all redistributions to be 
known as the “breaks to a dime,” and monies represented by any unclaimed 
uncashed, or abandoned pari-mutuel tickets known as “outs” money. Under 
the pari-mutuel system of wagering herein provided, the licensee shall be per- 
mitted to provide separate pools for bets to win, place, and show, also a daily 
double pool, quiniela pool, perfecta pool, big quiniela pool (Big Q), big per- 
fecta pool (Big P), twin double pool, tierce pool, perfecta tierce pool, and big 
tierce pool (Big T). Each pool shall be redistributed separately as herein pro- 
vided. Should there be no ticket bet on the winning greyhound, the entire 
pool will be divided among the holders of tickets on the greyhound running 
next in line until the pool has been redistributed to the contributors. The li- 
censee shall be required to use a totalizator machine to record the wagering 
and compute the odds. Rules and regulations governing the operation of each 
of the pools shall be set out in book form by the Jefferson County Racing 
Commission. The licensee shall collect from each person attending the race 
meeting under the provisions of this Act ten percent (10%) of the estab- 
lished admission price or five cents (5¢) whichever sum is the greater, as an 
admission tax. Licensees shall make payment of suchtaxes every seventh rac- 
ing day or any and every race meeting, which payment shall be accompanied 
by a report on the races covered by such report and such other information 
as the commission may require. 


Section 15. Greyhound Racing; Daily Operation Cost Allowance. It is 
recognized that pari-mutuel wagering at greyhound tracks will produce sub- 
stantial income to the State and County through taxes, and that it is in the 
best interests of the State and County that the business interests of operators 
shall not be taxed to an extent as to cause a track which is operated under 
sound business principles to be forced out of business. It is therefore recog- 
nized that greyhound racing tracks incur a daily initial expense of operation 
created by certain factors which remain relatively uniform and constant 
throughout a race meeting. When the mutual handle of any licensed grey- 
hound track holding a permit to conduct racing in Jefferson County under the 
authority of this statute in accordance with the rules and regulations of the 
Jefferson County Racing Commission, exceeds $100,000.00 such greyhound 
track is authorized to withhold from the total maximum commission of sev- 
enteen percent (17%) that may be withheld from the total amounts contrib- 
uted to pari-mutuel pools on greyhound races, the sum of Seventy Dollars 
(70.00) per race, which said amount shall be credited to the greyhound track 
operators as a daily “initial expense of operation.” No tax shall be levied or 
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collected on said $70.00 per race so withheld, and all taxes imposed by this 
Act, or by any other act of the legislature, shall be imposed upon the 17% of 
total amounts contributed to any pari-mutuel pools at greyhound tracks less 
the above-described $70.00 “initial expense of operation” amount per race. 
The daily “initial expense of operation” allowance shall be deducted from the 
17% commission prior to any tax being imposed on said pool, and said allow- 
ance shall be credited to the track operator. 


All allowances granted by this section to the track operator known as the 
“initial expense of operation” allowance, shall appear on the report tendered 
by the licensee as provided by this Act, and shall be shown on the tax report 
submitted by the licensee to the Jefferson County Racing Commission, in ac- 
cordance with the rules and regulations of the Jefferson County Racing Com- 
mission. 


Nothing in this section shall be construed so as to allow any greyhound 
track in this State an “initial expense of operation” allowance as provided 
herein for any day on which races may be held for the benefit of educational 
scholarships or charitable organizations. 


Whenever the mutual handle of any greyhound track is less than 
$100,000.00 such greyhound track shall not receive any daily initial cost of 
operation allowance and such greyhound track shall be taxed in accordance 
with the fixed license fee set out in Section 14 above. 


Section 16. If any free passes or complimentary cards shall be issued 
to guests by any licensee, such licensee shall nevertheless be responsible for 
payment of the admission tax upon such complimentary admission cards or 
passes as though they had been sold at the regular admission price. However, 
nothing herein contained shall be construed to prohibit the issuance of tax- 
free passes to officials and actual employees of the licensee, or other persons 
actually engaged in working at such track, including persons actually em- 
ployed and accredited by the press or other news service; provided, that the 
issuance of all such tax-free passes shall be governed by the regulations and 
orders of the commission and a list of all such officers, employees, and news 
service representatives shall be filed with the commission. 


Section 17. The license fees, commissions, and other taxes imposed 
herein shall be in lieu of all license fees, commissions and other taxes to the 
State of Alabama, or any county, city, town, or other political subdivision 
thereof. 


Section 18. Alli fees, commissions, taxes, and other monies, including 
fines, and forfeitures, received under the provisions of this Act shall be paid 
to the probate judge of the county, and remitted by him to the county treas- 
urer for deposit in the county treasury to the account of the Jefferson County 
Racing Commission. All such monies remaining after payment of the expen- 
ses incurred in the administration of this Act, including the payment of the 
salaries and expenses of the members and employees of this commission shall 
be distributed as follows: for Health, safety, education and the public welfare 
of the citizens of Jefferson County. The distribution of the revenue is to be 
made by the Jefferson County House and Senate delegation at each regular 
session of the legislature. 


Section 19. Any corporation, association, or person who directly or in- 
directly holds any greyhound race without having procured a license as pre- 
scribed in this Act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. Any person wagering 
upon the results of such a race, except in the pari-mutuel or mutuel method 
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of wagering when the same is conducted by a licensee and upon the grounds 
or enclosure of said licensee, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. Any corpora- 
tion, organization, association, or person who violates any provision of this 
Act, for which a Penalty is not expressly provided shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. Upon conviction of any of the above misdemeanors in a court of 
competent jurisdiction, the penalty shall be a fine of not less than one- 
hundred dollars ($100.00), nor more than one-thousand dollars ($1,000.00), 
or by imprisonment of not less than five days nor more than six months, or 
both, such fine and imprisonment to be in the discretion of the court. 


Section 20. No person who engages in the practice of professional 
gambling on greyhound races, or in the practice of making gambling or wag- 
ering books on such races, or who knowingly takes any part in such practices, 
shall be eligible as an applicant for any license or permit to operate a race 
track or a race meeting under the provisions of this Act, or to be connected 
therewith in any capacity; and any association or corporation which has as an 
officer, director, stockholder, executive, or employs any person who engages 
in such practices shall likewise be ineligible as a licensee, and the commission 
is hereby empowered to inquire into such matters in entertaining any such ap- 
plications and otherwise in administering this Act. 


Section 21. Any person who shall influence or have any understanding 
or connivance with any owner, groom, or other person associated with or in- 
terested in any kennel, greyhound, or race in which any greyhound partici- 
pates, to prearrange or predetermine the results of any such race, or any per- 
son who shall stimulate or depress a greyhound for the purpose of affecting 
the results of a race, shall be guilty of a felony and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be imprisoned in the state prison for not less than one year nor more 
than ten years, or shall be fined not less than one-thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) nor more than five-thousand dollars ($5,000.00) or both, in the 
discretion of the court. 


Section 22. It shall be unlawful for any person to transmit or commu- 
nicate to another by any means whatsoever, the results, changing odds, track 
conditions, or any other information relating to any greyhound race from any 
race track in this county, between the period of time beginning one hour 
prior to the first race of the day and ending thirty minutes after the posting of 
the official results of each race, as to that particular race, except that this pe- 
riod may be reduced to permit the transmitting of the results of the last race 
each day not sooner than fifteen minutes after the official posting of such re- 
sults. Provided, however, that the commission may, by rule, permit the imme- 
diate transmission by radio, television, or press wire of any pertinent informa- 
tion concerning feature races. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to transmit by any means whatsoever 
racing information to any other person, or to relay the same to any other per- 
son by word of mouth, by signal, or by use of telephone, telegraph, radio, or 
any other means, when the information is knowingly used or intended to be 
used for illegal gambling purposes, or in furtherance of such gambling pur- 
poses. 


Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be guilty of a fel- 
ony and, upon conviction, shall be imprisoned in the state penitentiary for 
not less than one year nor more than ten years, or shall be fined not less than 
one thousand dollars (1,000.00) nor more than five thousand dollars 
($5,000.00), or both, in the discretion of the court. 
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Section 23. At least eighty-five percent (85%) of the employees of 
persons, firms, associations, or corporations operating any race meeting or 
race track in Jefferson County under the provisions of this Act shall be bona 
fide residents and inhabitants of Jefferson County. 


Section 24, The county governing body of Jefferson County shail call 
and provide for holding a referendum for the purpose of determining if this 
Act shall become operative. The referendum shall be held on the same day as 
the next general, special, or primary election in the County, and shall be ad- 
vertised, held, conducted and the results thereof canvassed in the manner pro- 
vided by law for advertising, holding, and canvassing county bond elections. 
The question to be voted on shall be stated on the ballots or voting machine 
tabs substantially as follows: “Do you favor the creation of the Jefferson

Section 26. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are re- 
pealed.

Section 1. The following officers of Talladega county shall be entitled 
to compensation, payable out of the county treasury as follows: 


(a) For the probate judge, a salary of $15,000 per annum; 


(b) For each member of the county governing body, a salary of $6,000 
per annum; (The governing body must hold at least two regular meetings 
each month at times and places which have, prior to such meetings, been 
publicly announced.) 


(c) For the sheriff, a salary of $14,000 per annum; 


(d) For the circuit clerk, a salary of $9,500 per annum, until January 1, 
1974; and thereafter a salary of $10,500 per annum; (Provided, however, if 
the circuit clerk also serves as register of the circuit court, then he shall re- 
ceive a total compensation of $12,000 per annum for performing the duties 
of both the clerk and register.) 


(e) For the register, a salary of $8,500 per annum, until January 1, 
1974; and thereafter a salary of $9,500; 


(f) For each judge of the county court, a salary of $8,500 per annum; 
(g) For the tax collector, a salary of $12,000 per annum; 


(h) For the tax assessor, a salary of $12,000 per annum; 
(i) For the coroner, a salary of $3,000 per annum; 


(j) For each full time deputy sheriff a minimum salary of $450.00 per 
month; for two chief deputies, a minimum salary of $525 per month; 


(k) For members of the board of equalization and the board of regis- 
trars $20 per day for each meeting day authorized by law on which the mem- 
ber is in actual attendance.

Gentlemen: 


I am returning to you, the Body in which it originated, House Bill No. 
518, without my approval and with suggested executive amendments. 


It is suggested that Section 4 of House Bill No. 518 be amended to 
change the language in paragraph (2) subsection C of Section 186 to read as 
follows: 


“(2) The organization had four or more individuals in employment for 
some portion of a day in each of 20 different weeks, whether or not such 
weeks were consecutive, within either the current or preceding calendar year, 
regardless of whether they were employed at the same moment of time.” 


It is suggested that Section 4 of House Bill No. 518 be further amended 
to change the language of subparagraph (d) of subsection K, paragraph (1), 
of Section 186 to read as follows: 


“(d) In the employ of the operator of a farm, a group of operators of 
farms (or a cooperative organization of which such operators are members) 
in handling, planting, drying, packing, packaging, processing, freezing, grad- 
ing, storing, or delivering to storage or to market or to a carrier for transpor- 
tation to market, in its unmanufactured state, any agricultural or horticultural 
commodities; but only if such operator or group of operators (or a coopera- 
tive organization of which such operators are members) produced more than 
one-half of the commodity with respect to which such service is performed. 
Provided however, the provisions of this paragraph shall not be deemed to be 
applicable with respect to service performed in connection with commercial 
canning or commercial freezing or in connection with any agricultural or hor- 
ticultural commodity after its delivery to a terminal market for distribution 
for consumption.” 


It is further suggested that Section 8 of House Bill No. 518 be amended 
by striking the language of paragraph (1) (including its subparagraphs (a), 
(b) and (c)) of subsection F of Section 201 and substitute the following: 


“(1) Each non-profit organization or group of such organizations which 
has elected to make payments in lieu of contributions shall at the end of each 
calendar quarter, or at the end of any other period as the director shall pre- 
scribe, pay to the director an amount equal to the full amount of regular ben- 
efits plus one-half of the extended benefits paid during such quarter or other 
prescribed period that is attributable to services in the employ of such organi- 
zation. Such payments shall be made within 20 calendar days after notice of 
the amount due is mailed by the director.” 


It is suggested that Section 8 of House Bill No. 518 be further amended 
to change the language of paragraph (7) subsection F of Section 201 to read 
as follows: 

“(7) Surety—Any non-profit organization which elects to become lia- 
ble for payments in lieu of contributions shall, in addition to making such 
payments, be required within 30 days after the date the director mails notice 
of his approval of its election, to execute and file with the director a surety 
bond, or a cash deposit in lieu thereof, as approved by the director. For the 
purpose of this paragraph, a surety bond is a bond of surety issued by an or- 
ganization licensed and authorized to issue such bond in this State. The 
amount of the surety bond or cash deposit required by this paragraph shall be 
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an amount as determined by the director but not more than three (3.0) per- 
cent of the organization’s wages as defined in Section 191 of this Chapter 
paid for employment as defined in this Chapter for the four calendar quarters 
immediately preceding the effective date of the election or the renewal date in 
case of a bond or the biennial anniversary in the case of a cash deposit, 
whichever date shall be most recent and applicable. For any such organiza- 
tion which did not pay wages throughout each of four such calendar quarters 
the amount of the bond or deposit shall be as determined by the director. 


(a) Surety bond.—Any surety bond deposited under this subsection 
shall be in force for a period of not less than two full calendar years and shall 
be renewed not less frequently than at two-year intervals as long as the orga- 
nization continues to be liable for payments in lieu of contributions. The direc- 
tor shall require adjustments to be made in a previously filed bond as he 
deems appropriate. If the bond is to be increased, the adjusted bond shall be 
filed by the organization within 30 days of the date notice of such adjustment 
was mailed or otherwise delivered to it. Failure of any organization covered 
by such bond to pay the full amount of payments in lieu of contributions 
when due, together with any applicable interest and penalties as provided by 
this chapter shall render the surety liable on said bond to the extent of the 
bond, as though the surety was such organization. 


(b) Deposit of money.—Any deposit of money in accordance with this 
paragraph shall be retained by the director in an escrow account until liability 
under the election is terminated, at which time it shall be returned to the or- 
ganization, less any deductions as hereinafter provided. The director may de- 
duct from the money deposited under this subsection by any organization to 
the extent necessary to satisfy any due and unpaid payments in lieu of contri- 
butions and any applicable interest and penalty. The director shall require the 
organization within thirty days following any deduction from the money de- 
posit under the provisions of this subsection to deposit sufficient additional 
monies to make whole the organization’s deposit at the prior level. The direc- 
tor may, at any time, review the adequacy of the deposit made by any organi- 
zation. If as a result of such review, he determines that an adjustment is nec- 
essary, he shall require the organization to make an additional deposit within 
thirty days of written notice of his determination or shall return to it such 
portion of the deposit as he no longer considers necessary whichever action is 
appropriate. 


(c) If any organization subject to this section fails to file a surety bond 
or make a cash deposit or to file a surety bond in an increased amount or to 
increase or make whole the amount of a previously made cash deposit, or 
fails to pay before the delinquency date any payments due together with any 
accumulated interest and penalty as provided by this chapter, the director 
may terminate such organization’s election to make payments in lieu of con- 
tributions effective as of the end of any calendar quarter and such termina- 
tion shall continue for not less than two consecutive calendar years; provided, 
that the director may extend for good cause the posting of a cash deposit, the 
filing of a surety bond or the extension of an adjustment period by not more 
than thirty days.” 


The adoption of the suggested amendments will remove my objection to 
the bill.

RELATIVE TO THE NAMING OF ANY NEW, RECONSTRUCTED 
OR RENOVATED BRIDGE OR BRIDGES ACROSS THE TOMBIGBEE 
RIVER AT MOSCOW 


WHEREAS, the bridge across the Tombigbee River at Moscow, just 
below Demopolis, where that river forms the boundary between Marengo and 
Sumter Counties, has always been popularly called “The Rooster Bridge” and 
for many years now has been officially named the “Demopolis Rooster 
Bridge”; and 


WHEREAS, when the building of the Dixie Overland Highway, one of 
the first big federal aid highway projects in this country, was proposed Ala- 
bama was faced with the problem of raising $150,000, the estimated cost of 
the construction of the bridge; and 


WHEREAS, Mr. Frank I. Derby, a widely known cattle farmer of Sum- 
ter County, devised a novel plan for bridging the Tombigbee with the pro- 
ceeds of a gigantic rooster sale, secured the donation of hundreds of roosters, 
many from prominent residents of Alabama, but of some also from residents 
of other states, and organized a big barbecue and rooster sale which was held 
on the Town Square in Demopolis in connection with a two-day annual meet- 
ing of the Dixie Overland Highway Association; and 


WHEREAS, President Woodrow Wilson took time out from the Ver- 
sailles peace conference to send four game roosters from Brest, France, for 
this sale, each rooster to be named for the head of one of the victorious allies 
in the recent World War: Woodrow Wilson, Lloyd George of Great Britain, 
Clemenceau of France and Orlando of Italy; and 


WHEREAS, “Woodrow Wilson,” a handsome game rooster, was bid in 
at the sale for the unbelievable sum of $58,000, roosters donated by several 
of Alabama’s Congressmen brought several thousand dollars, each, and bids 
for roosters amounting to a grand total of $158,000 were received on that 
memorable August 14, 1919; and 
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WHEREAS, highway and bridge designs have changed in the fifty odd 
years since the “Rooster Bridge” was constructed and it is no longer adequate 
to accommodate traffic on the Dixie Overland Highway at Moscow; so pres- 
ent plans for improving such highway call for dismantling this bridge and re- 
placing it with two more modern structures; and 


WHEREAS, the Demopolis rooster sale which sparked the building of 
the bridge at Moscow, and thus formed an important connecting link in a na- 
tion-wide highway is one of the most colorful bits of the history of Alabama, 
quite worthy of perpetuation; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the authorities in charge of up- 
dating, renovating and reconstructing the Dixie Overland Highway are hereby 
memorialized to take appropriate notice of the important part played by Mr. 
Frank I. Derby and the Demopolis rooster sale in the early development of 
that stretch of the highway between Demopolis and the Alabama-Mississippi 
State line by officially naming whatever bridge or bridges will hereafter span 
the Tombigbee River in this vicinity “The Rooster Birdge or Bridges” in 
honor of Mr. Frank I. Derby. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Alabama Highway Depart- 
ment is hereby directed, when that part of the renovated Dixie Overland 
Highway in the vicinity of Moscow and the bridges therein have been com- 
pleted, to erect and maintain on or near each such bridge a plaque, marker or 
tablet describing the unique plan used for raising funds for the first bridge to 
span the Tombigbee River in this area. This plaque, marker or tablet shall 
specifically state that this plan was devised by Mr. Frank I. Derby and much 
of its success was due to his ingenuity, his dynamic personality, his diligence, 
and the tenacity with which he worked for this area’s progressive develop- 
ment.

“Any person who hunts, traps, captures, injures, kills or destroys or at- 
tempts to hunt, trap, capture, injure, kill or destroy any wild game on the 
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lands of another during nighttime hours without the written permission of or 
accompanied by the landowner or person in possession or control of said 
lands shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction be punished by a 
fine of not less than ten dollars ($10) nor more than one hundred dollars 
($100) for each offense; provided, however, that this shall not apply to mem- 
bers of the family, guests, servants or agents of the landowner and provided 
further that this section shall not apply to fox hunting with dogs exclusively, 
and provided further that this section shall not apply to racoon and opossum 
hunting with dogs only.” 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has originated and adopted the following Senate Joint Reso- 
jution and sends same herewith to the House for its consideration: 


By Mr. Givhan: 


S. J. R. 42. Endorsing the proposal of Senator Harry F. Byrd to re- 
quire the reconfirmation of federal judges at regular intervals. 


WHEREAS Senator Harry F. Byrd, Jr., of Virginia has introduced in 
the Congress of the United States a proposai to amend the United States Con- 
stitution to require all federal judges to be reconfirmed by the United States 
Senate every eight years; and 


WHEREAS when our founding fathers created our government, they 
provided separate legislative, executive and judicial branches in order to es- 
tablish a system of checks and balances and to prevent the domination of 
governmental affairs by any one single branch; and 
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WHEREAS, because it was thought that the judicial branch of govern- 
ment would be the weakest of the three branches, provision was made for jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court of the United States and the judges of its inferior 
courts to serve for life to provide protection from political pressure and the 
vacillations of ephemeral public opinion; and 


WHEREAS the Constitution of the United States provided for and es- 
tablished a representative republican form of government to insure the rights 
and privileges of the citizens of the component states; by its letter and spirit, 
the Constitution provided for each individual state to retain and reserve unto 
itself all its power and sovereignty except that part delegated, granted, and 
given to effect the union of the states; and by its express language, the Consti- 
tution safeguarded each individual state and its people from unauthorized in- 
terference in domestic affairs by a strong central government and from tyr- 
anny and suppression wrought by such a strong central government; and 


WHEREAS in recent decades the federal courts have taken unto them- 
selves more and more additional powers under the assumption that the law of 
the land is whatever the court says it is; they have not only usurped the 
powers reserved to the states and assumed powers of the legislative and exec- 
utive branches of government in the process of self-anointed omnipotence, but 
they have mistaken themselves for God; and 


WHEREAS under the incessant demands of a powerful combination of 
subversive and minority interests, the courts have fallen into a slough of falla- 
cious reasoning, and in attempting to extricate themselves have resorted to 
strangely conceived social concepts and idealistic pap in which they insist 
upon wallowing; and 


WHEREAS the courts, by their arrogant, wilful and wanton use of judi- 
cial fiat and flagrant abuse of injunctive powers, have forced their tragically 
ridiculous interpretations of the Constitution and of state and federal statutes 
on the people of a once proud, powerful and self reliant nation to such extent 
that many property rights have been destroyed; voting rights have been di- 
luted and restricted; the legislative and congressional districts of many states 
have been arbitrarily reapportioned without regard to similarity of interests, 
economic condition or consideration of desires of any groups within the 
states; orderly systems of public education are impossible; riots are frequent 
occurrences on college and university campuses; transportation is often 
halted; welfare cases have risen to astronomical heights; crime in the streets is 
uncontrolled, and fear and chaos are rife throughout the land; and 


WHEREAS a return to a sane, strong responsible government which is 
supported by the vast majority of people who work for a living, pay their 
debts, educate their children, and, with confidence in themselves and faith in 
the Lord, contribute something to the communities they live in, can be 
achieved in large part by making federal judges responsive to the will of these 
people; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That this body and the people of 
Alabama heartily endorse Senator Byrd’s proposal to require the reconfirma- 
tion of federal judges by the Senate of the United States at intervals of eight 
years. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That we regard this proposal as an ad- 
mirable step in the right direction and would recommend that United States 
Supreme Court Justices be included therein and that the intervals for recon- 
firmation be reduced to six years. 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That copies of this resolution be sent 
to Senator Harry F. Byrd, Jr., to the President and Vice President of the 
United States, to the Speaker of the House of the United States Congress, to 
the Chief Justice and each Associate Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court and to each member of Alabama’s Congressional Delegation.

On motion of Mr. Gloor, the reading at length of the Journal of the 
House for the eighteenth legislative day was dispensed with and the report of 
the Standing Committee on Rules was concurred in and adopted, and the 
Journal for the eighteenth legislative day was approved. 


H. 1035 RE-REFERRED 


On the motion of Mr. Merrill the bill, H. 1035, was re-ferred from the 
Standing Committee on Judiciary to the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means. 


BILLS ON SECOND READING 


Mr. Mathews, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 287. To propose and provide for the submission of an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama to amend Amendment CCLXIX to said con- 
stitution proposed by Act No. 274, H. 297, Regular Session 1967 authorizing 
counties and municipalities to levy and collect additional property taxes for 
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public library purposes, so as to provide further for the rate of the tax and 
the manner in which elections under this amendment shall be called. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the Con- 
stitution. 


H. 321. To amend Section 2 of Act No. 590 adopted at the 1939 Reg- 
ular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, so as to increase the rate of the 
tax levied in said act, as amended, to eight cents per gallon. 


H. 747. To prohibit the construction or preparation therefor of addi- 
tional state trade schools and state junior colleges. 


H. 1021. To provide for the retirement of employees under the State 
Retirement System who have obtained the age of 50 and have at least 30 years 
service and to repeal all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act. 


H. 1383. To amend Section 5, of Act No. 643, H. 854, Regular Ses- 
sion, 1967 (Acts of Alabama 1967, Page 1455) Approved September 8, 
1967, entitled “An Act providing for the regulation of junkyards along the in- 
terstate and primary systems; restricting location; licensing; screening, acqui- 
sition; penalties.” 


H. 272. To establish a pension fund for Alabama fire fighters to be 
known as the Alabama Fire Fighters Pension Fund; to prescribe conditions 
for joining, withdrawing from, and continuing membership in the fund; to 
regulate the payment of pensions and benefits from the fund; to provide for 
the management and administration of the fund by a board of trustees; to 
prescribe the membership of the board, to provide for the election and terms 
of office of members thereof, and prescribe their powers and duties; to estab- 
lish the office of secretary-treasurer of such board, provide for his employ- 
ment, his salary, and his bond; and for the purpose of financing the fund to 
levy and provide for the collection of an additional tax on insurers against 
fire, lightning, and related hazards, to fix membership dues, and authorize 
gifts, contributions and donations to the fund. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were sev- 
erally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1028. To validate in certain cases clections heretofore held in anv 
school district or in any county at large for the purpose of authorizing a spe- 
cial tax for any school or eudcational purpose, or for school or educational 
purposes generally, under the constitution or any amendment thereto, or for 
the purpose of authorizing the consolidation of school districts and the levy 


of any such tax in the consolidated district resulting from such consolidation. 


H. 18. Relating to legal jeopardy; to provide that no person shall be 
placed in legal jeopardy for acts of self defense or in aid of another in certain 
cases; and to provide for indemnification or reimbursement by the State to 
the defendant under certain circumstances, when such defendant’s actions are 
justified. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, 
and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to- 
wit: 
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H. 303. (With Amendment): Relating to motor vehicles; further reg- 
ulating the operation of vehicles upon the highways; prohibiting the operation 
thereon of unsafe vehicles; authorizing the director of public safety to provide 
for the making of inspections and tests of motor vehicles to detect defective 
equipment or other violation of laws governing the use of public highways by 
motor vehicles and the owners and operators of such vehicles; requiring driv- 
ers or operators of motor vehicles, when directed by a police officer to do so, 
to stop their vehicles and submit them to the inspection and tests hereby au- 
thorized; and to prescribe penalties. 


H. 342. (With Amendment): To provide further for the management 
of the trial courts of the State and the continual improvement thereof; to es- 
tablish a State Department of Court Management, to prescribe its powers, 
functions and duties; to provide for its officers and employees; to authorize 
such department to conduct studies, projects and functions designed to im- 
prove the administration. of justice, the courts and continuing legal and judi- 
cial education and to authorize the use of the services of any member of the 
judiciary in connection therewith; to authorize county governing bodies to 
provide for or assist in providing for court management departments, projects 
and studies and to provide or assist in providing continuing legal and judicial 
education to judges and other court officers and employees; to place certain 
duties on the Chief Justice of the Alabama Supreme Court; and to make ap- 
propriations to carry out the provisions of this act. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were sev- 
erally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 354. To regulate further the excusing of persons from jury service 
in the Eleventh Judicial Circuit; to authorize requiring persons excused from 
jury service at one time to serve at a subsequent time; and to regulate the 
compensation of jurors summoned for one week, but required to serve in an- 
other. 


H. 355. To allow prospective jurors to be excused without the pres- 
ence of the defendant in the Eleventh Judicial Circuit of Alabama. 


H. 356. To abolish the drawing of special venires in capital cases in 
the Eleventh Judicial Circuit of Alabama. 


H. 357. Relating to criminal procedure in the Eleventh Judicial Cir- 
cuit; providing for the separation of the jury during the trial of a felony by 
consent of the parties thereto. 


H. 358. To apply only in the circuit court of the Eleventh Judicial Cir- 
cuit; to provide that in such court the parties to any action, except prosecu- 
tions for capital felonies, may at any stage of a trial then pending and 
whether the jury has retired or not, unanimously consent with legal effective- 
ness to the discharge from further duty of any member of the jury trying the 
case, and to a continuation of the trial and the rendition of a verdict by the 
remaining jurors; and to further provide that in such courts and in such ac- 
tions the parties may, prior to the commencement of a trial unanimously stip- 
ulate in open court with legal effectiveness that in the event it becomes neces- 
sary during the pendency of the trial, whether the jury has retired or not, for 
the court to discharge from further duty any member of the jury trying the 
case because of the juror’s sickness or other good cause, the trial shall con- 
tinue with and a verdict be rendered by the remaining jurors. 
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H. 832. To authorize, provide for, and regulate investigation concern- 
ing the sanity of prisoners in state or county custody, when the issue of sanity 
at the time of the commission of an offense or the issue of insanity at the time 
of trial is presented to the court by any post conviction review procedure. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 838. (With Amendment): To make it a felony for a parent to fail 
to comply with the terms of a court order requiring support for his or her 
child or children. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were sev- 
erally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 868. To provide a uniform procedure for the adoption of rules by 
state administrative agencies, and for the review of state agency rules and de- 
terminations. 


H. 992. To amend Code of Alabama 1940, Title 42, Section 7, so as 
to allow a parolee to be discharged from parole with credit for good conduct 
and faithful performance of duties while on parole. 


H. 993. To further amend Section 1 of Act No. 534, General Acts 
1943, page 508, entitled “An Act to provide for deductions from penitentiary 
and hard labor sentences for good conduct;” to repeal Act No. 481, Acts of 
Alabama 1953, page 600, entitled “To provide for additional deductions from 
penitentiary and hard labor sentences as incentive to extra production” and to 
repeal all laws in conflict. 


H. 1243. Relating to crimes and offenses, prohibiting the unauthorized 
entry into dwellings under certain conditions and providing penalties for vio- 
lations. 


S. 48. To repeal Sections 21, 22, 23, and 25 of Title 13, Code of Ala- 
bama 1940 and Section 7 of Act 987, Regular Session, 1969, all of which re- 
late to the submission of cases in the appellate courts of the state. 


S. 208. To propose an amendment to ihe Cousiiiition of Alabama 
with respect to the retirement, censure, suspension and removal of certain 
judges, creating a Judicial Commission and defining its powers, duties and au- 
thority. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the Con- 
stitution. 


S. 234. To authorize and empower the Supreme Court to adopt gen- 
eral rules governing pleading, practice and procedure in civil actions in all 
Courts in Alabama; and to provide for one form of civil action and proce- 
dure for the trial of cases both at law and in equity. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were sev- 
erally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 
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H. 687. (With Substitute): To amend Code of Alabama 1940, Title 
7, Section 1059 relating to restraining orders to authorize issuance of such 
order without notice to the adverse party, only under certain conditions.

7, Section 1054 relating to setting for hearing application for issuance of in- 
junction, providing for issuance of such order without notice to the adverse 
party only under certain conditions.

To set up an Alabama Health Care Plan; to provide health 
care insurance for those Alabama citizens not otherwise able to obtain such 
protection; to allow insurance companies, on a non-profit basis, to organize 
for the purpose of offering health insurance under the provisions of the plan; 
to establish, through the Superintendent of Insurance, premium rates and ex- 
pense provisions; to provide relief from premium tax and recoupment of 
losses through premium tax exemptions to insurers; to provide for rules and 
regulations and penalties for those persons wilfully misrepresenting material 
facts in order to quality under the provisions of the plan; to provide for the 
examination of companies and employment of special persons, at no expense 
to the State, to assist the Superintendent of Insurance in implementation of 
the plan. 


H. 392. To establish the Alabama Board of Hearing Aid Dealers; to 
provide for licensure of persons who are dealers and fitters of hearing aids; to 
provide for the regulation of dispensing and fitting of hearing aids to the pub- 
lic; and to provide for penalties and punishment for violation of this Act. 


H. 389. To amend Section 270 of Title 22 of the Code of Alabama 
1940, Recompiled 1958 to provide for medical treatment of minors with ve- 
nereal disease. 


Mr. Bank, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Health, reported 
that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and ordered 
same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendments, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1126. (With Amendments): Defining categories of Medical Labo- 
ratory Personnel and the regulation and licensing thereof in the State of Ala- 
bama; repealing Sections 151-167, Chapter 8, Title 46, Code of Alabama, 
1940. 


Mr. Bank, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Health, reported 
that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and ordered 
same returned to the House with a favorable report, with substitute, with 
amendments, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to- 
wit: 
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H. 1151. (With Substitute and Amendments): An Act to better pro- 
vide for the public health by providing that an assistant to a physician, and 
any trainee in training to become an assistant to a physician, can perform 
medical services when certain conditions are met; by providing for the ap- 
proval and regulation of assistants to physicians; by providing for the ap- 
proval and regulation of physicians to utilize assistants to physicians; by pro- 
viding for the approval and regulation of programs for training assistants to 
physicians; enlarging the powers of the Board of Medical Examiners so that 
they may promulgate rules and regulations for regulating assistants to physi- 
cians and the physicians who utilize them; prescribing penalties for violations 
of the provisions of this Act; authorizing the State Board of Medical Examin- 
ers to make any further provisions for carrying out the intent and purposes of 
this Act, and, for carrying out any other rules and regulations promulgated 
by the Board of Medical Examiners; providing for injunctive proceedings;

Alabama, 1940, as amended, to change the name of the state agency created by 
the Legislature; to stabilize and regulate the milk industry in Alabama; to 
change the composition of the Alabama Dairy Commission to be a Commis- 
sion made up of five voting members, four of whom to be persons with no di- 
rect or indirect interest in the milk business and the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture and Industries; to invest the Dairy Commission with power to employ 
services of economists, accountants, and other experts to assist the Commis- 
sion in carrying out its functions; to invest the Commission with the power to 
require distributors, producer-distributors, dealers, processors, or handlers to 
post sufficient bond to protect producers and producer payrolls from insol- 
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vency of distributors, producer-distributors, dealers, processors, or handlers, 
or default by said distributors, producer-distributors, dealers, processors, or 
handlers in making payment for milk received; to require distributors, produ- 
cer-distributors, dealers, processors, and handlers to make a full and complete 
accounting to producers, of all milk received, from all sources, including a 
complete fat and skim accounting; to require the commission to conduct cost 
studies and prepare findings or fact before fixing the prices for hauling, trans- 
porting, bottling, packaging, distributing, processing, and marketing milk; to 
invest the Commission with the power to fix by economic formula prices to 
Me paid producers and producer associations for milk sold in the state of Ala- 
ama. 


Mr. McDonald, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Commerce 
and Transportation, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable re- 
port, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 689. Relating to highways; To control and regulate the erection 
and maintenance of outdoor advertising devices or signs on lands adjacent to 
the Federal-Aid Primary System and the National System of Interstate and 
Defense highways in Alabama; to provide compensation for removal or relo- 
cation of advertising devices; to define terms; to issue permits and collect fees 
therefore; to provide for violations and penalties; authorizing the Highway 
Director to adopt rules and regulations to carry out the provisions of this Act; 
to provide how this Act may be cited; and to provide a severability clause. 


H. 1572. To provide for the registration of trade-marks, badges, la- 
bels, trade names, and other distinguishing designations for goods, wares,

(With Amendments): To provide for a driver license, a chauf- 
feur license, a motorcycle license, and to prescribe the manner of test there- 
for, and to authorize the Director of Public Safety to issue said licenses. 


Mr. Callahan, Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Highway 
Safety, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
substitute, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 509. (With Substitute): To amend Section 89, Title 36, Code of 
Alabama 1940, as amended, relating to size and weight of vehicles and loads, 
so as to increase the permissible width of certain vehicles to eight feet, nine 
inches. 


Mr. Callahan, Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Highway 
Safety, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit:

the Circuit Court, Tenth Judicial Circuit of Alabama, Birmingham Division, 
sitting in Birmingham, and with such other inferior courts in Jefferson 
County where the amount in controversy exceeds the sum of $100.00 and 
does not exceed the sum of $500.00; to define the jurisdiction and powers of 
said Court, the judge, clerks and other officers thereof; to provide for places 
for holding said court, term and salary of said judge, the manner of his ap- 
pointment and election, and the payment of his salary: to provide for the 
abolishment of the Jefferson County Court of General Sessions: to provide 
for the transfer of all pending cases and records of the said court to the court 
created by this Act. ____.. 


H. 463. To fix the compensation or salary of the Treasurer of all coun- 
ties having a population of Six Hundred Thousand (600,000) or more ac- 
cording to the last or any subsequent Federal Census. To provide for the 
manner of payment thereof and to repeal all Jaws in conflict herewith. 


H. 685. To amend Section 94, Subsection (1) of Title 51, Code of 
Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended, which fixes the term of service and 
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compensation of members of the Board of Equalization and Adjustments, in 
those counties in which the total assessed value of all taxable property, using 
the year 1955 as the basis, exceeds six hundred million dollars ($600,000,000).

A BILL TO BE ENACTED an act to repeal Act No. 159, local acts of 
Alabama 1947, page 91, and to repeal act No. 161, local acts of Alabama 
1949 at page 187, which two acts provided for the election of members of the 
board of revenue by districts, and to re-enact the provisions of Act No. 250, 
local acts of Alabama, 1939, page 138 which provided for election of mem- 
bers of the board of revenue by the qualified electors of the county as a 
whole, but requiring one member to reside in each of the districts therein des- 
ignated and established. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Act No. 159 Local Acts of Alabama 1947, page 91, is here- 
by expressly repealed. 


Section 2. Act No. 161 Local Acts of Alabama 1949 at page 187 is 
hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 3. Section 1 of Act No. 250, Local Acts of Alabama 1939, 
page 139, is reinacted and Section 1 of said Act No. 250, Local Acts of Ala- 
bama 1939, page 138 shail read as follows: 


There is hereby created a Board of Revenue for said Cherokee County, 
Alabama, (which Board is under the general law is now known as The Cher- 
okee County Commission) which Board shall consist of four members who 
shall be nominated and elected by the qualified electors of the County at 
large, one member to reside in and be elected from each of the districts here- 
in established, and for the terms of office as is specified by Sections 3 and 4 
of said Act No. 250.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section I. That Section 12 of Act 418, approved November 13, 1959, 
is hereby amended to read as follows:

The public shall be informed that each person registered to 
vote is required to furnish by mail or in person registered to vote is required 
to furnish by mail or in person to the board of registrars, not later than De- 
cember 31, 1971, a voter address report giving name as registered, full name, 
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including maiden surname of married woman name of spouse, if any, voter’s 
date of birth, race, sex address and location of residence by map or descrip- 
tion if not on a street with numbered residences. Such information shall be 
recorded on the card file of the board of registrars when it is given by the 
registered voter, and, if he fails to give complete information after notice, he 
shall be notified to appear before the board to do so. All persons failing to 
give complete information by December 31, 1971, shall be advertised for 
purging from the list of registered voters, and ten (10) days for hearings and 
for assistance to voters in furnishing information shall be set by the board to 
be held not Jater than February. Such ten (10) day meeting shall be in place 
of the five (5) days in January and the five (5) days in February provided 
for purging and hearings by general law to be held in odd-numbered years. 
The board of registrars shall report not later than April 1, 1972, to the au-

Section 4. Any person who makes a wilfully false statement in answer 
to the reidentification questionnaire to the board of registrars or the duly au- 
thorized employee of the board of registrars shall be guilty of perjury and 
upon conviction shall be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
not less than one year nor more than five years. Section 5. The cards, files, 
equipment, clerical assistance, postage, telephones and office space necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this act are hereby required to be furnished by 
the county governing body of Houston County as authorized, and hereby re- 
quired, by Section 55 (1) Title 17, Code of Alabama 1940 as amended.

all areas outside cities are divided into precincts and districts. If the governing 
bodies herein cited fail to divide voting territory, then the board of regis- 
trars shall divide the list of registered electors of such precinct, ward, district 
or beat into List A and List B, List A to contain the names of electors resid- 
ing within the corporate limits of the municipality and List B to contain the 
names of electors residing outside the corporate limits of any municipality. 


Section 8. The mayor of each incorporated city or town in Houston 
County, or the person or persons charged with the duty of preparing a regis- 
tration list of the registered electors in such city or town, or his duly author- 
ized agents or representatives preparing such registration list, shall have full 
access to the files of the board of registrars, under supervision of the board, 
for the purpose of checking the same against the registration list as shown by 
the files of the board of registrars, and said list of registered electors being 
prepared for use in a municipal election shall be so checked and shall be 
made to conform to the placing of names for voting as on file with the board 
of registrars. 


Section 9. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains.

Relating to Elmore County: abolishing the Elmore County Court and es- 
tablishing in lieu thereof a court of record to be known as the Law & Juvenile 
Court defining the court’s jurisdiction and powers; providing for its officers, 
and for their powers, duties, and compensation; providing for the creation of 
two divisions of the court, to be known as “The Tallassee Division” and “The 
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Wetumpka Division”; providing for the holding of terms and the sessions of 
the divisions; providing for the rules and procedure of the court; providing 
for fees and costs of Court; and providing for the transfer of all cases pend- 
ing in the Elmore County Court to the Law & Juvenile Court. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and established in Elmore County, 
a court of record to be known as and called the Law & Juvenile Court, which 
Court shall have and exercise civil and criminal jurisdiction as hereinafter 
provided. 


Section 2. The Law & Juvenile Court shall have civil jurisdiction in all 
civil matters of which justices of the peace of Elmore County have jurisdic- 
tion under the general laws of the State of Alabama, concurrently with the 
several justices of the peace in the county; and in addition thereto, the court 
shall have jurisdiction, concurrently with the circuit court of Elmore County, 
of all matters, suits, and actions at law which are in amount more than the 
jurisdiction of the justices of the peace, and not more than $1,500 and when 
the value of the property sued for in a suit in detinue is not more than $1,500 
provided, however, that the court shall not have and exercise civil jurisdiction 
of actions in the nature of ejectment; and the court shall have original jurisdic- 
tion, concurrently with the circuit court of Elmore County, of all misdemeanors 
committed in the county. It shall have preliminary jurisdiction of all felonies, 
and of bastardy and of other criminal and quasi-criminal proceedings cogniz- 
able before justice of the peace courts. The court shail have jurisdiction of all 
matters, suits, and actions cognizable before a juvenile court; and of ail cases of 
desertion and non-support arising under the provisions of Article 3. Chapter 
4, Title 34, Code of Alabama (1940). The jurisdiction of the Law and Juve- 
nile Court, as hereinabove provided, shall be coextensive with the county. 
The court may suspend execution of sentence and place on probation any 
person convicted of a misdemeanor, the same as the circuit court, and the pe- 
riod of probation or suspension of execution of sentence shall be determined 
by the court. 


Section 3. The judge of the court shall have been a resident in and a 
qualified elector of the county for at least two years at the time of his ap- 
pointment or election, and shall reside in the county during his continuance 
in office. He shall be at least 25 years of age, learned in the law and shall 
have been admitted to the practice of law in this state. He shall not during his 
term of office act as attorney in any case or matter that has previously been 
in or is in this court, but may practice in all other matters and all other 
courts. This act shall become a law and be in full force and effect upon its 
passage an; approval by the Governor, but it shall not affect the term of office 
of the present judge of the Elmore County Court or his successor in office. 
Such incumbent judge shall be the judge of the court created and established 
herein until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1975, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified as now required by law, or as pro- 
vided in this act. He shall perform the duties, and receive the compensation 
as herein provided for the judge of this court. 


Section 4. The term of office of the judge of this court, who shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of the county, at the general election for state 
and county officers in the year 1974 and every six years thereafter, shall be 
for six years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
1975, and until his successor is elected or appointed and qualified. Upon the 
passage and approval of this act, or upon its otherwise becoming a law, the 
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Governor shall issue a commission to the incumbent judge of the Elmore 
County Court at the time this act becomes effective as judge of the Law & Ju- 
venile Court, as herein provided; and after the election of the judge of this 
court as herein provided the Governor shall likewise issue to him a commis- 
sion as such Judge. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the judge of 
this court shall take the oath of office in the form required by law to be taken 
by judges of the circuit court of this state and he shall be removed from office 
for the same causes and in the same manner as is now or may be hereafter 
provided for removal of circuit judges. In the event of the vacancy caused by 
the resignation, removal! or death of the judge, or for other causes, the Gover- 
nor shall fill the office by appointment and the person so appointed shall hold 
office as provided for in Section 158 of the Constitution of this state. In case 
the judge shall be unable at any time to discharge the duties of his office by 
reason of sickness, disqualifications, or other causes, the judge shall make, or 
cause to be made by the clerk thereof, when the facts warrant it, an order set- 
ting forth the reasons of his inability to sit in the court, and the order shall be 
spread on the minutes of the court. Thereupon, the clerk of this court shall 
designate and appoint in writing, which appointment shall be spread on the 
minutes of this court, some practicing attorney of the county or State of Ala- 
bama who is learned in the law, as special judge thereof, and the person so 
designated and appointed shall perform all of the duties and exercise all of 
the powers and authority of the judge of this court, and shall hold said office 
until the regular judge thereof shall resume his duties. The said special judge 
shall receive not less than $5.00 nor more than $50.00 as compensation for 
his services for each day he serves as judge of this court, said compensation 
to be fixed by the clerk of said court payable in the same manner and from 
the same funds as the compensation of the regular judge is paid. The regular 
judge of this court shall have authority to administer oaths, and take ac- 
knowledgements and affidavits in all cases, and to solenize marriages, the 
same as circuit judges of this State. 


Section 5. The judge of the Law & Juvenile Court shall receive a sal- 
ary of Twelve Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($12,500) per annum, paya- 
ble in equal monthly installments out of the general fund of the county, upon 
the warrant of the probate judge. Such judge is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to issue monthly warrants which shall be a preferred claim against the 
general fund. 


Section 6. The clerk of the Circuit Court of the County shall act and 
be clerk of the Law & Juvenile Court, hereby established, and he shall keep a 
civil and criminal docket of all cases brought before the court, and all of the 
minutes and records as are now required by Jaw to be kept by clerks of the 
circuit courts, and he shall have authority to issue all necessary summonses 
and complaints as to all cases filed in the court, and all other civil and crimi- 
nal process which clerks of the circuit courts are now required or empowered 
by law to issue. He shall have authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all 
cases in the court. It shall be the duty of the clerk to tax and collect in each 
civil and criminal case in the Law & Juvenile Court the same costs and fees 
for services of the solicitor, the clerk, the sheriff, and the witnesses as are now 
allowed by law to be taxes, charged, and collected in the circuit court of this 
state, which he shall disburse as is now required of said fees in the circuit 
courts of Elmore County, except as may be hereinafter provided. It shall also 
be the duty to collect, or receive from the sheriff, all fines and forfeitures in 
the court, which together with the solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in the 
court, he shall pay into the fine and forfeiture fund of the county, in the same 
manner as now provided for the disposition of such funds in the circuit court 
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of Elmore County. The clerk shall tax in each civil case, except when the 
amount involved is less than $101.00, a trial fee of two dollars and shall tax 
in all criminal cases a trial fee as hereinafter provided, to be collected as all 
other costs are collected, and when collected, to be paid into and become a 
part of the general fund of the county. The court costs and fees in all prosec- 
utions in the Law & Juvenile Court for violations of the prohibition laws, for 
carrying a concealed weapon, and for petit larceny or offenses or petit lar- 
ceny grade, adultery, and assault with a weapon, shall be the same as those 
prescribed for county courts by the general laws of the state, except that the 
trial tax in such cases shall be three dollars. The court costs and fees for mis- 
demeanors other than violation of the prohibition laws, carrying a concealed 
weapon, petit larceny or offenses punishable like petit larceny, adultery, and 
assault with a weapon, in bastardy proceedings, in peace proceedings, and in 
preliminary examinations shall be the same as those prescribed by the general 
laws of the state; provided, that in all such cases the trial tax shall be one dol- 
Jar and no solicitor’s fee shall be taxed as a part of the cost. Witness fees 
taxed and collected in civil cases shall be retained by the clerk and paid over 
to any witness entitled to such fee, who in not more than five days proves his 
attendance upon the court in any case therein pending by obtaining a witness 
certificate, and who presents to the clerk such certificate for payment within 
ninety days after the payment of costs in the cases in which the certificates 
were issued. No costs shall be taxed in any civil cases for witness fees of any 
witness who fails to prove his attendance as a witness and to obtain a witness 
certificate within the five day period prescribed. In case any civil witness cer- 
tificate is issued, but not presented for payment within ninety days after the 
payment of costs in the case in which the certificate was issued, the witness 
fee shall revert to the general fund of the county. The clerk shall pay to the 
county treasurer, for the use of the general fund, all such reverted fees in his 
hands on the first Monday of each month. State witness fees in criminal cases 
shall be taxed, collected, paid into, and disbursed from the fine and forfeiture 
fund of the county. Each witness attending court in civil cases shall be enti- 
tled to seventy-five cents per day and five cents per mile actually travelled by 
the most direct route in going to court and returning home and the witness 
fees shall be taxed as a part of the costs and shall be collected and disposed 
of as herein provided. It is expressly provided that Act. No. 586 approved 
September 8, 1967 (1967 Acts of Alabama, Volume II page 1358 and 1359), 
shall apply to said court, and that the costs and fees provided for therein shall 
be collected in addition to the costs and fees provided for in this Act. The 
clerk shall attend upon the sessions of the court at such hours as are desig- 
nated by the judge thereof and shall perform such other duties as may be pre- 
scribed by the judge of the court and by his act, either in person or by dep- 
uty. The clerk shall issue certificates of judgments of the court, in the same 
form as is now provided by law for issuance of certificates of judgments from 
the circuit courts. The owner of any judgment rendered by the court may file 
in the office of the judge of probate of any county in this state such certificate 
of judgment issued by the clerk as hereinabove provided, under the same pro- 
cedure and in the same manner as is now or may hereafter be provided for 
filing certificates of judgments rendered by the circuit courts of this state; and 
when so filed such judgments shall be lien in the county where filed on all 
property of the defendant which is subject to levy and sale under execution. 
The filing of such certificate of judgment shall be notice to all persons of the 
existence of the lien thereby created. Such lien shall continue for ten years 
from the date of such judgment and no insolvency proceedings or declaration 
of insolvency shall affect or impair such lien, except bankruptcy proceedings 
instituted within four months after the filing of the certificate, provided by 
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law. Execution may be issued at any time within ten years from the date of 
such judgment, whether execution has been previously issued or not. The 
clerk of the court, before entering into the duties of his office, shall give bond 
in such penal sum as may be prescribed by the court of county commissioners 
of the county, payable and conditioned as are official bonds required of clerks 
of the circuit courts, to be taken and approved by the judge of probate of the 
county, and recorded in the probate office of the county. There shall be the 
same liabilities and remedies upon said bonds as upon bonds of the clerks of 
the circuit court of this state. The premium on the bond or bonds shall be 
paid out of the general fund of the county. 


Section 7. The sheriff of Elmore County shall, in person, or by deputy, 
be required to attend upon the court and to preserve order and execute all 
writs or process issued therefrom, and to perform such other duties in all re- 
spect as he is required by law to perform in the circuit court of Elmore 
County. 


Section 8. The deputy solicitor for the county shall prosecute for the 
state all criminal cases in the court created by this act. His entire compensa- 
tion shall be a salary of Four thousand eight hundred dollars (4,800.00) per 
annum, to be paid out of the general fund of the county in equal monthly in- 
stallments on the warrant of the probate judge. Such warrants shall be pre- 
ferred claims against the general fund of the county. 


Section 9. There shall be a Tallassee Division and a Wetumpka Divi- 
sion of the Court. The Tallassee Division shall include and be composed of 
the following beats or precincts in Elmore County, viz: Precinct 1, precinct 
2, precinct 3, precinct 4, precinct 13, and precinct 19; and the Wetumpka Di- 
vision shall include and be composed of the following precincts in Elmore 
County, viz: Precinct 5, precinct 6, precinct 7, precinct 8, precinct 9, precinct 
10, precinct 11, precinct 12, precinct 14, precinct 15, precinct 16, precinct 
17, and precinct 18. The sessions of the court of the Tallassee Division shall 
be held at some place in the city of Tallassee or in the police jurisdiction 
thereof, and the sessions of the court of the Wetumpka Division shal! be held 
at the court house in the city of Wetumpka. The court, at the discretion of 
the judge, shall be open any day during the week, except Sunday, for the trial 
of cases coming within the jurisdiction of the court. One the first and third 
Mondays of each month there shall be held a session of the court for the han- 
dling trial, and disposition of all criminal and quasi-criminal cases therein 
pending in the Wetumpka Division of Elmore County, which shall continue 
as long as necessary to dispose of the docket; and on the second Monday of 
each month there shall be held a session of the court for the handling, trial 
and disposition of all cases therein pending in the Tallassee Division of El- 
more County, which shall continte as long as necessary to dispose of the 
docket. On the fourth Monday of each month, there shall be held a session of 
the court in the Wetumpka Division for the handling, trial and disposition of 
all civil cases therein pending which shall continue as long as necessary to dis- 
pose of the docket. But any session of the court in either of the divisions may 
be dispensed with and continued by the judge when, in the opinion of the 
judge, the public good or public necessity requires such continuance. As to all 
civil and criminal actions of which the court shall have jurisdiction, the venue 
of the acts shall be determined as if each of the two divisions of the county 
hereinabove provided for constituted a separate county, except that after any 
actions instituted in either division of the court, the judge of the court shall 
have the power and authority to order the transfer or removal of any such ac- 
tion to the other division of the court for trial. All suits and actions on con- 
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tract or in tort except as otherwise provided in this act must be brought in the 
division in which the defendant or one of them resides or in which the debt 
was created or cause of action arose. 


Section 10. All prosecutions for misdemeanors may be instituted in the 
court by making affidavit before the judge or the clerk of the court, and the 
writ on said affidavit shall be issued by the clerk. In all preliminary proceed- 
ings in prosecutions for felonies begun in the court, the same may be insti- 
tuted by affidavit before the judge or clerk, and the writ thereon shall be is- 
sued by the judge or the clerk. When the defendent is arrested on affidavit 
and the warrant charging a misdemeanor the case shall go to the docket for 
trial and be tried as though the defendant has been indicted by a grand jury, 
except as hereinafter provided. The defendant shall not be put upon trial in 
any cause within five days of his arrest, except with his consent. The judge of 
the court shall have the right and authority to issue all processes returnable 
into his court that are not especially provided to be issued by the clerk of the 
court, but he shall not prepare any summons and complaints, garnishments, 
detinue attachments, papers or other writs of process issuing out of said 
courts. All writs must be made returnable to the division of this court in which 
the aileged crime was committed. 


Section 11. All criminal cases in the court shall be tried by the judge 
thereof without a jury, and the accused shall not have the right to demand a 
trial by jury, but in all trials of criminal cases in the court, the judge shall de- 
termine both the law and the facts without the intervention of a jury, and in 
cases of conviction the defendant shali have the right to appeal to the circuit 
court as provided for in Section 326 of Title 13 of the Code of Alabama 
(1940) except that appeal bonds shall be approved by the clerk of the court, 
and a jury trial may there be had on the demand of the defendant, made at 
the time of taking the appeal. 


Section 12. A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge of misde- 
meanor before this court may, upon applying to the judge or clerk for a war- 
rant of arrest and upon making affidavit in writing that he has probable cause 
for believing and does believe, that a specifically identified property, as the 
case may be, then the judge or clerk of the court shall examine the affiant 
under oath, and other witnesses if he so desires, touching the offense charged 
in the affidavit, and if the judge or clerk has probable cause for believing that 
the offense alleged in the affidavit has been committed he shall issue his war- 
rant of arrest as hereinabove provided. When there is an objection to the va- 
lidity or sufficiency of an affidavit, complaint, or warrant pending in this 
court or when a defect appears in any of the same, the solicitor or other per- 
son prosecuting for the state shall have the right to amend any or all the pa- 
pers to which the objection is directed, or where such defect appears; or the 
solicitor may instead of amending the papers, make a brief statement of the 
cause of complaint signed by him, which may be substantially in the form 
provided in Section 259 of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama (1940) as 
amended and may be amended as herein provided. Thereupon the court shall 
proceed to try the case either upon the original papers or the original as 
amended, or upon the statement or statements filed by the solicitor or other 
person prosecuting for the state. 


Section 13. All proceedings in the court as to judgment for fine and 
costs, confession of judgment and executions thereon, sentence to jail or hard 
labor for fines and costs, and as additional punishment, ball, conditional judg- 
ments, forfeitures, judgments, final and alias warrants of arrest, shall be the 
same in the Law & Juvenile Court, as are now; and conditional judgments 
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may be set aside therein, reduced, or made absolute and the same orders and 
judgments may be made and taken in such matters as could be made or taken 
in the circuit courts; and the same procedure shall be followed, except as oth- 
erwise provided by this act. 


Section 14. The trial of all criminal appeals from this court in the cir- 
cuit court shall be de novo, and without any indictment or presentment by 
the grand jury; but the solicitor shall make a brief statement of the cause of 
complaint signed by him, in substantially the form prescribed by Section 259 
of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama (1940), as amended, or the trial may 
proceed upon the original affidavit or complaint. On the trial of such appeal, 
the court shall be governed by the same rules as to evidence, practice, finding 
of the jury, and punishment as if the case had originated in that court. 


Section 15. All general laws relating to midemeanors, now in force or 
that may hereafter be enacted, shall apply to and extend to this court, unless 
the contrary be expressly provided or limited by the laws so enacted. 


Section 16. In all civil actions in this court, the pleadings and process 
and the time for filing pleadings shall conform to and be governed by the 
statue and rules obtaining in the circuit court of Elmore County, except that 
the issuance, levy, and collection of executions from this court shall be con- 
trolled by the laws now applicable to justice courts of this state, and the de- 
fendant shall have only ten days to plead, answer, or demur to a complaint 
filed aginst him. 


Section 17. In all civil matters in this court the trial of the same shall 
in all respects be governed by the same rules of pleading, evidence, proce- 
dure, and practice as now prevail or govern in the circuit courts of this state, 
except as hereinafter provided. A partly litigant after being served with statu- 
tory interrogatories shall be required to answer the interrogatories within 
thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to the same pains 
and penalties as are now provided by law for failure to answer interrogatories 
propounded in the circuit court. Any party desiring to appeal from any judg- 
ment rendered in this court, except from judgments for the possession of real 
estate, may give security for the cost of the appeal in the form of an appeal 
bond, said bond to be approved by the clerk of said court; provided that if 
the party appealing desires to have the judgment superseded, when the judg- 
ment is for the payment of money or for the recovery of possession of per- 
sonal property he may do so by giving a supersedeas bond with good and suf- 
ficient security or surety in such an amount as herein provided payable to the 
adverse party and approved by the clerk with the condition that if he fail 
in the appeal he will pay such judgment as the circuit court may render in the 
premises and all such cost and damages as any party aggrieved may sustain 
by reason of the wrongful appeal and suspension of the execution of the judg- 
ment. The appeal bond and security of surety for court cost and supersedeas 
bonds must be filed with and approved by the clerk within ten days from the 
date of the rendition of the judgment. The supersedeas bond shall be in an 
amount double the amount of the judgment and cost of court in the case of a 
judgment for the recovery of or possession of personal property. Any party 
desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in his court for the possession 
of real estate may do so and that appeal shall be governed in al] respects, in- 
cluding time allowed within which to take the appeal, amount and condition 
of appeal bond and in all other respects, by the general laws of this state re- 
lating to appeals in such cases from judgments of justice of the peace courts. 
Notice of all appeals in civil cases from this court shall be given the adverse 
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party in such manner and for such time as is prescribed by the general laws 
of this state relating to notice of appeals from judgments rendered in justice 
of the peace courts. 


Section 18. All civil cases in this court shall be tried by the judge with- 
out the intervention of a jury. The judge shall determine both the law and the 
facts, and either party shall have the right to appeal to the circuit court as 
hereinabove provided, and on appeal either party may demand a trial by jury 
on the trial in the circuit court and the trial in the circuit court shall be de 
novo. 


Section 19. Final judgments rendered in civil causes in such court 
shall after the expiration of ten days from their rendition be taken and 
deemed to have passed beyond the control of the court, as if such term of the 
court at which the judgments were rendered had ended; provided, however, 
that nothing herein contained shall prevent the parties from filing a motion to 
vacate, set aside, or modify such judgment or grant a new trial or rehearing 
within ten days, or change or destroy the office of motion for a new trial or 
rehearing, when so made, such motions shall be filed with the clerk of the 
court and called to the attention of the court, and the court may thereupon 
hear the motion or make an order continuing the motion for hearing at a fu- 
ture day, which motion shall be heard and determined within thirty days 
from the date of rendering the judgment. 


Section 20. The judge of this court shall have the power to impose 
fines and sentence to hard labor upon convictions in misdemeanor cases, and 
to punish for contempt by fine not to exceed $50 and imprisonment in the 
county jail not to exceed five days, either or both, the same as judges of the 
circuit courts of this state. The judge of this court shall also have power to 
issue, hear, and determine writs of habeas corpus. The procedure, practice, 
and rules of the circuit courts of Alabama relating to such writs as are now, 
or which hereafter may be provided by law shali prevail in the Law & Juve- 
nile Court, and appeals from judgments or decrees in habeas corpus proceed- 
ings shall be governed by Code 1940, Title 15, Section 369. The judge shall 
have the same power relating to such writs as is now, or hereafter may be, 
conferred upon the judges of the circuit courts of Alabama; and such power 
shall extend to all cases where the judges of the circuit courts have the au- 
thority to issue such writs. 


Section 21. The judge of this court shall keep an office in the court- 
house of the county, or in such other suitable place in the county as the 
county commission may provide; and it shall be the duty of the county com- 
mission to provide an office for the judge, and to furnish and supply the office 
with the necessary fixtures, stationery, stamps, telephone, lights, heat, and 
other necessary supplies for the judge of this circuit; and it shall be the duty 
of the county commission, and they are hereby directed and authorized, to 
supply the clerk of the court the necessary minute books, dockets, blank 
forms, record books, and such other books, records, and blank forms, as are 
reasonably necessary to the dispatch of the business of this court. 


Section 22, The Elmore County Court is hereby abolished and all 
cases and causes now pending in such court, together with the records per- 
taining to such pending cases, are hereby transferred to the Law & Juvenile 
Court. Immediately upon the passage and approval of this act or upon its oth- 
erwise becoming a law, such court shall assume complete jurisdiction over all 
such pending cases, and shall have the same power and control over the same 
as if they had been originally filed in the Law & Juvenile Court, except as to 
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appeals in habeas corpus cases. The clerk of this court shall enter on the ap- 
propriate dockets of this court, all cases now pending in the Elmore County 
Court. All judgments heretofore rendered by such court shall be the same and 
shall have the same force and effects if they had been rendered by the Law & 
Juvenile Court, and such court shall have the same power and control, except 
as to appeals in habeas corpus cases, over such judgments and shall issue exe- 
cutions and all other processes thereon, the same and as fully and completely 
as if such judgments had been originally rendered in the Law & Juvenile 
Court. All of such executions and other processes issued on judgments hereto- 
fore rendered by the Elmore County Court shall be issued by the clerk of the 
Law & Juvenile Court. 


Section 23. If, or any reason any section, clause, or provision of this 
act shall be declared to be invalid, or unconstitutional it shall not be held to 
effect any other section clause or provisions, but the same shall remain in full 
force and effect. 


Section 24. All laws and part of laws, whether local, general or spe- 
cial, in so far as they conflict with the provisions of this act, are hereby re- 
pealed. 


Section 25. This act shall become effective October 1, 1971.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Elmore County: abolishing the Elmore County Court and es- 
tablishing in lieu thereof a court of record to be known as the Law & Juvenile 
Court defining the court’s jurisdiction and powers; providing for its officers, 
and for their powers, duties, and compensation; providing for the creation of 
two divisions of the court, to be known as “The Tallassee Division” and “The 
Wetumpka Division”; providing for the holding of terms and the sessions of 
the divisions; providing for the rules and procedures of the court; providing 
for fees and costs of Court; and providing for the transfer of all cases pend- 
ing in the Elmore County Court to the Law & Juvenile Court. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and established in Elmore County, 
a court of record to be known as and called the Law & Juvenile Court, which 
Cour: shall have and exercise civil and criminal jurisdiction as hereinafter 
provided. 


Section 2. The Law & Juvenile Court shall have civil jurisdiction in all 
civil matters of which justices of the peace of Elmore County have jurisdic- 
tion under the general laws of the State of Alabama, concurrently with the 
several justices of the peace in the county; and in addition thereto, the court 
shall have jurisdiction, concurrently with the circuit court of Elmore County, 
of all matters, suits, and actions at law which are in amount more than the ju- 
risdiction of the justices of the peace, and not more than $1,500 and when 
the value of the property sued for in a suit in detinue is not more than $1,500 
provided, however, that the court shall not have and exercise civil jurisdiction 
of actions in the nature of ejectment; and the court shall have original juris- 
diction, concurrently with the circuit court of Elmore County, of all misde- 
meanors committed in the county. It shall have preliminary jurisdiction of all 
felonies, and of bastardy and of other criminal and quasi-criminal proceed- 
ings cognizable before justice of the peace courts. The court shall have juris- 
diction of all matters, suits, and actions cognizable before a juvenile court; 
and of all cases of desertion and non-support arising under the provisions of 
Article 3. Chapter 4, Title 34, Code of Alabama (1940). The jurisdiction of 
the Law and Juvenile Court, as hereinabove provided, shall be coextensive 
with the county. The court may suspend execution of sentence and place on 
probation any person convicted of a misdemeanor, the same as the circuit 
court, and the period of probation or suspension of execution of sentence 
shall be determined by the court. 


Section 3. The judge of the court shall have been a resident in and a 
qualified elector of the county for at least two years at the time of his ap- 
pointment or election, and shall reside in the county during his continuance 
in office. He shall be at least 25 years of age, learned in the law and shall 
have been admitted to the practice of law in this state. He shall not during his 
term of office act as attorney in any case or matter that has previously been 
in or is in this court, but may practice in all other matters and all other 
courts. This act shall become a law and be in full force and effect upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, but it shall not affect the term of of- 
fice of the present judge of the Elmore County Court or his successor in of- 
fice. Such incumbent judge shall be the judge of the court created and estab- 
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lished herein until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
1975, and until his successor is elected and qualified as now required by law, 
or as provided in this act. He shall perform the duties, and receive the com- 
pensation as herein provided for the judge of this court. 


Section 4. The term of office of the judge of this court, who shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of the county, at the general election for state 
and county officers in the year 1974 and every six years thereafter, shall be 
for six years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
1975, and until his successor is elected or appointed and qualified. Upon the 
passage and approval of this act, or upon its otherwise becoming a law, the 
Governor shall issue a commission to the incumbent judge of the Elmore 
County Court at the time this act becomes effective as judge of the Law & Ju- 
venile Court, as herein provided; and after the election of the judge of this 
court as herein provided the Governor shall likewise issue to him a commis- 
sion as such judge. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the judge of 
this court shall take the oath of office in the form required by law to be taken 
by judges of the circuit court of this state and he shall be removed from office 
for the same causes and in the same manner as is now or may be hereafter 
provided for removal of circuit judges. In the event of the vacancy caused by 
the resignation, removal or death of the judge, or for other causes, the Gover- 
nor shall fill the office by appointment and the person so appointed shall hold 
office as provided for in Section 158 of the Constitution of this state. In case 
the judge shall be unable at any time to discharge the duties of his office by 
reason of sickness, disqualifications, or other causes, the judge shall make, or 
cause to be made by the clerk thereof, when the facts warrant it, an order set- 
ting forth the reasons of his inability to sit in the court, and the order shall be 
spread on the minutes of the court. Thereupon, the clerk of this court shall 
designate and appoint in writing, which appointment shall be spread on the 
minutes of this court, some practicing attorney of the county or State of Ala- 
bama who is learned in the law, as special judge thereof, and the person so 
designated and appointed shall perform all of the duties and exercise all of 
the powers and authority of the judge of this court, and shall hold said office 
until the regular judge thereof shall resume his duties. The said special judge 
shall receive not less than $5.00 nor more than $50.00 as compensation for 
his services for each day he serves as judge of this court, said compensation 
to be fixed by the clerk of said court payable in the same manner and from 
the same funds as the compensation of the regular judge is paid. The regular 
judge of this court shall have authority to administer oaths, and take ac- 
knowledgements and affidavits in all cases, and to solemnize marriages, the 
same as circuit judges of this State. 


Section 5. The judge of the Law & Juvenile Court shall receive a sal- 
ary of Twelve Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($12,500) per annum, paya- 
ble in equal monthly installments out of the general fund of the county, upon 
the warrant of the probate judge. Such judge is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to issue monthly warrants which shall be a preferred claim against the 
general fund. 


Section 6. The clerk of the Circuit Court of the County shall act and 
be clerk of the Law & Juvenile Court, hereby established, and he shall keep a 
civil and criminal docket of all cases brought before the court, and all of the 
minutes and records as are now required by law, to be kept by clerks of the 
circuit courts, and he shall have authority to issue all necessary summonses 
and complaints as to all cases filed in the court, and all other civil and crimi- 
nal process which clerks of the circuit courts are now required or empowered 
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by law to issue. He shall have authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all 
cases in the court. It shall be the duty of the clerk to tax and collect in each 
civil and criminal case in the Law & Juvenile Court the same costs and fees 
for services of the solicitor, the clerk, the sheriff, and the witnesses as are now 
allowed by law to be taxes, charged, and collected in the circuit court of this 
state, which he shall disburse as is now required of said fees in the circuit 
courts of Elmore County, except as may be hereinafter provided. It shall also 
be the duty to collect, or receive from the sheriff, all fines and forfeitures in 
the court, which together with the solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in the 
court, he shall pay into the fine and forfeiture fund of the county, in the same 
manner as now provided for the disposition of such funds in the circuit court 
of Elmore County. The clerk shall tax in each civil case, except when the 
amount involved is less than $101.00, a trial fee of two dollars and shall tax 
in all criminal cases a trial fee as hereinafter provided, to be collected as ail 
other costs are collected, and when collected, to be paid into and become a 
part of the general fund of the county. The court costs and fees in all prose- 
cutions in the Law & Juvenile Court for violations of the prohibition laws, for 
carrying a concealed weapon, and for petit larceny or offenses or petit lar- 
ceny grade, adultery, and assault with a weapon, shall be the same as those 
prescribed for county courts by the general laws of the state, except that the 
trial tax in such cases shall be three dollars. The court costs and fees for mis- 
demeanors other than violation of the prohibition laws, carrying a concealed 
weapon, petit larceny or offenses punishable like petit larceny, adultery, and 
assault with a weapon, in bastardy proceedings, in peace proceedings, and in 
preliminary examinations shall be the same as those prescribed by the general 
laws of the state; provided, that in all such cases the trial tax shall be one dol- 
lar and no solicitor’s fee shall be taxed as a part of the cost. Witness fees 
taxed and collected in civil cases shall be retained by the clerk and paid over 
to any witness entitled to such fee, who in not more than five days proves his 
attendance upon the court in any case therein pending by obtaining a witness 
certificate, and who presents to the clerk such certificate for payment within 
ninety days after the payment of costs in the cases in which the certificates 
were issued. No costs shall be taxed in any civil cases for witness fees of any 
witness who fails to prove his attendance as a witness and to obtain a witness 
certificate within the five day period prescribed. In case any civil witness cer- 
tificate is issued, but not presented for payment within ninety days after the 
payment of costs in the case in which the certificate was issued, the witness 
fee shall revert to the general fund of the county. The clerk shall pay to the 
county treasurer, for the use of the general fund, all such reverted fees in his 
hands on the first Monday of each month. State witness fees in criminal cases 
shall be taxed, collected, paid into, and disbursed from the fine and forfeiture 
fund of the county. Each witness attending court in civil cases shall be enti- 
tled to seventy-five cents per day and five cents per mile actually travelled by 
the most direct route in going to court and returning home and the witness 
fees shall be taxed as a part of the costs and shall be collected and disposed 
of as herein provided. It is expressly provided that Act. No. 586 approved 
September 8, 1967 (1967 Acts of Alabama, Volume II page 1358 and 1359), 
shall apply to said court, and that the costs and fees provided for therein shall 
be collected in addition to the costs and fees provided for in this Act. The 
clerk shall attend upon the sessions of the court at such hours as are desig- 
nated by the judge thereof and shall perform such other duties as may be pre- 
scribed by the judge of the court and by his act, either in person or by dep- 
uty. The clerk shall issue certificates of judgments of the court, in the same 
form as is now provided by law for issuance of certificates of judgments from 
the circuit courts. The owner of any judgment rendered by the court may file 
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in the office of the judge of probate of any county in this state such certificate 
of judgment issued by the clerk as hereinabove provided, under the same pro- 
cedure and in the same manner as is now or may hereafter be provided for 
filing certificates of judgments rendered by the circuit courts of this state; and 
when so filed such judgments shall be lien in the county where filed on all 
property of the defendant which is subject to levy and sale under execution. 
The filing of such certificate of judgment shall be notice to all persons of the 
existence of the lien thereby created. Such lien shall continue for ten years 
from the date of such judgment and no insolvency proceedings or declaration 
of insolvency shall affect or impair such lien, except bankruptcy proceedings 
instituted within four months after the filing of the certificate, provided by 
law. Execution may be issued at any time within ten years from the date of 
such judgment, whether execution has been previously issued or not. The 
clerk of the court, before entering into the duties of his office, shall give bond 
in such penal sum as may be prescribed by the court of county commissioners 
of the county, payable and conditioned as are official bonds required of clerks 
of the circuit courts, to be taken and approved by the judge of probate of the 
county, and recorded in the probate office of the county. There shall be the 
same liabilities and remedies upon said bonds as upon bonds of the clerks of 
the circuit court of this state. The premium on the bond or bonds shall be 
paid out of the general fund of the county. 


Section 7. The sheriff of Elmore County shall, in person, or by deputy, 
be required to attend upon the court and to preserve order and execute all 
writs or process issued therefrom, and to perform such other duties in all re- 
spect as he is required by law to perform in the circuit court of Elmore 
County. 


Section 8. The deputy solicitor for the county shall prosecute for the 
state all criminal cases in the court created by this act. His entire compensa- 
tion shall be a salary of Four thousand eight hundred dollars (4,800.00) per 
annum, to be paid out of the general fund of the county in equal monthly in- 
stallments on the warrant of the probate judge. Such warrants shall be pre- 
ferred claims against the general fund of the county. 


Section 9. There shall be a Tallassee Division and a Wetumpka Divi- 
sion of the Court. The Tallassee Division shall include and be composed of 
the following beats or precincts in Elmore County, viz: Precinct 1, precinct 
2, precinct 3, precinct 4, precinct 13, and precinct 19; and the Wetumpka Di- 
vision shall include and be composed of the following precincts in Elmore 
County, viz: Precinct 5, precinct 6, precinct 7, precinct 8, precinct 9, precinct 
10, precinct 11, precinct 12, precinct 14, precinct 15, precinct 16, precinct 17, 
and precinct 18. The sessions of the court of the Tallassee Division shall be 
held at some place in the city of Tallassee or in the police jurisdiction thereof, 
and the sessions of the court of the Wetumpka Division shall be held at the 
court house in the city of Wetumpka. The court, at the discretion of the 
judge, shall be open any day during the week, except Sunday, for the trial of 
cases coming within the jurisdiction of the court. On the first and third Mon- 
days of each month there shall be held a session of the court for the handling 
trial, and disposition of all criminal and quasi-criminal cases therein pending 
in the Wetumpka Division of Elmore County, which shall continue as long as 
necessary to dispose of the docket; and on the second Monday of each month 
there shall be held a session of the court for the handling, trial and disposi- 
tion of all cases therein pending in the Tallassee Division of Elmore County, 
which shall continue as long as necessary to dispose of the docket. On the 
fourth Monday of each month, there shall be held a session of the court in 
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the Wetumpka Division for the handling, trial and disposition of all civil 
cases therein pending which shall continue as long as necessary to dispose of 
the docket. But any session of the court in either of the divisions may be dis- 
pensed with and continued by the judge when, in the opinion of the judge, the 
public good or public necessity requires such continuance. As to all civil and 
criminal actions of which the court shall have jurisdiction, the venue of the 
acts shall be determined as if each of the two divisions of the county herein- 
above provided for constituted a separate county, except that after any actions 
instituted in either division of the court, the judge of the court shall have the 
power and authority to order the transfer or removal of any such action to 
the other division of the court for trial. All suits and actions on contract or in 
tort except as otherwise provided in this act must be brought in the division 
in which the defendant or one of them resides or in which the debt was cre- 
ated or cause of action arose. 


Section 10. All prosecutions for misdemeanors may be instituted in the 
court by making affidavit before the judge or the clerk of the court, and the 
writ on said affidavit shall be issued by the clerk. In all preliminary proceed- 
ings in prosecutions for felonies begun in the court, the same may be insti- 
tuted by affidavit before the judge or clerk, and the writ thereon shall be is- 
sued by the judge or the clerk. When the defendant is arrested on affidavit 
and the warrant charging a misdemeanor the case shall go to the docket for 
trial and be tried as though the defendant has been indicted by a grand jury, 
except as hereinafter provided. The defendant shall not be put upon trial in 
any cause within five days of his arrest, except with his consent. The judge of 
the court shall have the right and authority to issue all processes returnable 
into his court that are not especially provided to be issued by the clerk of the 
court, but he shall not prepare any summons and complaints, garnishments, 
detinue attachments, papers or other writs of process issuing out of said 
courts. All writs must be made returnable to the division of this court in 
which the alleged crime was committed. 


Section 11. All criminal cases in the court shall be tried by the judge 
thereof without a jury, and the accused shall not have the right to demand a 
trial by jury, but in all trials of criminal cases in the court, the judge shall de- 
termine both the law and the facts without the intervention of a jury, and in 
cases of conviction the defendant shall have the right to appeal to the circuit 
court as provided for in Section 326 of Title 13 of the Code of Alabama 
(1940) except that appeal bonds shall be approved by the clerk of the court, 
and a jury trial may there be had on the demand of the defendant, made at 
the time of taking the appeal. 


Section 12. <A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge of misde- 
meanor before this court may, upon applying to the judge or clerk for a war- 
rant of arrest and upon making affidavit in writing that he has probable cause 
for believing and does believe, that a specifically identified property, as the 
case may be, then the judge or clerk of the court shall examine the affiant 
under oath, and other witnesses if he so desires, touching the offense charged 
in the affidavit, and if the judge or clerk has probable cause for believing that 
the offense alleged in the affidavit has been committed he shall issue his war- 
rant of arrest as hereinabove provided. When there is an objection to the va- 
lidity or sufficiency of an affidavit, complaint, or warrant pending in this 
court or when a defect appears in any of the same, the solicitor or other per- 
son prosecuting for the state shall have the right to amend any or all the pa- 
pers to which the objection is directed, or where such defect appears; or the 
solicitor may instead of amending the papers, make a brief statement of the 
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cause of complaint signed by him, which may be substantially in the form 
provided in Section 259 of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama (1940) as 
amended and may be amended as herein provided. Thereupon the court shall 
proceed to try the case either upon the original papers or the original as 
amended, or upon the statement or statements filed by the solicitor or other 
person prosecuting for the state. 


Section 13. All proceedings in the court as to judgment for fine and 
costs, confession of judgment and executions thereon, sentence to jail or hard 
labor for fines and costs, and as additional punishment, bail, conditional judg- 
ments, forfeitures, judgements, final and alias warrants of arrest, shall be the 
same in the Law & Juvenile Court, as are now; and conditional judgments 
may be set aside therein, reduced, or made absolute and the same orders and 
judgments may be made and taken in such matters as could be made or taken 
in the circuit courts; and the same procedure shall be followed, except as oth- 
erwise provided by this act. 


Section 14. The trial of all criminal appeals from this court in the cir- 
cuit court shall be de novo, and without any indictment or presentment by 
the grand jury; but the solicitor shall make a brief statement of the cause of 
complaint signed by him, in substantially the form prescribed by Section 259 
of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama (1940), as amended, or the trial may 
proceed upon the original affidavit or complaint. On the trial of such appeal, 
the court shall be governed by the same rules as to evidence, practice, finding 
of the jury, and punishment as if the case had originated in that court. 


Section 15. All general laws relating to misdemeanors, now in force or 
that may hereafter be enacted, shall apply to and extend to this court, unless 
the contrary be expressly provided or limited by the laws so enacted. 


Section 16. In all civil actions in this court, the pleadings and process 
and the time for filing pleadings shall conform to and be governed by the 
statute and rules obtaining in the circuit court of Elmore County, except that 
the issuance, levy, and collection of executions from this court shall be con- 
trolled by the laws now applicable to justice courts of this state, and the de- 
fendant shall have only ten days to plead, answer, or demur to a complaint 
filed against him. 


Section 17. In all civil matters in this court the trial of the same shall 
in all respects be governed by the same rules of pleading, evidence, proce- 
dure, and practice as now prevail or govern in the circuit courts of this state, 
except as hereinafter provided. A partly litigant after being served with statu- 
tory interrogatories shall be required to answer the interrogatories within 
thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to the same pains 
and penalties as are now provided by law for failure to answer interrogatories 
propounded in the circuit court. Any party desiring to appeal from any judg- 
ment rendered in this court, except from judgments for the possession of real 
estate, may give security for the cost of the appeal in the form of an appeal 
bond, said bond to be approved by the clerk of said court; provided that if 
the party appealing desires to have the judgment superseded, when the judg- 
ment is for the payment of money or for the recovery of possession of per- 
sonal property he may do so by giving a supersedeas bond with good and suf- 
ficient security or surety in such an amount as herein provided payable to the 
adverse party and approved by the clerk with the condition that if he fails in 
the appeal he will pay such judgment as the circuit court may render in the 
premises and all such cost and damages as any party aggrieved may sustain 
by reason of the wrongful appeal and suspension of the execution of the judg- 
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ment. The appeal bond and security of surety for court cost and supersedeas 
bonds must be filed with and approved by the clerk within ten days from the 
date of the rendition of the judgment. The supersedeas bond shall be in an 
amount double the amount of the judgment and cost of court in the case of a 
judgment for the recovery of or possession of personal property. Any party 
desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this court for the posses- 
sion of real estate may do so and that appeal shall be governed in all respects, 
including time allowed within which to take the appeal, amount and condi- 
tion of appeal bond and in all other respects, by the general laws of this state 
relating to appeals in such cases from judgments of justice of the peace 
courts.

TO CREATE A JOINT INTERIM COMMITTEE TO STUDY 
OPERATIONS OF THE ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL 
BOARD. 


WHEREAS it is believed necessary and desirable that the legislature 
should make a comprehensive and detailed study of the operations of the Al- 
coholic Beverage Control Board; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a joint 
interim committee to make an overall study of every phase of the operations 
of the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. Such committee shall be composed 
of eight members of the House to be appointed by the Speaker of the House 
from each of the Congressional Districts of the State, as such districts are 
now constituted, and four members of the Senate to be appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governor. The Speaker of the House and the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor shall be ex officio members of the committee. The committee shall elect a 
chairman and a vice chairman from among its members. 


The committee shall have the right to question any member or employee 
of the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board, any agent or any person, firm, part- 
nership, association or corporation doing business with the Alcoholic Bever- 
age Control Board and to examine any of their books or records. Any em- 
ployee who fails to appear before the committee, when so requested by the 
committee, shall be subject to dismissal; and any person, firm, partnership, as- 
sociation or corporation doing business with the Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board who fails or refuses to comply with the board’s request to appear and 
answer questions or to produce any books, papers or other records, shall have 
his or its license revoked and products delisted. 


Said committee shall consider, among other phases of its study, the feasi- 
bility of the abandonment of the current system of selling alcoholic beverages 
through State systems, of introducing an alternate system or of providing for 
such sales by means of private enterprise, subject to taxation, regulation and 
enforcement by the State. 


Members of the committee shall be entitled to their regular legislative 
pay and per diem for each day actually engaged in the work of the commit- 
tee. The expenses of the committee shall be paid from funds appropriated to 
the use of the legislature on warrants drawn by the State Comptroller upon 
requisitions signed by the committee chairman, provided the total amount so 
expended shall not exceed ten thousand dollars ($10,000).

At such hearing, such insurer and such rating 
organization, or their representatives, shall he entitled to be heard and to pre- 
sent evidence in support of or against such application. The supervisor shall, 
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upon the conclusion of such hearing, make such order as he shall deem con- 
sistent with the establishment and maintenance of reasonable, adequate, and 
nondiscriminatory rates. If the application is granted, such increase or de- 
crease shall remain in force unless withdrawn by the insurer with the consent 
of or by order of the supervisor. If the supervisor shall find that such increase 
or decrease will result in rates that are unreasonable, inadequate, or unfairly 
discriminatory, he shall make an order denying the application. 


“(b) Notwithstanding the foregoing, but subject to the provisions of 
Section 291 of this Article, to the extent not inconsistent herewith, when a 
filing of adjustments of rates for existing classifications of risks is made under 
this section and does not involve a change in the relationship between such 
rates and the expense portion thereof, or does not involve a change of the ele- 
ment of expenses which are paid as percentage of premiums, such filings shall 
become effective upon the date or dates specified in the filing and shall be 
deemed to meet the requirements of this Article. 


“(c) A rate in excess of that promulgated by such rating organization 
may be charged on any specific risk provided such higher rate is charged with 
the knowledge and written consent of both the insured and the supervisor.

WHEREAS, it is desirable that the Legislature of Alabama consult and 
confer immediately with the parties Defendant in such cause and to advise 
with such Defendants in the preparation and submission of an answer to the 
said ORDER TO SHOW CAUSE and to otherwise maintain liaison with such 
Defendants all to the end that the interest of the Government and people of 
the State of Alabama shall be preserved and protected; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a joint 
legislative Committee to consist of three (3) members from the House, to be 
appointed by the Speaker, and three (3) members from the Senate, one of 
which will be the President Pro Tem of the Senate, and the other two mem- 
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bers of the Senate to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. This Commit- 
tee shall have the authority to employ counsel to assist the Legislature of Ala- 
bama in the above mentioned court action. The funds from which counsel 
shall be paid shall come from monies appropriated to the Legislature. This 
counsel shall work and assist with other attorneys and the Attorney General 
in defending the Legislature in this action.

655 and 657, to be distributed to the several incorporated municipalities of 
each municipality to the total population of all municipalities in the county 
according to the most recent federal decennial census. 


Section 2. The funds required to be appropriated and set aside by the 
provisions of this act shall be appropriated for the fiscal year commencing 
October 1, 1971, and each fiscal year thereafter; and shall be paid to the re- 
spective municipalities monthly as soon as practicable after the county re- 
ceives its portion of the state gasoline excise tax.

Rucker Reservation, said point being the line between Beat One (1) and Fort 
Rucker; thence North, East, and North along the line between Beat One (1) 
and Beat Seven (7) to the line between Beat One (1) and Beat Twelve (12);

ginning. 


District Number Two:

aforesaid, to the Montgomery Fire Fighters Pension Fund, the amount herein 
provided to be paid by such fire insurance company; and any such fire insur- 
ance company violating the provisions of this Act, shall forfeit to the said 
Montgomery Fire Fighters Pension Fund the sum of one thousand dollars, to 
be recovered against such fire insurance company so violating the provisions 
aforesaid or its agent, by suit brought in a court of competent jurisdiction in 
the name of said Board of Trustees of the Montgomery Fire Fighters Pension 
Fund, and all such forfeitures and penalties shall be and become a part of 
said Montgomery Fire Fighters Pension Fund. D. The governing body of 
such city may set apart for, and pay into, the said Montgomery Fire Fighters 
Pension Fund not exceeding one percentum of all revenues collected and re- 
ceived by such city trom licenses issued by such city. 


Section 9. The members of the Board shall be the trustees of all the 
assets of the Fund and shall have full power to invest and reinvest such as- 
sets, subject to all terms, conditions, limitations and restrictions imposed by 
the laws of Alabama upon domestic life insurance companies in the making 
and disposing of their investments; and subject to like terms, conditions, limi- 
tations and restrictions, the Board shall have full power to hold, purchase, sell, 
assign transfer and dispose of any of the securities and investments in which 
any of the assets of the Fund may have been invested, as well as the proceeds 
of said investments and any monies belonging to the Fund. No member nor 
employee of the Board shall have any direct or indirect interest in the gains 
or profits of any investment made by the Board, nor as a member of the 
Board receive any pay or emolument for his services. No member nor em- 
ployee of the Board shall, directly or indirectly, for himself or as an agent in 
any manners, use the same, except to make such current and necessary pay- 
ments as are authorized by the Board. 


Section 10. The Board of Trustees of the Montgomery Fire Fighters 
Pension Fund shall make an annual report to the members of the condition 
of such Montgomery Fire Fighters Pension Fund. 


Section 11. The Board of Trustees of the Montgomery Fire Fighters 
Pension Fund shall designate the depository or depositories of said Montgom- 
ery Fire Fighters Pension Fund, and it shall be the duty of the custodian of 
said Fund to make deposits of said Fund as directed by the said Board of 
Trustees. 
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Section 12. All payments from the Fund shall be made only upon reg- 
ular vouchers signed by the custodian of the Fund. NO voucher shail be drawn 
on such Fund except by order of the Board of Trustees which shall be duly 
and regularly entered in the record of the proceedings of said Board of Trust- 
ees. 


Section 13. No portion of the Montgomery Fire Fighters Pension 
Fund shall, before or after its order for distribution by the said Board of 
Trustees to the person or persons entitled thereto under the provisions of this 
Act, be held, seized, taken, subjected to, detained, or levied upon, by virtue of 
any attachment, garnishment, execution, injunction, writ, order, decree, or 
any other process whatsoever issued out of or by any court of this state, for 
the payment or satisfaction, in whole or in part, of any debt, damage, de- 
mand, claim, judgment or decree, against any beneficiary of such Fund, but 
shall be exempt therefrom. The said Fund shall be kept, held, and distributed 
tor the purposes named in this Act, and for no other purpose whatsoever, and 
the contributions of members, the right of a person to a retirement allowance 
or other benefit, and any other right accruing to any person under the pro- 
visions of this Act shall not be subject to taxation by the City nor by the State 
of Alabama and shall not be assignable. 


Section 14. If at any time there shall not be sufficient money in the 
Montgomery Fire Fighters Pension Fund to pay each person entitled to the 
benefit thereof the full amount per month as herein provided, then an equal 
percentage of such monthly payment or payments shall be made to each ben- 
eficiary until the said Fund shall be replenished to warrant the payment in 
full to each of said beneficiaries. 


Section 15. Any member of the Fire Department who, while actively 
employed by the Fire Department, becomes permanently physically or men- 
tally disabled for service in such Fire Department, from whatever cause, 
upon the presentation to the Board of Trustees of satisfactory evidence of 
such disability, or upon such examination as may be required by the Board, 
be retired from such service, and upon such retirement, such member shall be 
entitled to a disability benefit of $40.00 per month provided that such mem- 
ber, at the time of becoming disabled, enjoyed permanent status as an em- 
ployee of said Fire Department. 


Section 16. In all matters involving the disability of members of the 
Fire Department, the Board of Trustees may have such disabled member ex- 
amined by such reputable physician or surgeon as may be selected by it, who 
shall report to said Board of Trustees the result of such examination in writ- 
ing. 


Section 17. Any employee of said Fire Department who has made 
contributions, as a member, for 240 months to the Fund, whether such con- 
tributions were made in consecutive months or not, and who has not elected 
to withdraw his contributions to the Fund as provided hereinafter, upon mak- 
ing written application to the Board of Trustees therefor, shall without medi- 
cal examination or disability, be retired, and the said Board of Trustees shall 
direct the payment to such retired member from such Fund of the sum of 
$40.00 per month, and in addition thereto, if such member has served as an 
employee of said Fire Department for more than 240 months, the said Board 
of Trustees shall direct the payment to such retired member from such Fund 
of the further and additional sum of $1.00 per month for each year of service 
in such Fire Department by such retired member in excess of 240 months, 
provided, however, that in no event shall such retired member be entitled to 
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payment in excess of $50.00 per month from such Fund. The payment under 
this Section shall be in addition to any retirement payment or annuity re- 
ceived by such retired member from any other source or fund or under any 
other law or ordinance. 


Section 18. If any member of the Fire Department shall die from any 
cause whatsoever, and shall leave a surviving spouse or child or children under 
the age of eighteen years, said Board shall direct the payment from said Fund 
of the sum of $30.00 monthly to such surviving spouse, during his or her nat- 
ural life and while unmarried, and for each child the sum of $10.00 per 
month until it reaches the age of eighteen years, which said sum for the bene- 
fit of such child or children shall be paid to the parent, if living, monthly so 
long as such child or children shall reside with and be supported by such par- 
ent, and otherwise to the person having custody of such child or children. 


Section 19. When the surviving spouse, or child or children of either 
of them, shall be entitled to a pension as provided herein, such spouse, or 
child or children shall make or cause to be made an application establishing 
eligibility to the Board of Trustees through the secretary of such Board, on a 
form to be provided by the Board, which shall show in the case of the surviv- 
ing spouse proof of the marriage of the deceased to the claimant, by marriage 
certificate or other competent evidence; in the case of a child or children, 
birth and ages of such children shall be shown by affidavits of the parent or 
person having custody of them, or by disinterested persons, and by any other 
competent evidence. The Board may thereafter require the annual filing of a 
verified certificate, reflecting the continued eligibility of such persons for such 
pension. All applications and proofs shall be kept and retained in the custody 
of the Board of Trustees. 


Section 20. It shall be the duty of the city attorney of the city to give 
advice to the Board of Trustees in all matters pertaining to the duties of the 
Board of Trustees and the management of the Fund, whenever requested to 
do so, and he shall represent and defend the said Board of Trustees as its at- 
torney in all suits and actions at law or in equity that may be brought against 
it, and shall bring all suits and actions in its behalf that may be required or 
determined upon by said Board of Trustees; and the said Board of Trustees 
shall have the authority to employ such other counsel as it may see fit in such 
matters, and to pay out of such Fund reasonable attorney’s fees to such coun- 
sel as it may employ as aforesaid. 


Section 21. The Board of Trustees shall be authorized to pay out of 
the Fund all reasonable and necessary expenses that may be incurred by it in 
and about the performance of its duties under this Act and in and about the 
management and administration of such Fund; provided that in no event shall 
the members of said Board of Trustees receive any salary or compensation 
for their services out of said Fund. 


Section 22. Each fire insurance company doing business in the City 
shall file with the Board of Trustees, on or before the first day of February of 
each year, a statement or report in writing showing the gross amount of pre- 
miums, less returned premiums, received by such fire insurance company for 
and on account of business done by it in such City during the preceding year, 
which such statement or report shall be sworn to by the agent of such fire in- 
surance company in such City, or some other person having knowledge of the 
facts; and any such fire insurance company failing to make and file such re- 
port and statement as aforesaid, shall be subject to the same penalties as are 
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provided in sub-division C of Section 8 of this Act, to be collected as in said 
subdivision C provided for the benefit of such Fund. 


Section 23. The Board may designate an actuary to the technical ad- 
visor to the Board on matters regarding the operation of the Fund who shall 
perform such duties as are required of him by the Board. 


Section 24. If a member shall cease to be an employee of said Fire 
Department, for any reason other than death or retirement under the provi- 
sions hereof, he shall be paid on demand his accumulated contributions paid 
under the provisions of this Act; provided, however, that when an employee 
has withdrawn such accontritions paid under the provisions of employed by 
said Fire Department within 30 days, and again becomes a member of the 
Fund within such time, the Board may in its discretion allow such employee 
to repay such accumulated contributions as he has previously withdrawn and 
reinstate the prior service of such employee with such Fire Department for 
purposes of qualifying such employee under the provisions of this Act. 


Section 25. The Board may employ the services of an investment trust- 
ee, which shall be such bank or other recognized financial advisory service as 
the Board of Trustees may select. The Board of Trustees may terminate the 
services of the investment trustee upon thirty (30) days’ written notice to 
such trustee, and the trustee may likewise terminate its service upon thirty 
(30) days’ written notice to the Board. After receipt of such notice by either 
party, the investment trustee shall make an accounting within forty-five (45) 
days of the receipt of said notice. 


The investment trustee shall have the following powers and duties (but 
no other): 


(1) To retain inventoried assets delivered to it by the Board so long as 
such retention appears advisable, including the right to retain investments 
previously made in its stock, if any, by the Board. 


(2) To sell, exchange, assign, transfer and convey any security or prop- 
erty, real or personal (whether in the original inventory or acquired by pur- 
chase or otherwise), at public or private sale, at such time and price and 
upon such terms and conditions (including credit) as it may determine. 


(3) To invest and reinvest in such stocks, bonds, and other securities 
and properties as it may deem advisable, including preferred stocks, common 
stocks, debentures, and unsecured obligations, undivided interests, interests in 
investment trusts, mutual funds, legal and discretionary common trust funds, 
and leases and property either inside or outside of Alabama. 


(4) To register and carry any property in its own name or in the name 
of its nominee or to hold it unregistered but without thereby increasing or de- 
creasing its liability as fiduciary. 


(5) To vote in person or by proxy any stock or securities held and to 
grant such proxies and powers of attorney to such person or persons as it 
may deem proper. The Board shall have the power to vote in person or by 
proxy any stock in the investment trust. 


(6) To consent to and participate in any plan for the liquidation, reorgan- 
ization, consolidation or merger of any corporation, any stock or security 
of which is held. 
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(7) To receive reasonable compensation for its services. The amount or 
method of computation to be agreed upon between the Board and the invest- 
ment trustee. 


(8) To receive funds or appropriations from the Board to be held and 
administered hereunder, and to have custody of all investments delivered to 
it. 

(9) To pay to the Board on duly-authorized vouchers such funds as 
may be required to make current monthly payments of retirement allowances 
and expenses. 


The powers and duties of the investment trustee shall apply from and 
after its selection by the Board and delivery of assets to it, and the investment 
trustee shall have no duties in reference to nor any liabilities for any acts or 
failures to act which occurred prior thereto. 


Section 26. The Board of Trustees of the Firemen’s Pension and Re- 
lief Fund, provided for under subdivision 2, Article 12, Title 62, 1940 Code 
of Alabama, as amended (1915 Local Acts of Alabama, page 898) shall be 
the Board of Trustees of the Montgomery Fire Fighters Pension Fund created 
hereunder and shall serve until the election of the Board of Trustees in Janu- 
ary next following the effective date of this Act, and the fund known and des- 
ignated as the Firemen’s Pension and Relief Fund under the terms and provi- 
sions of said Article 12, Title 62, 1940 Code of Alabama, as amended, shall 
be and it is hereby transferred to said Board of Trustees of the Montgomery 
Fire Fighters Pension Fund as and for a part of said Montgomery Fire Fight- 
ers Pension Fund, and such shall from and after the effective date of this act 
be subject to the provisions of this act. 


Section 27. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are here- 
by repealed, and Sections 529-557, inclusive, Title 62, 1940 Code of Ala- 
bama, as amended, being all of subdivision 2 of Article 12 of said Title 62, 
are hereby specifically repealed. 


Section 28. Whoever with intent to deceive shall make any statements 
or reports required under this Act which are untrue, or which falsify or per- 
mit to be falsified any record or records of the Fund shall be subject to a fine 
not to exceed $100.00 or to imprisonment for not exceeding six months, or 
both. 


Section 29. Should any change or error in the records of the Fund re- 
sult in any member or beneficiary receiving from the Fund more or less than 
he would have been entitled to receive had such change or error not been 
made, the Board shall have the power to correct such error, and so far as 
practicable, to adjust the payments in such manner that benefits of equivalent 
value to the benefit to which such member or beneficiary was justly entitled 
shall be paid to such member or beneficiary. 


Section 30. This Act shall become effective on the first day of the sec- 
ond month following its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

Notice and Proof H. 1895: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to membership of municipal and volunteer firefighters and po- 
lice officers in Etowah County, Alabama, in organizations asserting the right 
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to strike; prohibiting participation by firefighters and police officers in any 
strike against any municipality in Etowah County, Alabama, and prohibiting 
their membership in any organization that asserts the right to strike against a 
municipality in Etowah County, Alabama; relating to their right to collective 
bargaining; and to provide for an arbitration procedure in the event the par- 
ties cannot reach an agreement. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. No person shall accept or hold any commission or employ- 
ment as a firefighter or fireman or a police officer or a policeman in the serv- 
ice of any municipality in Etowah County, Alabama, who participates in any 
strike or asserts the right to strike against any municipality in Etowah 
County, Alabama, or be a member of an organization of employees that as- 
serts the right to strike against any municipality in Etowah County, Alabama, 
knowing that such organization asserts such right. 


Section 2. All firefighters serving any municipality in Etowah County, 
Alabama, as paid firemen or as volunteer firefighters and all police officers or 
policemen who comply with the provisions of this Act are assured the right 
and freedom of association, self-organization, and the right to join or to con- 
tinue as members of any employee or labor organization which complies with 
this Act, and shall have the right to present proposals relative to salaries and 
other such conditions of employment by representatives of their own choos- 
ing. No such person shall be discharged or discriminated against because of 
his exercise of such right, nor shall any person or group of persons, directly 
or indirectly, by intimidation of coercion, compel or attempt to compel any 
firefighter or fireman or police officer or policeman to join or refrain from 
joining a labor organization. 


Section 2 (a). It is declared to be public policy to accord to all fire- 
fighters or firemen and to all police officers or policemen in the service of 
any municipality in Etowah County, Alabama, all the rights of labor other 
than the right to strike, or engage in any work stoppage or slowdown, and to 
provide for the exercise of these rights, a method of arbitration which refer- 
ence to proposals relative to salaries and other conditons of employment. 


Section 2 (b). All firefighters or firemen and all police officers or po- 
licemen serving any municipality in Etowah County, Alabama, as paid fire- 
men or policemen shall have the right to bargain collectively with their re- 
spective municipalities and to be represented by a labor organization in such 
collective bargaining as to wages, rates of pay, hours, working conditions and 
all other terms and conditions of employment. 


Section 2 (c). The Commissioners of Public Safety of any municipal- 
ity or where there is no such Commissioner, the Mayor of any municipality 
in Ftowah County, Alabama, upon petition that the firefighters or policemen 
in any such municipality desire to be represented by an orgaiization, shall, 
after a fair and reasonable opportunity for all sides to present their positions 
to the firefighters or policemen and within 30 days after said petition, conduct 
a secret election to determine whether the organization represents a majority 
of the firefighters or policemen employed by such municipality, and upon de- 
termination that they do, he shall certify such organization as a bargaining 
agent. The labor organization so certified as bargaining agent shall be recog- 
nized by the municipal authorities as the sole and exclusive bargaining agent 
for all of the members of the municipal fire department or police department 
involved, unless and until a decertification election shall be held and the labor 
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organization declared by the said Commissioner or Mayor as appropriate, as 
not representing a majority of the firefighters or policemen, of such munici- 
pality. 


Section 2 (d). It shail be the obligation of such municipality acting 
through its proper officials, to meet and confer in good faith with the repre- 
sentative or representatives of the bargaining agent within ten days after re- 
ceipt of written notice from said bargaining agent of the request for a meet- 
ing for collective bargaining purposes. In the event that the bargaining agent 
and the appropriate municipal authorities are unable within thirty days from 
and including the date of their first five-day period hereinbefore mentioned, 
agree upon and select and name a third arbitrator. If on the expiration of the 
period allowed therefore the arbitrators are unable to agree upon a selection 
of a third arbitrator, the American Arbitration Association shall select him 
upon request in writing from either the bargaining agent or the appropriate 
municipal authorities. The third arbitrator, whether selected as a result of 
agreement between the two arbitrators previously selected, or selected by the 
American Arbitration Association, shall act as Chairman of the Arbitration 
Board. 


Section 2 (e). Within five days from the expiration of the thirty day 
period referred to in Section 2 (d) above, the bargaining agent and the ap- 
propriate municipal authorities shall each select and name one arbitrator and 
shall immediately thereafter notify each other in writing of the name and ad- 
dress of the persons so selected. The two arbitrators so selected and named 
shall, within ten days from and after the expiration of the meeting, to reach 
an agreement on the matters which are the subject of such collective bargain- 
ing, any and all unresolved issues shall be submitted to arbitration. 


Section 2 (f). The Arbitration Board shall, acting through its Chair- 
man, call a meeting to be held within ten days after the date of the appoint- 
ment of the Chairman, and shall, acting through its Chairman, give at least 
seven days notice in writing to each of the other two Arbitrators, the bargain- 
ing agent and the municipal authorities of the time and place of such hearing. 
The hearing shall be informal, and the rules of evidence prevailing in judicial 
proceedings shall not be binding. Any and all documentary evidence and 
other data deemed relevant by the Arbitrators may be received in evidence. 
The Arbitrators shall have the power to administer oaths and to require sub- 
poena, to be issued by the Circuit Clerk and to be served by the sheriff or 
others authorized by law to serve such process, the attendance and testimony 
of witnesses, the production of books, records and other evidence relative or 
pertinent to the issues presented to them for determination. 


The hearing conducted by the Arbitrators shall be concluded within 
twenty days of the time of commencement, and within ten days after the con- 
clusion of the hearings, the arbitrators shall make written findings and the writ- 
ten opinion upon the issues presented, a copy of which shall be mailed or oth- 
erwise delivered to the bargaining agent and the corporate authorities, or 
their attorneys or other designated representatives. 


Section 2 (g). The Arbitrators shall conduct the hearings and render 
their decision upon the basis of a prompt peaceful and just settlement of the 
issues between the firefighters and the Police Department and the municipal- 
ity by which they are employed, and the factors to be given weight by the Ar- 
bitrators in arriving at a decision shall include, among others, comparisons of 
wage rates or hourly conditions of employment of the fire department and the 
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police department, in question with prevailing wage rates or hourly conditions 
of employment of skilled employees of the building trades and industry in the 
local operating area involved and/or for the same or similar work of employ- 
ees exhibiting like or similar skills under the same or similar working condi- 
tions in the local operating area involved, as well as comparison of wage rate, 
or hourly conditions of employment of the fire department and police depart- 
ment in question with wage rates or hourly conditions or employment of fire 
departments and police departments in municipalities of comparable size. 


And the Arbitrators shall also include among the factors giving weight to 
their decision, the public interest and welfare, comparison of peculiarities of 
employment in regard to other trades or professions, hazards of employment, 
physical qualifications, educational qualifications, mental qualifications, job 
training and skills. 


Section 2 (h). Either party to the arbitration shall be entitled within 
ten days from the date of the decision of the arbitrators is rendered, to peti- 
tion the Circuit Court for the County or Circuit within which the municipal- 
ity is located to review by certiorari the proceedings and the manner and 
method of conducting the arbitration, for the purpose of determining that the 
requirements of this Act were fulfilled and followed, but said Court shall 
have no authority to inquire into the decision of said arbitrators or the suffi- 
ciency of the evidence considered by them in reaching their decision, or to 
substitute its judgment for that of the arbitrators. 


If either party to the arbitration fails in good faith to comply with the 
decision of the arbitrators within ten days from the date the decision is ren- 
dered, the Circuit Court of the County or Circuit within which the munici- 
pality is located shall, upon petition of the aggrieved party, and in a summary 
manner, proceed to enforce such decision. The Court shall have no authority 
to substitute its judgment for that of the arbitrators, its authority being lim- 
ited to a strict enforcement of the decision as rendered by said arbitrators. 
Said Circuit Court shall also have jurisdiction to enforce the subpoena powers 
of the Board of Arbitrators as herein provided. 


Section 1 (i). All fees and necessary expenses of arbitration, not how- 
ever, including the professional fees of attorneys representing either side or of 
professional witnesses, shall be borne equally by the bargaining agent and the 
municipal authorities. 


Section 2 (j). Whenever wages, rates of pay, or any other matter re- 
quiring appropriation of money by any municipality are included as matters 
of collective bargaining conducted under this chapter, it is the obligation of 
the bargaining agent to serve written notice of request for collective bargain- 
ing on the municipal authorities at least 120 days before the last day on 
which money can be appropriated by the municipality to cover the fiscal pe- 
riod which is the subject of the collective bargaining procedure. 


Section 3. If, for any reason, any clause, sentence, sub-section, section 
or provision of this Act, or the application thereof to any person, body, situa- 
tion, or circumstance, is held invalid or inoperative, the remainder of this Act 
and the application thereof to any other person, body, situation or circum- 
stance shall not be affected hereby. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

proceeds of any revenue securities issued by an Authority; to provide for the 
refunding, by the issuance of revenue securities of an Authority, of revenue 
securities theretofore issued or obligations theretofore assumed by it; to pro- 
vide that revenue securities issued and contracts entered into by any such Au- 
thority pursuant to this Act shall not constitute or create a debt of the state or 
of any county, municipality or political subdivision of the state; to provide 
that any county, municipality, other political subdivision, public corporation, 
or agency or instrumentality of this state may aid and cooperate with, lend or 
donate money to, perform services for the benefit of, and, without the neces- 
sity of an election and with or without consideration, transfer any transit sys- 
tem or other property to any such Authority; to exempt the property and in- 
come of any such Authority, and all securities issued by any such Authority 
and the income from such securities, and conveyances, leases, and mortgages 
and deeds of trust to which such Authority is a party from all taxation in the 
state, to exempt every such Authority from all taxes, including license and ex- 
cise taxes, levied by any county, municipality, or other political subdivision of 
the state, and to exempt such Authority from payment of certain charges to 
Judges of Probate; to provide that each such Authority shall be exempt from 
regulation and supervision by the Public Service Commission and the State 
Department of Finance; to provide for the use of public roads in the state by 
any such Authority; to require the board of directors of any such authority to 
adopt an annual budget and to cause annual audits of the books and records 
of such authority to be made; to permit membership in labor organizations by 
employees of any such Authority; to provide that no employee of any such 
Authority shall be subject to the provisions of any civil service system or to 
the rules or regulations of any personnel board that might otherwise be appli- 
cable; and to provide for the dissolution of any such Authority and the dispo- 
sition of its property.

Further, amend H. B. 1089 by deleting Section 17 and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following section: 


“Section 17. Use of Public Roads. Each Authority is hereby author- 
ized to use the rights-of-way of all public roads in the authorizing county 
without securing the prior approval of the state or of its agencies or depart- 
ments or the governing body of said county and subject only to the necessity 
of obtaining the municipal consent required by Section 220 of the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama; provided, however, that nothing herein shall be construed to 
exempt any Authority from the requirements of Section 28 of Title 23 of the 
Code of Alabama of 1940; and provided further, that the said Authority shall 
have the duty to restore at its expense all roads, highways and public rights- 
of-way in which it may have made excavations or done other work in con- 
structing a transit system or performing any of its other corporate functions.”

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“Section 21. Employee Protective Provisions. 


(a) The rights, benefits and other employee protective conditions and 
remedies of section 13(c) of the Urban Mass Transportation Act of 1964, as 
amended (49 U.S.C. 1609(c)), as determined by the Secretary of Labor, 
shall apply to the operation by the Authority of any public transportation 
service and to any contract or other arrangement for the operation of such 
service. If the Authority acquires an existing transit system, the Authority 
shall assume and observe all existing labor contracts and pension obligations. 
All employees of such system (except executive and administrative officers) 
shall be transferred to and appointed as employees of the Authority, subject 
to all the rights and benefits of this section. These employees shall be given 
seniority credit and sick leave, vacation, insurance and pension credits in ac- 
cordance with the records or labor agreements from the acquired transit sys- 
tem. The Authority shall assume the obligations of any transit system ac- 
quired by it with regard to wages, salaries, hours, working conditions, sick 
leave, health and welfare and pension or retirement provisions for employees. 
The Authority and the employees, through their representatives for collective 
bargaining purposes, shall take whatever action may be necessary to have 
pension trust funds, presently under the joint control of the acquired transit 
system and the participating employees through their representatives, trans- 
ferred to a trust fund to be established, maintained and administered jointly 
by the Authority and the participating employees through their representa- 
tives. No employee of any acquired transit system who is transferred to a po- 
sition with the Authority shall, by reason of such transfer, be placed in any 
worse position with respect to Workmen’s Compensation, unemployment 
compensation, pension, seniority, wages, sick leave, vacation, health and wel- 
fare insurance or any other benefits than he enjoyed as an employee of such 
acquired transportation system. 


(b) Prior to commencing to operate any public transportation service, 
or entering into any contractual or other arrangement for the operation of 
such service, the Authority shall take such action as may be necessary to ex- 
tend to the employees of the transit system, in accordance with seniority, the 
first opportunity for reasonably comparable employment in any new jobs in 
respect to such operations for which they can qualify after a reasonable train- 
ing period. The wages, hours, and working conditions for employees assigned 
to such new operations shall be a proper subject of negotiation with the labor 
organizations representing the employees of the transit system. Whenever any 
labor dispute arises in the operation of any public transportation service oper- 
ated by or for the Authority, and collective bargaining does not result in an 
agreement, the Authority shall offer to submit such dispute to final and bind- 
ing arbitration by a board composed of three (3) persons, one appointed by 
the Authority, one appointed by the representative of the employees, and a 
third member, who shall serve as chairman, to be selected from a current list- 
ing of the membership of the National Academy of Arbitrators by agreement 
of the parties, or in the absence of such agreement, by obtaining a listing of 
seven (7) such members of the National Academy from the American Arbi- 
tration Association and by alternately striking a name from the list so sup- 
plied until only one name remains. The representative of the employees and 
the Authority shall determine by lot who shall first strike from the list. The 
decision of a majority of the arbitration board shall be final and binding upon 
the parties thereto. The expenses of arbitration shall be borne equally by the 
parties. Each party shall bear his own cost. 


(c) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the Authority shall 
make deductions from wages and salaries of its employees upon receipt of au- 
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thorization therefor for the payment of union dues, fees, or assessments, for 
the payment of contributions pursuant to any health and welfare plan or pen- 
sion plan, or for any other purpose for which deductions may be authorized 
by employees of any private employer, where such deductions are pursuant to 
a collective bargaining agreement entered into or assumed by the Authority.”

S. 504. To authorize the governing body of Tuscaloosa County and 
the governing body of any municipality in such county to establish jointly a 
parking and transit authority as a public corporation for the purpose of 
financing, acquiring, constructing, leasing, enlarging, equipping, improving, 
maintaining, developing, and operating facilities for parking motor vehicles 
and related facilities, and financing, acquiring, constructing, leasing, enlarg- 
ing, equipping, improving, maintaining, developing, and operating a public 
transit or transportation system and related facilities, including offices for any 
such authority; to authorize the leasing or letting of facilities; to authorize 
such authority to issue bonds of indebtedness; to provide that such bonds 
shall be negotiable instruments; to authorize such authority to enter into con- 
tracts and to acquire and dispose of properties; to provide that such authority 
shall have powers, privileges and rights necessary to carry out the purposes 
hereof; and to provide for the dissolution of the authority and the disposition 
of its property.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be intro- 
duced in the legislature of Alabama and application for its passage and enact- 
ment will be made, to-wit: 
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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the governing body of Tuscaloosa County and the govern- 
ing body of any municipality in such county to establish jointly a parking and 
transit authority as a public corporation for the purpose of financing, acquir- 
ing, constructing, leasing, enlarging, equipping, improving, maintaining, de- 
veloping, and operating facilities for parking motor vehicles and related facil- 
ities, and financing, acquiring, constructing, leasing, enlarging, equipping, im- 
proving, maintaining, developing, and operating a public transit or transporta- 
tion system and related facilites, including offices for any such authority to 
authorize the leasing or letting of facilities; to authorize such authority to 
issue bonds of indebtedness; to provide that such bonds shall be negotiable in- 
struments; to authorize such authority to enter into contracts and to acquire 
and dispose of properties; to provide that such authority shall have powers, 
privileges and rights necessary to carry out the purposes hereof; and to pro- 
vide for the dissolution of the authority and the disposition of its property. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Legislative Findings. It is hereby determined and declared 
that the free circulation of traffic of all kinds through the streets of Tusca- 
loosa County is necessary to the health, safety and general welfare of the 
public; that in recent years the greatly increased use by the public of motor 
vehicles of all kinds has caused serious traffic congestion in the streets of such 
county; that the movement as well as the parking of motor vehicles in the 
streets has contributed to this congestion; that such congestion prevents the 
free flow of traffic in, through and from municipalities and unincorporated 
areas in such county, impedes the rapid and effective fighting of fires and dis- 
position of police forces, threatens irreparable loss in the values of urban 
property which can no longer be readily reached by vehicular traffic, and en- 
dangers the health, safety and welfare of the general public; that this traffic 
congestion is not capable of being adequately abated except by provision for 
an adequate transit system and for sufficient off-street parking facilities; that 
adequate off-street parking facilities have not been provided; that privately 
owened transit systems have proven unsatisfactory; that parking spaces now 
existing must be forthwith supplemented by off-street parking facilities pro- 
vided by public undertaking and an efficient transportation system must be 
publicly supplied; and that enactment of the provisions of this act is hereby 
declared to be a public necessity. 


Section 2. Definitions. When used in this act, unless the context plainly 
indicates otherwise, the present tense shall include the future tense, the singu- 
lar shall include the plural, the plural shall include the singular and the fol- 
lowing words and phrases shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to 
them in this section: 


“Authority” means a public corporation organized pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this act. 


“Authorizing subdivision” means Tuscaloosa County or any municipality 
therein. 


“Board” means the board of directors of the authority. 


“Bond” means any bond authorized to be issued pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this act. 
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“Coupon” means any interest coupon evidencing an installment of inter- 
est payable with respect to a bond. 


“Director” means a member of the board of directors of the authority. 


“Indenture” means a mortgage, an indenture of mortgage, deed of trust, 
trust agreement, or trust indenture executed by the authority as security for 
its bonds. 


“Parking facility” means any building, structure, land, right-of-way, 
equipment of instrumentality used or useful in connection with the acquisi- 
tion, construction, leasing, enlargement, development, maintenance or opera- 
tion of an are or building for off-street parking of motor vehicles, or in 
connection with the exercises of any power of the authority. 


“Passenger Transity Vehicle” means and includes any of the following 
that has space for seven or more seated passengers: street railway cars, trol- 
ley coaches propelled by electric power drawn from an outside source by 
means of connection with fixed overhead apparatus, and self-propelled motor 
vehicles whether or not operated on tracks. 


“State” means the state of Alabama. 


“Transit System” means any plan, property or facility used or useful in 
connection with the transportation of the public as passengers for hire by pas- 
senger transit vehicles, including the said passenger transit vehicles, tracks, 
overhead apparatus and other appurtenances thereto, garages, shops and 
other facilities for the storing, parking, maintenance and repair of such vehi- 
cles, administrative buildings, and other structures, equipment and properties 
necessary or convenient to the operation of passenger transit, vehicles for 
transportation of the public as passengers for hire. 


Section 3. Authority and Procedure to Incorporate Pursuant to the 
provisions of this act, parking and transit authorities may be organized as 
public corporations with the powers herein set forth. To organize such a cor- 
poration, not less than three natural persons shall file with the governing body 
of Tuscaloosa County and the governing body of any one or more municipal- 
ites in said county an application in writing for permission to incorporate a 
public corporation under the provisions of this act and shall attach to such 
application a proposed form of certificate of incorporation for such corpora- 
tion. If each governing body with which the application is filed shall adopt a 
resolution (which need not be published or posted) approving the form of 
such certificate of incorporation and authorizing the formation of such a pub- 
lic corporation, then said applicants shall become the incorporators of and 
shall proceed to incorporate the authority as a public corporation in the man- 
ner hereinafter provided, using for that purpose the form of the ceritifcate so 
approved. 


Section 4. Contents of Certificate of Incorporation. The certificate of 
incorporation of the authority shall state: (a) the names of the persons form- 
ing the authority together with the residence of each thereof, and a statement 
that each of them is a duly qualified elector of and owner of property in the 
county; (b) the name of the authority (which name shall include the words, 
“PARKING AND TRANSIT AUTHORITY”; (c) the period for the dura- 
tion of the authority (if the duration is to be perpetual that fact shall be so 
stated); (d) the names of the authorizing subdivisions together with the date 
or dates on which the governing bodies thereof adopted resolutions authoriz- 
ing the incorporation of the authority; (f) a statement as to whether employ- 
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ees of the authority shall or shall not be subject to civil service laws, retire- 
ment laws, and disability laws applicable to employees of one of the authoriz- 
ing subdivisions, and if so, the name of such authorizing subdivision, and (g) 
and other matter relating to the authority that the incorporators may choose 
to insert which is not inconsistent with this act or with the laws of the state. 


Section 5. Execution and Recording of Certificate of Incorporation. 
The certificate of incorporation of the authority shall be signed and acknowl- 
edged by the incorporators before an officer authorized by the laws of the 
state to take acknowledgements to deeds and shall have attached thereto a 
certified copy of the resolution provided for in Section 3 of this act and a cer- 
tificate by the Secretary of State that the name proposed for the authority is 
not identical to that of any other corporation organized under the laws of the 
state or so nearly similar thereto as to lead to confusion and uncertainty. The 
certificate of incorporation of the authority, together with the documents re- 
quired by the immediately preceding sentence to be attached thereto, shall be 
filed for record in the Office of the Judge of Probate of Tuscaloosa County. 
The Judge of Probate shall forthwith receive and record the same. When such 
a certificate of incorporation and attachments thereto have been so filed, the 
authority referred to therein shall come into existence and shall constitute a 
public corporation under the name set forth in such certificate of incorpora- 
tion, whereupon the authority shall be vested with the rights and powers here- 
in granted. 


Section 6. Board of Directors of the Authority. Any such authority 
shall be governed by a board of directors of seven or more members, a ma- 
jority of which shall be elected by the governing body or bodies of the munic- 
ipality or municipalities within Tuscaloosa County which they represent. Such 
members shall be residents of the respective municipality or municipalities 
they represent. Each municipality which is an authorizing subdivision shall be 
entitled to at least two members on the board. The governing body of Tusca- 
loosa County shall be entitied to elect a number of directors equal to a minor- 
ity of one. Those members elected by the governing body of the county shall 
be residents of the county but not of any municipality therein. No officer of 
the state or any county or municipality therein shall, while holding such of- 
fice, be eligible to serve as a director. The term of office of each director shall 
be four years. If any director resigns, dies or becomes unable or ineligible to 
act as a director, a successor to serve the unexpired portion of his term shall 
be elected in the manner prescribed hereinabove. Directors shall be eligible for 
reelection. 


A majority of the members of the board of directors shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business, but any meeting of such board may 
be adjourned from time to time by a majority of the directors present or may 
be so adjourned by a single director if such director is the only director pres- 
ent at such meeting. No vacancy in the membership of the board of directors 
shall impair the right of a quorum to exercise all the powers and duties of the 
authority. The board of directors shall hold regular meetings on the second 
Tuesday in each month, and at such other times, as may be provided in the 
by-laws of the authority; and such board may hold other meetings at any time 
and from time to time, provided that upon call of the chairman of the author- 
ity of any two directors, a special meeting of the board must be held. Any 
matter on which the board of directors is authorized to act may be acted 
upon at any regular, special or called meeting. At the request of any director, 
the vote on any question before the board shall be taken by yeas and nays 
and entered upon the record. All proceedings of the board shall be reduced to 
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writing by the secretary of the authority, recorded in a well bound book and 
open to each director and to the public at all times. Copies of such proceed- 
ings, when certified by the secretary of the authority under its seal, shall be 
received in all courts as evidence of the matters and things therein certified. 
Each director shall be reimbursed for expenses actually incurred by him in 
and about the performance of his duties. If the certificate of incorporation so 
provides, each director shall also be compensated by the authority in an 
amount not to exceed $20.00 per month, at a rate authorized by the board 
and by the certificate but not to exceed $10.00 for each board meeting at- 
tended by him. Any director of the authority may be impeached and removed 
from office in the same manner and on the same grounds provided by Section 
175 of the Constitution of Alabama and the general laws of the state for im- 
peachment and removal of officers mention in said Section 175. 


Section 7. Officers of the Authority. The officers of the authority shall 
consist of a chairman, a vice-chairman, a secretary, a treasurer and such 
other officers as the board shall deem necessary to accomplish the purposes 
for which the authority was organized. The chairman, vice-chairman and sec- 
retary of the authority shall be elected by the board from its membership, but 
neither the treasurer nor any of the other officers of the authority need be a 
member of the board of directors. The offices of secretary and treasurer may, 
but need not be, held by the same person. The chairman, and secretary of the 
authority shall be elected by the board for a term of one year, and the treas- 
urer and the other officers of the authority shall be elected by the board for 
such term as it deems advisable. Subject to the provisions of its certificate of 
incorporation, the authority shall also have the authority to employ all per- 
sonnel, and as it deems necessary, to fix the terms and conditions of the em- 
ployment. The duties of the officers of the authority shall be such as are from 
time to time prescribed by the board. 


Section 8. Powers of the Authority—in General. The authority shall 
have the following powers, together with all powers incidental thereto or nec- 
essary to the discharge thereof: (1) to have succession by its corporate name 
for the duration of time (which may be in perpetuity) specified in its certifi- 
cate of incorporation; (2) to sue and be sued in its own name in civil suits 
and actions; (3) to adopt and make use of a corporate seal and to alter the 
same at pleasure; (4) to adopt and alter by-laws for the regulation and con- 
duct of its affairs and business; (5) to acquire, receive, take and hold, 
whether by purchase, gift, lease, devise, or otherwise, property of every de- 
scription, whether real, personal or mixed, and to manage said property, and 
to develop any undeveloped property owned, leased or controlled by it; (6) 
to execute such contracts and other instruments and to take such other ac- 
tion as may be necessary or convenient to carry out the purposes of this act or 
the exercise of any powers granted hereunder; (7) to plan, establish, develop, 
acquire, construct, lease, enlarge, improve, maintain, equip, operate, regulate 
and protect parking facilities in Tuscaloosa County; (8) to plan, establish, de- 
velop, acquire, construct, lease, enlarge, improve, maintain, equip, operate, 
regulate and protect transit systems in Tuscaloosa County including the ac- 
quisition, construction, installation, equipment, maintenance and operation of 
buildings and other facilities for transit systems and the servicing of passenger 
transit vehicles or for the comfort and accomodation of passengers on such 
vehicles and the purchase and sale of supplies, goods and commodities as are 
incident to the operation of its transit system; (9) subject to approval of the 
governing bodies of the authorizing subdivision, to lease or let such transit 
system or parking facilities or any one or more of them to such tenant or ten- 
ants, for such term or terms, at such compensation or rental and subject to 
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such provisions, limitations and conditions as the authority may require or 
approve; (10) to issue interest bearing revenue bonds payable from the lim- 
ited sources hereinafter referred to; (11) to pledge for payment of such 
bonds any revenues and funds from which such bonds are made payable; 
(12) to make and enter into contracts, leases and agreements incidental to or 
necessary for the accomplishment of any purpose or purposes for which the 
authority was incorporated; (13) to appoint, employ, contract with and pro- 
vide for compensation of such officers, employees and agents, including engi- 
neers, attorneys, consultants, fiscal advisers and such other employees as the 
business of the authority may require, including the power to fix working 
conditions by general rule and other conditions of employment and, subject 
to the provisions of the certificate of incorporation of such authority, the 
power at its option to provide a system of disability pay, retirement compen- 
sation and pensions, or any of them, and to hire and fire servants, agents, em- 
ployees and officers at will; (14) to fix, establish, collect and alter parking 
fees, tolls, rents and other charges for the use of any parking facility or other 
property owned or controlled by the authority; (15) to fix, establish, collect 
and alter rates, fares, tools, and other charges for the use of any transit sys- 
tem of the authority; (16) to make and enforce rules and regulations govern- 
ing the use of the transit system or any parking facility owned or controlled 
by the authority; (17) to secure such insurance, including use and occupancy 
insurance, and liability insurance, as the board may deem advisable; (18) to 
enter into agreements with any authorizing subdivision for the management 
by the authority of any transit system or parking facility useful to the author- 
ity, whether within or without the corporate limits of any municipality in 
Tuscaloosa County, upon such terms and conditions as may be mutually 
agreeable; (19) to invest any funds of the authority that the board may deter- 
mine are not presently needed for its corporate purposes in any obligations 
which are direct general obligations of the United States of America or which 
are unconditionally guaranteed as to both principal and interest by the United 
States of America, or in bonds of the state or any county, city or town 
therein; (20) to cooperate with the state and any county, city, town, public 
corporation, agency, department, or political subdivision of the state, and to 
make such contracts with them or any of them as the board may deem advis- 
able to accomplish the purposes for which the authority was established; (21) 
subject to the approval of the governing bodies of the authorizing subdivi- 
sions, to sell and convey any of its properties that may have become obsolete 
or worn out or that may no longer be needed or useful; (22) to receive and 
accept grants for or in aid of the construction, extension, improvement, main- 
tenance or operation of any parking facility or transit system from the United 
States of America or any agency thereof, and from the state, any department 
or agency thereof, or any county, city or town therein, and to receive and ac- 
cept money, property, labor or other things of value from any source what- 
ever; and (23) to purchase equipment and supplies necessary or convenient 
for the exercise of any power of the authority. Nothing herein shall be con- 
strued to authorize the acquisition by eminent domain of any real property or 
rights owned or held by railroads or utilities, both public and private. 


Section 9. Leases of Parking Facilities. Before or within a reasonable 
period of time after acquisition or construction by any authority organized 
hereunder of any off-street parking facility for the use of which tolls, charges 
or rentals are to be collected, such authority shall by published notice invite 
the submission of bids for the lease and operation of said facility by the high- 
est satisfactory bidder. The notice of the invitation for such bids shall be pub- 
lished at least once a week for three successive weeks preceding the date re- 
quired for submission of bids in a newspaper of general circulation in Tusca- 
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loosa County. Said published notice shall set out such terms, provisions, and 
conditions for the lease of the facility as the board may deem necessary or 
desirable to be included in the lease agreement. The board shall have the 
power to reject all bids in the event no bids is received which conforms to the 
provisions, terms and conditions set out in the published notice provided for 
hereinabove, but in that event the authority shall promptly advertise, in the 
manner prescribed hereinabove, for new bids to be submitted not more than 
three months after the date prescribed for the original submission. Prior to 
leasing any such parking facility, the board must determine and find the fol- 
lowing: (1) the amount necessary in each year to pay the principal of and in- 
terest on any bonds of the authority issued hereunder or proposed to be is- 
sued hereunder to finance the acquisition and construction of said facility; 
(2) the amount necessary to be paid each year into any reserve funds which 
the board may deem it advisable to establish in connection with the retire- 
ment of said bonds and the maintenance and insurance of said parking facil- 
ity and, unless the terms under which said facility is to be leased provide that 
the lessee shall maintain said facility and carry all insurance (including liabil- 
ity insurance) deemed proper by the board with respect thereto, (3) the esti- 
mated cost of maintaining said facility in good repair and securing such in- 
surance. The agreement for the lease of any such parking facility by an au- 
thority hereunder shall provide for payment of rentals, based on such findings 
and determinations, as are sufficient (a) to pay the principal of and interest 
on any bonds of the authority issued hereunder to finance the acquisition and 
construction of that facility, (b) to build up and maintain any reserves 
deemed by the board to be advisable in connection therewith, and (c) unless 
the agreement of lease provides that the lessee shall maintain and carry all in- 
surance (including liability insurance) deemed proper by the board with re- 
spect to said facility, to pay the cost of maintaing said facility in good repair 
and paying for such insurance. The lease agreement may, at the discretion of 
the board, contain provisions prescribing minimum operating hours, maxi- 
mum charges to be collected by the operator, and other terms to be observed 
by the lessee. 


Section 10. Use of Public Roads. Each authority organized under this 
act is hereby authorized to use in the operation of its public transit system the 
rights-of-way of all public roads within any authorizing subdivision; all with- 
out securing the prior approval of the state or of its agencies or departments 
or the governing body of the said authorizing subdivision and subject only to 
the necessity of obtaining any consent by a municipal corporation outside the 
county in which the authority is incorporated that is required by Section 220 
of the Constitution of Alabama; provided, however, that nothing herein shall 
be construed to exempt any such authority from the requirements of Section 
28 of Title 23 of the Code of Alabama of 1940; and provided, further, that 
each such authority shall have the duty to restore at its expense any public 
rights-of-way in which it may have done any work in laying tracks or per- 
forming other functions in the operation of its public transit system. 


Section 11. Federal and State Aid. The authority is hereby authorized 
to accept, receive, receipt for, disburse and expend federal and state moneys 
and other moneys, public or private, made available by grant or loan or both, 
to accomplish, in whole or in part, any of the purposes of this act. All federal 
moneys accepted under this section shall be accepted and expended by the 
authority upon such terms and conditions as are prescribed by the United 
States and are not inconsistent with the laws of this state, and al! state mon- 
eys accepted under this section shall be accepted and expended by the author- 
ity upon such terms and conditions as are prescribed by law. 
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Section 12. Cooperation. For the purpose of aiding and cooperating 
with the authority in the planning, development, undertaking, construction, 
extension, improvement or operation of parking facilities and a transit sys- 
tem, the governing body of any authorizing subdivision upon such terms as it 
may determine, may: 


(a) Lend or donate money to the authority; 


(b) Donate, transfer, assign, sell or convey to the authority any right, 
title or interest which it may have in any lease, contract, license or property; 


(c) Do any and all things, whether or not specifically authorized in this 
section and not otherwise prohibited by law, that are necessary or convenient 
to aid and cooperate with the authority in the planning, undertaking, con- 
struction, acquisition, leasing or operation of parking facilities and a transit 
system. 


Section 13. Bonds of the Authority. Subject to approval of the govern- 
ing bodies of the authorizing subdivisions, the authority shall have the power 
and is hereby authorized at any time and from time to time to issue and seil 
its interest bearing revenue bonds for any of its corporate purposes. The prin- 
cipal of and the interest on ail such bonds shall be payable solely from, and 
may be secured by a pledge of, the revenues derived by the authority from 
the operation of any or all of its parking facilities and any or all of its transit 
systems and other property. None of the bonds issued or contracts entered 
into by the authority shall every constitute or create an obligation or debt of 
the state, or of any county, city or town within the state, or a charge against 
the credit or taxing powers of the state, or of any county, city or town within 
the state. Bonds of the authority may be issued at any time and from time to 
time, may be in such form and denominations, may be of such tenor, may be 
payable in such installments and at such time or times not exceeding forty 
years from their date, may be payable at such place or places whether within 
or without the state, and may bear interest at such rate or rates payable and 
evidenced in such manner, all as shall not be inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act and as may be provided in the proceedings of the board wherein 
the bonds shall be authorized to be issued. Any bond having a stated maturity 
more than ten years after its date sha!l be made subject to redemption at the 
option of the authority not later than the expiration of ten years from its date 
and on any interest payment date thereafter at such price or prices and after 
such notice or notices and on such terms and in such manner as may be pro- 
vided in the proceedings of the board wherein it is authorized to be issued. 
Bonds of the authority may be sold at public or private sale in such manner 
and from time to time may be determined by the board. The authority may 
pay all reasonable expenses, premiums, fees and commissions that the boards 
may deem necessary or advantageous in connection with the authorization, 
sale and issuance of its bonds. All bonds shall contain a recital that they are 
issued pursuant to the provisions of this act, which recital shall be conclusive 
that they have been duly authorized pursuant to the provisions of this act. 
Neither a public hearing nor consent of the State Department of Finance 
shall be prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by any authority. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that they are payable solely from a specified source, all bonds is- 
sued under the provisions of this act shall be deemed negotiable instruments 
within the meaning of the negotiable instruments law of the state if they oth- 
erwise possess all the characteristics of negotiable instruments under the laws 
of the state. 


Section 14. Execution of bonds. All bonds shall be signed by the chair- 
man or vice-chairman and the secretary or treasurer of the authority and the

seal of the authority shall be affixed thereto; provided that a facsimile of the 
signature of one, but not both, of the officers whose signatures will appear on 
the bonds may be imprinted or otherwise reproduced thereon in lieu of his 
manually signing the same; and provided further, that a facsimile of the seal 
of the authority may be imprinted or otherwise reproduced on the bonds in 
lieu of being manually affixed thereto. Coupons shall be signed by the chair- 
man or vice chairman and the secretary or treasurer and a facsimile of the 
signatures of such officers may be impressed or otherwise reproduced on any 
such interest coupons in lieu of their manually signing the same. Delivery of 
bonds so executed shail be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers or in 
the seal of the authority after the signing and sealing of the bonds. 


Section 15. Security forbonds. In the discretion of the authority any 
bonds may be issued under and secured by an indenture between the author- 
ity and a trustee. Said trustee may be a private person or corporation, includ- 
ing but not limited to any trust company or bank having trust powers whether 
such bank or trust company is located within or without the state. In any 
such indenture or resolution providing for the issuance of bonds the authority 
may pledge, for payment of the principal of and the interest on such bonds, 
any of its revenues to which its right then exists or may thereafter come into 
existence and may assign, as security for such payment, any of its leases, 
franchises, permits and contracts; and in any such indenture, the authority 
may, with the approval of the governing bodies of the authorizing subdivi- 
sions, mortgage any of its properties, including any that may be thereafter ac- 
quired by it. Any such pledge of revenues shall be valid and binding from the 
time it is made, and the revenues so pledged and thereafter received by the 
authority shall immediately become subject to the lien of such pledge without 
any physical delivery thereof or further act. The lien of such pledge shail be 
valid and binding against all parties having claims of any kind in tort, con- 
tract or otherwise against the authority, irrespective of whether the parties 
have actual notice thereof, from the time a statement is filed in the office of 
the Judge of Probate of Tuscaloosa County. Such notice need state only the 
date on which the resolution authorizing the issuance of the bonds was 
adopted by the board, the principal amount of bonds issued, a brief descrip- 
tion of the revenues so pledged and a brief description of any property the 
revenues from which are so pledged. In any indenture or resolution authoriz- 
ing the issuance of bonds and pledging for the benefit thereof revenues from 
any one or more of its parking facilities or transit systems, the authority shall 
have the power to include provisions customarily contained in instruments se- 
curing evidence of indebtedness, including without limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, provisions respecting the collection, segregation and application 
of any rental or other revenues due to or to become due to the authority, the 
terms to be incorporated in any lease agreement respecting any property of 
the authority, the maintenance and insurance of any building or structure 
owned by the authority, the creation and maintenance of special funds for 
any revenue of the authority and the rights and remedies available in the 
event of default to the holders of the bonds or the trustee under the inden- 
ture, all as the board shall deem advisable and as shall not be in conflict with 
the provisions of this act. If there be any default by the authority in payment 
of the principal or of the interest on the bonds or in any of the agreements on 
the part of the authority that may properly be included in any indenture se- 
curing the bonds, any holder of any of the bonds or any of the coupons, or 
the trustee under any indenture if so authorized in such indenture, may (in 
addition to any other remedies herein provided or otherwise available) either 
at law or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus or other proceedings, enforce 
payment of such principal or interest and compel performance of all duties of 
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the board and officers of the authority, and shall be entitled as a matter of 
right and regardless of the sufficiency of any such security to the appointment 
of a receiver in equity with all the powers of such receiver for the operation 
and maintenance of the property of the authority covered by such indenture 
and the collection, segregation and application of revenues therefrom. The in- 
denture may also contain provisions restricting the individual rights of action 
of the holders of the bonds and coupons. 

Section 16. Use of Proceeds from Sale of Bonds. The proceeds derived 
from the sale of any bonds (other than refunding bonds) may be used only 
to pay the cost of acquiring, constructing, improving, leasing, enlarging and 
equipping the parking facilities and the transit system or property with re- 
spect to which they were issued, as may be specified in the proceedings in 
which the bonds are authorized to be issued. Such cost shall be deemed to in- 
clude the following: the cost of any land forming a part of such parking fa- 
cilities or transit system; the cost of labor, material and supplies used in any 
such construction, improvement or enlargement, including architects’ and en- 
gineers’ fees and the cost of preparing contract documents and advertising for 
binds; the purchase price of and the cost of installing equipment for the park- 
ing facilities or the transit system; the cost of landscaping the lands forming a 
part of such parking facilities and of constructing and installing roads, side- 
walks, curbs, gutters and utilities in connection with the parking facilities; 
legal, fiscal, and recording fees and expenses incurred in connection with such 
parking facilities or transit system; and interest on said bonds for a reasona- 
bie period prior to and during the time required for such construction and 
equipment and for not exceeding twelve months after completion of such 
construction and equipment. If any of the proceeds derived from the sale of 
said bonds remains undisbursed after completion of such work and payment 
of all of the said costs and expenses, such balance shall be used for retirement 
of the principal of the bonds of the same issue. 


Section 17. Refunding Bonds. The authority may at any time and 
from time to time issue refunding bonds for the purpose of refunding the 
principal of and the interest on any bonds of the authority theretofore issued 
hereunder and then outstanding, whether or not such principal and interest 
shall have matured at the time of such refunding, and for the payment of any 
expenses incurred in connection with such refunding and any premium neces- 
sary to be paid in order to redeem, retire or purchase for retirement the 
bonds to be refunded. The proceeds derived from the sale of any refunding 
bonds shall be used only for the purposes for which the refunding bonds were 
authorized to be issued. Any such refunding may be effected either by sale of 
the refunding bonds and the application of the proceeds thereof, or by ex- 
change of the refunding bonds for the bonds of interest coupons to be re- 
funded thereby; provided that the holders of any bonds or coupons so to be 
refunded shall not be compelled without their consent to surrender their 
bonds or coupons for payment or exchange prior to the date on which they 
may be paid or redeemed by call of the authority under their respective pro- 
visions. All provisions of this act pertaining to bonds of the authority that are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this section shall, to the extent applica- 
ble, also apply to refunding bonds issued by the authority. The authority may 
at any time and from time to time issue bonds for the purpose of so refund- 
ing the principal of and the interest on any of its bonds and for any other 
purpose for which it is authorized to issue bonds, in which event the provi- 
sions hereof respecting refunding bonds shall apply only to the portion of 
such combined issue authorized for refunding purposes and the provisions 
hereof respecting other financing shall apply to the remaining portion of such 
combined issue. 
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Section 18. Exemption from Taxation. The bonds issued by the au- 
thority and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the 
state. All property and income of the authority shall be exempt from all state, 
county, municipal and other local taxation, provided, however, this exemp- 
tion shall not be construed to exempt concessionaires, licensees, tenants, oper- 
ators or lessees of or on any parking facility owned by any authority from the 
payment of any taxes, including license or privilege taxes levied by the state, 
the county or any municipality in the state. 


Section 19. Investment of County and Municipal Funds in Bonds of 
the Authority. The governing body of any county, city or town within this 
state is authorized in its discretion to invest in bonds of the authority any idle 
or surplus money held in its treasury. 


Section 20. Eligibility of Bonds as Investments for Trust Funds. Bonds 
issued under the provisions of this act are hereby made legal investments for 
executors, administrators, trustees and other fiduciaries, unless otherwise di- 
rected by the court having jurisdiction of the fiduciary relation or by the doc- 
ument that is the source of the fiduciary’s authority. Such bonds shall be legal 
investments for savings banks and insurance companies organized under the 
laws of this state. 


Section 21. Notice of Bond Resolution. Upon the adoption by the 
board of any resolution providing for the issuance of bonds, the authority 
may in its discretion cause to be published once a week for two consecutive 
weeks, a in a newspaper that is customarily published in Tuscaloosa County 
not less than five days in each calendar week and distributed therein, a notice 
in substantially the following form (the blanks being properly filled in) at the 
end of which there shali be printed the name and title of either the chairman 


or secretary of the authority: “. 1... cece cece ce ee eee eee eene : 
a public corporation of the State of Alabama, on the ...... day of ........ ; 
authorized the issuance of $........ principal amount of revenue bonds 


of the said corporation for purposes authorized in the act of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama under which the said corporation was organized. Any 
action or proceeding questioning the validity of the said bonds, or the pledge 
and any instruments securing such bonds, or the proceedings authorizing the 
same, must be commenced within thirty days after the first publication of this 
notice.” Any action or proceeding in any court to set aside or question the 
proceeding for the issuance of the bonds referred to in said notice or to con- 
test the validity of any such bonds or the validity of the pledge and any in- 
struments made to secure such bonds must be commenced within thirty days 
after the first publication of such notice. After the expiration of the said pe- 
riod no right of action or defense questioning or attacking the validity of the 
said proceedings, the said bonds or the said pledge or instruments shall be as- 
serted, nor shall the validity of the said proceedings, bonds, pledge or instru- 
ments be open to question in any court on any ground whatsoever except in 
an action commenced within such period. 


Section 22. Contracting and Purchasing Restrictions. Laws, regulations 
and ordinances relating to the advertising and award of construction contracts 
and purchase contracts made by or in behalf of the authorizing subdivisions 
shall be applicable to any authority granted permission to incorporate by said 
authorizing subdivisions. Nothing herein shall exempt such authorities from 
laws relating to surety bond requirements for such contracts. The board of 
directors of the authority shall make annual reports to the governing bodies 
of the authorizing subdivisions and the books, records, and accounts as the 
governing body of the authorizing subdivisions electing a majority of the 
directors may direct.

Section 23. Suits against the Authority or any Director. No action or 
suit shall be brought or maintained against the authority or any director 
thereof, for or on account of the negligence of such authority or director, or 
its or his agents, servants or employees, in or about the construction, mainte- 
nance, operation, superintendence or management of any parking facility 
transit system or other facility owned or controlled by the authority. 


Section 24. Dissolution of Authority. At any time when no bonds of 
the authority are outstanding, the authority may be dissolved upon the filing 
with the Judge of Probate of Tuscaloosa County of an application for dissolu- 
tion, which shall be subscribed by each of the members of the board and 
sworn to by each member before an officer authorized to take acknowledg- 
ments to deeds. Upon the filing of such application for dissolution, the au- 
thority shall cease to exist. Said Probate Judge shall receive and record the 
application for dissolution in an appropriate book of record in his office. 
Upon dissolution, all rights, title and interest of the authority in property 
shall be vested in the authorizing subdivisions. 


Section 25. Provisions are Cumulative. The provisions of this act are 
cumulative and shall not be deemed to repeal existing laws, except to the ex- 
tent such laws are clearly inconsistent with provisions of this act. 


Section 26. Severability Clause. In the event any section, sentence, 
clause or portion of this act should be declared invalid by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect the validity of any of the 
remaining sections, sentences, clauses or portions of this act, which shall con- 
tinue effective. 


Section 27. Effective Date. This act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becom- 
ing a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The provisions of this Act shall apply to Tuscaloosa 
County. 


Section 2. DEFINITIONS—As used in this Act, unless the context 
otherwise required, the term: 


(a) “Barber” shall mean any person licensed under the provisions of 
this Act to do the work of a barber. 


(b) “Barber shop trade” includes shaving and trimming the beard, cut- 
ting and dressing the hair, massaging the face and head, giving facial and 
scalp massage or application of oils, creams lotions, or other preparations, ei- 
ther by hand or by mechanical appliances, singeing, shampooing or dyeing 
the hair or applying hair tonic, applying cosmetic preparations, antiseptics, 
powders, oils, clays, or lotions to scalp, face or neck, and rendering kindred 
personal services for compensation, provided, however, that such practices 
when done for the treatment of physical or mental ailments of diseases shall 
not constitute barbering. 


(c) “Barber Shop” means without limitation any establishment having 
as its primary purpose the rendering for compensation of the several services 
constituting the barber shop trade. 


(d) “Barber School” means without limitation any establishment ren- 
dering for compensation the several services constituting the barber shop 
trade, but having for its primary purpose the teaching, for tuition fees, of the 
theories and practices of such services. 


(e) “Student” shall mean any person attending barber school for the 
purpose of learning the theories and practice of the barber shop trade and 
who receive no compensation for so doing. 
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(f) “Apprentice” shall mean any person practicing in a barber or hair- 
cutting shop to acquire the skill of a barber or haircutter after having com- 
pleted the requirements of a student, under the provisions of this Act. 


(g) “Teacher” or “Instructor” shall mean any person who instructs or 
attempts to instruct another in the science, arts and skills of a barber or hair- 
cutter. 


(h) “Board” or “The Board” or “Barbers’ Commission” shall mean the 
Board or Board of Commissions created by this Act. 


(j) In this Act, words used in the masculine gender include the feminine 
and neuter genders, and words used in the neuter gender include the mascu- 
line and feminine genders. 


(j) “Hairstylist” shall mean any journeymen barber who specializes in 
the styling of hair. 


Section 3. COUNTY BOARD OF BARBER COMMISSIONERS— 
There is hereby created a Barbers’ Commission for Tuscaloosa County. The 
Governor shall appoint three persons, each of whom, immediately prior to 
the date of his appointment has been a resident of said county for the past 
three years, and who has had at least five years experience as a barber; one 
member to be appointed for a term of one year, one member to be appointed 
for a term of two years, and one member to be appointed for a term of three 
years; provided, however, that in the county to which this Act applies two 
members of said Commission shall be residents of the largest metropolitan 
area in said county and the third member of said Commission shall be a resi- 
dent of any smaller metropolitan area in said county; provided further, that 
in the county to which this Act applies which have in existence at the time of 
the passage of this Act, a Barbers’ Commission, the members of said Com- 
mission then serving as such Barbers’ Commission shall constitute the initial 
Board of Barbers’ Commissioners of said county and they shall continue in 
office until the expiration of their respective terms or unless sooner disquali- 
fied; thereafter the term of any member appointed and qualified to succeed 
the members of the Barbers’ Commission of said county first appointed shall 
be for three years and until their successors are appointed and qualified. Va- 
cancies shall be filled in the following manner: The Commission shall, sixty 
(60) days prior to the expiration of the term of any commissioner of the Bar- 
bers’ Commission for said county give notice in writing to the licensed bar- 
bers of said county that there will be a vacancy on the date of the expiration 
of the term of the commissioner whose term is about to expire; or if a va- 
cancy be caused for any reason other than the expiration of the term, the 
Barbers’ Commission shall within thirty (30) days after such vacancy occurs, 
give notice to the licensed barbers of said county of the existence of such va- 
cancy. In this event said barbers will be requested to nominate three barbers 
to fill each vacancy thus occasioned; and to that end a ballot shall be pre- 
pared and enclosed along with the letter notifying the barbers of the vacancy 
or vacancies; the said ballot reading as follows: “I hereby nominate for ap- 
pointment by the Governor of the State of Alabama to the Board of Barber 
Commissions for Tuscaloosa County the following named persons: ........

The ballots shall be numbered and identified in such manner as to pre- 
vent anyone employing any ballot other than that forwarded the licensed bar- 
ber entitled to vote. In addition to the ballot, the Barbers’ Commission shall 
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forward the licensed barber an envelope addressed to the Barbers’ Commis- 
sion and properly stamped with United States postage. When the ballots are 
returned they shall be opened on a day designated in the notification, in the 
presence of the Barbers’ Commission then serving, and the ballots shall be 
counted and the names of the three barbers who shall receive the greatest 
number of votes shall be selected as the three nominees. The Barbers’ Com- 
mission shall then certify to the Governor of the State of Alabama the names 
of the three barbers receiving the highest number of votes and the Governor 
shall appoint one of those three persons thus designated to fill the vacancy. If 
more than one vacancy exists at any time, there shall be nominated in the 
manner above designated and certified to the Governor three nominees for 
each such vacancy so that if there be one vacancy there shall be three nomi- 
nees, if there be two vacancies there shall be six nominees, and if there be 
three vacancies, there shall be nine nominees, certified to the Governor of 
Alabama, who shall select for appointment one nominee from each group 
thus nominated. The Commission, immediately upon the qualification of the 
member appointed each year, shall organize by selecting from its members a 
chairman, and may do all things necessary or convenient for carrying into ef- 
fect and provisions of this Act. The members of the Commission shall receive 
a full compensation for each day actually spent in the work of said Commis- 
sion the sum of Twenty Dollars ($20.00) per day; and his actual and neces- 
sary expenses thereby incurred, not to exceed $4.00 per day. The Commission 
shall appoint and at its pleasure a Secretary-Treasurer and such assistants as 
may be deemed necessary to discharge and faithfully carry out the duties im- 
posed by the provisions of this Act; provided however, that no person hired 
hereunder shall be related by blood or marriage to any member of the Com- 
mission. The individual so appointed shall be required to enter into a bond to 
be approved by the Commission in the sum of not less than Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000.00), conditioned to pay any shortage or loss of funds on 
hand by said Secretary-Treasurer during his term of office, or at the time that 
he is holding office. Said Commission shall outline the duties and fix the com- 
pensation of the Secretary-Treasurer. The Commission shall obtain such office 
space, furnishings, and other proper conveniences as shall be reasonably nec- 
essary for carrying out the provisions of this Act. The principal office of said 
Commission shall be located in the county seat of said county, provided, how- 
ever, that upon the request of said Commission, the County Commissioners 
of said county shall furnish an office in the Courthouse without charge. The 
Commission shall adopt a seal with such design engraved thereon as it may 
prescribe, by which it shall authenticate its proceedings. In addition thereto, 
the Board is empowered to make reasonable inspection of the barbers and 
barber shops and barber schools and barber colleges of said county to the end 
that proper methods of sanitation and sterilization are observed. Copies of all 
records and papers in the office of the Barbers’ Commission duly certified and 
authenticated by its seal shall be received in evidence in all courts with like 
effect as the original. All the records kept in the office of the Board and under 
authority of this Act shall be open to public inspection under such rules and 
regulations as shall be prescribed by the Commission. All fees and charges 
collected by the Board under the provisions of this Act, shall be paid to the 
Treasurer of the Commission; said funds shall be used and kept exclusively in 
the hands of the Treasurer of this Commission, and shall be used for pur- 
poses not inconsistent with this Act, under the direction of the Commission. 
Funds may be disbursed by order of the Board on a check being drawn by 
the Treasurer upon such funds, as may be on hand, and approved by the 
Chairman of the Board for the purpose of paying all of the expenses incurred 
by the Board, including the compensation of members of the Board and its 
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employees, provided the total expenses for every purpose, incurred shall not 
exceed total fees and charges collected and paid in to the Treasurer. 


Section 4. PROMULGATION OF RULES AND REGULATIONS— 


(a) The Board shall have authority to make reasonable rules for the ad- 
ministration of the provisions of this Act. Copies of all rules adopted by said 
Board shall be furnished to each barber and each barber school or college. 


(b) No rule may be adopted or amended at the same meeting at which 
it is proposed. 


(c) All rules adopted hereunder shall have the same force and effect of 
law unless set aside by a Court of competent jurisdiction or replaced by said 
Board. 


Section 5. APPRENTICE QUALIFICATIONS— 
(a) Any person shall be qualified to receive a license as an apprentice 
barber provided: 


1. He is at least eighteen (18) years of age and is of good moral charac- 
ter and temperate habits; and 


2. He has graduated from an approved school or college of barbering, 


which school has been approved or licensed under the provisions of this Act; 
and 


3. He passes a satisfactory examination conducted by the Barbers’ Com- 
mission to determine his fitness to practice as an apprentice; and 


4. He has a 12th grade education or equivalent thereof; and 
5. He has obtained a medical certificate as required by this Act; and 
6. He has paid the required fee specified by this Act. 


(b) An applicant for a license who fails to satisfactorily complete an ex- 
amination conducted by the Commission may apply for re-examination at 
any future meeting of the Commission. Upon making application therefor 
and payment of the required fee, said applicant shall be permitted to again 
take said examination. 

(c) No apprentice may independently practice barbering, but he may, 
as an apprentice, do any and all of the acts constituting the practice of bar- 
bering under the immediate personal supervision of a licensed barber. 


Section 6. JOURNEYMAN QUALIFICATIONS— 


Any person having made application for a Journeyman barber license 
shall be qualified to receive such license to practice as a barber provided: 


(a) He is qualified under the provisions of Section 5 of this Act; and 


(b) He has practiced as an apprentice barber for a period of twenty- 
four (24) months on a full time basis under the immediate personal supervi- 
sion of a licensed Journeyman barber; and 


(c) He has passed a satisfactory examination conducted by the Board to 
determine his fitness to practice as a Journeyman barber; and 


(d) He has paid the required fee specified in this Act. 
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Section 7. APPLICATION OF NON-RESIDENT BARBERS OR 
APPRENTICES— 


Any apprentice or non-resident barber who is at least eighteen (18) 
years of age and of good moral character and temperate habits and has a li- 
cense as an apprentice in another State or County which has substantially the 
same requirements for licensing an apprentice as is provided in this Act, or 
who can prove by sworn affidavits that he has practiced in another County or 
State for at least six months prior to making application in this State, shall 
upon payment of the required fee, be granted permission to take an examina- 
tion to determine his fitness to receive a license as an apprentice. Should he 
pass the required examination, and have complied with all other applicable 
provisions of this Act, a license as an apprentice shall be issued to him. In 
this event the time spent in such other State or County as an apprentice shall 
be credited upon the period of apprenticeship required by this Act, toward 
qualifying for the examination to determine his fitness to receive a license as 
a barber. 


Section 8. HOW TO MAKE APPLICATION FOR LICENSE: 


Any person desiring to practice barbering, or desiring to practice as an 
apprentice barber, shall file with the Secretary of the Board a written applica- 
tion, under oath, on a form prescribed by the Board, together with two pho- 
tographs of the applicant 2 x 3 inches in size, and satisfactory proof that ap- 
plicant is of good moral character and also furnish the Board with a certifi- 
cate issued by the County Health Department from a practicing medical phy- 
sician of said county showing that applicant is free from contagious, infec- 
tious or communicable, disease, including gonorrhea, syphilis and tubercu- 
losis. 


Section 9. EXAMINATIONS— 


(a) The Board shall conduct examinations for applicants for licenses to 
practice as Journeyman, Hair Stylist, barbers and as apprentices at least four 
times each year, at such times and places as the Board shall determine. Such 
examination shall include both a practical demonstration and a written and 
oral test, and shall embrace the subjects usually taught in schools and colleges 
of barbering approved by the Board. Licenses to Journeyman, Hair Stylist, 
barbers or apprentices shall be issued by the Board to any applicant who shall 
have passed the examination therefore, by making an average grade of not 
less than 70% and who shall possess the other qualifications required by this 
Act. 


(b) Whenever the Board shall be requested to give a special examina- 
tion, the applicants taking such examinations shall pay an additional fee of 
$25.00. 


Section 10. BARBER SHOP OPERATOR QUALIFICATIONS— 


A person shall be qualified to receive a barber shop operator’s license 
provided: 


(a) He holds a Journeyman, Barber or Hair Stylist License; and 
(b) He is compliance with the other applicable provisions of this Act. 


Section 11. PERSONS ENTITLED TO LICENSE WITHOUT INI- 
TIAL EXAMINATION— 


Any present resident of the county to which this Act applies, who is en- 
gaged in the practice of barbering for a livelihood without a license or who 
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holds a license as a barber or apprentice, or any barber school or college in 
operation at the time of the passage of this Act shall automatically be granted 
a license without an examination by making application to the Commission 
on or before the 1st day of January, 1968, and upon paying the annual re- 
newal fee specified herein for barbers, apprentices, and barber schools or col- 
leges, provided that such applicant has been issued a medical certificate as re- 
quired herein. It is further provided that any person licensed under the provi- 
sions of this Act, who subsequent to such licensing is unable to obtain the 
physician’s certificate hereinbefore provided for, shall be entitled to an “inac- 
tive” license upon compliance with all the other provisions of this Act, and 
shall be again fully licensed without additional examination, at such time 
thereafter as he obtains and files the physician’s certificate hereabove re- 
quired. 


Section 12. PERSONS, FIRMS OR CORPORATIONS TO WHICH 
THIS ACT IS NOT APPLICABLE—The following are exempted from the 
provisions of this Act: 


(a) Persons licensed by law of this State to practice medicine, surgery, 
osteopathy, or chiropractry. 


(b) Commissioned medical or surgical officers of the United States 
Army, Air Force, Navy or Marine hospital service. 


(c) Registered Nurses. 


(d) Hairdressers and beauty culturists, insofar as their usual and ordi- 
nary vocation and profession is concerned, including light hair trimming inci- 
dental to waving of all kinds. 


(e) Undertakers or morticians. 


(f) All barber schools and colleges and instructors employed therein by 
the State or County Department of Education. 


Section 13. DISPLAY OR CERTIFICATE—Every holder of a li- 
cense shall dispaly it in a conspicuous place in his place of business. 


Section 14. FEES—The Board of Barber Commissioners shall charge 
and collect the following fees: 


(a) The original as well as any subsequent examination fee for Journey- 
man, Hair Stylist, barber or apprentice shall be $25.00 per examination. Any 
such fee shall also include the cost of the issuance of any such barber or ap- 
prentice license which may thereafter be issued; and $10.00 thereof shall be 
refunded if such person fails to pass the examination. 


(b) For the annual renewal of a barber or apprentice license, a fee of 
$10.00 shall be charged, provided, however, that this fee shall be waived for 
any barber who has been sick and out of work for as much as one year next pre- 
ceding that date such fee shall become due, a physician’s certificate and 
affidavit of such barber being submitted as proof of such facts. 


(c) For restoration of an expired barber or apprentice license, a fee of 
$15.00 shall be charged. Upon the payment of such fee such license shall be 
restored without examination provided application is made therefor, within a 
period of one year from the date of the expiration of any such license. 


(d) For the application and issuance of a new barber shop operator’s li- 
cense a fee of $50.00 shall be charged. 
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(e) For the annual renewal of a barber shop operating license, a fee of 
$5.00 shall be charged. 


(f) For the application and examination of teacher application and issu- 
ance of a teaching certificate or license a fee of $50.00 shall be charged. 


(g) For the annual renewal of a teacher’s certificate or license a fee 
of $25.00 shall be charged. 


(h) All licenses required under this Act shall be renewed annually on or 
before January 1. 


(i) A duplicate license will be issued uvon the filing of a statement 
covering the loss of such license, verified by the oath of the applicant, and ac- 
companied by the payment of a fee of $10.00 for the issuance of same. Each 
duplicate license shall have the word, “Duplicate” stamped across the front 
thereof and will bear the same number as the originally issued license. 


Section 15. EXEMPTIONS PERTAINING TO PERSONS IN 
ARMED FORCES—Any person who, after the passage of this Act, and ap- 
proval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law, shall enter the 
active military or naval service of the United States, or of this State and who, 
at the time of such entry, was the holder of a license as a barber, or appren- 
tice, and which license was then in full force and effect, shall be granted a 
like license upon presentation to such Board of Barber Commissioners of an 
Honorable Discharge from such military or naval service, dated not more 
than one year prior to the time of such presentation, and a medical certificate 
as required under the provisions of this Act, attesting that the person present- 
ing it is free from any contagious or infectious or communicable disease, 
which certificate shall be dated not more than 30 days prior to the time of 
such presentation and provided further such person shall pay a fee of $10.00 
for the issuance of such license as required by this Act. 


Section 16. GROUNDS FOR SUSPENSION, REVOCATION OR 
REFUSAL TO ISSUE A RENEWED LICENSE—The Board is hereby 
vested with the power and authority to refuse to issue or renew as well as the 
power to suspend or revoke any license for any one or a combination of the 
following causes: 


(a) Conviction of a felony. 
(b) Malpractice or incompentency. 


(c) When applicant barber or apprentice barber is, or becomes, afflicted 
with an infectious or communicable disease. 


(d) Advertising by false or deceptive means. 


(e) Advertising, practicing, or attempting to practice under another’s 
trade name or under another’s name. 


(f) Habitual drunkenness or habitual addiction to use of morphine, co- 
caine, or other habit forming drugs. 


(g) The violation of any of the sanitary regulations promulgated by ei- 
ther the Barbers’ Commission or the Alabama State Department of Health 
for the regulation of barber shops and barber schools or colleges. 


(h) Conviction of a violation of any City Ordinance or County or State 
law pertaining to the regulatons of barber shops or barber schools or colleges. 
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Section 17. HEARINGS. 


No action in refusing to issue or renew or in suspending or revoking a li- 
cense for any of the causes enumerated in the foregoing Section shall be 
taken until the accused has been furnished with a statement of the specific 
charges against him and notice of the time and place of hearing thereof. The 
accused may be present at the hearing in person and may be represented by 
counsel if he so desires. Statement of the charges and notice thereof must be 
served personally upon such person, or mailed to his last known address at 
least ten (10) days prior to the hearing. If upon such hearing the Board finds 
the charges to be true, it may refuse to issue or renew a license or may re- 
voke or suspend such license if the same has been issued. 


It shall be the duty of the Board to subpoena witnesses other than char- 
acter witnesses, for or against the accused upon written request and affidavit 
that their testimony is necessary, and the production of relevant books and 
papers may be also procured by subpoena. 


A public hearing shall be ordered after not less than ten (10) days writ- 
ten notice to the parties at interest. The Board shall not be bound by the tech- 
nical rules of evidence but shall seek diligently all of the information and evi- 
dence bearing on the merits of the case. 


Within ten (10) days after the conclusion of the hearing, the Board shall 
render its decision in writing. Copies of the decision shall be delivered to all 
parties at interest. 


The Board may require that testimony introduced at hearings be re- 
corded by a court reporter, but same shall not be transcribed except upon 
further order. 


Any person aggrieved by the decision or ruling of the Board, as provided 
for in the preceding Section, may appeal from such action to the Circuit 
Court of said county within ten (10) days after such final determination of 
the Board, by filing written notice thereof with the Board. Upon any such ap- 
peal a trial shall be de novo. 


Section 18. BARBER SCHOOL PREREQUISITES— 


(a) An application for a license and approval as a registered school or 
college of barbering shall contain, under oath, the following: 


1. The full name of the applicant. 


2. The residence of the applicant, and if any Association or corporation, 
the same information of the members of the association and of the stockhold- 
ers and directors of the corporation. 


3. The exact location where the school or college is located or proposed 
to be located. 


4. Whether or not the school or college is owned or leased, and if 
leased, the name and residence of the owner, or if an Association or corpora- 
tion, the same information of the members of the Association and of the 
directors and stockholders thereof. 


5. Evidence that a bond in the amount of $25,000.00 has been filed with 
the State Treasurer and made payable to the State of Alabama, conditioned 
upon the faithful compliance of the barbering school or college with ali the 
provisions of this Act. 
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(b) No private school or college of barbering which does not come 
within the jurisdiction of the Alabama State Board of Education shall be ap- 
proved by the Commission and no license shall be issued to operate or con- 
duct any such school or college of barbering unless and until such school or 
college shall have complied with all of the required provisions of this Act. 


(c) No person, firm or corporation may be licensed to operate or con- 
duct said barber school or college in said county unless the owner be a citizen 
of the United States and a qualified elector of Alabama, and if a corporation, 
the officers thereof shall be so qualified, and unless each person who is di- 
rectly connected with the instructional program shall have had at least four 
years of continuous experience as a licensed barber in said county; that all of 
such teachers are citizens of the United States and have been resident citizens 
of said county for at least four years; provided, however, any licensed barber 
may be hired to assist in giving practical instruction in any barber school or 
college. 


(d) Upon receipt of application for registration or license for a pri- 
vately owned and operated barber school or college not coming within the ju- 
risdiction of the Alabama State Department of Education, said Commission 
shall make investigation of the applicant, the qualifications of the teachers of 
the school or college and the equipment, appliances and sanitary facilities 
thereof and determine whether the course of study maintained by such school 
or college, practical and otherwise, is designed to equip students with suffi- 
cient knowledge of barbering so that they may pursue the same in said 
county, in accordance with the provisions of this Act, Alabama Statutes, and 
the rules and regulations prescribed by said County Barber Board and if upon 
such investigation, the Board finds that such applicant meets the requirements 
of law, and that said school or college has adopted a curriculum approved by 
the Board, a barbering school or college license shall be issued to said appli- 
cant upon the payment of a fee of $500.00. Unless otherwise disqualified, a 
school or college license may be renewed each year thereafter by the payment 
of a license fee of $50.00. All such licenses shall be renewed on or before 
January 1 of each year. Any school or college failing to renew its license on 
or before January 1 of each year, may renew said license, if otherwise quali- 
fied by paying a renewal fee, plus a penalty of $10.00 per month for each 
month or part thereof that said license is delinquent, provided that no such li- 
cense can be thus renewed after twelve months delinquency. 


(e) Every licensed barber school or college where students are in- 
structed shall display a sign at each entrance to the school in at least six-inch 
lettering, stating that all work in said school or college is done by students. 


(f) Any licensed school or college which may register a student, or stu- 
dents, shall immediately certify all such students to the Board for a qualified 
certificate. The school or college shall submit names, addresses, a doctor’s 
certificate certifying each such student is free from any contagious disease, 
educational record showing the applicant to have graduated from the 12th 
grade or its equivalent as determined by the State Department of Education, 
and any other information which the Board may deem necessary. Each appli- 
cant shall be accompanied by a student’s registration fee of $2.00, upon re- 
ceipt of which, if the student is found to be qualified, the Board shall issue a 
qualified student certificate. 


(g) Every licensed barber school or college shall have not less than one 
instructor for every 15 students at such school or college. 
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Section 19. MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS— 


(a) Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed to prevent the De- 
partment of Health of the State of Alabama or any local Board of Health or 
other board or body, exercising the powers of such iocal boards, from enact- 
ing and enforcing ordinances, codes, rules and regulations pertaining to sani- 
tation in barber shops, in excess of the provisions of this Act, for which au- 
thority they have been or may be granted by law. 


(b) No owner or manager of a barber shop or barber college shall em- 
ploy any person as a maid or porter unless said person has on file a health 
certificate signed by a licensed practicing physician stating that said employee 
is free from any communicable or contagious disease or from a veneral dis- 
ease. 


(c) Any person or corporation who shall practice barbering or maintain 
a school of barbering or a barber shop, or act in any capacity where any cer- 
tificate or license is required under this Act without a certificate or license as 
provided in the Act, or shall in any other form or manner violate any of the 
provisions of the Act or any rules and regulations of the Board, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not more than 
$500 or imprisoned for not more than six months, or both. 


Section 20. SEVERABILITY— 


The Sections of this Act and the parts of each Section are hereby de- 
clared to be independent parts of Sections, and the holding of any Section or 
part thereof to be void, ineffective, or unconstitutional for any cause, shall 
not affect the other sections or parts thereof, and it is now declared that the 
other parts or sections would have been enacted regardless of any section or 
parts of sections which might be held unconstitutional, inoperative or ineffec- 
tive. 


Section 21. REPEALING CLAUSE— 


All laws or parts of laws inconsistent or in conflict with this Act are here- 
by expressly repealed, it being the legislative intent that the terms of this Act 
shall be fully effective and all laws or parts of laws heretofore enacted to the 
contrary, notwithstanding. 


Section 22, EFFECTIVE DATE OF ACT BECOMING LAW— 
The provisions of this Act shall become effective September 1, 1971.

his authority, powers and duties and those of the county governing body in 
relation to the roads, bridges and ferries of Walker County.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Walker County; providing for the construction, maintenance 
and repair of public roads, highways, bridges and ferries under the county 
unit system; authorizing and requiring the county governing body to employ 
and regulate the compensation of a county engineer; providing for the man- 
ner of selecting said engineer; prescribing his qualifications; defining his au- 
thority, powers and duties and those of the county governing body in relation 
to the roads, bridges and ferries of Walker County. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Walker County Commission, or any succeeding county 
governing body performing the functions of the county governing body in 
said county, shall employ a county engineer, who shall be a thoroughly quali- 
fied and competent civil engineer, possessing all of the qualifications as speci- 
fied for county engineers under the general laws of the State of Alabama; and 
he shall devote his entire time and attention to the maintenance and construc- 
tion of the Walker County public roads, highways, bridges and ferries, and 
shall, during his employment, reside in Walker County, Alabama. 


Section 2. Said county engineer shall be appointed by the county com- 
mission from a nomination made by the state highway director. If said nomi- 
nation is not acceptable to said county commission, the state highway director 
shall be requested to make additional nominations. Should the state highway 
director refuse, or fail to make nominations, the county commission may fill 
the position of county engineer with any person who has the qualifications 
herein set out. 
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Section 3. It shall be the duty of the said engineer, (1) to employ, su- 
pervise and direct all such assistants as are necessary to properly maintain 
and construct the public roads, highways, bridges and ferries of Walker 
County, and he shall have authority to prescribe their duties, and to dis- 
charge said employees for cause, or when not needed; (2) to perform such 
engineering and surveying service as may be required, and to prepare and 
maintain the necessary maps and records; (3) to maintain the necessary ac- 
counting records to reflect the cost of the county highway system; (4) to 
build, or construct new roads, or change old roads, but only when ordered to 
do so by proper order of the county commission; (5) it shall be his further 
duty, in so far as is feasible, to construct and maintain all county roads on the 
basis of the county as a unit, without regard to any district or beat lines. 


Section 4. The said county engineer is hereby designated as the person 
authorized to make written requisition upon the duly designated purchasing 
agency, for all articles, materials, supplies, and equipment necessary for the 
maintenance and construction of roads, bridges and ferries in Walker County. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the county commission to fix, from 
time to time, in accordance with prevailing economic conditions, the various 
scales of wages or salaries to be paid for Jabor necessary in the maintenance 
and construction of said roads, highways, bridges and ferries, and said wage 
or salary scale shall not be exceeded by said engineer in the employment of 
labor and assistants. 


Section 6. The county commission shall fix the amount of the salary of 
the said county engineer, payable in equal monthly installments from the 
Walker County treasury. 


Section 7. The county commission shall furnish the county engineer 
with an office at the courthouse, or elsewhere, at the county seat, and all nec- 
essary office supplies, and shall furnish him with necessary transportation in 
connection with his duties under this Act. 


Section 8. The county engineer shall be the custodian of all road tools, 
machinery, supplies and equipment of Walker County, and he shall be ac- 
countable for the same, at all times. The county commission shal! furnish the 
necessary storage facilities in which to keep said tools, machinery, supplies 
and equipment, and the county engineer shall keep on files in his office, at all 
times, an up-to-date inventory, containing a list of all said tools, machinery, 
equipment and supplies belonging to Walker County. 


Section 9. The authority of said county engineer shall be limited to the 
expenditure of such funds for the purpose of construction, maintenance or re- 
pairs of public roads, bridges and ferries of Walker County as may be set 
aside and appropriated by the county commission, as hereinafter provided; it 
shall be the duty of said county commission at some meeting in September of 
each calendar year, or not later than the first meeting in October following, 
by order or resolution spread upon the minutes, to fix and determine the 
amount of funds which will be available for the purpose of building, main- 
taining and constructing public roads, bridges and ferries of Walker County 
for the current fiscal year. beginning on October 1st, which said amount, 
other than the salary of said county engineer and his necessary expenses, shall 
not be exceeded by him in building, maintaining and constructing public 
roads, bridges and ferries in Walker County during said period: provided 
however, that said county commission is authorized, from time to time within 
any such period, to increase the amount so allowed to be expended by said 
county engineer during said period, when such authorization will not conflict 
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with provisions of the general law under the Budget Act, Title 12, Section 74, 
of the Code of Alabama 1940. Provided further, that if such funds are pres- 
ently available, and have not heretofore been set aside by the present County 
Commission of Walker County, immediately upon the passage of this Act, it 
shall be the duty of the county commission herein created to set aside a suffi- 
cient portion of said funds for the maintenance of said roads, bridges, and fer- 
ries until the annual budget is approved for the incoming year in October. 


Section 10. The county engineer shall make written requisition to the 
chairman of the county commission for all materials, machinery, equipment, 
and necessary supplies needed for the construction, maintenance, or repairs 
of public roads, bridges and ferries of Walker County. Said requisitions shall 
be filed and presented by the chairman to the county commission at its next 
meeting, for the approval of the county commission. Provided, however, that 
the chairman shall have full power and authority to make said purchases 
without first obtaining the approval of the whole county commission if the 
delay caused by the hereinabove procedure, might, in his judgment, cause an 
unnecessary and harmful interruption in the operation of the county road sys- 
tem. 


Section 11. It shall be the further duty of the county engineer to in- 
spect all materials, machinery, equipment, and supplies, purchased by Walker 
County Commission for use on public roads, bridges, and ferries, when the 
same is delivered, and the same shall not be accepted and paid for without its 
first having been approved by him. 


Section 12. In the event an emergency should arise, in which it would 
be impossible for the county commission to employ an engineer, as hereina- 
bove provided for, then, in that event the county commission shall employ a 
competent road supervisor who need not be an engineer, but, when so em- 
ployed, he shall have all the duties and authority of said engineer, and be sub- 
ject to the provisions of this Act; but an emergency shall not exist so long as 
the state highway director can nominate an engineer who will accept employ- 
ment by said county commission under the terms of this Act, it being the in- 
tention of this Act to provide that, when county roads are to be maintained 
or constructed in said county, the supervision thereof shall be either under a 
county engineer, as hereinabove provided supervisor, who is not a member of 
the county commission. 


Section 13. It shall be the further duty of each associate member of 
the county commission to inspect the roads of his district from time to time, 
and hear the suggestions and complaints of the citizens, and report the same 
to the county commission with his recommendations; to advise with the 
county engineer concerning the problems of his district, particularly; and to 
assist in securing rights-of-ways, and assist in public relations generally. 


Section 14. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 15. This act shall become effective within 30 days upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

(1) Provides, subject to subsection (d) by ordinance, regulation, or res- 
olution, for requirements for the control or prevention of air pollution con- 
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sistent with, or more strict than, those imposed by this Act or the rules, regu- 
lations and standards promulgated by the Commission hereunder; 


(2) Provides for the enforcement of such requirements by appropriate 
administrative and judicial process. Each such municipal governing body and 
each county Board of Heaith establishing a program hereunder is hereby au- 
thorized and required to advertise and adopt all rules and regulations in ac- 
cordance with the same procedure provided herein for the adoption of said 
rules, regulations and standards by the Commission, and all judicial remedies 
provided by this Act shall be available and enforceable by such municipal 
governing body and by such county Board of Health; and 


(3) Provides for administrative organization, staff, financial and other 
resources necessary to effectively and efficiently carry out its program. The 
Board of County Commissioners of each county, and the council or other 
governing body of each municipal governing body within the jurisdiction of a 
local air pollution control program established by a county Board of Health, 
is hereby authorized to appropriate such sums as it may determine necessary 
and desirable for the establishment, administration and enforcement of such a 
program. 


(c) No county Board of Health shall have the authority to exercise air 
pollution control jurisdiction within the bounds of any incorporated munici- 
pality or the police jurisdiction thereof having an air pollution control pro- 
gram as herein before authorized. 


(d) Any such municipal governing body and each county Board of 
Health may adopt and enforce any ordinance, regulation, or resolution re- 
quiring the control or preventing of air pollution unless the Commission finds 
within 60 days of such adoption, such ordinance, regulation, or resolution is 
less strict than those imposed by this Act and regulations issued hereunder, or 
that such ordinance, regulation, or resolution was not adopted in accordance 
with procedures consistent with those provided herein; and provided that such 
municipal governing body or county Board of Health notifies the Commission 
of the adoption of such ordinance, regulation, or resolution within 15 days of 
such adoption.”

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall be known and may be cited as the “Alabama 
Air Pollution Control Act.” 


Section 2. Declaration of Purpose. The Legislature finds that pollution 
of the air of this State constitutes a menace to public health and welfare, cre- 
ates public nuisances, adversely affects agriculture, business, industry, recrea- 
tion, climate, and visibility, depresses property values, and offends the senses. 
It is the purpose of this Act to restore, maintain, and enhance the purity of 
the air of this State in order to protect health, welfare, property, and the 
quality of life and to assure that no air contaminants are discharged into the 
atmosphere without being given the degree of treatment or control necessary 
to prevent air pollution. 


Section 3. Definitions. As used in this Act, the following words and 
terms shall have the following meanings: 


(a) “Air Pollution” means the presence in the outdoor atmosphere of 
one or more air contaminants in such quantities and duration as are, or tend 
to be, injurious to human health or welfare, animal or plant life or property, 
or would interfere with the enjoyment of life or property throughout the State 
and in such territories of the State as shall be affected thereby. 


(b) “Air Contaminant” means any solid, liquid, or gaseous matter, any 
odor, or any combination thereof, from whatever source. 


(c) “Commission” means the Air Pollution Control Commission of the 
State of Alabama established by this Act. 


; (d) “Person” means the State, any individual, partnership, firm, associa- 
tion, municipality, public or private corporation or institution, political subdi- 
vision or agency of the State, including any Environmental Improvement Au- 
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thority established pursuant to Act No. 1117, Regular Session of 1969 (Gen. 
Acts 1969, p. 2060), trust, estate, or any other legal entity and any successor, 
representative, agent, or agency of the foregoing, the United States or any de- 
partment, agency, or instrumentality of the executive, legislative or judicial 
branches of the Federal Government. 


(e) “Emission” means a release into the outdoor atmosphere of air con- 
taminants. 


(f) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Air Pollution Control 
Commission of the State of Alabama. 


Section 4. The Air Pollution Control Commission. 


(a) There is hereby created and established an Air Pollution Control 
Commission of the State of Alabama, hereinafter referred to as the ““Commis- 
sion” which shall be composed of seven (7) members, two (2) of its mem- 
bers shall be representative of the public, and shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, with the advice and consent of the Senate. Three (3) of its members 
shall be representatives of public health. One representative of public health 
shall be the State Health Officer. The remaining two (2) representatives of 
public health shall be appointed by the Governor, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, as follows: Both shall be physicians licensed to practice in 
this State and currently engaged in the practice of medicine in this State, and 
each shail be appointed by the Governor. Two of its members shall be repre- 
sentative of industry or manufacturing and shall be appointed by the Gover- 
nor, with the advice and consent of the Senate, as follows: Both shall be indi- 
viduals knowledgeable of air pollution control and actively engaged in a man- 
agement position in industry or manufacturing for at least five years immedi- 
ately prior to appointment by the Governor. All of the members appointed by 
the Governor shall have been residents of the State of Alabama for not less 
than two years prior to their respective appointments. 


(b) The term of each member representative of the public and ap- 
pointed by the Governor shall be four (4) years or until a successor is duly 
appointed and qualified, except that the terms of those first appointed shall 
expire at the end of two and four years, respectively, as designated by the 
Governor at the time of the appointment. The term of each member repre- 
sentative of public health and appointed by the Governor shall be four (4) 
years or until a successor is duly appointed and qualified, except that the 
terms of those first appointed shall expire at the end of two and four years, 
respectively, as designated by the Governor at the time of the appointment. 
The representative of public health not appointed by the Governor, namely 
the State Health Officer, shall hold office as a member of such Commission so 
long as he holds office as State Health Officer and until the appointment and 
qualification of his successor as State Health Officer. The term of each mem- 
ber representative of industry or business shall be four (4) years or until a 
successor is duly appointed and qualified, except that the terms of those first 
appointed shall expire at the end of two and four years, respectively, as desig- 
nated by the Governor at the time of the appointment. There shall be no limi- 
tation on the number of terms any appointed member may serve. If a va- 
cancy occurs in the appointed membership, and upon certification thereof by 
the Commission, the Governor shall appoint a person to fill the vacancy for 
the unexpired term of said member with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate. When a Commission member is appointed during a period when the Leg- 
islature is not in session to advise and consent, such appointee shall have the 
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full power of the office until and unless the Senate, upon the reconvening of 
the Legislature, shall, by majority vote, refuse to consent in such appoint- 
ment. No member of the Commission other than the representatives of indus- 
try and manufacturing may be an officer, employee, agent, or stockholder 
owning five per cent or more of the voting stock of any corporation or orga- 
nization holding a permit from the Commission for the discharge of air con- 
taminants into the atmosphere, or be an officer, employee, or agent of any 
trade association which represents such a corporation or organization. 


«c) All of the matters pending before the Air Pollution Control Com- 
mission, established pursuant to Act No. 1135, Regular Session of 1969 
(Gen. Acts 1969, p.s2100), referred to hereinafter as “former Commission,” 
upon the effective date of this Act shall, upon the effective date of this Act, 
be transferred to the jurisdiction of the new Commission herein established, 
and all actions heretofore taken and jurisdiction heretofore exercised by the 
“former Commission” shall be considered in all respects as having been acts 
of the new Commission established herein. All books, records, equipment, fa- 
cilities, funds allocated to or in its possession (including unexpended appro- 
priations), notes and accounts receivable and all other property of every kind 
whatsoever of the “former Commission” upon the effective date of this Act 
shall, upon the effective date of this Act, be transferred to, vest in and be- 
come the property of the new Commission established herein, and all con- 
tracts, leases, debts, obligations and liabilities of every kind whatsoever of the 
“former Commission” upon the effective date of this Act shall, upon the 
effective date of this Act, be transferred to, inure to the benefit of and be 
binding upon the new Commission established herein, it being the intent of 
this Act that the new Commission established herein supersede and replace, 
but continue all business and affairs of the “former Commission.” 


(d) The State Health Officer shall serve as Chairman of the Commis- 
sion. The Commission shall elect annually from its membership a Vice Chair- 
man. The Chairman and Vice Chairman shall vote on matters before the 
Commission as other members. 


(e) No salary or compensation shall be paid any member of the Com- 
mission for services thereon, but this provision shall not be construed to af- 
fect in any way the regular compensation of members who are also govern- 
mental employees, their services on the Commission being considered a part 
of their official duties. Actual and necessary travel, subsistence and other ex- 
penses, incurred by members in the discharge of their duties as members of 
the Commission and as directed or requested by the Commission, shall be 
paid at the rate allowed other State employees as provided by law from funds 
which are or may become available for the purpose of this Act. 


(f) The Commission shall meet regularly in each calendar quarter of 
each year, at times and places to be fixed by the Commission. Special meet- 
ings may be called at the discretion and upon call of the Chairman and spe- 
cial meetings shall be called by him upon written request of any three mem- 
bers to take up any matters within the jurisdiction of the Commission. All 
members shall be notified of the time and place of any regular or special 
meeting. 


(g) Four members of the Commission shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of Commission business in both regular and special meetings. No 
member may designate by proxy or otherwise an alternate representative to 
attend any meeting of the Commission. The Executive Director, or his repre- 
sentative, shall attend all meetings but shall have no voting power. 
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(h) The Commission shall keep a complete and accurate record of the 
proceedings of all its meetings, a copy of which shall be kept on file in the of- 
fice of the Executive Director and open to public inspection. 


(i) The State Health Department shall act as the administrative agency. 
In addition, the Commission may employ and compensate, within appropria- 
tions available therefor, consultants and such assistants and employees as may 
be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act and may prescribe their 
powers and duties. All personnel who are in the employ of or are assigned to 
the “former Commission” upon the effective date of this Act shall, upon the 
effective date of this Act, become the employees of or assigned to the new 
Commission established herein. Employees of the Commission shall be em- 
ployed in accordance with the State merit system. 


(j) All departments and agencies of the State are hereby authorized and 
directed to cooperate with the Commission in order to accomplish the pur- 
pose of this Act and are further authorized and directed to obey all rules and 
regulations and orders issued by the Commission. It is the intent of this 
subsection that the State Government in the design, operation, and mainte- 
nance of its facilities and activities shall provide leadership in the statewide 
effort to protect and enhance the quality of our air resources. 


Section 5. Rules and Regulations. The Commission, pursuant to proce- 
dures prescribed in Section 7 of this Act, may make, adopt, promulgate and 
enforce rules and regulations to prevent and control air pollution and to 
promote the purpose of this Act. Without limiting the generality of this au- 
thority such regulations may among other things prescribe: 


(a) Ambient air quality standards specifying the maximum permissible 
short-term and long-term concentrations of various air contaminants in the 
atmosphere; 


(b) Emission standards specifying the maximum amounts or concentra- 
tions of various air contaminants that may be discharged into the atmosphere, 
such standards may be for the State as a whole or may vary from area to area 
as may be appropriate to accomplish the purpose of this Act; 


(c) Standards for the issuance and revocation of permits for construc- 
tion, installation, or operation of any equipment, facility, vehicle, vessel, or 
aircraft capable of causing or contributing to air pollution or designed to pre- 
vent air pollution; 


(d) Standards and conditions regarding the sale, offer, or use of any 
fuel, or other article determined to contribute to air pollution, or which could 
contribute to air pollution; 


(e) Alert and abatement standards relative to air pollution episodes or 
emergencies constituting an acute danger to health or to the environment; 


(f) Requirements and procedures for the inspection of any equipment, 
facility, vessel, or aircraft that may cause or contribute to air pollution; 


(g) Requirements that the owner or operator of any air contaminant 
source to establish and maintain such records; make such reports; purchase, 
install, use and maintain such monitoring equipment or methods; sample such 
emissions in accordance with such methods, at such locations, intervals and 
procedures as the Commission shall prescribe; and provide such other infor- 
mation as the Commission reasonably may require; 
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(h) Requirements for making reports containing information as may be 
required by the Commission concerning location, size and height of contami- 
nant outlets, processes employed, fuels used and the nature and time periods 
or duration of emissions, and such other information as is relevant to air pol- 
lution; 


(@) Rules and regulations establishing standards and requirements for 
the control of air contaminants from moving sources of air contaminants, and 
providing for periodic inspections and testing, by the Commission, or in coop- 
eration with other State agencies, to enforce compliance with such standards 
and requirements; 


(j) Rules and regulations providing for the payment and collection of 
reasonable fees for the review of plans and specifications which may be sub- 
mitted pursuant to Section 6. Such funds received by the Commission pur- 
suant to this section shall be deposited in the State Treasury to the account of 
the Commission; 


(k) Effective and applicable dates, however, unless otherwise specified 
by the Commission, all rules, regulations, standards, requirements, proce- 
dures, orders, resolutions, prohibitions, amendments thereto, or repeal 
thereof, shall become effective and applicable upon adoption by the Commis- 
sion. 


Section 6. Other Powers and Duties of the Commission. In addition to 
other powers conferred on it by law, the Commission shall have power to: 


(a) Hold hearings relating to any aspect of or matter in the administra- 
tion of this Act, and in connection therewith, compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the production of evidence, through subpoena as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


(b) Issue such orders as may be necessary to effectuate the purposes of 
this Act and enforce the same by all appropriate administrative and judicial 
proceedings provided by law. 


(c) Require access to records relating to emissions which cause or con- 
tribute to air contamination. 


(d) Secure necessary scientific, technical, administrative and operational 
services, including laboratory facilities, by contract or otherwise. 


(e) Prepare and develop a comprehensive plan or plans for the preven- 
tion, abatement and control of air pollution in this State. 


(f) Encourage voluntary cooperation by persons and affected groups to 
achieve the purposes of this Act. 


(g) Encourage and conduct studies, investigations and research relating 
to air contamination and air pollution and their causes, effects, prevention, 
abatement and control. 


(h) Determine by means of field studies and sampling the degree of air 
contamination and air pollution in the State and the several parts thereof. 


(i) Make a continuing study of the effects of the emission of air con- 
taminants from motor vehicles on the quality of the outdoor atmosphere of 
this State and the several parts thereof, and make recommendations to appro- 
priate public and private bodies with respect thereto. 
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(j) Collect and disseminate information and conduct educational and 
training programs relating to air contamination and air pollution. 


(k) Advise, consult, contract and cooperate with other agencies of the 
State, local governments, industries, other states, interstate or interlocal agen- 
cies, and the Federal Government, and with interested persons or groups. 


(1) Consult, upon request, with any person proposing to construct, in- 
stall, or otherwise acquire an air contaminant source or device or system for 
the control thereof, concerning the efficacy of such device or system, or the 
air pollution problem which may be related to the source, device or system. 
Nothing in any such consultation shall be construed to relieve any person 
from compliance with this Act, rules and regulations in force pursuant 
thereto, or any other provision of law. 


(m) Accept, receive and administer grants or other funds or gifts from 
public and private agencies, including the Federal Government, for the pur- 
pose of carrying out any of the functions of this Act. Such funds received by 
the Commission pursuant to this section shall be deposited in the State Treas- 
ury to the account of the Commission. In addition to the authority to accept, 
receive and administer grants or other funds from the Federal Government, 
the Commission is hereby designated as the State air pollution control agency 
for the purposes of the Federal Clean Air Act, as amended, Public Law 
90-148, or any amendments thereto. 


(n) Provide for the performance by its officers and employees, in the 
name of the Commission, of any act or duty necessary or incidental to the 
administration of this Act. 


(o) Provide for the establishment of advisory committees, appointment 
of the membership of such committees, scope of investigation, and other du- 
ties, of such committees. The period of duration of such committees and the 
terms of members of such committees shall be established by the Commis- 
sion. No salary or compensation shall be allowed any member of such com- 
mittees for services thereon. Actual and necessary travel subsistence, and 
other expenses incurred by members of such committees in the discharge of 
their official duties as members of such committees and when approved by 
the Chairman or the Executive Director, by direction of the Commission, 
shall be paid at the rate allowed other State employees as provided by law 
from any funds which are or may become available for the purpose of this 
Act. 


(p) Prohibit the construction, installation, modification, or use of any 
equipment, device, or other article which it finds may cause or contribute to 
air pollution or which is intended primarily to prevent or control the emission 
of air contaminants, unless a permit therefor has been obtained from the Ex- 
ecutive Director. The Commission may require that applications for such per- 
mits shall be accompanied by plans, specifications, and such other informa- 
tion as it deems necessary. The Commission shall provide for the issuance, 
suspension, revocation and renewal or any permits which it may require pur- 
suant to this section. No person shall construct, install, modify or use any 
equipment, device or other article designated by regulation, capable of caus- 
ing or contributing to air pollution or designed to prevent air pollution with- 
out a permit from the Executive Director or in violation of any conditions 
imposed by such permits. 


(q) Require that notice be given to the Executive Director prior to the 
undertaking of the construction, installation or establishment of particular 
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types or classes of new air contaminant sources specified in its rules and regu- 
lations. Within fifteen days of its receipt of such notice, the Executive Direc- 
tor may require, as a condition precedent to the construction, installation or 
establishment of the air contaminant source or sources covered thereby, the 
submission of plans, specifications and such other information as he deems 
necessary in order to determine whether the proposed construction, installa- 
tion or establishment will be in accord with applicable rules and regulations 
in force pursuant to this Act. If within ninety days of the receipt of plans, 
specifications or other information required pursuant to this subsection the 
Executive Director determines that the proposed construction, installation or 
establishment will not be in accord with the requirements of this Act or appli- 
cable rules and regulations, he shall issue an order prohibiting the construc- 
tion, installation or establishment of the air contaminant source or sources. 
Failure of such an order to issue within the time prescribed herein shall be 
deemed a determination that the construction, installation or establishment 
may proceed; provided that it is in accordance with the plans, specifications 
or other information, if any, required to be submitted. The issuance of, or the 
absence or failure to issue, a rules, regulation or order, or any determination 
made pursuant to this subsection shall not relieve any person from compli- 
ance with any emission control requirements or with any other provisions of 
law. 


Section 7. Procedures for Adopting Rules and Regulations. 


(a) No substantive rules or regulations shall be adopted, amended, or 
repealed until after a public hearing. At least 21 days prior to the scheduled 
date of the hearing the Commission shall give notice of such hearing by pub- 
lic advertisement in a newspaper of general circulation in the area of the 
State concerned of the date, time, place and purpose of such hearing; and 
make available to any person upon request copies of the proposed rules or 
regulations, together with summaries of the reasons supporting their adoption. 


(b) Any public hearing relating to the adoption, amendment, or repeal 
of Commission regulations under this section shall be held before a hearing 
officer, who shall be designated by the Chairman. All such hearings shall be 
open to the public, and reasonable opportunity to be heard with respect to the 
subject of the hearing shall be afforded to any person. All testimony taken at 
the hearing shall be recorded stenographically. The transcript so recorded, 
and any written submissions to the Commission in relation to such hearings, 
shall be open to public inspection. 


_(@) After such hearing the Commission may revise the proposed regula- 
tions before adoption in response to testimony made at the hearing, without 
conducting a further hearing on the revisions. 


(d) Any such regulations may make different provisions as required by 
circumstances for different air contaminant sources and for different geo- 
graphical areas; may apply to sources outside this State causing, contributing 
to, or threatening environmental damage in Alabama; and may make special 
provision for alert and abatement standards and procedures respecting occur- 
rences or emergencies of pollution or on other short-term conditions consti- 
tuting an acute danger to health or to the environment. In promulgating regu- 
La under this Act, the Commission shall take into account the purpose of 
the Act. 


_ ©) Nothing in this section shall be construed to require a hearing prior 
to issuance of an emergency order pursuant to Section 8 of this Act. 
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Section 8. Emergency procedures. 


(a) Any other provisions of law to the contrary notwithstanding, if the 
Chairman, or in his absence the Executive Director, or the Chairman of a 
County Air Pollution Control Board, finds that a condition of air pollution 
exists and that it creates an emergency requiring immediate action to protect 
human health or safety, the Chairman, or in his absence the Executive Direc- 
tor, or the Chairman of a County Air Pollution Control Board shall order 
persons causing or contributing to the air pollution to reduce or discontinue 
immediately the emission of air contaminants in accordance with an emer- 
gency procedure plan promulgated by the Commission, and such order shall 
fix a place and time, not later than twenty-four hours thereafter, for a hearing 
to be held before the person issuing such order. Not more than twenty-four 
hours after the commencement of such hearing, and without adjournment 
thereof, the person issuing such order shall affirm, modify or set aside such 
order. 


(b) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this Act, the Commission, 
Executive Director, or Attorney General upon receipt of evidence that an air 
contaminant source or combination of sources (including moving sources) is 
presenting an imminent and substantial endangerment to the health of per- 
sons may commence a suit in the name of the State of Alabama in the Circuit 
Court, sitting in equity, in the county where the air contaminant source or 
sources are located, to immediately restrain any person causing or contribut- 
ing to the alleged endangerment to the health of persons to stop the emission 
of air contaminants causing or contributing to such endangerment to the 
health of persons or to take such other action as may be necessary. 


(c) Nothing in this section shall be construed to limit any power which 
the Governor or any other officer may have to declare an emergency and act 
on the basis of such declaration, if such power is conferred by statute or con- 
stitutional provision, or inheres in the office. 


(d) In addition to, and without in any way limiting the foregoing, if the 
State Health Officer, in his capacity as Chairman of the Commission, or any 
three members of the Commission, determines at any time that air pollution, 
in any county, locality, place or other area in the State constitutes an emer- 
gency risk to the health of those present within said area of the State, and 
that the resources of the Commission are not sufficient to abate said air pollu- 
tion, such determination shall be communicated in writing, with the factual 
findings on which such determination is based, to the Governor, the State 
Health Officer may delegate in writing to any employee of the Commission 
the power to make such determination and deliver the same to the Governor 
in the absence of the State Health Officer from the State. Upon being so ad- 
vised the Governor may by proclamation declare, as to all or any part of said 
area mentioned in the aforesaid determination, that an air pollution emer- 
gency exists, and upon making such declaration the Governor shall have the 
following powers which he may exercise in whole or in part by the issuance 
of an order or orders: 


(1) To prohibit, restrict or condition motor vehicle travel of every kind, 
including trucks and buses, in the area; 


(2) To prohibit, restrict or condition the operation of retail, commer- 
cial, manufacturing, industrial, or similar activity in the area; 


(3) To prohibit, restrict or condition operation of incinerators in the 
area; 
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(4) To prohibit, restrict or condition the burning or other consumption 
of any type of fuel in the area; 


(5) To prohibit, restrict or condition the burning of any materials what- 
soever in the area; 


(6) To prohibit, restrict or condition any and all other activity in the 
area which contributes or may contribute to the air pollution emergency; 


(7) To take such action as may be necessary and proper under circum- 
stances. 


(d) The declaration by proclamation of the Governor of an air pollu- 
tion emergency and any order issued by the Governor pursuant to such decla- 
ration shall be given maximum publicity throughout the State. 


(e) Any gubernatorial order may be amended or modified by further 
gubernatorial orders. Said order or orders shall not require any judicial or 
other order or confirmation of any type in order to become immediately 
effective as the legal obligation of all persons, firms, corporations and other 
entitles within the State. Said order shall remain in effect for the duration of 
time set forth in same, and if no time limit is specified in said order, same 
shali remain in effect until the Governor declares by further proclamation 
that the emergency has terminated. 


(f) The aforesaid orders of the Governor may be enforced by the State 
and County Departments of Health, the State and local police, Commission 
personnel, the Alabama National Guard as directed by the Governor, and 
such other persons or agencies as may be designated by the Governor. Those 
enforcing any Governor’s order shall require no further authority or warrant 
in executing same than the issuance of the order itself. Those authorized to 
enforce said orders may use such reasonable force as is required in the en- 
forcement thereof, and may take such reasonable steps as are required to as- 
sure compliance therewith including, but without limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, the following: 


(1) Entering any property or establishment whatsoever, commercial, in- 
dustrial, or residential believed, on reasonable cause, to be violating said 
erder (excepting single or double family homes or any dwelling unit within a 
multiple dwelling unit larger than a double family home) and, if a request 
does not produce compliance, causing compliance with said order; 


(2) Stopping, detouring, rerouting. and prohibiting motor vehicle travel 
and traffic; 


(3) Disconnecting incinerator or other types of combustion facilities; 
(4) Terminating all burning activities; 


_ ©) Closing down or restricting the use of any business, commercial, re- 
tail, manufacturing, industrial or other establishment. 


Where any person authorized to enforce such an order believes on reasonable 
cause that same is being violated in a single or double family residence or 
within the dwelling portion of a larger multiple dwelling unit, said residence 
or dwelling portion thereof may be entered only upon obtaining a search war- 
rant from any magistrate having power to issue same. 
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(g) Any person, firm, corporation or other entity within this State 
which violates any Governor’s order with knowledge of same, or knowingly 
fails to comply with the directions of those authorized by the Governor to en- 
force said order, or knowingly interferes with the enforcement of such an 
order or such directions, shall be guilty of a felony and shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than $100,000.00 or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
not more than 10 years, or both. It shall be the duty of the Attorney General 
of the State, and the District Attorney of the Judicial Circuit under his direc- 
tion, to bring such offenses to the attention of a grand jury. Any money so re- 
covered shall be deposited in the State Treasury to be account of the Com- 
mission. The penalities provided by this subsection shall be in addition to 
those provided for in Section 10 of this Act. 


(h) Any aggrieved person, firm or corporation or other entity upon ap- 
plication to the State Health Officer shall be granted a public hearing on the 
question of whether or not the continuance of any such order in whole or in 
part is unreasonable in the light of the then prevailing conditions of air pollu- 
tion, the contribution to the same of any particular activity, and the purposes 
of this Act. Said public hearing shall be conducted as quickly as possible by 
said State Health Officer or his delegate who shall give public notice of same. 
The State Health Officer or his delegate shall have the power to compel at- 
tendance, testimony, and the production of documents by the use of subpoena 
powers. The number of witnesses and the extent of testimony shall be within 
his control. If the State Health Officer, upon conclusion of such hearing, de- 
termines that any such order should be terminated, or modified in any way 
whaisoever, he shall report such findings and recommendations to the Gover- 
nor for such action as he deems appropriate. 


(i) The Commission shall promulgate a set of proposed stand-by orders 
which might be appropriate for use by the Governor upon declaration of the 
emergency contemplated by this Act. Such stand-by control proposals, when 
approved by the Governor, shall be distributed to the appropriate agencies 
and to all commercial and industrial concerns throughout this State con- 
cerned with enforcement or impact of this Act and notice of their contents 
shall be given to the public. The Commission shall promulgate arrangements 
for the enforcement of said stand-by orders and, upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor, notice of said arrangements shall also be distributed to said authorities, 
commerical and industrial concerns, and to the general public. Said proposed 
stand-by orders and arrangements shall not, however, become operative ex- 
cept when directed by the Governor in any order issued by him pursuant to a 
declaration of emergency under this section. 


Section 9. Inspections and Confidentiality of Records. 


(a) Any duly authorized officer, employee, or representative of the 
Commission may enter and inspect any property, premises or place on or at 
which an air contaminant source is located or is being constructed, installed 
or established at any reasonable time for the purpose of ascertaining the state 
of compliance with this Act and rules and regulations in force pursuant 
thereto. No person shall refuse entry or access to any authorized representa- 
tive of the Commission who requested entry for purposes of inspection, and 
who presents appropriate credentials; nor shall any person obstruct, hamper 
or interfere with any such inspection. If requested, the owner or operator of 
the premises shall receive a report setting forth all facts found which relate to 
compliance status. 
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(b) The Commission may conduct tests and take samples of air contam- 
inants, fuel, process material or other material which affects or may affect 
emission of air contaminants from any source. Upon request of the Commis- 
sion, the person responsible for the source to be tested shall provide necessary 
holes in stacks or ducts and such other safe and proper sampling and testing 
facilities, exclusive of instruments and sensing devices as may be necessary 
for proper determination of the emission of air contaminants. If an author- 
ized employee of the Commission during the course of an inspection obtains 
a sample of air contaminant, fuel, process material, or other material, he shall 
give the owner or operator of the equipment or fuel facility a receipt for the 
sample obtained. 


(c) Any records, reports or information obtained under this Act shall 
be available to the public, except that upon a showing satisfactory to the 
Commission by any person that records, reports, or information, or particular 
part thereof, (other than emission data) to which the Commission has access 
if made public, would divulge production or sales figures or methods, proc- 
esses or production unique to such person, or would otherwise lend to affect 
adversely the competitive position of such person by revealing trade secrets, 
the Commission shall consider such record, report, or information or particu- 
lar portion thereof confidential in the administration of this Act. Nothing here- 
in shall be construed to prevent disclosure of such report, record or informa- 
tion to Federal, State, or local representatives as necessary for purposes of 
administration of any Federal, State or local air pollution control laws, or 
when relevant in any proceeding under this Act. 


Section 10. Penalties. 


(a) Any person who violates any provision of this Act, or any rule or 
regulation adopted by the Commission, or who violates any determination or 
order made pursuant to this Act, shall be liable to a civil penalty not to ex- 
ceed $10,000 for said violation and an additional civil penalty not to exceed 
$10,000 for each day during which violation continues, which may be re- 
covered in a civil action in the Circuit Court, sitting in equity and such per- 
son may be enjoined from continuing such violation. 


(b) Any money so recovered shall be deposited in the State Treasury to 
the account of the Commission. 


(c) It shall be the duty of the Commission, or Attorney General of the 
State, or of the District Attorney of the Judicial Circuit under his direction, 
to bring such actions, in the Circuit Court in the name of the State of Ala- 
bama. 


(d) Any person who knowingly violates or fails or refuses to obey or 
comply with this Act or any rule or regulations or order adopted hereunder 
or knowingly submits any false information under this Act or any rule or reg- 
ulation hereunder shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction may 
be sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more than one year. 


(e) The issuance of an order shall not be a condition precedent to the 
commencement of an action under this section. 


Section 11. Enforcement. 


(a) Whenever the Commission has cause to believe that any person is 
violating any rule or regulation adopted or promulgated by the Commission, 
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the Commission shall cause a prompt investigation to be made in connection 
therewith. 


(b) If upon inspection the Commission discovers a condition which is in 
violation of the provisions of this Act or any rule or regulation adopted or 
promulgated pursuant thereto, it shall be authorized to order such violation to 
cease and to take such steps necessary to enforce such an order. The said 
order shall state the items which are in violation and shall provide a reasona- 
ble specified time within which the violation must cease. 


(c) The person responsible shall make the corrections necessary to com- 
ply with the requirements of this Act or rule or regulation promulgated pur- 
suant thereto within the time specified in the order. 


(d) Nothing herein shall be deemed to prevent the Commission from 
prosecuting any violation of this Act or any rule or regulation promulgated 
pursuant thereto notwithstanding that such violation is corrected in accord- 
ance with the order. 


(e) Any person aggreieved by an order of the Commission under this 
Act may, upon application made within 10 days after notice thereof, be enti- 
tled to a hearing before the Commission which shall within 30 days thereafter 
hold a hearing of which at least 10 days written notice shall be given to such 
persons. Within 30 days after such hearing the Commission shall issue an ap- 
propriate order modifying, approving or disapproving its order. A copy of 
such order shall be served upon all interested parties. Pending the determina- 
tion by the Commission and upon application therefor the Commission may 
stay the operation of such order upon such terms and conditions as it may 
deem proper. 


(f) The testimony taken at any hearing shall be under oath and may be 
recorded stenographically, but the parties shall not be bound by the strict 
rules of evidence prevailing in the courts of law and equity. True copies of 
any transcript and of any other record made of or at such hearing shall be 
furnished to any part thereto upon request and at his expense. 


(g) Any hearing required by this Act to be held before the Commission 
shall be held before a hearing officer designated by the Chairman who shall 
have power to subpoena witnesses and compel their attendance, administer 
oaths and require the production for examination of any books or papers re- 
lating to any matter under investigation in any such hearing. The Commis- 
sion, at the request of any interested person, may subpoena and compel the 
attendance of such witnesses as such person may designate and require the 
production for examination of any books or papers relating to any matter 
under investigation in any such hearing. 


(h) Any duly designated employee of the Commission may administer 
oath to witnesses and may conduct hearings or investigations and any such 
duly designated employee of the Commission may sign and issue subpoenaes 
requiring persons to appear before him or the Commission and the Commis- 
sion, through its designated officers, shall have the power to serve said sub- 
poenaes upon any such person by sending a copy of such subpoena through 
the United States mail, postage prepaid, which said mail shall be registered 
with return receipt attached and such service shall be complete when said reg- 
istered mail shall be delivered to said person and such receipt returned to the 
Commission or its designated employee, signed by the person sought to be 
subpoenaed. Obedience to a subpoena issued by the Commission or any per- 
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son authorized and designated by the Commission to issue said subpoena may 
be enforced by application to any judge of the Circuit Court of the county in 
which said subpoena was issued or to the judge of any Circuit Court in which 
such person subpoenaed resides in the same manner as is provided by law for 
the grand jury of a county to enforce its subpoenaes and with the same pen- 
alty as provided therefor for the failure of any person failing or refusing to 
comply with such subpoena. 


Section 12. Variances. 


(a) The Commission may grant individual variances beyond the limita- 
tions prescribed in this Act, whenever it is found, upon presentation of ade- 
quate proof, that compliance with any rule or regulation, requirement or 
order of the Commission would impose serious hardship without equal or 
greater benefits to the public, and the emissions occurring or proposed to 
occur do not, either alone or in conjunction with emissions from other 
sources, endanger or tend to endanger human health or safety. In granting or 
denying a variance the Commission shall file and publish a written opinion 
stating the facts and reasons leading to its decision. 


(b) In granting a variance the Commission may impose such conditions 
as the policies of this Act may require. If the hardship complained of consists 
solely of the need for a reasonable delay in which to correct a violation of 
this Act or of the Commission regulations, the Commission may condition the 
grant of such variance upon the posting of sufficient performance bond or 
other security to assure the correction of such violation within the time pre- 
scribed. 


(c) Any variance granted pursuant to the provisions of this section shall 
be granted for such period of time, not exceeding one year, as shall be speci- 
fied by the Commission at the time of the grant of such variance, and upon 
the condition that the person who receives such variance shall make such pe- 
riodic progress reports as the Commission shall specify. Such variance may be 
extended from year to year by affirmative action of the Commission, but only 
if satisfactory progress has been shown. 


(d) Any person seeking a variance or an extension of a variance shall 
do so by filing a petition for variance with the Commission, which shall 
promptly give notice of such petition in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the county in which the installation or property for which variance sought is 
located. The Executive Director shall promptly investigate such petition, con- 
sider the views of persons who might be adversely affected by the grant of a 
variance, and make a recommendation to the Commission as to the disposi- 
tion of the petition. If the Commission, in its discretion, concludes that a 
hearing would be advisable, or if any person files a written objection to the 
grant of such variance within 21 days, then a hearing shall be held, under the 
rules prescribed in Section 7 of this Act, and the burden of proof shall be on 
the petitioner. 


(e) The Commission shall take final action upon a variance request or 
request for extension thereof within 90 days after the filing of the petition, 
and shall notify such petitioner of such action. 


(f) A variance or extension thereof shall not be a right of the applicant 
or holder thereof but shall be in the discretion of the Commission. 
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Section 13. Administration. 


(a) The Director of the Bureau of Environmental Health, of the De- 
partment of Public Health shall serve as Executive Director to the Commis- 
sion. 


(b) The Executive Director, or his authorized representative, shall at- 
tend all meetings of the Commission, but shall not be entitled to a vote. 


(c) The Executive Director, or his authorized representative, during the 
interim between meetings of the Commission, shall handle such correspond- 
ence, and obtain, assemble or prepare such reports and data as the Commis- 
sion may direct or authorize and shall make inspections and investigations 
into all situations wherein an air pollution problem may exist. 


(d) The Executive Director shall be responsible for making recommen- 
dations to the Commission for the issuance of formal complaints by the Com- 
mission and for the presentation of such complaints before the Commission, 
and shall have such other duties as the Commission may prescribe. 


(e) The Executive Director shall be the enforcement officer of the rules, 
regulations, orders and directives of the Commission. 


(f) Administrative, technical, scientific and other services shall be per- 
formed under the direction of the Executive Director and the Executive 
Director shall exercise supervision over the employees of the Commission. 
The Executive Director shall have the authority to employ and discharge em- 
ployees of the Commission. 


(g) In administering this Act through the Department of Public Health, 
the Commission may delegate to its Executive Director or employees author- 
ity to perform any act or duty necessary or incidental to the administration of 
this Act, except the making of rules and regulations. 


Section 14. Provision for Local Programs. 


(a) Except as provided herein, it is the intention of this Act to occupy 
by preemption the field of air pollution control within all areas of the State of 
Alabama. However, nothing herein shall be construed to limit or abrogate 
any private remedy or cause of action now available to any person for the al- 
leviation, abatement, control, correction, or prevention of air pollution or res- 
titution for damages resulting therefrom nor shall be construed to create any 
new private remedy or cause of action. 


(b) Each municipal governing body, which had municipal ordinances in 
effect on or before July 1, 1969, which pertain to air pollution control and 
which provide for the creation and establishment of an air pollution control 
board, and each county governing body are hereby authorized to establish 
and maintain an air pollution control program for its jurisdiction which shall 
be administered, respectively, by City and County Air Pollution Control 
Boards, hereinafter referred to as “Boards.” 


(1) In the case of municipal governing bodies, the Board shall be the 
air pollution control boards created by ordinances of such municipal govern- 
ing bodies, which ordinances provided for the establishment, the appointment 
of members and designation of terms thereof and the duties of such air pollu- 
tion control boards. 
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(2) In the case of county governing bodies, the Board shall be com- 
posed of seven members. One member shall be the County Health Officer of 
such county who shall serve so long as he holds that office and who shall be 
the Chairman of the Board. The other six members of the Board shall be ap- 
pointed by the county governing body as follows: two of its members shall be 
representative of the public; two if its members shall be representative of 
public health and both shall be physicians licensed to practice in this State 
and currently engaged in the practice of medicine in this State; and two of its 
members shall be representative of industry or manufacturing and both shall 
be individuals knowledgeable of air pollution control and actively engaged in 
a management position in industry or manufacturing for at least five years 
immediately prior to appointment. No member of the County Air Pollution 
Control Board, other than the representatives of industry and manufacturing 
may be an officer, employee, agent, or stockholder owning five per cent of the 
voting stock of a corporation or organization holding a permit from the Com- 
mission or Board for the discharge of air contaminants into the atmosphere. 
All of the members appointed by the county governing body shall have been 
residents of that county for not less than two years prior to their respective 
appointments. The term of each appointed member shall be four years or 
until a successor is duly appointed, except that the terms of one representa- 
tive of the public, one representative of public health, and one representative 
of industry and manufacturing of those first appointed shall expire at the end 
of two years as designated by the county governing body at the time of ap- 
pointment. Vacancies in the appointed membership shall be filled for unex- 
pired terms in the manner in which original appointments are required to be 
made. Any appointed member shall be eligible to succeed himself. Four 
members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. Any official action of the Board must be by majority vote of those pre- 
sent and voting. The Board shall hold regular meetings at least one each cal- 
endar quarter. The Chairman, or any three members of the Board, may call a 
special meeting for any stated purpose on at least 24 hours notice to each 
member. No member may designate by proxy or otherwise an alternate repre- 
sentative to attend any meeting of the Board. No member of the Board shall 
be compensated for serving as a member of said board, but this provision 
shall not be construed to affect in any way the regular compensation of mem- 
bers who are also governmental employees, their services on the Commission 
being considered a part of their official duties. Members may be reimbursed 
for actual or necessary travel substance and other expenses incurred in the 
discharge of their duties and as directed or requested by the Board from any 
funds which are or may become available to the Board. The county governing 
body establishing an air pollution control program and each municipal gov- 
erning body within such county are hereby authorized to appropriate such 
sums to the Board as it may determine necessary and desirable for the estab- 
lishment, administration and enforcement of such program. The County 
Health Department shall be the administrative agency for the Board. 

(c) Each Board authorized or established pursuant to this section may 
exercise all of the jurisdiction, within the city or county to which the Board 
relates, over air pollution control matters herein granted to the Alabama Air 
Pollution Control Commission; provided, however, that no Board shall have 
the power to make, adopt or promulgage rules and regulations. Each Board is 
expressly authorized to enforce all rules, regulations, and standards adopted or 
promulgated by the Commission which are applicable within the city or 
county to which Board relates. All of the enforcement authority and judicial 
remedies provided by this Act shall be available and enforceable by such 


Board. 
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(d) No County Air Pollution Control Board established pursuant to this 
section shall have the authority to exercise air pollution control jurisdiction 
within the bounds of any incorporated municipality or the police jurisdiction 
thereof having an air pollution control board as herein before authorized. 


(e)(1) If the Commission has reason to believe that a local air pollution 
control program established or authorized pursuant to this section is inade- 
quate to prevent and control air pollution in the jurisdiction to which such 
program relates, or that such program is being administered in a manner in- 
consistent with the requirements of this Act, the Commission shall, on due 
notice to the appropriate Board, conduct a hearing on the matter. 


(2) If, after such hearing, the Commission finds that such program is 
inadequate to prevent and control air pollution in the jurisdiction to which 
such program relates, that such program is not accomplishing the purposes of 
this Act, that such program is not adhering to the requirements of subsection 
(f), or that such program is being administered in a manner inconsistent with 
requirements of this Act, the Commission may preempt the enforcement au- 
thority of such Board. At the expiration of one year from the initial preemp- 
tion, the Commission may, by resolution, return the enforcement authority to 
the Board, in which case said Board shall immediately have and exercise all 
of the jurisdiction and authority authorized by this section if no preemption 
had occurred. 


(f)(1) Each Board which has been authorized or established and which 
administers an air pollution control program pursuant to this section shall 
submit to the Commission a detailed report of its activities during the pre- 
vious year. Such annual report shall be submitted as of October 1 of each 
year. Such reports shall include, but not be limited to, information regarding: 


(i) Need for new or additional rules and regulations to control or pre- 
vent air pollution in the city or county to which such Board relates; 


(ii) Administrative organization; 

(iti) Staff, Financial and other resources; 
(iv) Enforcement activities; 

(v) Emission inventories; 

(vi) Air quality monitoring systems and data; 


(vii) Progress and problems related to administration of the local air 
pollution control program; and, 


_ (iii) Any other information which the Commission may reasonably re- 
quire. 


(2) The Commission may also require special interim reports by such 
Board regarding activities of its local air pollution control program. 


(g) Nothing in this section shall be construed to prohibit the Commis- 
sion from enforcing any provision of this Act or any rule or regulation issued 
thereunder, nor to supersede or oust the jurisdiction of the Commission in 
any matter. 


Section 15. Motor Vehicle Pollution. 


(a) As the state of knowledge and technology relating to the control of 
emissions from motor vehicles may permit or make appropriate, and in fur- 
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therance of the purposes of this Act, the Commission may provide by rules 
and regulations for the control of emissions from any class or classes of 
motor vehicles. Such rules and regulations may in addition, prescribe require- 
ments for the installation and use of equipment designed to reduce or elimi- 
nate emissions and for the proper maintenance of such equipment and of 
such vehicles. 


(b)(1) The Commission may establish standards and requirements pro- 
viding for periodic inspections and testing of motor vehicles by the Commis- 
sion to enforce compliance with this section. 


(2) The Commission may establish reasonable fees for the inspection 
and testing of motor vehicles and provide by rules and regulations for the 
payment and collection of such fees. 


(3) If, after inspecting and testing any motor vehicle, the Commission 
determines that such motor vehicle complies in every respect with rules, regu- 
lations, standards and requirements issued by the Commission pursuant to 
this section, the Commission shall attach to such vehicle in a clearly visible 
location a certificate of inspection and approval. 


(c)(1) The Commission may suspend or revoke the certificate of 
inspection and approval of any motor vehicle not equipped with an air pollu- 
tion control system or mechanism in good working order and adjustment as 
required by the rules and regulations of the Commission. The vehicle shall 
not thereafter be eligible for such certificate until all parts and equipment 
constituting operational elements of the motor vehicle have been restored, re- 
placed or repaired and are in good working order. 


(2) No motor vehicle shall be issued an official certificate of inspection 
and approval as required pursuant to this section, unless all features or equip- 
ment required in or on the motor vehicles for the purpose of controlling 
emissions therefrom have been inspected in accordance with the standards 
and testing techniques required by the Commission pursuant to sub-section 
(b) hereof and have been found to meet these standards. 


(3) No person shall drive or move and no owner shall cause or know- 
ingly permit to be driven or moved on any highway any motor vehicle unless 
the vehicle is equipped with an air pollution control system or mechanism in 
good working order and adjustment as required by rules and regulations of 
the Commission. 


(4) When, and if, the Commission shall establish standards and require- 
ments for periodic inspections and testing of motor vehicles pursuant to 
subsection (b) hereof, no person shall drive or move and no owner shall 
cause or knowingly permit to be driven or moved on any highway any motor 
vehicle unless there is attached to such vehicle by the Commission a valid cer- 
tificate of inspection and approval which has not been suspended or revoked. 


(5) Failure to comply with subparagraphs (3) and (4) of this subsec- 
tion shall subject the driver or owner to a penalty as provided in this Act. 


(d) The Commission, in its discretion, is hereby authorized to delegate 
any or all of the authority vested in it by this section to any agency or instru- 
mentality of the State now or hereafter authorized to inspect motor vehicles 
for any purpose. 
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(e) As used in this section “motor vehicle” shall mean every self-pro- 
pelled device in, or upon or by which any person or property is or may be 
transported or drawn upon a public highway. 


Section 16. Limitations. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to: 


(a) Grant to the Commission any jurisdiction or authority with respect 
to air contamination existing solely within commercial and industrial plants, 
works or shops; 


(b) Affect the relations between employers and employees with respect 
to or arising out of any condition of air contamination or air pollution; or 


(c) Supersede or limit the applicability of any law or ordinance relating 
to sanitation, industrial health or safety. 


Section 17. Severability. The provisions of this Act are severable and 
if any part, section, subsection, clause, paragraph or phrase of this Act shall 
be adjudged to be invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent juris- 
diction, the judgment shall not affect, impair or invalidate the remainder of 
this Act, but shall be confined in its operation to the part, section, subsection, 
clause, paragraph or phrase of this Act that shall be directly involved in the 
controversy in which such judgment shall have been rendered. 


Section 18. Funds. All appropriations and other funds deposited in the 
State Treasury to the account of the Commission are hereby appropriated to the 
Commission and shall be used for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 


Section 19. Act Intended to Supplement Existing Law. This Act is in- 
tended to supplement existing law, and no part thereof shall be construed to 
repeal any existing laws specifically enacted for the protection of health or 
the control of radiation; however, Act No. 1135, Regular Session of 1969 
(Gen. Acts 1969, p. 2100) is hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 20. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

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Amend H. 702 by striking Section 4 therefrom in its entirety and substi- 
tute in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 4. The Air Pollution Control Commission. 


(a) There is hereby created and established an Air Pollution Control 
Commission of the State of Alabama, hereinafter referred to as the ““Commis- 
sion” which shall be composed of seven (7) members, two (2) of its mem- 
bers shall be representative of the public, and shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, with the advice and consent of the Senate. Three (3) of its members 
shall be representatives of public health. One representative of public health 
shall be the State Health Officer. The remaining two (2) representatives of 
public health shall be appointed by the Governor, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, as follows: Both shall be physicians licensed to practice in 
this State and currently engaged in the practice of medicine in this State, and 
each shall be appointed by the Governor. Two of its members shall be repre- 
sentative of industry or manufacturing and shall be appointed by the Gover- 
nor, with the advice and consent of the Senate, as follows: Both shall be indi- 
viduals knowledgeable of air pollution control and actively engaged in a man- 
agement position in industry or manufacturing for at least five years immedi- 
ately prior to appointment by the Governor. All of the members appointed by 
the Governor shall have been residents of the State of Alabama for not less 
than two years prior to their respective appointments. 


(b) The term of each member representative of the public and ap- 
pointed by the Governor shall be four (4) years or until a successor is duly 
appointed and qualified, except that the terms of those first appointed shall 
expire at the end of two and four years, respectively, as designated by the 
Governor at the time of the appointment. The term of each member repre- 
sentative of public health and appointed by the Governor shall be four (4) 
years or until a successor is duly appointed and qualified, except that the 
terms of those first appointed shall expire at the end of two and four years, 
respectively, as designated by the Governor at the time of the appointment. 
The representative of public health not appointed by the Governor, namely 
the State Health Officer, shall hold office as a member of such Commission so 
long as he holds office as State Health Officer and until the appointment and 
qualification of his successor as State Health Officer. The term of each mem- 
ber representative of industry or business shall be four (4) years or until a 
successor is duly appointed and qualified, except that the terms of those first 
appointed shall expire at the end of two and four years, respectively, as desig- 
nated by the Governor at the time of the appointment. There shall be no limi- 
tation on the number of terms any appointed member may serve. If a va- 
cancy occurs in the appointed membership, and upon certification thereof by 
the Commission, the Governor shall appoint a person to fill the vacancy for 
the unexpired term of said member with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate. When a Commission member is appointed during a period when the Leg- 
islature is not in session to advise and consent, such appointee shall have the 
full power of the office until and unless the Senate, upon the reconvening of 
the Legislature, shall, by majority vote, refuse to consent in such appoint- 
ment. No member of the Commission other than the representatives of indus- 
try and manufacturing may be an officer, employee, agent, or stockholder 
owning five per cent or more of the voting stock of any corporation or orga- 
nization holding a permit from the Commission for the discharge of air con- 
taminants into the atmosphere, or be an officer, employee, or agent of any 
trade association which represents such a corporation or organization. 

(c) All of the matters pending before the Air Pollution Control Com- 
mission, established pursuant to Act No. 1135, Regular Session of 1969 
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(Gen. Acts 1969, p. 2100), referred to hereinafter as “former Commission”, 
upon the effective date of this Act shall, upon the effective date of this Act, 
be transferred to the jurisdiction of the new Commission herein established, 
and all actions heretofore taken and jurisdiction heretofore exercised by the 
“former Commission” shall be considered in all respects as having been acts 
of the new Commission established herein. All books, records, equipment, fa- 
cilities, funds allocated to or in its possession (including unexpended appro- 
priations), notes and accounts receivable and all other property of every kind 
whatsoever of the “former Commission” upon the effective date of this Act 
shall, upon the effective date of this Act, be transferred to, vest in and be- 
come the property of the new Commission established herein, and all con- 
tracts, leases, debts, obligations and liabilities of every kind whatsoever of the 
“former Commission” upon the effective date of this Act shall, upon the 
effective date of this Act, be transferred to, inure to the benefit of and be 
binding upon the new Commission established herein, it being the intent of 
this Act that the new Commission established herein supersede and replace, 
but continue all business and affairs of the “former Commission”. 


(d) The State Health Officer shall serve as Chairman of the Commis- 
sion. The Commission shall elect annually from its membership a Vice Chair- 
man. The Chairman and Vice Chairman shall vote on matters before the 
Commission as other members. 


(e) No salary or compensation shall be paid any member of the Com- 
mission for services thereon, but this provision shall not be construed to affect 
in any way the regular compensation of members who are also governmental 
employees, their services on the Commission being considered a part of their 
official duties. Actual and necessary travel, subsistence and other expenses, in- 
curred by members in the discharge of their duties as members of the Com- 
mission and as directed or requested by the Commission, shall be paid at the 
rate allowed other State employees as provided by law from funds which are 
or may become available for the purpose of this Act. 


(f{) The Commission shall meet regularly in each calendar quarter of 
each year, at times and places to be fixed by the Commission. Special meet- 
ings may be called at the discretion and upon call of the Chairman and spe- 
cial meetings shall be called by him upon written request of any three mem- 
bers to take up any matters within the jurisdiction of the Commission. All 
members shall be notified of the time and place of any regular or special 
meeting. 


(g) Four members of the Commission shal! constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of Commission business in both regular and special meetings. No 
member may designate by proxy or otherwise an alternate representative to 
attend any meeting of the Commission. The Executive Director, or his repre- 
sentative, shall attend all meetings but shall have no voting power. 


(h) The Commission shall keep a complete and accurate record of the 
proceedings of all its meetings, a copy of which shall be kept on file in the of- 
fice of the Executive Director and open to public inspection. 


(i) The State Health Department shall act as the administrative agency. 
In addition, the Commission may employ and compensate, within appropria- 
tions available therefor, consultants and such assistants and employees as may 
be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act and may prescribe their 
powers and duties. All personnel who are in the employ of or are assigned to 
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the “former Commission” upon the effective date of this Act shall, upon the 
effective date of this Act, become the employees of or assigned to the new 
Commission established herein. Employees of the Commission shall be em- 
ployed in accordance with the State merit system. 


(j) All departments and agencies of the State are hereby authorized and 
directed to cooperate with the Commission in order to accomplish the pur- 
pose of this Act and are further authorized and directed to obey all rules and 
regulations and orders issued by the Commission. It is the intent of this 
subsection that the State Government in the design, operation, and mainte- 
nance of its facilities and activities shall provide leadership in the statewide 


effort to protect and enhance the quality of our air resources.

Section 15. Provision for Local Programs. 


(a) Except as provided herein, it is the intention of this Act to occupy 
by preemption the field of air pollution control within all areas of the State of 
Alabama. However, nothing herein shall be construed to limit or abrogate 
any private remedy or cause of action now available to any person for the al- 
leviation, abatement, control, correction, or prevention of air pollution or res- 
titution for damages resulting therefrom nor shail be construed to create any 
new private remedy or cause of action. 


(b) Each municipal governing body, which had municipal ordinances in 
effect on or before July 1, 1969, which pertain to air pollution control and 
which provide for the creation and establishment of an air pollution control 
board, and each county governing body are hereby authorized to establish 
and maintain an air pollution control program for its jurisdiction which shall 
be administered, respectively, by City and County Air Pollution Control 
Boards, hereinafter referred to as “Boards.” 


(1) In the case of municipal governing bodies, the Board shall be the 
air pollution control boards created by ordinances of such municipal govern- 
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ing bodies, which ordinances provided for the establishment, the appointment 
of members and designation of terms thereof and the duties of such air pollu- 
tion control boards. 


(2) In the case of county governing bodies, the Board shall be com- 
posed of seven members. One member shail be the County Health Officer of 
such county who shall serve so long as he holds that office and who shall be 
the Chairman of the Board. The other six members of the Board shall be ap- 
pointed by the county governing body as follows: two of its members shall be 
representative of the public; two of its members shall be representative of 
public health and both shall be physicians licensed to practice in this State and 
currently engaged in the practice of medicine in this State; and two of its 
members shall be representative of industry or manufacturing and both shall 
be individuals knowledgeable of air pollution control and actively engaged in 
a management position in industry or manufacturing for at least five years 
immediately prior to appointment. No member of the County Air Pollution 
Control Board, other than the representatives of industry and manufacturing 
may be an officer, employee, agent, or stockholder owning five per cent of the 
voting stock of a corporation or organization holding a permit from the Com- 
mission or Board for the discharge of air contaminants into the atmosphere. 
All of the members appointed by the county governing body shali have been 
residents of that county for not less than two years prior to their respective 
appointments. The term of each appointed member shall be four years or 
until a successor is duly appointed, except that the terms of one representa- 
tive of the public, one representative of public health, and one representative 
of industry and manufacturing of those first appointed shall expire at the end 
of two years as designated by the county governing body at the time of ap- 
pointment. Vacancies in the appointed membership shall be filled for unex- 
pired terms in the manner in which original appointments are required to be 
made. Any appointed member shall be eligible to succeed himself. Four 
members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. Any official action of the Board must be by majority vote of those pres- 
ent and voting. The Board shall hold regular meetings at least one each cal- 
endar quarter. The Chairman, or any three members of the Board, may call a 
special meetng for any stated purpose on at least 24 hours notice to each 
member. No member may designate by proxy or otherwise an alternate repre- 
sentative to attend any member of said board, but this provision shall not be 
construed to affect in any way the regular compensation of members who are 
also governmental employees, their services on the Commission being con- 
sidered a part of their official duties. Members may be reimbursed for actual 
or necessary travel substance and other expenses incurred in the discharge of 
their duties and as directed or requested by the Board from any funds which 
are or may become available to the Board. The county governing body estab- 
lishing an air pollution control program and each municipal governing body 
within such county are hereby authorized to appropriate such sums to the 
Board as it may determine necessary and desirable for the establishment, ad- 
ministration and enforcement of such program. The County Health Depart- 
ment shall be the administrative agency for the Board. 


(c) Each Board authorized or established pursuant to this section may 
exercise all of the jurisdiction, within the city or county to which the Board 
relates, over air pollution control matters herein granted to the Alabama Air 
Pollution Control Commission; provided, however, that no Board shall have 
the power to make, adopt or promulgate rules and regulations. Each Board is 
expressly authorized to enforce all rules, regulations, and standards adopted 
or promulgated by the Commission which are applicable within the city or 
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county to which the Board relates. All of the enforcement authority and judi- 
cial remedies provided by this Act shall be available and enforceable by such 
Board. 


(d) No County Air Pollution Control Board established pursuant to this 
section shall have the authority to exercise air pollution control jurisdiction 
within the bounds of any incorporated municipality or the police jurisdiction 
thereof having an air pollution control board as herein before authorized. 


(e) (1) If the Commission has reason to believe that a local air pollu- 
tion control program established or authorized pursuant to this section is in- 
adequate to prevent and control air pollution in the jurisdiction to which such 
program relates, or that such program is being administered in a manner in- 
consistent with the requirements of this Act, the Commission shall, on due 
notice to the appropriate Board, conduct a hearing on the matter. 


(2) If, after such hearing, the Commission finds that such program is 
inadequate to prevent and control air pollution in the jurisdiction to which 
such program relates, that such program is not accomplishing the purposes of 
this Act, that such program is not adhering to the requirements of subsection 
(f), or that such program is being administered in a manner inconsistent with 
requirements of this Act, the Commission may preempt the enforcement au- 
thority of such Board. At the expiration of one year from the initial preemp- 
tion, the Commission may, by resolution, return the enforcement authority to 
the Board, in which case said Board shall immediately have and exercise all 
of the jurisdiction and authority authorized by this section if no preemption 
had occurred. 


(f) (1) Each Board which has been authorized or established and 
which administers an air pollution control program pursuant to this section 
shall submit to the Commission a detailed report of its activities during the 
previous year. Such annual report shall be submitted as of October 1 of each 
year. Such reports shall include, but not be limited to, information regarding: 


(i) Need for new or additional rules and regulations to control or pre- 
vent air pollution in the city or county to which such Board relates; 


Gi) Administer organization; 

(iii) Staff, Financial and other resources; 

(iv) Enforcement activities; 

(v) Emission inventories; 

(vi) Air quality monitoring systems and data; 


(vii) Progress and problems related to administration of the local air 
pollution control program; and, 


(viii) Any other information which the Commission may reasonably re- 
quire. 


(2) The Commission may also require special interim reports by such 
Board regarding activities of its local air pollution control program. 


(g) Nothing in this section shall be construed to prohibit the Commis- 
sion from enforcing any provision of this Act or any rule or regulation issued 
thereunder, nor to supersede or oust the jurisdiction of the Commission in 
any matter.

To authorize, provide for the licensing of, and to regulate the operation 
of, and hunting on privately owned hunting preserves, stocked by artificially 
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propagated upland birds in DeKalb County to prescribe the fees for such li- 
censes, provide for their collection and distribution; and to prescribe penalties 
for violation of this Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any person, firm, or corporation desiring to operate a hunt- 
ing or shooting preserve in DeKalb County on which artificially propagated 
birds may be hunted, taken, captured, killed, or otherwise recovered, may do 
so upon obtaining a hunting preserve license and complying with the provi- 
sions of this Act and all rules and regulations prescribed by the director of 
conservation governing the operation of hunting preserves. 


Section 2. Each hunting preserve shall contain a minimum of 100 
acres in one tract of leased or owned land, including water area, if any, and 
shall be restricted to not more than 1,000 contiguous acres including water, if 
any. The exterior boundaries of each hunting preserve shall be bordered by a 
single strand of wire or such fence as is acceptable to the state director of 
conservation, except where rivers, creeks, roads, or other clearly defined de- 
marcations or delineations, acceptable to the director of conservation, form 
the boundary or a part thereof. Signs shall be erected at intervals of not less 
than 150 feet around the perimeter of the tract. At the top of each sign shall 
appear in letters not less than 2 inches high the words, “LICENSED HUNT- 
ING PRESERVE,” and such other words as the director of conservation may 
prescribe. No hunting preserve shall be located within one mile of any other 
such preserve or within one mile of any management area or refuge existing 
under state or federal law or regulations at the time of the establishment of 
such hunting preserve. No license shall be issued for any hunting preserve on 
which the shooting of turkeys is authorized. 


Section 3. Game which may be hunted on a preserve licensed under 
this Act shall be artificially propagated bobwhite quail, cortunix quail, pheas- 
ants, chuckar partridge, and such other species of fowl as the director of con- 
servation shall designate. A minimum stock of at least 1,000 bob-white quail, 
if bob-white quail are to be hunted on the preserve, and a minimum stock of 
200 of each of the other species of birds, listed above, to be hunted on a li- 
censed preserve shail be released on the licensed hunting area during each 
hunting season. 


Section 4. The privilege license or permit fee for operating a hunting 
preserve shall be $25 per year for the first 100 acres of hunting preserve area 
plus $5 per year for each additional 100 acres or part thereof. Any person 
who desires to operate such a hunting preserve shall first file a request with a 
local state game warden, or with the state-department of conservation, to 
have the tract which he proposes to use as a hunting preserve inspected, and 
if it meets the requirements of this Act and the rules and regulations of the 
department of conservation he shall have a permit issued to him to procure a 
license to operate such hunting preserve. Upon presentation to the judge of 
probate of the county in which the preserve is located of a permit from the 
department of conservation, dated not more than thirty days prior to its pres- 
entation, accompanied by the proper license fee prescribed in this section, 
and an issuance fee of fifty cents, the judge of probate of any county to 
which this Act applies shall issue a privilege license to operate a hunting pre- 
serve to the applicant. Privilege licenses to operate hunting preserves shall be 
issued on forms prescribed by the director of conservation and furnished by 
him to the judges of probate. All fees collected by the judges of probate for 
issuing hunting preserve licenses shall be remitted at the same time and in the 
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same manner that hunting and fishing license fees are remitted and shall be 
paid into the game and fish fund of the state department of conservation. 


Section 5. The holder of a license issued pursuant to this Act, his 
guest, and patrons may hunt, take, capture, kill, or otherwise recover during 
the year no more than 80 per cent of the total number of each species of 
birds released on the preserve during such year. The season during which 
each species of birds may be hunted, taken, captured, killed, or otherwise re- 
covered on such preserve and the bag limits shall be prescribed by the state 
director of conservation; but in no event shall the season be longer than six 
months, nor shall it begin before October 1, nor extend later than March 31 
of any year. 


Section 6. Bob-white quail and coturnix quail shall be tagged with 
self-sealed tag prior to being released on the preserve. The operators of hunt- 
ing preserves shall cooperate in other requests which the director of conserva- 
tion might make for scientific investigations. The Alabama Department of 
Conservation shall specify tags which hunting preserve operators shall use, 
the tags to be numbered consecutively, dated by year of issuance, and carry 
the operator’s license number. 


Section 7. Each hunting preserve operator shall maintain a register 
and record therein the names, addresses, hunting license numbers, the date on 
which each hunted, and the amount and species of game taken by each 
hunter. An accurate record by species shall also be maintained of the total 
number of birds raised on the preserve or purchased, and the number of each 
species released thereon each year. These records shall be open to inspection 
by any duly authorized representative of the state department of conservation 
at any reasonable time, and shall be the basis upon which the bag limits and 
hunting seasons in section 6 thereof shall be determined. 


Section 8. Alabama hunting licenses shall be required of all persons 
hunting on licensed hunting preserves. Alabama residents shall be licensed 
under the regular established game laws. Each non-resident hunting on a li- 
censed preserve shall be required to possess a regular non-resident annual 
hunting license or a non-resident trip hunting license. 


Section 9. Duly authorized agents of the state department of conserva- 
tion, game wardens, and other law enforcement officers duly authorized to 
enforce game and fish laws shall have authority to enforce all game and fish 
laws and regulations on such preserves; and for such purposes are authorized 
to enter and inspect licensed hunting preserves.

ON ENROLLED AND ENGROSSED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 


Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that said com- 
mittee, in session, has compared the following engrossed bill with the original 
bill and finds same correctly engrossed, to-wit: 


H. 702. To provide for the regulation, control, abatement and preven- 
tion of air pollution in the State of Alabama; to provide for a declaration of 
purpose and policy relative to air quality; to provide for definitions; to estab- 
lish an air pollution control commission; to provide for the establishment of 
rules and regulations to promote the purposes of this Act; to provide the 
powers and duties of the air pollution control commission; to provide the pro- 
cedures for adopting rules and regulations relative to the purposes of this Act; 
to provide for emergency procedures in the event of a threat to human health 
or safety; to provide penalties for violations of this Act; to provide for the en- 
forcement of the rules and regulations relative to the purposes of this Act; to 
provide for variances; to provide for the establishment of local air pollution 
control programs; to repeal Act No. 1135, Acts of Alabama, Regular Session, 
1969, page 2100, establishing the Alabama Air Pollution Control Commis- 
sion.

To provide for and create the Racing Commission of Ala- 
bama for the regulation, licensing, and supervision of dog racing, and wager- 
ing thereon; to prescribe the composition, appointment, powers, and duties of 
the commission; to provide for and regulate the pari-mutuel or certificate 
method of wagering within the enclosure of licensed race tracks; to provide 
for the distribution of license fees, taxes, commissions and other monies re- 
ceived under the provisions of the Act; and to provide certain penalties for 
the violation of this Act and for other purposes relative thereto and to pro- 
vide for a referendum of the several counties of the state.

(With Amendment): To establish the State Board of Health 
as the state non-ionizing radiation control agency for regulating, registering 
and inspecting sources and uses of non-ionizing radiation from sources such 
as lasers, masers, and microwave ovens which have been proved a detriment 
to public health; to authorize the agency to cooperate and enter into agree- 
ment with the Federal Government, interstate, and state agencies; to em- 
power the agency to accept and administer loans, grants or other funds in 
furtherance of its functions, and to conduct training or research relative to 
the control of sources of non-ionizing radiation; to provide for enforcement 
of this Act; to prescribe penalties for violation of this Act, to repeal conflict- 
ing laws, to provide for the effective date of this Act; and to provide an ap- 
propriation for carrying out the purposes of this Act.

To authorize the use of beds in tuberculosis sanatoria or tub- 
erculosis hospitals receiving a State subsidy for tuberculosis treatment for

Alabama.

Mr. Smith (P), Chairman of the Standing Committee on Agriculture, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amend- 
ments, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 894. (With Amendments): To regulate the sale, offering for sale, 
distribution and transportation of pesticides by prescribing certain conditions 
and requirements therefor; to provide that the sale, offering for sale, distribu- 
tion and transportation of certain highly toxic pesticides may be restricted, 
limited in use or prohibited; to require the annual registration of pesticides 
with the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries before such products 
are sold, offered for sale or delivered or transported within this State; to re- 
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quire use permits for the purchase and use of restricted use pesticides; to re- 
quire a special license for the sale or offering for sale of any restricted use 
pesticides; to create and establish a Pesticide Advisory Committee to perform 
certain duties in connection with the administration of this Act; and to pro- 
vide for the administration and enforcement of this Act by the Commissioner 
of Agriculture and Industries with exemption provisions; authorizing the adop- 
tion of rules and regulations to carry out the purpose of this Act; to provide 
enforcement and penalty provisions for violations of this Act, and to repeal 
conflicting laws. 


Mr. Smith (P), Chairman of the Standing Committee on Agriculture, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1851. To provide for the regulation of the custom application of 
pesticides by aircraft and ground equipment; to require persons engaging in 
such work for compensation to be licensed by the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries, fixing the license fees and prescribing other requirements 
for persons engaging in such work including the filing of a bond or a liability 
insurance policy; to empower the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries 
to administer and enforce the requirements of this Act, prescribing his duties 
and authority, and to authorize the adoption of rules and regulations in 
connection therewith together with other regulatory requirements; to provide 
for exemptions from the requirements of this Act; and to provide enforce- 
ment provisions and penalties for violations of this Act.

mittee; to provide for the acquisition of land; and to provide for additional 
powers and duties for the Director of Conservation.

To provide for the appointment of volunteer forest fire 
wardens by the State Forester of the Alabama Forestry Commission; to set 
forth the duties of such wardens and to provide for the issuance of equipment 
to them and the compensation to be received by such wardens. 


Mr. Benton, Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Conserva- 
tion, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with substi- 
tute, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1244. (With Substitute): To amend Section 16 of Act No. 576, H. 
256, Regular Session 1959 (Acts 1959, p. 1442), as amended, an act relating 
to the registration of vessels and their operation on the waters of this State 
and providing for water safety, so as to increase the annual fees charged by 
the Department of Conservation for registering such vessels. 


Mr. McDonald, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Commerce 
and Transportation, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable re- 
port, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit:

(With Amendment): To provide that the Governing Body of 
any City or Town in any County in the State of Alabama having a popula- 
tion, according to the last or any future Federal census, in excess of 175,000 
inhabitants and less than 300,000 inhabitants may, by resolution or ordi- 
nance, provide that such Governing body shall have the exclusive authority to 
hire, demote, suspend or discharge the Chief of Police of such City or Town 
and to fix his compensation (not to exceed a sum prescribed herein) and his 
working conditions and to provide that the Personnel Director and Personnel 
Board and any other officials of any countywide Civil Service System in any 
such County shall have no right, powers, or duties with reference to the mat- 
ters covered by such resolution or ordinance; to provide that any such Gov- 
erning Body may, by resolution or ordinance, conver upon the Chief of Po- 
lice of such City or Town authority to suspend peremptorily for a limited pe- 
riod and for cause any of the employees of the Police Department of such 
City or Town without compensation and to provide for the procedure for 
such suspension and that no such suspension can be contested or modified, 
and that the right of such suspension cannot be set aside or suspended by any 
such Personnel Director or Personnel Board; to provide that any such Gov- 
erning Body may, by resolution or ordinance, provide that the Chief of Police 
of such City or Town may for prescribed causes otherwise suspend, demote 
or discharge any employee of the Police Department of any such City or 
Town, and to provide for the procedure in such cases and for the effect of 
such orders and appeals therefrom to such Personnel Board; to provide for 
appeals from any orders of any Personnel Director or Personnel Board to the 
Circuit Court of such County and for the procedure on such appeals, and the 
effect of such action of such Chief of Police and of such Personnel Director 
and Personnel Board to be given by the said court on such appeal, and the 
power of the court to vacate, modify or affirm the same; to provide for the 
repeal of any such resolution or ordinance and the reinstatement thereof; to 
define the scope and extent and powers, duties and authority of the Govern- 
ing Body of any such City or Town and of the Chief of Police thereof and of 
any such Personnel Director and Personnel Board with reference to the de- 
motion, suspension or discharge of any personnel of any such Police Depart- 
ment; to repeal all laws or parts of laws inconsistent with the provisions here- 
of, and to provide when this Act shall become effective.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Superintendent of Education of Geneva County shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of Geneva County at the first general elec- 
tion held after the operative date of this Act and every four years thereafter. 
He shall hold office for a term of four years from the July 1 succeeding his 
election and until his successor is elected and qualified. Upon the expiration 
of the term of the incumbent Superintendent of Education of Geneva 
County, the Board of Education of Geneva County shall appoint a qualified 
person to serve as Superintendent of Education of Geneva County until the 
beginning of the term of the first Superintendent of Education of Geneva 
County elected under the provisions of this Act. 


Section 2. The Superintendent of Education of Geneva County shall 
possess all the qualifications prescribed for county superintendents of educa- 
tion by the general laws of the State; he must be a qualified elector of Geneva 
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County; and he shall perform and discharge all the duties of County Superin- 
tendents of Education under the general laws of this State. 


Section 3. The County superintendent of education shall devote his en- 
tire time to the public school business of Geneva County; his salary shall be 
fixed by the Board of Education of Geneva County at an amount not less 
than Twelve Thousand Dollars ($12,000.00) nor more than Sixteen Thou- 
sand Dollars ($16,000.00) per year; the salary for each four year term must 
be fixed for the term prior to the election of the Superintendent of Education 
as herein provided. 


Section 4. In addition to the salary authorized by this Act, the County 
Board of Education of Geneva County is empowered to fix, approve, and au- 
thorize the payment of traveling expenses not in excess of Eighteen Hundred 
Dollars ($1,800.00) annually actually incurred by the County superintendent 
of education in the performance of his official duties within and without the 
County.

Section 3. The Court hereby created shall not draw or impanel juries. 
Any defendant desiring a jury trial may within five days after service on him 
of the warrant of arrest demand a jury trial, and thereupon the case shall be 
immediately transferred to the circuit court of Cleburne County in the same 
manner prescribed in Code of Alabama 1940, Title 13, Section 424, for the 
transfer of cases from the court of a justice of the peace to the circuit court 
when a jury trial is demanded.

Section 4. A judge of the court created by this act shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of the county at the general election in 1972, and every 
four years thereafter. He shall serve for a term of four years, commencing on 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after his election, 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. The judge of this court shall 
be a qualified elector of Cleburne County, and shall be not less than twenty- 
five years of age at the time of his election. Within thirty days after the effec- 
tive date of this act, the Governor shall be authorized to appoint a qualified 
person to serve as judge of the court herein created until his successor is 
elected and qualified as herein provided. 


Section 5. The judge of the court herein established, before perform- 
ing any of the duties of office, shall take the oath of office prescribed by the 
constitution and laws of the State of Alabama for justices of the peace, and 
enter into bond with sureties in the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) 
payable and conditioned as in the case of justices of the peace. The bond 
shall be approved by the judge of probate of Cleburne County, and both the 
oath and the bond shall be filed and recorded in the office of the probate 
judge.

Section 1. On or after September 1st of each year, the judge of pro- 
bate of Houston County may, if he elects to do so, mail an application in the 
form and containing the information hereinafter provided to all owners of 
motor vehicles listed as such in the motor vehicle license records (including 
transfers) in his office or, at his option, to such owners as request that such 
application be mailed to them. 


Section 2. The application shall be on a form to be provided by the 
State department of revenue. The application form shall contain a space for 
the name and address of the owner of the motor vehicle and the make, 
model, year and motor number of his motor vehicle and such other informa- 
tion with respect thereto as the state department of revenue may prescribe. 
The application form shall also contain a space for the correct amount of ad 
valorem taxes (state, county, school districts and municipal) and the amount 
of the motor vehicle license tax due thereon and the issuance fee including 
the mailing fee provided for by this Act. The application form shall also con- 
tain a space for the owner to fill in his present address, if different from that 
shown in the application form, and a space for his signature. 


Section 3. At the request of the judge of probate, the tax assessor shall 
cause the application form to be filled in with the name and address of the 
owner, the description of the motor vehicle and the license tax and fees to be- 
come due on November 15 succeeding, as shown on the license registration 
and transfer records in his office. The tax assessor shall cause to be correctly 
filled in thereon the amount of ad valorem taxes on said motor vehicle for the

preceding tax year as provided by Title 51, Section 704, Code of Alabama of 
1940. The judge of probate shall thereupon cause the application, so filled in, 
to be mailed to the owner of the motor vehicle at his address shown thereon 
or at the address to which such owner requests that the application form be 
mailed. 


Section 4. The owner of the motor vehicle shall, if he is still the owner 
of the motor vehicle and if he desires to pay his motor vehicle ad valorem 
taxes and license tax and secure his motor vehicle registration tag by mail, 
sign the application form indicating thereon any change of address, and re- 
turn the same by mail together with his remittance for ad valorem taxes, li- 
cense taxes and fees as shown thereon to the judge of probate. Money orders 
for the payment of such taxes and fees shall be made payable to the judge of 
probate. Upon receipt of the signed application form and the remittance for 
the amount properly due for ad valorem taxes, license tax and fees, the judge 
of probate shall pay over to the tax collector the amount of ad valorem taxes. 
The tax collector shall verify the correctness of ad valorem taxes paid. The 
judge of probate shall thereupon mail a receipt for such taxes and fees and 
the license tag for his motor vehicle to the owner thereof. 


Section 5. When an application is returned to the judge of probate un- 
signed or when less than the correct amount of the taxes and fees due there- 
for has been paid, due to a change of address or other causes, such applica- 
tion shall be returned to the owner for correction or for signature.

Section 9. The procedure authorized by this Act for the payment of ad 
valorem taxes and motor vehicle license taxes and the issuance of license tags 
is optional, additional and alternative to the procedure now provided by law.

licenses or other officer or officers shall have the rights and options and per- 
form the respective duties imposed by this Act upon the judge of probate, tax 
assessor and tax collector.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any motor vehicle, or any gun, rifle or other hunting equip- 
ment customarily used in hunting deer, or any possession thereof upon the 
person or in any motor vehicle of any person who may be apprehended while 
engaging in hunting deer at night in Escambia County shall be contraband 
and shall be forfeited to the state of Alabama. Such property may be seized 
by the sheriff of the county or by any other officer or person acting under au- 
thority of law in the enforcement of laws of this state, and the sheriff or such 
other officer or person shall report the seizure and the facts connected there- 
with to the solictior or any other prosecuting official of the county, giving a 
full description of the vehicle or other equipment seized and detained, the 
name of the person in whose possession it was found, the name of the person 
making claim to the same or any interest therein if the name is known or can 
be ascertained, the date of seizure, and a statement of the circumstances con- 
nected with the apprehension of the person or persons whose property has 
been seized. 


Section 2. In order to condemn and confiscate any of the property set 
out in section one of this act it shall not be necessary for the solicitor or other 
prosecuting authority to prove possession of deer killed in night hunting or 
that the hunter be apprehended in the actual act of killing deer but it shall 
suffice to prove possession upon the person or in any motor vehicle of such 
person of guns, ammunition, and other equipment normally used in hunting 
deer and the time, the place, and circumstances of the apprehension sufficient 
to support a conviction of the offense of night hunting of deer. 


Section 3. Except as otherwise herein provided, the manner, the 
method and procedure for the forfeiture, condemnation, and sale of any 
motor vehicles or hunting equipment seized under authority of this act shall 
be the same as that provided by law for the confiscation, condemnation, and 
sale of automobiles, conveyances, or vehicles in which alcoholic beverages are 
illegally transported. Without limiting the generality of the foregoing sent- 
ence, the provisions of Code of Alabama 1940, Title 29, Sections 248 and 
249 shall apply. 


Section 4. The proceeds of the sale of any property condemned and for-

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Escambia County; to make it unlawful to take deer from 
public waters; to provide for the seizure and confiscation of property used in 
the taking of deer from public waters. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any person who shall attempt to hunt or take by any 
means, deer from public waters of Escambia County shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and, upon conviction, shall be subject to a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more than two hundred fifty dollars ($250) 
and/or imprisonment in the county jail for not more than six months. 


Section 2. Any firearm, equipment, conveyance or other such property 
used directly or indirectly in the catching or taking of deer, dead or alive, from 
public waters of Escambia County, including but not limited to any truck, au- 
tomobile, mobile vehicle, trailer, jeep, boat or other devise or contrivance or 
other vehicle, or which may be used in the transportation of any dead or live 
deer, are hereby declared and made contraband property and shall be confis- 
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cated and forfeited to the State of Alabama and shall be seized by an em- 
ployee of the Department of Conservation or other officer of law, including 
but not limited to, any Highway Patrolman, Sheriff or Deputy Sheriff, and no 
property rights shall exist in any person or be vested in them in any such 
property used by them directly or indirectly in the above manner or as a 
means of transportation as aforesaid. Upon the seizure of such property it 
shall be delivered to the Sheriff and shall be retained by him in his official ca- 
pacity pending the trial of the person or persons arrested for the offense here- 
in mentioned; and upon conviction of such person or persons of said offense, 
the court having jurisdiction may in its discretion, and subject to any valid in- 
tervening rights, mortgage or lien of any third person in the property seized, 
adjudge the property so seized forfeited, and order the same sold in the man- 
ner provided by law for the sale of personal property under execution; the net 
proceeds of such sale shall be paid into the Game and Fish Fund in the State 
Treasury of the State of Alabama; the forfeiture and sale of such property 
when ordered shall be in addition to such fine and/or imprisonment as may 
be imposed by the court.

The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof when approved and pro- 
claimed as prescribed by law: ‘ 


Amendment 


The legislature shall meet in regular session annually on the first Tues- 
day in May, or on such other day as may be prescribed by law and shall not 
remain in session longer than thirty-six legislative days in any one session. 
The provisions of this Constitution in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held on the date of the general election next succeeding the final adjournment 
of the current session of the legislature. The election shall be held in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, as amended, and Chapter 1, Article 18, Title 17 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1940. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be pub- 
lished once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day ap- 
pointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the State. In every 
county in which no newspaper is published, a copy of the notice shall be 
posted at each courthouse and post office.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That the members of the County Commission of Montgom- 
ery County, Alabama, shall be paid annual salaries as follows: The Chairman 
or presiding officer of said Commission shall receive an annual salary of 
$8,200.00 and each member of said Commission shall receive an annual sal- 
ary of $7,000.00 payable in equal monthly installments out of the General 
Fund of said County; that the salary of the Administrator of the County 
Commission of Montgomery County, Alabama, may be fixed in accordance 
with the Personnel Act and Merit Law of said County. 


Section 2. The County Commission of Montgomery County, Alabama, 
shall have the power and authority to have audited the accounts of the several 
officers of said County.

position of funds of a patient of the State Hospitals for Mental Patients which 
have been paid to the Judge of Probate; to provide for the pleading, practice 
and procedure in such matters, and for the assessment and collection of fees, 
commissions and costs of court for the performance of the duties authorized 
by this act.

No. 2, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it was 
read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 971. To amend Act No. 96, H. 490 of the Regular Session of 1965, 
which establishes an inferior court in Jefferson County to be known as the 
Civil Court of Jefferson County (Acts Regular Session of 1965, p. 131), so as 
to provide further for the service of the summons and processes of the court 
by authorizing such service by any of the constables or his duly authorized 
deputy, of Jefferson County; and for such purpose amending Sections 17 and 
21 of said Act.

Relating to Marion County; abolishing the Marion County Board of 
Revenue and creating the Marion County Commission for Marion County in 
lieu thereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Marion County Board of Revenue is hereby abolished. 
The governing body of Marion County shall be the Marion County Commis- 
sion. It shall be a Court of Record composed of five members. Said board 
shall elect one of their members as chairman and said chairman shall not vote 
except to break a tie. Said chairman shall receive the sum of $50.00 per 
month in addition to the compensation provided for the members in Section 5 
of this Act. The Marion County Commission is hereby invested with all the 
powers, duties, jurisdiction and authority conferred by law on courts of 
county commissioners and Board of Revenue. 


Section 2. For the purposes of this Act, Marion County is divided into 
five districts, which districts shall be designated by numbers and the places on 
the board shall be numbered to correspond to the numbers of the districts. 
District one shall comprise Precincts 5, 6, 10 and that part of Precinct 1, 
North of U.S. Highways 78 and 278; district two shall comprise Precincts 2, 
3, 4, 17 and that part of Precinct 1, South of U.S. Highways 78 and 278; dis- 
trict three shall comprise Precincts 7, 8, 9 and 19; district four shall comprise 
Precincts 12, 13 and 14; and district five shall comprise Precincts 11, 15, 16 
and 18. 


Section 3. The original members of the Marion County Commission 
shall be as follows: District one, Almon Dyar, Route 2, Hamilton, Alabama; 
District two, Freemon Nixon, Route 4, Hamilton, Alabama; District two, 
Freemon Nixon, Route 4, Hamilton, Alabama; District three, Charles Tid- 
well, Bear Creek, Alabama; District four, Brady Baccus, Winfield, Alabama; 
and District five, Charley Burleson, Guin, Alabama. 


Section 4. The successors to the members of the Marion County Com- 
mission as named above shall be elected at the general election in 1974 and 
every four years thereafter and they shall hold office for four years from the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January following their election, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified. Said members shall be 
nominated and elected by the electors of the respective districts. Every candi- 
date for office shall designate in the announcement of his candidacy the num- 
ber of the place for which he is a candidate and the ballot shali be numbered 
accordingly. 


Section 5. Regular meetings of the Marion County Commission shall 
be held on the second and third Monday in each month; no session of the court 
shall continue longer than two days unless a longer session is necessary to pre- 
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vent impending the progress of a state audit. Each member of the Marion 
County Commission shall be paid a monthly salary of $450.00 and a monthly 
expense allowance of $275.00 which may be paid out of the gasoline funds, 
the road and bridge funds and/or the general funds of Marion County, or a 
combination of any of said funds. 


Section 6. Four members of the Marion County Commission shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 8. All laws or part of laws in conflict with this Act are hereby 
expressly repealed and the provisions of Act No. 663, S 441, Local Acts of 
the AJabama Legislature of 1947 (1947 Local Acts, p. 403), is specifically re- 
pealed. 


Section 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 1. That Section 2 of Act No. 217 of the 1966 Special Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama, approved August 30, 1966 (Alabama Acts, 
1966 Special Session, Page 280 et seq.) be amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2. Definitions—The following words, terms and phrases, 
wherever used in this act, including this section, shall have the meanings re- 
spectively ascribed to them in this section, unless the context plainly indicates 
otherwise or that a more restricted or extended meaning is intended: 


“The City”: The City of Birmingham. 
“The System”: The retirement and relief system established by this act. 


“In the service”: In the service of the City as a member of its fire de- 
partment before, on or after the effective date of this act. 


“Salary”: Money remuneration for time in the service. 


“Payroll period”: A period of time for which a payment of salary is or- 
dinarily made. 


“Earnable daily rate’: Monthly rate of salary for time in the service di- 
vided by thirty. 


“Salary days”: Such number of days of a payroll period as equals the ac- 
tual amount of salary paid to or for, or to and for a member of the system 
for time in the service in such payroll period, divided by the daily earnable 
rate of such member for such payroll period. 


“Paid membership time”: The aggregate of salary days of a member of 
the system from the salary for which deduction is made pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this act for the treasury of the city. Three hundred sixty salary days 
shall constitute a year of paid membership time, but this shall not be con- 
strued to mean that less than 365 actual days may be counted as a year of 
creditable time. 
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“Prior service time”: Time of a member of the system in the service 
prior to the effective date of this act, except time in the service prior to said 
effective date for which the member of the system may have received no serv- 
ice pay from the city. 


“Creditable time”: The creditable time of a member of the system shall 
include all his prior service time and all his paid membership time. 


“Final average salary”: The final average salary of any member of the 
system for purposes of this act shall be the total amount of his salary for such 
period of two and one half years of consecutive creditable time as may be 
most favorable to him, divided by thirty; provided, however, that if because 
of fault, misconduct or inefficiency upon his part a member of the system 
shall have been demoted more than two and one half years prior to date of 
his retirement or date of commencement of his disability, as the case may be, 
such most favorable period shall be subsequent to date of demotion; pro- 
vided, further, that if a member of the system shall have been demoted for 
such cause within two and one half years of date of his retirement or date of 
commencement of his disability, as the case may be, his final average salary 
shall be the total amount of his salary for the two and one half years of his 
creditable time next preceding date of his retirement or date of commence-

If two or more children are simultaneously enti- 
tled to receive the benefit, it shall be divided equally among the children so 
entitled. (g) If a member of the system be killed in the line of his duty his 
spouse, and child or children, shall be entitled to a monthly allowance in the 
amount and order herein specified in this subsection (g), subject to the condi- 
tions and limitations herein stated. All of the limitations and prohibitions pre- 
scribed in subsection (f) next above, in respect to the payment of a benefit to 
a spouse, or child or children, shall apply to the payment of such benefit to a 
spouse, or child under this subsection (g); provided, however, that the benefit 
provided for by this subsection (g) shall be payable without regard to the 
time during which the marriage between the deceased employee and such 
spouse existed. The benefit payable under this subsection (g) shall be payable 
to the classes named in the following order and in the following amounts: 
(1) To the employees spouse, forty per centum (40%) of the final average 
salary of such employee. In addition, the spouse shall receive a monthly al- 
lowance of ten per centum (10%) of such average salary for each child of 
such deceased employee; provided, however, that payment of any benefit to 
the spouse on account of any child, shall be subject to all restrictions above 
imposed with respect to payment to a child; and provided, further, that the 
total amount of monthly allowance payable to the spouse for the spouse and 
for the children shall not exceed fifty per centum (50% ) of the final average 
salary of the deceased employee. (2) If there is no eligible spouse, then there 
shall be paid to such deceased employee’s child or children an amount equal 
to forty per centum (40%) of the deceased employee’s final average salary. 
In such case the monthly allowance provided hereby for any child of such de- 
ceased employee shall be payable to the legal guardian of, or to the person 
who has custody of said child, for the use and benefit of said child provided, 
however, if such child may legally accept payment of such allowance, it shall 
be paid to him. (h) The amount of a surviving spouse’s allowance, provided 
for in (f) and (g) above, shall commence to accrue at the death of the de- 
ceased spouse and shall continue to accrue until the surviving spouse’s death 
or remarriage, whichever may first occur. (i) Anything hereinabove to the 
contrary notwithstanding, any employee member who shall have accumulated 
in excess of thirty (30) years of creditable time shall be entitled, in addition 
to the retirement allowance hereinabove provided, to an additional monthly 
amount equal to two percent (2%) of his final average salary multiplied by 
his number of years of creditable time in excess of thirty.” (j) The rights of 
any person heretofore or hereafter retired from the service shall continue to 
be measured and governed by the terms of the system in effect at the time of 
such retirement, and should such person die during continuance of such re- 
tirement the rights of the spouse and dependents of such deceased retired per- 
son and the rights of the spouse and dependents of any other deceased per- 
son, shall be measured and governed by the terms of the system in effect at 
the time of the death of such deceased person and the foregoing provisions of 
this subsection (j) shall control over anything heretofore or hereafter in the 
system which may be construed to the contrary. 


Section 3. That Section 7 of Act No. 217 of the 1966 Special Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama, approved August 30, 1966 (Ala. Acts, 1966 
Special Session, page 280 et seq.) be amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 7. Disability Allowances. (a) If any member of the system 
shall become totally disabled, either physically or mentally, to perform his 
customary duties, whether by reason of disease, injury, accident or otherwise, 
and the provisions of subsection (b) of this section shall not be applicabie, 
then, in the event such total disability shall continue until the employee ceases 
to draw salary as an employee of the city, such disabled employee shall be en- 
titled to a monthly allowance from the Treasury equal to two per centum 
(2%) of his final average salary multiplied by the number of years of his 
creditable time, and the amount of such disability allowance to commence to 
accrue on the date on which the employee ceases to draw salary as an em- 
ployee of the city and to continue to accrue until such time as such person is 
no longer totally disabled to perform his customary duties or substantially 
comparable duties. An allowance under this subsection of this section shall be 
known as an “ordinary disability allowance.” (b) If a member of the system 
shall become totally disabled, either physically or mentally, to perform his 
customary duties by reason of personal injury received as a result of an acci- 
dent arising out of and in the course of his employment in the service, and 
occurring at a definite time and place, then in the event such total disability 
shall continue until the employee ceases to draw salary as an employee of the 
city, such disabled person shall be entitled to a monthly disability allowance 
from the treasury equal to seventy per centum (70%) of that amount of his 
monthly salary from which deductions are being made hereunder at the time 
of the accident resulting in such total disability, the amount of such total disa- 
bility allowance to commence to accrue on the date on which the employee 
ceased to draw salary as an employee of the city and to continue to accrue 
until such time as such person is no longer totally disabled by such injury to 
perform his said customary duties, or substantially comparable duties. An al- 
lowance made under this subdivision of this section shall be known as an ‘ex- 
traordinary disability allowance,’ but no disability allowance shall be made by 
the board under this subdivision of this section after twelve months after the 
accident resulting in such disability, or if such accident occurred while the 
disabled person was employed by another than the city. No disability allow- 
ance shall be treated as an extraordinary disability allowance unless the reso- 
lution by which it is made contains the specification that it is an extraordinary 
disability allowance, and unless such resolution be passed within twelve 
months after the accident resulting in disability. In the event that an extraor- 
dinary disability beneficiary should become separated from the service during 
continuance of total disability, and such total disability from such injury 
should thereafter cease, the board may in its discretion continue him on the 
disability roll until such time as in the judgment of the board he should be 
able to find suitable employment at a rate of pay equal to the rate of his disa- 
bility allowance. Hypertention, heart disease or respiratory disease shall not 
be considered as caused by accident so as to entitle an employee member to 
an extraordinary disability allowance, and no employee member or any per- 
son claiming under or by reason of relationship to an employee member shall 
be entitled to an extraordinary disability allowance as a result of disability 
caused by hypertension, heart disease or respiratory disease, any other law, 
general or local, to the contrary notwithszanding. (c) No disability allowance 
shall be made by the board until after satisfactory proof has been made to the 
board of total disability by certificate of at least one licensed and practicing 
physician or surgeon. The board shall have power to require certificates of 
more than one such physician or surgeon and such further proof of total disa- 
bility as it may reasonabiy deem necessary. The board may from time to time 
require further such certificates and other proof to determine whether total 
disability still exists. No disability pay shall be allowable or paid to any per- 
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son for any period for which such person is due or has been paid any salary 
from or by the city. (d) Resumption of active duty by a member of the sys- 
tem after cessation of active duty on account of total disability shali be con- 
clusive evidence of termination of such total! disability for the purposes of this 
act, and any subsequent cessation of active duty on account of total disability, 
whether by reason of the same or different cause, shall be treated as a new 
disability; provided, however, that if one who has become totally disabled to 
perform his customary duties by reason of personal injury received as a result 
of an accident arising out of and in the course of his employment in the serv- 
ice and occurring at a definite time and place, should resume active duty 
within a time limit of twelve months after the accident resulting in total disa- 
bility and for trial period or periods not exceeding an aggregate of one 
hundred eighty days within such time limit of twelve months after such acci- 
dent, then such resumption or resumptions of active duty shall not be conclu- 
sive evidence of termination of total disability and such one shall not be pre- 
vented by such resumption or resumptions of active duty from showing that 
total disability resulting from such accident exists, or still continues, if such 
be the case. (e) If any disability beneficiary should become separated from 
the service and withdraw his contributions, or any amount payable under Sec- 
tion 11, his right to continuance of disability benefits shall immediately cease. 
(f) For the purpose of computing disability pay, an employee shall be 
deemed to earn, or to have earned, salary at the same rate of salary as that 
which he shall be deemed to earn, or to have earned salary for the purpose of 
deductions from salary under Section 3 of this Act, or under Act Number 22 
of the Second Special Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1956, which- 
ever is applicable. (g) Anything herein to the contrary notwithstanding, a dis- 
ability allowance based on disability commencing prior to September 1, 1971, 
shall be payable at the rate provided for by statute in effect at the time of the 
commencement of such disability. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Amendatory Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid, unconstitutional or improperly included 
therein, such declaration shall not affect the part or parts which remain. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective upon its approval by the 
Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

All of the limitations and prohibitions pre- 
scribed in subsection (f), next above, in respect to the payment of a benefit 
to a spouse, or child or children, shall apply to the payment of such benefit to 
a spouse, or child under this subsection (g); provided, however, that the ben- 
efit provided for by this subsection (g) shall be payable without regard to the 
time during which the marriage between the deceased employee and such 
spouse existed. The benefit payable under this subsection (g) shall be payable 
to the classes named in the following order and in the following amounts: 
(1) To the employees spouse, forty per centum (40%) of the final average 
salary of such employee. In addition, the spouse shall receive a monthly al- 
lowance of ten per centum (10%) of such average salary for each child of 
such deceased employee; provided. however, that payment of any benefit to 
the spouse on account of any child, shall be subject to all restrictions above 
imposed with respect to payment to a child: and provided, further, that the 
total amount of monthly allowance payable to the spouse for the spouse and 
for the children shall not exceed fifty per centum (50%) of the final average 
salary of the deceased employee. (2) If there is no eligible spouse, then there 
shall be paid to such deceased employee’s child or children an amount equal 
to forty per centum (40%) of the deceased employee’s final average salary. 
In such case the monthly allowance provided hereby for any child of such de- 
ceased employee shall be pavable to the legal guardian of. or to the person 
who has custody of said child, for the use and benefit of said child provided, 
however, if such child may legally accept payment of such allowance, it shall 
be paid to him. (h) The amount of a surviving spouse’s allowance, nrovided 
for in (f) and (g) above. shall commence to accrue at the death of the de- 
ceased spouse and shall continue to accrue until! the surviving spouse’s death 
or remarriage, whichever may first occur. (i) Anything hereinabove to the 
contrary notwithstanding, any employee member who shall have accumulated 
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in excess of thirty (30) years of creditable time shall be entitled, in addition 
to the retirement allowance hereinabove provided, to an additional monthly 
amount equal to two percent (2%) of his final average salary multiplied by 
his number of years of creditable time in excess of thirty.” (j) The rights of 
any person heretofore or hereafter retired from the service shall continue to 
be measured and governed by the terms of the system in effect at the time of 
such retirement, and should such person die during continuance of such re- 
tirement the rights of the spouse and dependents of such deceased retired per- 
son and the rights of the spouse and dependents of any other deceased per- 
son, shall be measured and governed by the terms of the system in effect at 
the time of the death of such deceased person and the foregoing provisions of 
this subsection (j) shall control over anything heretofore or hereafter in the 
system which may be construed to the contrary. 


Section 3. That Section 7 of Act No. 470 of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 1955, approved September 9, 1955, as heretofore 
amended, be and the same is hereby further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 7. Disability Allowances. (a) If any member of the system 
shall become totally disabled, either physically or mentally, to perform his 
customary duties, whether by reason of disease, injury, accident or otherwise, 
and the provisions of subsection (b) of this section shall not be applicable, 
then, in the event such total disability shall continue until the employee ceases 
to draw salary as an employee of the city, such disabled employee shall be en- 
titled to a monthly allowance from the Treasury equal to two per centum 
(2%) of his final salary multiplied by the number of years of his creditable 
time, and the amount of such disability allowance to commence to accrue on 
the date on which the employee ceases to draw salary as an employee of the 
city and to continue to accrue until such time as such person is no longer to- 
tally disabled to perform his customary duties or substantially comparable du- 
ties. An allowance under this subsection of this section shall be known as an 
“ordinary disability allowance.” (b) If a member of the system shall become 
totally disabled, either physically or mentally, to perform his customary du- 
ties by reason of personal injury received as a result of an accident arising out 
of and in the course of his employment in the service, and occurring at a def- 
inite time and place, then in the event such total disability shall continue until 
the employee ceases to draw salary as an employee of the city, such disabled 
person shall be entitled to a monthly disability allowance from the treasury 
equal to seventy per centum (70%) of that amount of his monthly salary 
from which deductions are being made hereunder at the time of the accident 
resulting in such total disability, the amount of such total disability allowance 
to commence to accrue on the date on which the employee ceases to draw 
salary as an employee of the city and to continue to accrue until such time as 
such person is no longer totally disabled by such injury to perform his said 
customary duties, or substantially comparable duties. An allowance made 
under this subdivision of this section shall be known as an ‘extraordinary dis- 
ability allowance,’ but no disability allowance shall be made by the board 
under this subdivision of this section after twelve months after the accident 
resulting in such disability, or if such accident occurred while the disabled 
person was employed by another than the city. No disability allowance shall 
be treated as an extraordinary disability allowance unless the resolution by 
which it is made contains the specification that it is an extraordinary disability 
allowance, and unless such resolution be passed within twelve months after 
the accident resulting in disability. In the event that an extraordinary disabil- 
ity beneficiary should become separated from the service during continuance 
of total disability, and such total disability from such injury should thereafte1 
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cease, the board may in its discretion continue him on the disability roll until 
such time as in the judgment of the board he should be able to find suitable 
employment at a rate of pay equal to the rate of his disability allowance. Hy- 
pertension, heart disease or respiratory disease shall not be considered as 
caused by accident so as to entitle an employee member to an extraordinary 
disability allowance, and no employee member or any person claiming under 
or by reason of relationship to an employee member shall be entitled to an 
extraordinary disability allowance as a result of disability caused by hyperten- 
sion, heart disease or respiratory disease, any other law, general or local, to 
the contrary notwithstanding. (c) No disability allowance shall be made by 
the board until after satisfactory proof has been made to the board of total 
disability by certificate of at least one licensed and practicing physician or 
surgeon. The board shall have power to require certificates of more than one 
such physician or surgeon and such further proof of total disability as it may 
reasonably deem necessary. The board may from time to time require further 
such certificates and other proof to determine whether total disability still ex- 
ists. No disability pay shall be allowable or paid to any person for any period 
for which such person is due or has been paid any salary from or by the city. 
(d) Resumption of active duty by a member of the system after cessation of 
active duty on account of total disability shall be conclusive evidence of ter- 
mination of such total disability for the purposes of this act, and any subse- 
quent cessation of active duty on account of total disability, whether by rea- 
son of the same or different cause, shall be treated as a new disability; pro- 
vided, however, that if one who has become totally disabled to perform his 
customary duties by reason of personal injury received as a result of an acci- 
dent arising out of and in the course of his employment in the service and oc- 
curring at a definite time and place, should resume active duty within a time 
limit of twelve months after the accident resulting in total disability and for 
trial period or periods not exceeding an aggregate of one hundred eighty days 
within such time limit of twelve months after such accident, then such re- 
sumption or resumptions of active duty shall not be conclusive evidence of 
termination of total disability and such one shall not be prevented by such re- 
sumption or resumptions of active duty from showing that total disability re- 
sulting from such accident exists, or still continues, if such be the case. (e) If 
any disability beneficiary should become separated from the service and with- 
draw his contributions, or any amount payable under Section 11, his right to 
continuance of disability benefits shall immediately cease. (f) For the pur- 
pose of computing disability pay, an employee shall be deemed to earn or to 
have earned salary at the same rate of salary as that which he shall be 
deemed to earn or to have earned salary for the purpose of deductions from 
salary under Section 3. (g) The board shall have authority to award an ex- 
traordinary disability allowance to any member brought under this act by 
amendment, even though the accident which caused such disability occurred 
prior to the effective date of such amendment under the provisions of this 
section as if such new member had been a member of the system at the time 
of such accident, and provided further that such accident shall not have oc- 
curred more than twelve months prior to the effective date of such amend- 
ment. (h) Anything herein to the contrary notwithstanding, a disabilitv al- 
lowance based on disability commencing prior to September 1, 1971, shall be 
payable at the rate provided for by statute in effect at the time of the com- 
mencement of such disability.” 


Section 4. The provisions of this Amendatory Act are severable. Jf anv 
part of the Act is declared invalid, unconstitutional or improperly included 
therein, such declaration shall not affect the part or parts which remain. 
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Section 5. This Act shall become effective upon its approval by the 
Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 3 of Act No. 40, S. 4, Second Special Session 1956 
(Acts 1956, p. 328), as amended, is further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 3. The judges of the Court of General Sessions shall hold of- 
fice of terms of six years and until their successors are elected and qualified. 
They shall be elected at the general election to be held in November, 1960, 
and every six years thereafter, and shall be installed in office on the first Mon- 
day after the second Tuesday in January, next following their election. They 
shall qualify by taking the oath of office prescribed for other judicial officers 
by the Constitution of Alabama. Each judge shall receive as compensation for 
his services as judge of the Court of General Sessions of Mobile County, an 
annual salary of Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00), which shall be paid 
in equal monthly installments out of the general fund of Mobile County, Ala- 
bama. No judge of said Court shall engage in the practice of law; provided, 
that this shall not apply to a special judge serving on a temporary basis.” 


Secion 2. Section 8 of Act No. 40, S. 4, Second Special Session 1956 
(Acts 1956, p. 328), as amended, is further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 8. The Court of General Sessions of Mobile County shail 
have and exercise civil jurisdiction according to the general law of Alabama 
concurrently with the justices of the peace in all precincts in Mobile County 
outside the limits of the City of Mobile, and the said Court shall have and ex- 
ercise civil jurisdiction in Mobile County concurrently with the Circuit Court 
of Mobile County in all civil matters where the amount in controversy does 
not exceed One Thousand Five Hundred Dollars. The Court shall not have 
jurisdiction in equity nor of actions of libel, slander, assault and battery, 
ejectment and actions in the nature of ejectment. Nothing in this Act shall be 
construed to give the judges of the Court of General Sessions of Mobile 
County any authority to grant writs of certiorari, supersedeas, quo warranto, 
prohibition or mandamus, injunction or ne exeat.” 


Section 3. Section 10 of Act No. 40, S. 4, Second Special Session 1956 
(Acts 1956, p. 328), is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 10. The costs in civil and criminal cases, except as hereinafter 
especially provided, shall be the same as prescribed by Jaw for justices of the 
peace, to be collected in the same manner as in justice of the peace courts. In 
civil cases, the following specific costs shall be charged and collected. Sum- 
mons and proceedings thereon to judgment, $1.50; Docketing each cause, 
$1.00; Attachment Bond and Affidavit, $2.50; Issuing each attachment, 
$1.00; Summoning Garnishee and taking examination, $1.00; Subpoena for 
each witness, $.50; Execution and taxing costs thereon, $1.00; Each appeal or 
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certiorari, $1.50; Every necessary certificate or notice not otherwise provided 
for, $1.00; for Issuing each writ of detinue, $1.00; For each Scire Facias or 
notice in nature thereof, $1.00; Every other Bond, $1.00; Administering an 
oath and certifying same, $.50; Issuing Notice of Appeal, $1.00; Judgment Ni 
Si against garnishee, $1.00; Writ of Discovery, Contempt and Arrest, $1.00; 
Alias Summons $1.50. In criminal cases, the following specific costs shall be 
charged and collected: Each complaint, $.50; Issuing Warrant of Arrest, 
$1.00; Issuing Search sions of Mobile County, the court may set Warrant, 
$2.00; Issuing Subpoena or notice, $.50; Order of Commitment to Jail, $.50; 
Each Continuance, $.50; Taking Bond and Certifying proceedings, on appeal, 
$2.00; Execution for costs, $.50; Issuing Attachment Warrant, $1.00; Certi- 
fied copy of transcript, $2.00; Docketing each cause, $.50; Certified copy of 
bond, $1.00. 


“In addition to the foregoing costs, there shall be collected in each case, 
as part of the costs thereof, the sum of $1.00, which shall be collected and 
paid into the county treasury for the benefit of the County Law Library 
Fund.” 


Section 4. Sectionl11 of Act No. 40, S. 4, Second Special Session 1956 
(Acts 1956, p. 328), as amended, is further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 11. The business of the Court of General Sessions shall be di- 
vided between the judges as provided for by the rules and orders of the court. 
The presiding judge shall be responsible for the observance of such rules and 
orders and shall divide the business and assign the cases so far as such rules 
and orders do not otherwise prescribe. If the two judges of the court are una- 
ble to agree upon the adoption of rules or orders for that purpose, the presid- 
ing judge of the circuit court of the county shall make the necessary orders. 
If either of the judges of said court is unable to attend court and unable to 
make an order of adjournment, the clerk may adjourn the court to the next 
regular term or to an earlier date which he may determine. When the office 
of judge becomes vacant all pending process shall when necessary be specially 
continued by the clerk until a judge is appointed and qualified. Any such va- 
cancy shall be filled by the Governor by appointment for the unexpired term. 
In case of failure or inability of either judge to attend and perform his duties 
in said court because of sickness, and when either judge is absent on vacation, 
then in any such event the other judge shall, if he deems it necessary and in 
the best interests of the court, appoint some competent person who is a quali- 
fied elector and who is learned in the law to be and act as special judge dur- 
ing the period of such incapacity or absence. Such special judge shall receive 
as compensation for his services the same compensation as the regular judge 
receives when he replaces: such compensation to be paid such special judge, 
however, shall be in addition to, and not deducted from or effect in any man- 
ner whatsoever, the compensation received by the regular judge whom such 
special judge replaces. The compensation to be paid such special judge shall 
be paid to him on certificate of the appointing judge that such special judge 
has performed such services, and shall be paid him in the same manner and 
out of the same funds of the County of Mobile, Alabama, as the regular 
judge whom he replaces is paid, said special judge to be paid, however, for 
only the actual number of days he shall so serve as such special judge on a 
per diem basis.” 


Section 5. Section 20 of Act No. 40, S. 4, Second Special Session 1956 
(Acts 1956, p. 328), as amended, is further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 20. All civil cases shall be tried by the judge of the court 
without the intervention of a jury, the judge determining both the law and the 
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facts. However, any party shall have the right to appeal to the circuit court 
within fifteen days from the rendition of judgment, and on appeal either party 
may demand a trial by jury under the same rules as are provided by law for 
demands for jury trials in cases of appeals from judgments of justices of the 
peace; and the trial in the circuit court shall be de novo and shall conform to 
the procedure now fixed by law in appeals from courts of justices of the 
peace. During the fifteen days next succeeding the granting and entry of any 
judgment in the exercise of the civil jurisdiction in the Court of General Ses- 
sion, amend, vacate or modify such judgment for any reason for which a Cir- 
cuit Court may set aside, amend, vacate or modify its judgments according to 
the Constitution and statutes of this state and the common law.” 


Section 6. Section 21 of Act No. 40, S. 4, Second Special Session 1956 
(Acts 1956, p. 328) as amended, is further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 21. Any party desiring to appeal from any judgment, shall 
give bond with sureties to be approved by the clerk, and payable to the party 
in whose favor the judgment was rendered, conditioned to pay and satisfy 
such judgment and costs as may be taxed against him in the circuit court. All 
such bonds shall be in amounts fixed by law and shall be filed with and ap- 
proved by the clerk within fifteen days from the rendition of the judgment 
from which the appeal was taken, except that; in the case of an appeal from a 
money judgment, the bond given shall be in an amount equal to the amount 
of such judgment and the costs of court. The amount of any appeal bond re- 
ferred to herein, exclusive of that portion applicable to court cost, shall not 
be more than Seven Hundred Fifty Dollars. In lieu of bond with sureties, any 
such party desiring to appeal from any judgment may deposit with the clerk 
cash in an amount equal to costs then accrued plus Fifty Dollars, which 
amount shall be expended, if such party be unsuccessful in said appeal, first 
to pay costs in the Court of General Sessions and then to pay costs in the cir- 
cuit court incurred on said appeal and the balance, if any, to be refunded to 
said party. In the case of an appeal from a money judgment, the party desir- 
ing to appeal shall also deposit with the clerk cash in the amount of such 
judgment, not to exceed, however, Seven Hundred Fifty Dollars, which 
amount so deposited shall be applied toward satisfaction of any judgment in 
the circuit court against such party resulting from such appeal. The balance, 
if any, or the full amount if such party be successful on appeal, shall be re- 
funded to the party so appealing.”

and in accord with the laws relative to the city elections and the holding 
thereof; the issue to be for the city of Birmingham using Act No. to go 
into the parking business, against the city of Birmingham going into the park- 
ing business. In the event the vote is against the Act, it terminates the effec- 
tiveness of the Act, and additional legislative authorization shall be required.

The Legislature finds and determines that high moral and 
ethical standards among legislators are essential to the conduct of free gov- 
ernment; that the rule which forbids an agent or trustee to place himself in a 
position wherein his private interest may conflict with his duty to his principal 
applies to public service, which is a public trust; and that a need exists to de- 
fine and regulate the conduct of legislators to eliminate conflicts of interest in 
public office so as to improve standards of public service and strengthen the 
faith and confidence of the people of Alabama in their government; and that 
the provisions of this act shall be liberally construed to effectuate these ends. 


Section 23. The code of legislative ethics shall be: 


(A) A legislator shall not accept other employment which will impair 
his independence of judgment in the exercise of his official duties. 


(B) A legislator shall not directly or indirectly receive or agree to re- 
ceive any compensation for any services rendered by him for activity before 
any state board, commission, or public agency when such activity is in sub- 
stantial conflict between his personal interest and his duties in the public in- 
terest so as to thereby create a possibility of undue influence or wrongful ad- 
vantage. 


(C) A legislator shall refrain from acting and a legislator shall refrain 
from voting in any matter where the interest of the public and the interest of 
the legislator are in conflict. 


The legislative ethics committees in interpreting this legislative code of 
ethics shall take into consideration that most legislators must, in most in- 
stances, engage in employment outside of legislative work and in a number of 
instances maintain investments all of which in themselves are in no way in 
conflict with the code of ethics herein enunciated. 


Section 24. A. There is hereby created a permanent committee of the 
senate to be known as the senate committee on ethics. This committee shall 
consist of four members to be appointed by the president of the senate. The 
first such appointees shall be named within one month following the effective 
date of this act and shall hold office for four years and until their successors 
are duly appointed and qualified. The chairman of the committee shall be ap- 
pointed by the appointing authority. 
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B. There is hereby created a permanent committee of the house of rep- 
resentatives to be known as the house committee on ethics. The committee 
shall consist of four members to be appointed by the speaker of the house. 
The first such appointee shall be named within one month following the 
effective date of this act and shall hold office for four years and until their 
successors are duly appointed and qualified. The chairman of this committee 
shall be appointed by the appointing authority. 


C. Thereafter members of the senate and house ethics committees shall 
be named as provided in subdivisions A and B hereof on or before the 10th 
legislative day of each regular session of the legislature and such persons so 
named, shall serve until their successors are duly named and qualified at the 
next succeeding regular session of the legislature. Such committees shall con- 
fine their activities to matters properly coming before the respective houses 
from which they are appointed. In case of the death of any member of either 
committee, or in case of any vacancy otherwise occurring, appointments shall 
be made for the duration of the term of such member and in the same man- 
ner that original appointments are made. 


Section 25. A. The following shall be the duties of the committees on 
ethics: 


(1) To render advisory opinions upon the request of any legislator as to 
whether the facts and circumstances of a particular case constitute or will 
constitute a violation or probable violation of this legislative code of ethics. 
The identity of persons involved shall be kept in confidence. 


(2) To receive and consider complaints concerning alleged violations of 
this legislative code of ethics; to investigate and hold hearings. 


(3) To subpoena witnesses, administer oaths and take testimony relating 
to matters before the committee and require the production for examination 
of any books or papers relative to any matter under investigation or in ques- 
tion before the committee. Before the committee shall exercise any of the 
powers authorized herein with respect to any investigation or hearings it shall 
by formal resolution, supported by a vote of three or more members of the 
committee, define the nature and scope of its inquiry. 


B. Complaints must be in writing, signed by the person making the com- 
plaint under oath. The committee shall initially investigate complaints on a 
confidential basis, having available all the powers herein provided, and pro- 
ceedings at this stage shall not be public. If, after inquiry, three or more 
members of the committee determine that there is probable cause for belief 
that a violation of this legislative code of ethics might have occurred, a copy 
of the complaint and a further statement of the alleged violation shall be per- 
sonally served upon the alleged violator. He shall have 20 days after service 
thereof to respond in writing to the complaint and statement. 


Any committee member or individual, including the individual making 
the complaint, who divulges information concerning the complaint prior to 
the issuance of the complaint by the committee; or if the investigation disclos- 
es that the complaint should not be issued by the committee, at any time di- 
vulges any information concerning the original complaint, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than $100 nor more 
than $5,000. 


C. If three or more members of the committee shall conclude that there 
is reason to believe that a violation of this legislative code of ethics has been 
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committed, then the committee shall set a time and place for a hearing, giving 
notice to the complainant and the alleged violator. All parties shall have an 
opportunity (1) to be heard, (2) to subpoena witnesses and require the pro- 
duction of any books or papers relative to the proceedings, (3) to be repre- 
sented by counsel, and (4) to have the right of cross-examination. All wit- 
nesses shall testify under oath and the hearings shall, upon consent of the par- 
ty complained against, be open to the public. The committee shall be bound 
by the strict rules of evidence and the committee’s findings must be based 
upon competent and substantial evidence. All testimony and other evidence 
taken at the hearing shall be recorded. Copies of transcripts of such record 
shall be available to all interested parties at their own expense, and the fees 
therefor shall be deposited in the state’s general fund. 


D. A decision of the committee pertaining to the conduct of any legisla- 
tor shall be in writing and signed by three or more of the members of such 
ethics committee. 


E. The committee shall thereafter dismiss the complaint or, if it deter- 
mines that a violation has occurred, make its findings and recommend to the 
senate or house of representatives, as the case may be, appropriate discipli- 
nary action against the party or parties violating the provisions of this legisla- 
tive code of ethics or deliver such findings to the attorney general for civil or 
criminal action as he may determine is warranted.” 


Also, the remaining sections of House Bill 161 are to be renumbered.

AN ACT 


To provide for the cost of and establish the procedure for obtaining an 
annual resident state hunting license. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any person who has reached their sixteenth (16) birthday 
and who has not yet reached their sixty-fifth (65) birthday and who has re- 
sided in Alabama continuously for a period of not less than ninety days next 
preceding, and who is not serving as a member of the armed forces of the 
United States of America during any period of time in which the United 
States of America is in a state of war, as declared by an Act of Congress, 
must procure an annual state hunting license for himself before such person 
is entitled to hunt in this state by filing his or her application with the person 
in any county of the state duly authorized to issue said license, stating his 
name, age, color, place of residence, post office address, and after paying to 
the person issuing same a license fee of six dollars ($6). Any such person 
may procure a county hunting license for himself by filing his or her applica- 
tion with the person in the county in which he permanently resides, duly au- 
thorized to issue said license, stating as provided above, and after paying to 
the person issuing same a license fee of three dollars ($3). 


The licenses required by this section shall not apply to any person or 
member of his immediate family who hunts on lands owned by him nor shall 
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it include any tenant or member of his immediate family who hunts on lands 
leased or rented by such tenant and who resides on such lands. 


The issuing officer or authority or special agent shall be allowed a fee of 
twenty-five cents (25¢) for each such license issued by him, which issuing fee 
shall be in addition to the cost of the annual resident state hunting license. In 
counties where the probate judge or issuing officer is on the fee system, the 
issuing fee shall be retained by the probate judge or issuing officer, and in 
counties where the probate judge or issuing officer is on a salary basis, the fee 
shall be paid by him into the county treasury to the credit of the appropriate 
fund. 


All license fees collected under this section shall be deposited in the state 
treasury to the credit of the game and fish fund. 


Section 2. Any section of the Code of Alabama or any Act of the Leg- 
islature of Alabama presently valid and duly referring to a county hunting li- 
cense shall be taken to mean a state hunting license. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby expressly repealed, including Sections 30 and 31 of Title

To amend Section 38 of Title 8 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 so as to 
provide an increase in amount for resident annual state fishing license and to 
provide for a resident annual county hook and line fishing license. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 38 of Title 8 of the Code of Alabama, as heretofore 
amended, shall be and hereby is further amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 38. Resident state fishing licenses.—Any person who has re- 
sided continuously in the State of Alabama for a period of not less than nine- 
ty days next preceding between the ages of sixteen and sixty-five shall not 
take, catch, kill or attempt to take, catch or kill any fish in any of the waters 
of this state, in which fresh water fish may appear, by angling with rod and 
reel or by use of any artificial bait, fly or lure without first procuring an an- 
nual state fishing license and paying therefor the sum of three dollars. No res- 
ident of this state between the ages of sixteen and sixty-five shall take, catch, 
kill or attempt to take, catch or kill any fish in any of the waters, in which 
fresh water fish appear, in the county of this state in which he or she resides, 
by angling with a hook and line without first procuring an annual county fish- 
ing license and paying therefor the sum of one dollar. Any resident who pro- 
cures a rod and reel license, however, shall be entitled to fish with a hook and 
line without the necessity of procuring an additional license. These licenses 
shall be issued in the manner and under the conditions, limitations, and ex- 
emptions as expressly provided for in this section. 


“Such fishing license shall not be transferable and it shall be unlawful to 
borrow, lend or alter any such fishing license or for any license-issuing officer 
to back-date any such license at the time of issuing same. 


“Any citizen of this state who is entitled to purchase a fishing license as 
herein provided for may procure such license by applying to any judge of 
probate, license commissioner or other persons authorized and designated to 
issue fishing licenses, stating his or her name, age, color, place of residence 
and post office address and paying to such issuing officer the amount required 
herein for such license. Judges of probate, license commissioners, or other 
persons authorized and designated to issue fishing licenses shall be entitled to 
a fee of twenty-five cents for each license so issued, which fee shall be in ad- 
dition to the amount designated in this section as the cost of such license. 
Provided, however, that all fees collected by any probate judge or license 
commissioner who is paid a salary for the performance of his duties shall be 
paid by him into the county treasury to the credit of the appropriate fund. 


“All persons under the age of sixteen years shall be exempted from the 
requirement of procuring such license. Any citizen of this state over sixty-five 
years of age shall be exempted from the requirement of procuring a fishing li- 
cense as provided for herein upon payment of an issuing fee not to exceed fif- 
teen cents to any judge of probate or license commissioner and upon satisfac- 
tory proof to such judge of probate or license commissioner that he or she 
has attained the age of sixty-five years, an exempted fishing license will there- 
upon be issued to such person. Such exempted license issued to any citizen 
of this state who has attained the age of sixty-five years shall be issued upon a 
lifetime basic and without further requirement of annual renewal. In the 
event such license is lost, such citizen may acquire a similar license by paying 
to any judge of probate or license commissioner an issuing fee not to exceed 
fifteen cents and upon again presenting satisfactory proof that he or she has 
attained the age of sixty-five years. 


“The license required by this section shall not apply to any person or 
member of his immediate family who fishes in a private pond on lands owned 
by him nor shall it include any tenant or member of his immediate family 
who fishes in a private pond on lands leased or rented by such tenant and 
who resides on such lands. 


“The revenue derived from the sale of the license provided for in this 
section shall be remitted to the Department of Conservation on the first day

of each month by the issuing officer and shall be covered into the state treas- 
ury to the credit of the game and fish fund and shall be used in the construc- 
tion, maintenance, development and supervision of public fishing lakes, for 
the purchase of lands to be used for public landings on public streams, and 
for the development, protection, propagation and distribution of fish and 
wildlife of this state. 


“Any person who violates any of the provisions of this section shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a 
fine not less than ten dollars and not more than twenty-five dollars for each 
offense.” 


All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby expressly repealed.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 206 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amend- 
ed, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§206. Definitions—As used in this chapter, unless otherwise expressly 
stated or unless the context or subject matter otherwise requires: 


‘Alabama Dairy Commission’ means a state agency created by this chap- 
ter to no longer be known as Alabama State Milk Control Board but hence- 
forth to be known and designated as the ‘Alabama Dairy Commission’, which 
said dairy commission shall have all the powers and duties hereinafter set out. 


‘Person’ means any person, firm or corporation, association or partner- 
ship. 


‘Milk dealer’ means any person who purchases, buys, sells, handles or 
produces milk in any way except for consumption where said milk is not to 
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be resold or otherwise distributed. Each person, corporation, partnership or 
association, which, if a natural person, shall be a milk dealer with in the 
meaning of this chapter, and any subsidiary or affiliate of such corporation 
similarly engaged shall be a milk dealer within the meaning of this definition. 
A hotel, lunchstand or restaurant which sells milk intended for consumption 
only upon the premises where sold; or a wholesale producer who sells his en- 
tire production to distributors; or any firm, corporation, association, or part- 
nership, owned and controlled substantially by wholesale producers who sell 
the entire production to distributors or processors; or any firm, corporation, 
or association which wholesale producers substantially own or control or 
which acts as agent or representative of wholesale producers in marketing 
their milk; or which buys milk from another producer, producer-distributor, 
or distributor for the purpose of transporting such milk or for the purpose of 
selling, jobbing, processing or distributing such milk at wholesale or retail; 
or a person who buys milk for processing purposes only and who does not 
sell or distribute any milk for fluid milk consumption shall not be deemed a 
milk dealer. 


‘Distributor’ means a person who purchases, accepts, or receives milk for 
the purpose of putting such milk in bottles or other unit containers in which 
same is designed to be sold or for the purpose of cooling, pasteurizing, stand- 
ardizing or otherwise processing such milk for fluid milk consumption or who 
buys milk from another producer, producer-distributor or distributor for the 
purpose of selling, jobbing or distributing such milk at wholesale or retail for 
any one or more such purposes. Said term includes an association in which 
producers hold membership or an association which holds written authority 
from producers to act as agent or representative in purchasing or marketing 
milk and which processes and distributes said producer milk at wholesale or 
retail. Said term, however, excludes all persons hereinafter defined as produ- 
cer-distributors. 


‘Producer’ means a person who produces milk, any part or all of which 
is sold to another by whatever means or device, for use, resale, or for fluid 
milk consumption. Said term includes an association in which producers hold 
membership or an association which holds written authority from producers 
to act as agent or representative in purchasing or marketing producer milk, 
but which does not process or distribute said producer milk at wholesale or 
retail. 


‘Milk shed’ means any geographical area designated as a unit by the 
dairy commission for regulatory purposes. 


‘Processor’ means a person who buys milk only for the purpose or pur- 
poses of processing such milk into by-products of milk, but does not sell or 
distribute any of such milk for fluid milk consumption. Any person who buys 
milk, a part of which is processed into by-products and a part of which is 
sold or distributed for fluid milk consumption shall not be deemed a proces- 
sor. 


‘Milk’ means the lacteal secretion of a dairy animal or animals, which 
includes such secretions when cooled, pasteurized, standardized or otherwise 
processed for the purpose of sale as milk, cream, buttermilk, skimmed milk, 
and flavored milk drinks. 


‘Fluid milk’ means milk as defined above, including cream, buttermilk, 
skimmed milk and flavored milk drinks when sold or offered for sale by 
whatever device, means or method as fluid milk, but excludes milk sold in 
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condensed or powdered form or concentrated milk contained in hermetically 
sealed cans. 


‘Consumer’ means any person who purchases milk solely for personal 
use or for the use of his household. 


‘Store’ means any establishment where milk is sold directly to the con- 
sumer other than for consumption upon the premises where sold. 


‘Producer-distributor’ means a producer who distributes milk by whatev- 
er device, means or method which he produces to milk dealers, stores, hotels, 
cafes, hospitals, restaurant, wholesale dealers, other producer-distributors, 
consumers, or consumers’ agents. 


‘Wholesale producer’ means a producer who sells milk, which he pro- 
duces, in bulk to distributors for resale as fluid milk. Said term includes an 
association in which producers hold membership or an association which 
holds written authority from producers to act as agent or representative in 
purchasing or marketing producer milk, but which does not process or dis- 
tribute said producer milk at wholesale or retail. 


‘Licensee’ means any person who holds a license from the dairy commis- 
sion, whether such person be a producer, producer-distributor, distributor, 
bob-tailer, cooling station, wholesale producer, store, milk dealer, or hauler. 


“‘Bob-tailer’ means a person, as herein defined, who purchases processed 
and packaged milk and controlled milk products from a distributor or produ- 
cer-distributor, and resells such milk or controlled milk products in the same 
container in which they are purchased to either wholesale or retail outlets, or 
to both wholesale and retail outlets in a controlled area. No person shall be 
deemed to be or licensed as a bob-tailer, if he, in fact, performs no legitimate 
sales function in the milk marketing field, nor if his sales are confined to or 
principally composed of sales to one organization or a group of related orga- 
nizations, and his relationship with them operates to nullify the wholesale 
pricing provisions of the Dairy Commission Act. 


‘Cooling station’ means a raw milk assembly point which, as principal or 
agent for another person, receives direct from producers, raw unprocessed 
milk and stores, cools, or holds such milk for shipment or sale to other facili- 
ties, either controlled or uncontrolled, within or without the jurisdiction of 
the Alabama Dairy Commission. A person, firm or corporation which in any 
manner processes milk or packages it in any type container except a contain- 
er of the type customarily used for bulk shipment of milk, or any firm, corpo- 
ration, association or partnership owned and controlled entirely by wholesale 
producers who sell the entire production to distributors or processors, shall 
not be deemed a ‘cooling station’ within the meaning of this chapter. Nothing 
in the foregoing definitions shall prevent a licensed cooling station from per- 
forming the routine functions of weighing, testing, sampling, and grading all 
milk so handled. 


‘Cooperative marketing association’ as used in this chapter means a per- 
son who purchases, accepts or receives milk for the purpose of putting such 
milk in bottles or other unit containers in which same is designed to be sold, 
or for the purpose of cooling. pasteurizing, standardizing, or otherwise proc- 
essing such milk for fluid milk consumption; or who buys or acquires milk 
from another producer, producer-distributor or distributor for the purpose of 
selling, jobbing or distributing such milk at wholesale or retail for any one or 
more such purposes. 
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‘Hauler’ means any person who hauls or transports unprocessed milk in 
bulk. 


For the purpose of this chapter, the Alabama Dairy Commission shall 
determine what products, persons, firms or corporations fall into the catego- 
ries of the foregoing definitions, subject only to review as provided in Section 
226 of this chapter.” 


Section 2. Section 207 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amend- 
ed, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§207. Alabama Dairy Commission.—There shall be an Alabama 
Dairy Commission, to be known as ‘The Alabama Dairy Commission’, to 
consist of five (5) members. The members shall hold office until their succes- 
sors are appointed and qualified and shall have the powers and perform the 
duties provided for in this chapter. The compensation of the members of the 
commission shall be the maximum allowed for any State agency but no less 
than fifty dollars ($50,00) per day for each day actually engaged in official 
functions of the Alabama Dairy Commission, not to exceed sixty (60) days 
per annum, plus subsistence and necessary travel expenses at the rate allowed 
other State employees. 


The members of the Alabama Dairy Commission, other than the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and Industries, shall be appointed by the Governor 
of Alabama and shall be persons who are not engaged, directly or indirectly, 
in the milk business. No two (2) members of the Alabama Dairy Commis- 
sion, other than the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries, shall reside 
in the same Congressional District of Alabama. All such members shall serve 
during good behavior and shall not be subject to removal from office or invol- 
untary retirement from office during the duration of the term of office, unless 
the Governor shall determine that any member of the commission shall have 
become incapacitated, by reason of physical or mental disability or illness, to 
the extent that he cannot efficiently perform the duties of his office. Any and 
all vacancies, whether arising from expiration of term, voluntary or involun- 
tary retirement or death, shall be filled in the same manner as provided for 
each original respective appointment. The Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Industries shall be an ex officio member of the commission; he may designate 
any member of the Department of Agriculture and Industries to represent 
him at its meeting. During the month of February, 1972, one member shall 
be appointed and shall hold office for one (1) year beginning February, 
1972. During February, 1972, one member shall be appointed and shall hold 
office for two (2) years beginning February, 1972. During February, 1972, 
one member shall be appointed and shall hold office for three (3) years be- 
ginning February, 1972. During February, 1972, one member shall be ap- 
pointed and shall hold office for four (4) years beginning February, 1972. 
Thereafter, all appointments, except appointments to fill unexpired terms of 
office, shall be for four (4) years. The present Alabama State Milk Control 
Board shall continue to function and serve until such time as the four (4) 
new members of the Alabama Dairy Commission are appointed under the 
provisions of this Section.” 


Section 3. Section 208 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amend- 
ed, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“8208. Same; employees and legal representatives——The dairy com- 
mission may employ such employees and assistants and legal representatives 
and counsel as it may deem necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
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chapter and may authorize and affix their respective salaries, wages, or com- 
pensation and such employees shall be paid subsistence and necessary travel- 
ing expenses at the rate allowed other state employees. All such employees 
and assistants and legal representatives and counsel shall serve at the will of 
the dairy commission and may be removed by it at any time but all expendi- 
tures made under the authority of this chapter shall and must be paid from 
receipts hereinafter provided for. The diary commission shall have the au- 
thority to call upon the attorney general of the state of Alabama for any legal 
opinion, the same as other state agencies, and there shall be one or more as- 
sistants attorney general assigned to the dairy commission to lend such legal 
assistance to the commission as may be required. It shall be the duty of any 
solicitor of the state of Alabama when requested by the dairy commission to 
investigate, institute and prosecute any violation of the Alabama Dairy Com- 
mission law or any lawful order, rule or regulation of the dairy commission. 
However, the dairy commission may have its own attorney or legal counsel to 
institute for it and in its name any civil action which the dairy commission 
may deem it necessary or advisable to institute to enforce any provisions of 
this chapter or any lawful order, rule, or regulation of the dairy commission. 
The dairy commission shall have the authority to designate its own attorney 
to assist the solicitor as special prosecutor in any criminal prosecution 
brought for any violation of this chapter or any lawful order, rule or regula- 
tion of the dairy commission or to defend the dairy commission in any action 
wherein its interests are involved. 


The commission shall be required to enlist or employ outside sources for 
advice and information such as, but not limited to, agricultural economists, 
accounting firms or consulting firms, who shall be experienced and expert in 
the appropriate areas of milk production, processing and marketing. 


The commission shall be required to retain or employ management con- 
sultants or consulting firms to advise the commission on the staffing needs, 
deficiencies, or improvements. 


All regular employees of the commission except for attorneys and the 
Executive Secretary shall be subject to the State Merit System, provided, 
however, the commission shall have the power to retain, employ, or enlist 
other employees for special, professional, or technical purposes outside the 
provisions of the State Merit System.” 


Section 4. Section 209 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amend- 
ed, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§209. Declaration of marketing areas——As soon as possible after its 
creation, the commission shall designate natural marketing areas which shall 
constitute the respective milk sheds of the state of Alabama, but the commis- 
sion shall have the power at any time to designate new or additional milk 
sheds or change the area of any designated milk shed or combine any two or 
more designated milk sheds when it may deem such action necessary or ad- 
visable to carry out the provisions of this chapter. At any time after the com- 
mission shall have designated a marketing area as a milk shed, a majority of 
the producers, producer-distributors and distributors, all groups counted as 
one group, selling or marketing milk in such milk shed, who operate under a 
permit from the state board of health or any county board of health of the 
state of Alabama, may petition the commission by written petition signed by 
a majority of such producers, producer-distributors and distributors, all 
counted as one group, for the benefits and provisions of this chapter. No 
objection shall be made as to the form of the petition. Immediately upon such 
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petition being filed with the commission, all the provisions of this chapter 
shall apply in such milk shed. Provided that any change in the area of any 
designated milk shed may be made by the commission upon a majority of all 
the producers, producer-distributors and distributors, selling or marketing 
milk in such milk shed, all groups counted as one group, petitioning the com- 
mission by written petition signed by a majority of producers, producer-dis- 
tributors, and distributors, all counted as one group, favoring such change of 
milk shed areas. No objection shall be made as to form of the petition. Pro- 
vided further, that the dairy commission, upon petition signed by a majority 
of all the producers, producer-distributors, and distributors, duly licensed by 
the commission, selling or marketing milk marketed and sold in any designated 
milk shed, all such groups counted as one group, shall have the power to 
discontinue the benefits and provisions of this chapter in any designated milk 
shed, and to release the producers, producer-distributors and distributors, and 
others engaged in the milk industry in such milk sheds so discontinued from 
the provisions of this chapter, when, in the opinion of the dairy commission, 
the provisions and regulations of this chapter are unnecessary to maintain an 
adequate supply of pure and wholesome milk to the consuming public of such 
milk shed, or to prevent demoralizing and destructive trade practices or con- 
ditions which threaten to impair or destroy an adquate supply of pure and 
wholesome milk to the citizens consuming milk in such milk shed. But no 
provisions of this chapter shall apply in any part of the state of Alabama un- 
less and until applied for by such producers, producer-distributors, and dis- 
tributors as herein provided for.” 


Section 5. Section 210 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amend- 
ed, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§210. General powers of the dairy commission.—The dairy commis- 
sion is hereby vested with the powers, and it shall be its duty to supervise and 
regulate the fluid milk industry of the state of Alabama, including the produc- 
tion, production-distribution, transportation, manufacturing, storage, distribu- 
tion, delivery, processing, and sale of milk in the state of Alabama, and to in- 
vestigate and ascertain the use to which the distributor or processor makes of 
all fluid milk purchased and to require the distributor or processor to pay for 
the said milk at the proper price, and to enforce all provisions of this chapter, 
providing, however, that nothing contained in this chapter shall be construed 
to abrogate or affect the status, force or operation of any provision of public 
health laws or county board of health regulations, or municipal ordinances. 
The dairy commission shall have the power to cooperate with the state board 
of health or any county board of health or department of agriculture and in- 
dustries in enforcing the provisions of this chapter, and to investigate all mat- 
ters pertaining to the production, manufacture, production-distribution, proc- 
essing, storage, transportation and sale of milk and milk products in the state 
of Alabama. The diary commission shall have the power to subpoena milk 
dealers and producers, their records, books and accounts and any other per- 
son from whom information may be desired or deemed necessary to carry out 
the purposes and intent of this chapter, and may also issue commissions to 
take depositions of witnesses who are sick or absent from the state. It shall be 
the duty of any sheriff of any county of the state of Alabama, when requested 
to do so, by the diary commission or any duly authorized agent or employee 
of said commission to execute any summons, citation or notice which the 
dairy commission may cause to be issued, for which such sheriff shall be au- 
thorized to charge the same fee against the funds provided for the dairy com- 
mission as he might charge for the service of such a document if issued from 
the circuit courts of the state of Alabama. Any person other than licensee 
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who holds a license under the dairy commission who is cited to show cause 
why his license should not be revoked, shall receive for his attendance before 
the dairy commission or its duly designated employee the same compensation 
as provided for a witness subpoenaed to appear before the circuit court, 
which shall be charged against the funds provided for the operation of the 
dairy commission. Any duly designated employee of the dairy commission 
may administer oath to witnesses and may conduct hearings or investigations 
and any such duly designated employee of the dairy commission may sign 
and issue subpoenaes requiring witnesses to appear before him or the dairy 
commission, and in addition to the manner provided above for the execution 
of subpoenaes, summons and citations issued by the dairy commission to wit- 
nesses or licensees, the dairy commission, through its designated officers shall 
have the power to serve said subpoenaes, summons or citations upon any 
such person by sending a copy of such summons, subpoena or citation 
through the United States mail, postage prepaid, which said mail shall be reg- 
istered with return receipt attached and such service shall be complete when 
said registered mail shall be delivered to said person and such receipt re- 
turned to the dairy commission or its designated employee, signed by the per- 
son sought to be summoned, subpoenaed or cited. Obedience to a subpoena, 
summons or citation issued by the dairy commission or any person authorized 
and designated by the dairy commission to issue said subpoena may be en- 
forced by application to any judge of the circuit court of the county in which 
said subpoena was issued or to the judge of any circuit court of the county in 
which such person subpoenaed or cited resides in the same manner as is pro- 
vided by law for the grand jury of a county to enforce its subpoenaes or sum- 
mons and with the same penalty as provided therefor for the failure of any 
person failing or refusing to comply with such summons or subpoena. It shall 
be the duty of the dairy commission, upon application of any person holding 
a license under the diary commission to act as mediator and arbitrator in any 
controversy or issue that may arise among or between a licensee and another 
licensee as between themselves or that may arise between them as groups 
when said controversy or issue pertains to fluid milk, and the findings and de- 
cisions of the dairy commission in all such matters shall be conclusively bind- 
ing on all such licensees therein and subject only to review by appeal as here- 
inafter provided for in this chapter. The commission may deliberate in pri- 
vate or executive session on any matter brought before it but the minutes and 
records of all sessions, including private or executive sessions, shall be public 
records and shall be available for reasonable inspection or examination by 
any member of the public at reasonable times. The operation and affect of 
any provision of this chapter, conferring a general power upon the dairy 
commission, shall not impair or limit any specific power or powers granted to 
the dairy commission by this chapter.” 


Section 6. Section 211 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amend- 
ed, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§211. Rules and orders—The commission may adopt and enforce all 
rules and all orders necessary to carry out the provisions of this chapter. Ev- 
ery rule or order shall be posted for public inspection in the main office of 
the dairy commission for thirty days, and a copy filed in the office of the 
commission, excepting an order directed only to a person or persons named 
therein, which shall be served by personal delivery of a copy, or by mailing a 
copy in a sealed envelope with postage prepaid, properly addressed to each 
person to whom such order is directed, or, in the case of a corporation, to 
any officer or agent of the corporation upon which a summons may be served 
in accordance with the provisions of the statutes of Alabama. The posting in 
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the main office of the dairy commission of any rules and of any order not re- 
quired to be served and such filing in the office of the commission shall con- 
stitute due and sufficient notice to all persons affected by such rule or order. 
A rule when duly posted and filed, as provided in this chapter, shall have the 
force and effect of law. After February 1, 1972, all rules and orders of the 
commission shall contain a written finding of facts.” 


Section 7. Section 212 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amend- 
ed, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§212. Entry, inspection and investigation—The commission or any 
person designated for that purpose by the commission, shall have access to, 
and may enter, at all reasonable hours, all places where milk is produced, 
stored, bottled, processed, or manufactured, or where milk or milk products 
are being produced, bought, sold or handled, or where the books, papers, rec- 
ords or documents relative to such transactions are kept and shall have the 
power to inspect and copy the same in any place within the state, and may 
administer oath and take testimony for the purpose of ascertaining facts, 
which in the judgment of the commission, are necessary to administer this 
chapter, but any such information so derived shall be treated as confidential 
by the commission, and shall be used by it only for the administration of this 
chapter and not for the general public issue. Any member or employee of the 
commission and any person assisting the commission in the administration of 
this chapter, who shall divulge any information secured while in the employ 
of the commission, in respect to the transaction, property, files, records or pa- 
pers of the commission, or in respect to the business, finances or mechanical, 
chemical or other industrial processes of any person, to any person other than 
members of the commission or the superior of any such employee of the 
commission, except when called upon to testify in any action or proceeding in 
any court, wherein the commission is a party, shall be fined not less than one 
hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars.” 


Section 8. Section 213 of Title 22, Code of Alabama. 1940, as amend- 
ed, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§213. Licenses to producers, producer-distributors, stores, milk deal- 
ers, distributors, bob-tailers, cooling stations, and haulers——In any milk shed 
where the provisions of this chapter once apply, it shall be unlawful for any 
producer, producer-distributor, store, milk dealer, distributor, bob-tailer, cool- 
ing station, or hauler to produce, sell, buy, handle, distribute or haul or trans- 
port milk unless such person be duly licensed as provided by this chapter. It 
shall be unlawful for any such person to buy, sell, handle, distribute or haul 
or transport milk which he knows or has reason to believe has been previous- 
ly dealt with or handled in violation of any provision of this chapter, pro- 
vided, however, any producer in any milk shed where the provisions of this 
chapter apply may file a written declaration under oath in the office of the 
dairy commission setting forth that he does not desire a license as a producer 
or as a producer-distributor, that he desires to sell milk on the premises where 
produced, to persons furnishing their own containers, for consumption as 
fluid milk by the purchaser to whom the same is delivered in person, or by 
the immediate household of such purchaser, at prices not conforming to those 
fixed by the dairy commission, all milk so sold to be produced and handled in 
conformity with the health laws and regulations pertaining to milk in force in 
the locality wherein such premises are located. Thereafter it shall be lawful 
for such producer without a license as a producer or a producer-distributor to 
sell milk on the premises where produced to persons furnishing their own 
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containers for consumption as fluid milk by the purchaser to whom such milk 
is delivered, or by the immediate household of such purchaser, at prices not 
conforming to those fixed by the commission, ali milk so sold having been 
produced and handled in conformity with the health laws and regulations per- 
taining to milk in force in the locality wherein such premises are located; and 
until such declaration be withdrawn in the manner hereinafter provided, such 
producer shall not be eligible to apply for or to receive a license as a produ- 
cer or producer-distributor. None of the dairy animals, facilities or equipment 
used in connection with the production of milk by a producer who has made 
and filed a declaration as herein provided, may be used by any licensed pro- 
ducer or producer-distributor while such declaration remains in force. Subject 
to the foregoing exceptions as to licenses and price fixing, all the provisions of 
the dairy commission act shall apply to producers who have made and filed 
declarations as herein provided as fully and to the same extent as though such 
producers were duly licensed by the dairy commission. Any producer who 
has made and filed such a declaration as herein provided for may cancel and 
withdraw the same at any time by written declaration to that effect under 
oath filed in the office of the dairy commission. The diary commission shall 
prepare and make available to all persons desiring to sell milk under the provi- 
sions of this section forms for the written declaration under oath herein re- 
quired.” 


Section 9. Section 214 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amend- 
ed, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§214. Application for license; duration——An applicant for license to 
Operate as milk dealer, producer, producer-distributor, store, distributor, 
bob-tailer, cooling station, or hauler shall file an application upon a blank 
prepared under authority of the commission. An applicant shall state such 
facts concerning his circumstances and the nature of the business to be con- 
ducted as in the opinion of the commission are necessary for the administra- 
tion of this chapter. Such application shall be accompanied by the license fee 
required to be paid. The commission may classify licenses and may issue li- 
censes to milk dealers to carry on a certain designated kind of business only, 
or the same may be limited to a particular city or village or to a particular 
market or markets in the state, and may specify the place or places where 
milk may be received from producers by and with the consent of a majority 
of such producers. Each application for a license shall be in writing, under 
oath, and in all cases where a health permit is required of an applicant to car- 
ry on his particular kind of business by the state or county board of health, a 
certificate from such state or county board of health in the milk shed where 
he desires to do business that he is complying with the health regulations of 
such milk shed, must accompany the application. Where there are no health 
regulations in force in said milk shed by the county board of health, or where 
it does not apply, no certificate shall be necessary. Application shall be duly 
made within thirty days after this chapter takes effect in any milk shed by all 
milk dealers and producers then engaged in business in such milk shed. The 
license year shall begin October first, and shall expire September thirtieth. 
However, after a license has been issued by the dairy commission no certifi- 
cate or other evidence of annual renewal thereof need be issued by the com- 
mission; and such license shall continue in force from year to year subject to 
revocation by the commission upon failure of the licensee to pay when due 
any license fee or fees prescribed by law or failure to comply with the dairy 
commission laws or the rules and regulations of the commission. In newly 
created milk sheds or in milk sheds where the territory has been extended, the 
license year shall commence as hereinabove stated and persons newly affected 
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thereby who are required to have license shall pay the same license fee re- 
quired of persons engaged in the same type of activities. All persons comm- 
encing new businesses who were not in business at the beginning of the li- 
cense year shall pay the same license fee in the same amount and in the same 
manner as provided for new or extended milk sheds.” 


Section 10. Section 215 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“8215. License fees——Any person required by this chapter to be li- 
censed by the dairy commission shall pay to the dairy commission at the 
times and in the manner hereinafter prescribed such of the license fees as are 
applicable to the business or businesses in which he is engaged: 


A person operating a store or stores shall obtain a license for each store 
he operates and shall pay a license fee for each year or part of a year in 
which he operates such store or stores of four dollars and a half ($4.50) for 
each store operated. 


A bob-tailer shall pay a license fee of two cents ($.02) for each one 
hundred pounds of milk and controlled milk products which he sells for hu- 
man consumption in those areas controlled by the commission except where 
such payment is ordered discontinued as hereinafter provided. 


A person operating a cooling station shall pay an annual license fee of 
twenty-five dollars ($25). 


A distributor shall pay a license fee of two cents ($.02) for each one 
hundred pounds of milk and controlled milk products processed and sold for 
human consumption in those areas controlled by the commission except when 
such payment is ordered discontinued as hereinafter provided. A distributor 
may reduce the number of pounds of milk on which he would otherwise pay 
a license fee as provided above, by the number of pounds of milk on which a 
license fee has been paid by a bob-tailer as provided herein. It is the intent of 
this provision to assure that in no event shall more than two cents ($.02) per 
hundred pounds of milk be ultimately collected as a license fee at the distri- 
bution level. 


A producer shall pay a license fee of two cents ($.02) for each one 
hundred pounds of milk produced for sale in this state where the prices gov- 
erning such sale are established by the commission and the sales are made to 
licensed distributors, producer-distributors, cooling stations, or cooperative 
marketing associations in areas controlled by the commission; and such fee 
shall be paid by the producer to the distributor at the time of the sale, unless 
such payment is ordered discontinued as hereinafter provided. However, any 
person, firm or corporation who owns two cows or less shall be exempt from 
the payment of a license fee as a producer. Associations in which producers 
hold membership and which association holds written authority from produ- 
cers to act as agent or representative in purchasing or marketing producer 
milk and cooperative corporations shall be exempt from the payment of a li- 
cense fee as a producer, provided, however, that all of the member producers 
of or shipping to the association or cooperative corporation have themselves 
paid the license fee herein set for producers. 


A hauler shall pay a license fee of five dollars ($5.00) annually. 


A producer-distributor, as defined by this chapter, shall pay a license fee 
both as a producer and as a distributor, it being the intent and purpose of this 
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chapter that a producer-distributor be licensed separately both as a producer 
and as a distributor. Each producer-distributor shall pay a license fee as a 
producer in an amount equal to two cents ($.02) for each one hundred 
pounds of milk produced for sale in this state during each license year, and 
he shail also pay as a distributor a license fee, the same as a distributor as 
provided above. 


On or before the twentieth day of each month every licensed distributor 
and producer-distributor shall remit to the commission the total amount of 
fees due by him as distributor fees, as producer fees and any bob-tailer fees 
for the preceding month. However, in remitting these fees he may deduct 
from the amount of the producer fees and any bob-tailer two per cent (2%) 
of the total of such producer fees and bob-tailer fees as compensation to him 
for services rendered in collecting and remitting such producer and bob-tailer 
fees. Any distributor or producer-distributor who fails to remit to the com- 
mission license fees within the time hereinabove prescribed shall pay as a 
penalty an amount equal to ten per cent (10%) of the delinquent fees in ad- 
dition to such delinquent fees. 


A licensed cooperative marketing association that processes and distrib- 
utes milk shall pay the same license fee as and in the same manner as a dis- 
tributor and shall collect from licensed producers from which he acquires 
milk, whether they are members of such association or not, in the same 
amount and manner prescribed above for distributors to collect from and re- 
mit to the commission the license fees of its licensed producers. Such associa- 
tion shall likewise collect and remit any fees due by any bob-tailer, the same 
as is provided for a distributor. 


Whenever the total amount collected in a fiscal year from the license 
fees hereinabove provided equals the budgetary requirements of the dairy 
commission for that fiscal year, plus the sum of fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000), the two-cents per hundred-weight license fee levied on licensed 
producers, producer-distributors, distributors, bob-tailers and cooperative as- 
sociations shall be abated for the remainder of that fiscal year; and the dairy 
commission shall notify all persons collecting license fees to stop collecting 
such license fees from producers and any bob-tailers and to stop remitting 
such license fees to the commission ten days prior to the first day of any cal- 
endar month to be effective on the first of such month. All producers and 
bob-tailers will likewise be notified of the cut-off date. 


All money received by the dairy commission from license fees in excess 
of the actual expenditures for the fiscal year in which such money is received 
plus a reserve of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) shall be carried over to the 
next fiscal year and may be used by the dairy commission in that fiscal year 
for the same purposes and in the same manner that funds derived from li- 
cense fees for the current fiscal year may be used. 


This chapter shall not apply to a person who produces milk for his own 
use or for the use of his own household and who does not sell any milk pro- 
duced by him, provided further that the exemption from the payment of a li- 
cense herein provided for of a person owning two cows or less shall not ex- 
empt said person from complying with the provisions of this chapter or the 
orders of the dairy commission, regulating the price of milk in a milk shed 
where said person sells any of the milk produced by him from such cows. A 
distributor, producer-distributor or bob-tailer paying a license under this sec- 
tion shall be exempt from payment of transient dealers license levied under 
section 609 of Title 51, and transient vendors and peddlers license levied un- 
der section 611 of Title 51.” 
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SECTION 11. Section 216 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§216. Reports and bonds of milk dealers—-The dairy commission 
shall have the power to require all persons holding licenses under it to file 
with the dairy commission such reports at such reasonable or regular time as 
the dairy commission may require, showing such person’s production, sale or 
distribution of milk, and any information deemed by the daily commission 
necessary which pertains to the production, use, sale or distribution of such 
milk, either under oath or otherwise, as the dairy commission may direct, and 
failure or refusal to file such reports when directed to do so by the dairy com- 
mission or its duly designated employees shall constitute grounds for the revo- 
cation of such person’s license and shall constitute a violation for which such 
person may be fined as hereinafter provided, one or both, at the discretion of 
the dairy commission.” 


SECTION 12. Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amended, is 
amended by adding thereto Section 216 (1) through (11), inclusive, which 
shall read as follows: 


“§216(1). Distributor, producer-distributor, dealer, processor or han- 
dler required to file bonds.—It shall be unlawful for a distributor, producer- 
distributor, dealer, processor or handler to purchase, acquire or receive on 
consignment or otherwise milk from producers unless the distributor, produ- 
cer-distributor, dealer, processor or handler shall file with the commission a 
corporate surety, individual surety, or collateral bond, approved by the com- 
mission. For the purpose of this section, the words distributor, producer-dis- 
tributor or processor shall include all distributors, producer-distributors or 
processors operated by the same parent distributor, producer-distributor or 
processor as one distributor, producer-distributor or processor whether they 
be incorporated or be divisions of the said parent distributor, producer-dis- 
tributor or processor; further one bond shall be filed by the parent distribu- 
tor, producer-distributor or processor which said bond shall cover all distribu- 
tors, producer-distributors or processors operated by the parent distributor, 
producer-distributor or processor. Except as otherwise herein provided, the 
bond shall be in a sum equal to the value of the highest aggregate amount of 
milk purchased, acquired or received by the distributor, producer-distributor, 
dealer, processor or handler from producers in any one month during the 
preceding calendar year, which value shall be computed according to lawful 
prices, and shall not in any event exceed one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00). The bond shall be upon a form prescribed by the commis- 
sion, conditioned for the payment by the distributor, producer-distributor, 
dealer, processor or handler of all amounts due, including amounts due under 
this Act and the orders of the commission, for milk purchased or otherwise 
acquired from producers by the distributor, producer-distributor, dealer, 
processor or handler during the license year, upon such terms and conditions 
as the commission may prescribe. 


(2) Computation of amount of certain bonds.—Milk purchased, ac- 
quired or received by a distributor, producer-distributor, dealer, processor or 
handler from producers outside the state of Alabama and sold or distributed 
by such distributors, producer-distributors, dealers, processors or handlers as 
fluid milk within the state of Alabama, shall be included in computing the 
amount of such distributor’s, producer-distributor’s, dealer’s, processor’s or 
handler’s bond. In such computation, the amount due for such milk shall be 
determined according to any applicable official prices or any lawful contract 
price. 
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(3) Time of filing; effective period of bond.—The bond herein required 
shall be filed with the distributor’s, producer-distributor’s, dealer’s, proces- 
sor’s, or handier’s application for a license, or license renewal, and shall be 
filed within the time for filing such application or renewal. In any event, all 
bonds must be filed no later than February of 1972. The bond shall become 
effective upon its being filed with the commission for the entire license year, 
or for that part of the license year in which the distributor, producer-distribu- 
tor, processor or handler became engaged in the milk business. Any bond 
filed with the commission shall become effective upon being filed, whether or 
not it is approved by the commission, and shall no longer be of effect during 
the license year only when it has been replaced by a bond approved by the 
commission to be substituted therefor. The bond herein required shall be an 
obligation independent of the granting of a license and shall remain in full 
force and effect for and during the license year designated, as long as the dis- 
tributor, producer-distributor, processor or handler purchases or receives milk 
from producers or is indebted to pay producers for any milk delivered during 
said license year, whether or not a license is granted the distributor, produc- 
er-distributor, processor or handler or a license granted the distributor, pro- 
ducer-distributor, processor or handler remains in force. The commission shall 
determine within a reasonable time after the close of a license year which dis- 
tributors, producer-distributors, processors or handlers have paid all amounts 
protected by their bonds filed with the commission, and if the commission 
finds that all amounts protected by the bond of a distributor, producer-distrib- 
utor, processor or handler have been paid, it shall thereafter return the bond 
for said past license year to each such distributor, producer-distributor, proc- 
essor or handler. 


(4) Requisites of bonds; substitution——A corporate surety bond shall be 
executed to the State of Alabama by the distributor, producer-distributor, 
processor or handler, as principal, and by a corporate surety company. The 
commission shall have no power to reject any corporate surety bond which is 
so executed by a corporate surety company authorized to do business in this 
state as surety. An individual surety bond shall be executed to the state of 
Alabama by the distributor, producer-distributor, processor or handler, as 
principal, and by one or more individuals, as surety or sureties, who shall 
have sole title to real estate, the fair valuation of which, free and clear, or in 
excess, of all encumbrances, shall be at least equal to the amount of the bond. 
A collateral bond shall be executed to the state of Alabama by the distributor, 
producer-distributor, processor, or handler, as principal, shall set forth there- 
in the collateral posted with such bond, and shall have attached thereto the 
collateral properly assigned and transferred to the state of Alabama. The col- 
lateral posted with such bond shall be cash in an amount equal to the amount 
of the bond; or such bond shall be secured by an actual deposit with the com- 
mission, or with a bank, bank and trust company, or national bank within the 
state of Alabama, of money to the full amount of the bond; or by securities 
to such amount, consisting of interest-bearing obligations of the United States 
Government, of this state, or of any political subdivision of this state, or by 
any other security or securities approved by the commission. The security or 
securities deposited therewith shall constitute a trust fund for producers from 
whom the distributor, producer-distributor, processor or handler purchases 
milk. 


The commission may likewise grant to any distributor, producer-distrib- 
utor, processor or handler the authority to substitute for any bond, surety or 
any collateral, another bond, surety or other collateral, provided that such 
other bond, surety or collateral meets all the requirements of this Act. 
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(5) Financial statement.—A distributor, producer-distributor, processor 
or handler shall, from time to time, when required by the commission, make 
and file with the commission a verified statement of his disbursements, or of 
any other facts in connection with his business, during a period to be pre- 
scribed by the commission, which financial statement shall contain the names 
of the producers from whom milk was purchased, acquired, received or han- 
died on consignment or otherwise, the amount due to the producers, and any 
other relevant facts required by the commission pertinent to the distributor, 
producer-distributor, processor or handler or the distributor’s, producer-dis- 
tributor’s, processor’s, or handler’s surety or sureties. 


(6) Increase or decrease of bond.—If it shall appear from the distribu- 
tor’s, producer-distributor’s, processor’s or handler’s financial statement, or 
from facts otherwise ascertained by the commission, that the bond afforded 
producers selling, supplying or making available on consignment or otherwise 
milk to such distributor, producer-distributor, processor or handler does not 
adequately protect such producers, the commission may require such distribu- 
tor, producer-distributor, processor or handler to procure an additional sure- 
ty, or to give an additional bond or additional security for the collateral bond, 
in a sum to be determined by the commission, which (1) shall not exceed 
more than fifty per centum of the value of the highest aggregate amount of 
milk purchased, acquired or received on consignment or otherwise by the dis- 
tributor, producer-distributor, processor or handler from producers in any 
one month during the preceding or current year, which value shall be com- 
puted according to the prices applicable, or which (2) shall be a sum not ex- 
ceeding by more than fifty percentum the amount found to be due and owing 
producers by such distributors, producer-distributors, processors or handlers 
on a particular date determined by the commission, whichever sum is greater, 
but the total increase shall not in any event exceed fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000.00). In the case of a distributor, producer-distributor, processor or 
handler who pays producers in full each week for milk purchased, acquired 
or received or handled on consignment or otherwise by him from such produ- 
cers, any increase required hereunder shall not exceed more than twenty-five 
per centum of such value or amount, but the total increase in any event shall 
not exceed twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00). 


The commission may grant a reduction of the bond or the collateral, or 
release an additional surety, if it shall appear that owing to a decrease in the 
milk purchased, received or handled by the distributor, producer-distributor, 
processor or handler, or to other causes, a bond in a lesser amount or with 
fewer sureties will protect producers selling, supplying or making available 
milk to such distributor, producer-distributor, processor or handler. 


(7) Duty of State Treasurer.—All bonds, together with any moneys, or 
securities given as collateral therefor, received by the commission from dis- 
tributors, producer-distributors, processors or handlers pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this section, shall be transmitted by the commission to the State 
Treasurer for safekeeping, subject to withdrawal in whole or in part at any 
time by the commission. 


(8) Interest or dividends upon securities——The distributor, producer- 
distributor, processor or handler shall be entitled to all moneys received by 
the State Treasurer as interest or dividends upon any security or securities de- 
posited by such distributor, producer-distributor, processor or handler with 
the commission and transmitted by the commission to the State Treasurer for 
safekeeping, in accordance with the provisions of this Act: Provided, howev- 
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er, that the distributor, producer-distributor, processor or handler shall not be 
entitled to interest or dividends if there is on file with the commission a valid 
unpaid claim of a producer against the distributor, producer-distributor, proc- 
essor or handler, based on milk sold, supplied or made available by such 
producer to the distributor, producer-distributor, processor or handler. 


(9) Suit by commission.—The commission shall have the power, in its 
discretion, to sue on the bond on behalf of producers. Suit may be brought in 
the name of the commission, or of the attorney general, or of the state of 
Alabama, or in any manner as debts are now by law recoverable. 


(10) Procedure for disbursing proceeds.—The commission shall prescribe 
the procedure for the payment, out of the proceeds of any bond or collateral 
required by this article, of the amounts found due to producers or handlers or 
dealers, based on sales or deliveries of milk by them to a distributor, produ- 
cer-distributor, processor or handler who has posted a bond or collateral: 
Provided, however, that if the proceeds of a bond or of collateral which has 
been posted by a distributor, producer-distributor, processor or handler shall 
be insufficient to pay in full the amounts due to producers who have sold or 
supplied milk to such distributor, producer-distributor, processor or handler, 
the moneys available shall be divide pro rata among such producers. 


(11) Cooperatives—A cooperative agricultural association or corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of Alabama or an association organized under 
the laws of Alabama in which producers hold membership or an association 
organized under the laws of Alabama which holds written authority from 
producers to act as agent or representative in purchasing or marketing produ- 
cer milk, shall be deemed a producer within the provisions of this section and 
shall be entitled to its benefits. Such an association or corporation if operated 
for the benefit of producers under contract with it and not conducted for 
profit, shall not be required to file a bond under the provisions of this article.” 


SECTION 13. Section 217 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§217. Granting and revoking licenses —At any time that an applica- 
tion is made for a license as provided by this chapter the dairy commission 
may, if it deems it advisable or necessary, conduct an investigation before 
granting said license to determine if such applicant is entitled to the license 
for which he is applying. The dairy commission may decline to grant such a 
license upon any of the following grounds: Where it ascertains that such per- 
son so applying has prior thereto held a license from the Alabama Dairy 
Commission under this or any other prior act of the legislature and where 
said license has been revoked by said dairy commission or any prior dairy 
commission for a violation of any provision of this or any other prior act of 
the legislature or any lawful order, rule or regulation of the dairy commission 
operating thereunder, but the dairy commission shall have the discretion to 
grant said license if, in its opinion, such applicant is then willing, able and in- 
tends to comply with all provisions of this chapter and all lawful orders, rules 
and regulations of the dairy commission, or the dairy commission may refuse 
to grant or renew a license where, after an investigation, it determines that 
said person so applying for a license is insolvent or owes for milk purchased 
in a former course of dealings which he fails or refuses to pay. The dairy 
commission may suspend or revoke a license already granted upon due notice 
and opportunity of hearing to the licensee when: The dairy commission, after 
a hearing, has become convinced that a milk dealer or distributor has rejected 
without reasonable cause any milk purchased, or has rejected without reason- 
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able cause or reasonable advance notice milk delivered in ordinary continu- 
ance of a previous course of dealings. Or where the milk dealer, distributor, 
bob-tailer, producer-distributor or hauler has failed to account and make pay- 
ment without reasonable cause for milk purchased by him. Or where the milk 
dealer, distributor, bob-tailer, cooling station, producer-distributor, producer, 
or hauler has committed any act injurious to the public health or calculated 
to defraud the public either in the production or marketing of milk or where 
said person has continued in a course of dealing in violation of this chapter or 
of any lawful order, rule or regulation of the dairy commission intended by 
such person to defeat the purposes of this chapter. Or where a milk dealer, 
distributor, bob-tailer, cooling station, producer-distributor, or hauler has 
continued in a course of dealings of such nature as to satisfy the dairy com- 
mission of his inability or unwillingness to comply with the provisions of this 
chapter or the lawful order, rules or regulations of the dairy commission, or 
where the milk dealer, distributor, bob-tailer, producer-distributor, producer, 
or hauler has been a party to a combination to fix prices contrary to this 
chapter or the lawful orders, rules and regulations of the dairy commission. A 
cooperative marketing association of dairymen organized under or operated 
pursuant to the provisions of this Code, or amendments thereto, and engaged 
in the collective sales or marketing for its members or shareholders shall not 
be deemed or construed to be a conspiracy or combination in restraint of 
trade or an illegal monopoly, nor shall the contracts, agreements, arrange- 
ments or combinations heretofore or hereafter made by such association or 
members, officers or directors thereof, in making such collective sales and 
marketing and prescribing the terms and conditions thereof shall be deemed 
or construed to be conspiracies or to be injurious to public welfare, trade or 
commerce, if otherwise authorized by such chapter or law, unless such asso- 
ciation or its members, officers or directors violate any provisions of this 
chapter or any lawful rule, regulation or order of the dairy commission. Or 
where milk dealers, distributors, bob-tailers, cooling stations, producer-distrib- 
utors, producers, and haulers fail to keep such records as required by the 
dairy commission or where they, or either of them fail or refuse to furnish 
statements, reports, or information required of them by the dairy commission. 
Or where it is shown that any statement upon which the license was issued is 
or was false or misleading on any matter which would be grounds for the re- 
fusal of the dairy commission to issue a license. Or where the license has vio- 
lated any lawful order, rule or regulation of the dairy commission. Or where 
the licensee has been required to give a bond or an additional bond and has 
failed to do so. Or where the required health permit in cases where health 
permits are required has been suspended or revoked by the board of health 
having jurisdiction thereof. Or where licensee has failed to pay his license fee 
within the time allowed by law or within the time extended to him by the 
dairy commission for the payment of such fee. Or where a licensee solicits or 
attempts by any manner or method to induce or coerce another licensee to 
sell such licensee milk at less than the lawful minimum price or prices estab- 
lished by the dairy commission for the sale of such milk. In such event, the 
dairy commission may, after becoming convinced that any such licensee has 
committed such acts as set out in this sub-section, order any and all licensees 
to discontinue and to cease supplying such licensee with milk for such time as 
the dairy commission may find necessary to prevent such illegal practice. Or 
where a licensee, who is affiliated or owned by a foreign corporation, pur- 
chases milk from a licensee who is a domestic corporation or who sells milk 
in intrastate business, but who keeps the books and records of such transac- 
tions in another state, refuses or fails, after notice to furnish the dairy com- 
mission true and verified records of all such transactions as the dairy commis- 
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sion may deem necessary or advisable to carry out the purposes and provi- 
sions of this chapter. 


Any store, cooling station or hauler who fails to pay his license when 
due or within the time, if any, extended by the dairy commission for the pay- 
ment of such licensee fee, shall automatically owe a penalty of ten per cent 
(10%) of the yearly license fee due by him. Any distributor or cooperative 
marketing association which fails to pay the producers, bob-tailers and the 
distributors license fees due by it by the twentieth day of the month following 
the month in which such license fees accrue or within the time extended for 
such payment by the dairy commission, shall automatically owe a penalty of 
ten per cent (10%) of the delinquent license fee. 


In the event of a license being revoked for failure to pay a license fee as 
required by this chapter, the license shall only be reinstated upon payment of 
all the fee due thereon, plus the penalty hereinabove prescribed. The dairy 
commission may grant or renew a license or may permit a licensee to retain 
his license conditioned upon the agreement of the applicant or licensee to do 
the things required by this chapter of him to do, or of any lawful order, rule 
or regulation of the commission, or conditioned upon his agreeing to omit, 
cease or desist from doing anything which he has been doing in violation of 
the provisions of this chapter or any lawful order, rule or regulation of the 
dairy commission. The dairy commission shall have the further power, in the 
event of such agreement and the subsequent failure of such licensee to com- 
ply with such agreement, to revoke such person’s license the same as it might 
have done when said act of omission or commission was originally omitted or 
committed. 


In the event of a violation of any provisions of this chapter or any law- 
ful order, rule or regulation of the dairy commission, which is made grounds 
of a revocation of a license in this section, the dairy commission may, in its 
discretion, in lieu of revoking said person’s license, assess a fine against such 
licensee for such violation not to exceed the sum of five hundred dollars for 
each separate offense. Each days violation of any such provisions of order, 
rule or regulation shall constitute a separate offense. All fines assessed by the 
dairy commission against a licensee shall be paid over to the dairy commis- 
sion or its financial officer, and shall in turn be audited into the treasury, the 
same as license fees levied under this chapter and any sum of money so de- 
tived from such fines shall be placed in the funds of the dairy commission 
and used by it for the administration of this chapter, the same as provided for 
license fees levied under this chapter. Failure of a licensee to pay a fine as- 
sessed by the dairy commission against him for a violation, as set out in this 
section, within the time allowed by the dairy commission for the payment of 
such fine, which in no event shall exceed ninety days, shall unless appealed 
from, as hereinafter provided, constitute an automatic revocation of such li- 
censee’s license.” 


SECTION 14. Section 218 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“8218. Records.—In addition to the records which the dairy commis- 
sion is heretofore authorized to require of licensee, the dairy commission 
shall require licensee to keep the following records: record of all milk pro- 
duced, and the source or location of the production of such milk. A record of 
all milk received or purchased detailed as to source and as to names and ad- 
dresses of suppliers with a record of the butterfat test, price paid, deductions 
or charges made. A record of all milk sold classified as to grade or usage, lo- 
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cation and market outlet, and size and style of container with prices and 
amount received therefor. A record of the quantity of each controlled milk 
product manufactured and quantity of milk or cream used in the manufac- 
ture of each controlled product. Also the quantity and value of milk products 
sold. A record of wastage or loss of milk or butterfat. A record of items of 
operating or handling expenses and profit or loss. A record of the use made 
of all milk received from all sources, including a complete accounting of all 
butterfat and skim milk received. Such other records and information pertain- 
ing to milk as the dairy commission may deem necessary for the proper en- 
forcement of this chapter. 


All licensee producer-distributors, distributors, processors, shall report 
each month to the Alabama Dairy Commission, on forms provided or ap- 
proved by the Alabama Dairy Commission, for each plant or receiving sta- 
tion at which milk is received, giving a complete accounting of all quantities 
of skim milk and butterfat received at such plant or receiving station and a 
complete report of all quantities of skim milk and butterfat contained in all 
milk and milk products, including inventories of packaged and bulk fluid 
milk products, used by such licensee.” 


SECTION 15. Section 219 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§219. Reports.—Each licensee shall from time to time, as required by 
rule or order of the commission, or by special order of its authorized employ- 
ees, make and file a verified report on forms prescribed by the dairy commis- 
sion of all matters on account of which a record is required to be kept togeth- 
er with such other information or facts as may be pertinent and material 
within the scope of the purposes and intent of this chapter. Such reports shall 
cover such period of time or times as specified in the order of the dairy com- 
mission or its duly designated employees.” 


SECTION 16. Section 220 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§220. Executive secretary and financial officer.—The dairy commission 
shall have the power, and it shall be its duty to designate an executive secre- 
tary who shall have charge of the administration of the dairy commission’s 
orders, rules and regulations, and who shall also serve as financial officer of 
the commission, and who shall be authorized to accept or receive money paid 
or to be paid to the dairy commission, either as license fees or fines as pro- 
vided by this chapter. Such person shall, before he enters upon the discharge 
of his duties, execute and file a bond in such amount as may be fixed by the 
treasurer, not to exceed ten thousand dollars, as may be provided by law for 
public officers. The executive secretary shall be in the exempt service of the 
state and his salary shall be fixed by the dairy commission, with the approval 
of the Governor, as prescribed in Act No. 171, S. 364 of the Regular Session 
of 1969 (Acts of 1969, p. 462).” 


SECTION 17. Section 221 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§221. Disposition of license fees and fines~—The executive secretary 
and financial officer shall deposit all monies received by him under the provi- 
sions of this chapter with the treasurer, auditing said money through the 
comptroller’s office, as is provided for other funds paid into the treasury. All 
such money is hereby appropriated to the dairy commission to defray the ex- 
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penses incurred in carrying out and enforcing the powers and duties granted 
and imposed by this chapter, which shall be paid out of the treasury upon 
warrants drawn by the comptroller, upon the requisition of the financial 
officer; but in no event shali warrants against such funds be requisitioned or 
issued in a total amount in excess of the amount appropriated therefor by the 
legislature in the general appropriations bill. All monies paid by the dairy 
commission into the treasury shall be placed in a special fund therein, to be 
known as “dairy commission fund”, and used only for the purpose of the ad- 
ministration of this chapter, and such expenditures shall be budgeted and al- 
loted in accordance with the provisions of Title 55, chapter 4, article 3, of the 
Code of Alabama of 1940. The books and records of the dairy commission 
shall be subject to state audit, the same as any other state agency.” 


SECTION 18. Section 222 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§222. Construction, exceptions and limitations—The license required 
by this chapter shall be in addition to all other license required by any munic- 
ipality of the state of Alabama. This chapter shall apply to every part of the 
state of Alabama, but shall not be construed to conflict with, alter or repeal 
laws in force relating to various boards or departments of health or any mu- 
nicipal ordinance regulating the health requirements of milk, nor the sanitary 
code or codes in force in any county or municipality, or amendments thereof 
duly adopted insofar as they apply to or affect milk. If any clause, sentence, 
or paragraph or part of this chapter or any order, rule or regulation of the 
dairy commission shall, for any reason, be adjudged by any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall not affect, impair or invali- 
date the remainder of this chapter or of said order, rule or regulation, but 
shall be confined in its operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph or part of 
this chapter or order, rule or regulation of the dairy commission, directly in- 
volved in the controversy in which such judgment shall have been rendered. 
All other parts of this chapter or of any order, rule or regulation of the com- 
mission, otherwise constitutional or valid, shall be held in full force and ef- 
fect. No provision of this chapter shall apply or be construed to apply to for- 
eign or interstate commerce except insofar as the same may be effective pur- 
suant to the United States Constitution, and to the laws of the United States, 
enacted in pursuance thereto. It is the intention of the legislature, however, 
that the instance [instant], whenever that may be, that the handling within 
the state by a milk dealer, producer, distributor or producer-distributor of 
milk produced outside of the state, becomes the subject of regulation by the 
state in the exercise of its police powers, the provisions, provided for in this 
chapter, affecting intrastate milk, shall immediately apply and the powers 
conferred by this chapter shall attach thereto.” 


SECTION 19. Section 223 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“8223. Orders fixing prices and handling charges for milk.—The Ala- 
bama Dairy Commission shall investigate what are reasonable costs and 
charges for transporting, hauling, bottling, packaging, distributing, processing 
and marketing of milk at both retail and wholesale and other services per- 
formed in respect to milk and what prices are reasonable for milk marketed 
and sold in the several localities and markets of the State and what prices 
will, under the various conditions existing in different markets, localities and 
zones in the State, best protect the milk industry within the State and insure a 
sufficient quantity of pure and wholesome milk to the inhabitants of the State 
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and be most in the public interest. The Alabama Dairy Commission shall reg- 
ularly conduct cost studies, and may employ independent accountants and ac- 
counting firms to examine, study, and reproduce any and all records of the 
distributors, producer-distributors, retailers or processors operating within the 
State, to determine what costs and charges are fair and reasonable for haul- 
ing, transporting, bottling, packaging, distributing, processing and marketing 
milk at wholesale and retail. The reasonably necessary cost of handling fluid 
milk or fluid cream, or both, which is incurred by stores, as such costs are de- 
termined by impartial cost surveys, or examination of the books and records, 
or both, of such portion of the stores in such marketing area as are reasona- 
bly determined by the commission to be sufficiently representative to indicate 
such costs of all stores in such marketing area. In determining such costs 
which are incurred by stores which handle commodities in addition to fluid 
milk or fluid cream, or both, the commission shall determine the cost of 
doing business for each such representative store and for such purpose shall 
consider all costs and expenses of doing business, including depreciation on 
inventory and equipment. In the absence of satisfactory evidence to the con- 
trary, the cost of handling such fluid milk or fluid cream, or both, shall be 
presumed to be the same percentage as the cost of doing business of such 
store in conducting its entire business. Before fixing prices for hauling, proc- 
essing, or transportation charges, the dairy commission shall hold public hear- 
ings in the milk shed or milk sheds affected thereby, and hear evidence under 
oath relative to the prices to be fixed for the sale of milk in the milk shed 
where said prices are sought to be fixed, at which meeting the consuming 
public shall be entitled to offer evidence and to be heard, the same as persons 
engaged within the milk industry, but the dairy commission, in fixing prices, 
shall be entitled to consider matters within its own knowledge and matters 
within the knowledge of the various members of the commission, as well as 
matters which it has ascertained from other milk sheds within the state and 
matters ascertained by it, affecting conditions as they relate to milk in other 
states. After conducting said public meetings and taking evidence, the dairy 
commission may, at its discretion, take the evidence, and matters submitted to 
it under advisement and deliberate among itself in private and render a deci- 
sion at a future date. Notice of all price fixing meetings shall be given to in- 
terested parties and to the consuming public by advertisement run in a news- 
paper having general circulation within the milk shed, which said notice shall 
be run at least once, not less than ten, not more than thirty days prior to the 
date set by the dairy commission for such hearing. Such publication shall be 
deemed sufficient and legal notice for all purposes required by this chapter to 
be published. After holding such meetings and making such other investiga- 
tion as the dairy commission may deem advisable, and preparing a written 
finding of fact, the dairy commission may fix by official order reasonable 
costs and charges as described in this Section. 

The dairy commission is further empowered to fix the minimum or max- 
imum prices, or both, to be charged, for milk sold wholesale or retail within 
each respective milk shed where such milk is sold for fluid consumption, re- 
gardless of where such milk may have been produced, when sold by produ- 
cers, producer-distributors, distributors, bob-tailers, milk dealers or stores or 
any of them, to consumers, to stores, to hotels or restaurants, to other milk 
dealers or to anyone else who purchases milk. The minimum wholesale or 
retail price or prices to be charged for milk in any of its forms, grades or uses 
shall not be fixed higher than is reasonably necessary to cover the cost of 
ordinarily efficient and economic production, cooling, pasteurizing, distri- 
buting, and marketing of such milk, which shall include, however, a reasonable 
return and profit upon labor and necessary investment. 
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The dairy commission may, after a hearing as provided in this section to 
determine the justness and reasonableness thereof, also fix the amount of 
charges to be allowed for the handling, transportation, cooling, processing, 
storing, or distribution of milk or any one or more of such charges in any 
transaction: between milk dealers and other milk dealers, producers and milk 
dealers, cooling stations, or distributors; or between any two or more of them. 


After the dairy commission shall have fixed minimum or maximum 
prices or both for the sale, distribution, handling, processing, storing, trans- 
portation to be charged or paid for milk in any form, grade or use, included 
in the definition of milk, as used in this chapter, or as classified or provided 
for in this chapter, it shall be unlawful for any producer, producer-distribu- 
tor, distributor, bob-tailer, milk dealer, store or their agents or employees, to 
sell or buy or to offer to sell or buy milk at any price less or more (where the 
dairy commission has established a maximum price) than such price or prices 
as shall be applicable to the particular transaction, and no method or device 
shall be lawful whereby milk is bought or sold or offered to be bought or sold 
at a price less or more than such price or prices as shall be applicable to the 
particular transaction whether by a discount or rebate, or free service or ad- 
vertising allowance or a combined price for such milk together with other 
commodity or commodties or service or services, which is less or more than 
the aggregate of the prices for the milk and the price or prices of such com- 
modity or commodities or service or services when sold or offered for sale 
separately or otherwise. The combining with milk of a commodity handled by 
the licensee at a price for the commodity other than milk at less than the 
price which such licensee sells such commodity other than milk to anyone 
who does not purchase milk shall be deemed to be combining one or more 
commodity or commodities with milk, which is less than the aggregate price 
for the milk and other commodity combined. 


The dairy commission may, upon its own motion, or upon application 
from time to time, alter, revise, or amend an official order theretofore made 
with respect to price or handling charges, or both, to be charged or paid for 
milk. Before making, revising or amending any order fixing the price or han- 
dling charges, or both, to be charged or paid for milk, the dairy commission 
shall hold a hearing on such matters in same manner provided for herein for 
the original fixing of prices. All orders, rules and regulations of the dairy 
commission may be reviewed by certiorari as hereinafter provided for.” 


SECTION 20. Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amended, is 
amended by adding thereto Section 223(1), which shall read as follows: 


“§223 (1). Producer price and handling charges——The Alabama Dairy 
Commission shall investigate what are reasonable costs and charges for pro- 
ducing and marketing of milk by producers and producer associations and 
what minimum prices are reasonable for milk produced and marketed by 
producers and producer associations and sold in the several localities and 
markets of the State and what minimum prices will, under the varying condi- 
tions existing in different markets, localities and zones of the State, best pro- 
tect the milk producing industry within the State and insure a sufficient quan- 
tity of pure and wholesome milk to inhabitants of this State and be most in 
the public interest. The Alabama Dairy Commission shall take into considera- 
tion the balance between production and consumption of milk, the cost of 
production in the marketing of milk, the purchasing power of the consuming 
public in the several localities, markets, and zones throughout the State, and 
other economic conditions affecting the production and sale of milk by pro- 
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ducers and producer associations in the area. Before fixing minimum prices, 
the Alabama Dairy Commission shall hold public hearings in the milk shed 
or milk sheds affected thereby, and hear evidence under oath relative to the 
minimum prices to be fixed, for the sale of milk in the milk shed where said 
minimum prices are sought to be fixed, at which meeting, the consuming pub- 
lic shall be entitled to offer evidence and to be heard, the same as persons en- 
gaged within the milk industry, but the Alabama Dairy Commission, in fixing 
minimum producer prices shall be entitled to consider matters within its own 
knowledge and matters within the knowledge of the various members of the 
Alabama Dairy Commission, as well as matters which it has ascertained from 
other milk sheds within the State and matters ascertained by it, affecting con- 
ditions as they relate to milk in other States. After conducting said public 
meetings and taking evidence the dairy commission may, at its discretion, 
take the evidence, the matters submitted to it under advisement and deliber- 
ate among itself in private and render a decision at a future date. Notice of 
all price fixing meetings shall be given to interested parties and to the con- 
suming public by advertisement run in a newspaper having general circula- 
tion within the milk shed, which said notice shall be run at least once, not less 
than ten, nor more than thirty days prior to the date set by the dairy commis- 
sion for such hearing. Such publication shall be deemed sufficient and legal 
notice for all purposes required by this chapter to be published. 


After holding such meetings and making such other investigation as the 
Alabama Dairy Commission may deem advisable, and after a written finding 
of fact, the Alabama Dairy Commission shall fix by official order the mini- 
mum price or prices within the milk shed to be paid by milk dealers, produ- 
cers, distributors, bob-tailers, producer-distributors, and processors to produ- 
cers and producer associations for milk in its various grades and uses as the 
Alabama Dairy Commission may determine are best to carry out the provi- 
sions of this chapter. The order of the dairy commission with respect to the 
minimum prices to be paid to producers and others, shall apply to the locality 
or zone in which the milk is produced, the markets in which milk so pro- 
duced is sold, and may vary in different localities or zones or markets accord- 
ing to varying uses and different conditions. In fixing different minimum 
prices for milk produced in different localities but ultimately sold in the same 
milk shed, the commission may consider the distance between the various lo- 
calities where the milk is produced and the milk shed where it is ultimately 
consumed, and may fix a different minimum price for milk produced nearer 
the point where it is sold than for milk produced at a greater distance, or 
the commission may fix a standard minimum price for the purchase of 
milk delivered at the plant of distribution or milk dealer within the zone 
and allow a deduction to the milk dealer or distributor from said minimum 
price for milk received by such distributor or milk dealer at its plant outside 
of the milk shed, which deduction shall be only such amount as is found rea- 
sonably necessary to cover the cost of collecting and transporting said milk 
from the point where it is produced to the point where it is consumed. 


When in the judgment of the dairy commission, it is necessary or advisable, 
due to seasonable fluctuations or other unstable conditions, in order to pro- 
mote a proper balance between the supply of and the demand for milk, to fix a 
lesser minimum price for milk which is produced in excess of what is needed 
for fluid milk consumption, the dairy commission may establish the quantity 
of milk for which the distributor or milk dealer shall pay the fluid or base 
milk price, and may establish a lesser minimum price for milk which is pro- 
duced in excess of what is needed for fluid milk consumption. For this pur- 
pose, the dairy commission may compute said quantity upon a uniform sys- 
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tem of plant usage, classifying milk according to its various usage and estab- 
lishing different minimum prices which the milk dealer or distributor shall 
pay for each classification, or the dairy commission may, if it deems it most 
advisable, establish a base surplus system, placing all milk sold by a plant for 
fluid milk consumption, including all milk as defined in the definition of fluid 
milk in one classification, establishing a minimum price therefor and all milk 
processed by such distributor or milk dealer into by-products into another 
classification, and fixing a lesser minimum price for said surplus milk so used 
in the by-products classification, or the dairy commission may use a combina- 
tion of both systems. The dairy commission shall have authority to use the 
different systems of classifications in different milk sheds or different localities 
of the state as it deems most advisable to carry out the provisions of this 
chapter. The dairy commission shall have the power to establish uniform 
rules and regulations for the apportionment of this quota of base milk among 
the various producers who furnish such distributors and milk dealers with 
their regular milk supply used for such purposes, and may adopt such systems 
for the apportionment of such base or higher price classification of milk 
among the several producers as it may determine to be the most just and eq- 
uitable in the administration of this chapter. For this purpose, the dairy com- 
mission may require any milk dealer or distributor to supply necessary infor- 
mation about the quantity of milk received from the producers during a spec- 
ified period of time, and any other information necessary for the determina- 
tion of this matter. The dairy commission may determine the minimum price 
to be received by producers for milk within the quota of base or higher price 
classification of milk and for surplus milk or milk in excess of such producers 
quota. Each order fixing minimum price or handling charges may classify 
milk for forms, classes, grades, or use as the dairy commission may deem ad- 
visable and may specify the minimum price in each classification, grade or 
use as the dairy commission may determine. 


After considering evidence at a public hearing, the Alabama Dairy Com- 
mission may adopt and put into full force and effect an economic formula for 
computing minimum producer prices, which said economic formula may 
without further public hearings result in changes in the producer prices as the 
indices of said formula dictate. In the event the Alabama Dairy Commission 
does adopt such an economic formula, the commission may provide at any 
time for suspending temporarily the effect of said economic formula or the 
price changes dictated by said economic formula whenever the economic con- 
ditions of producing or marketing milk by producers or producer associations 
make it in the public interest for the temporary suspension of said economic 
formula. In the event an economic formula is adopted by the Alabama Dairy 
Commission under the provisions of this Section, the Alabama Dairy Com- 
mission may alter or revoke said economic formula only after receiving evi- 
dence at public hearing and determining that it is in the public interest that 
said economic formula be altered or revoked. In the event that an economic 
formula is adopted under the provisions of this Section and said economic 
formula dictates changes in minimum producer pricing, said change in mini- 
mum producer pricing shall be effective and enforceable the same as if it had 
been expressly set by the Alabama Dairy Commission as the result of a public 
hearing.” 


SECTION 21. Section 224 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“8224. Rules of fair trade practices —In addition to the general and 
special powers heretofore set out, the dairy commission shall have the power 
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to make and promulgate reasonable rules and regulations covering fair trade 
practices as they pertain to the transaction of business among licensees under 
this chapter, including: Preventing false or misleading advertisement; the mis- 
representation of producers, milk dealers, producer-distributors, stores, dis- 
tributors, bob-tailers, or cooling stations to consumers or among themselves, 
as such, pertaining to the quality of their product or service or of facts which 
they know to be false and which are made with the intent to deceive or de- 
fraud consumers or other milk dealers, producers, distributors, bob-tailers, 
cooling stations, producer-distributors, or stores; to prevent any act or combi- 
nation of acts, on the part of licensees, intended to make inoperative the pro- 
visions of this chapter; to prevent sales promotion schemes which combine 
the giving of prizes with the purchase of milk directly or indirectly, or which 
make a lottery of the sale of milk.” 


SECTION 22. Section 225 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§225. Illegal purchase or sales of milk bottles——The commission shall 
have the authority, and is hereby empowered to enforce all laws now in effect 
or hereafter enacted by the legislature of Alabama and to adopt any rules and 
regulations necessary for the enforcement of such laws pertaining to the wil- 
ful use, sale, offering for sale, purchasing or the offering to purchase, of bot- 
tles, cans, crates, or other containers in which milk or milk products are sold 
and delivered.” 


Section 23. Section 226 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“8226. Certiorari to review.—Any person affected by any order or ac- 
tion of the commission, who deems himself aggrieved by any such order or 
act may within ten days after receiving notice of any such action or order, 
have such order, or action reviewed by a writ of certiorari by filing in the cir- 
cuit court of the county wherein said action or order was taken or made, a 
verified petition setting out the specific order or action, or any part or parts 
thereof whereby said person deems himself aggrieved, and such court shall 
only consider such matters as contained in the petition. Upon such petition 
being so filed a writ of certiorari shall be issued out of such court, directed to 
the dairy commission, requiring it to file with the court the records upon 
which such action or order was made, and requiring said commission to file 
an answer to said petition within thirty days after service of said writ, and 
upon said commission’s filing said answer, issue shall be joined thereon with- 
out further pleading and the case considered on said petition, the record of 
said commission, and the answer filed by said commission, but no new or ad- 
ditional evidence shall be taken or heard by the court. If new or additional 
evidence is discovered by any party after the hearing by the dairy commis- 
sion, the same may be made grounds for a motion for a new hearing before 
the dairy commission under the rules applicable for similar motions for a new 
trial in the circuit court of the State of Alabama. All such cases shall be given 
preferred settings, and shall be heard by the court as speedily as possible after 
issue is joined. Such court shall have the power to suspend or stay, such order 
or action by the commission complained of in such petition, pending final 
hearing only upon petition in error executing a bond in such amount as the 
court deems reasonably sufficient to compensate or cover any loss or penalty 
occasioned by such stay or suspension of such order or action, said bond to 
be payable to said commission, and in the event the order, or ruling of the 
commission is affirmed, execution shall be issued by said court on said bond 
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for such amount, if any, as the court shall find necessary to compensate for 
damages sustained by such stay or suspension of such ruling or order, with 
cost of the proceedings, but in no case less than the reasonable cost of the 
transcript of the records of the dairy commission, which was had in the pro- 
ceedings wherein the order, rule or regulation was made, which was appealed 
from, which cost shall be paid over to the dairy commission, and deposited 
by it in the treasury for its use, the same as all other monies received by the 
dairy commission. Upon final hearing, such court shall have jurisdiction to re- 
verse, vacate or modify the order complained of, if upon consideration of the 
issues before the court, the court is of the opinion the order is unlawful or 
unreasonable. Nothing in this section shall be construed as depriving a de- 
fendant in a criminal prosecution of a trial by jury, arising out of the viola- 
tion of any provisions of this chapter.” 


SECTION 24. Section 227 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§227. Hearings; fees.—Each officer, other than an employee of the 
commission, who serves any subpoena of the commission, shall receive the 
same fees as the sheriff, and each witness who appears in obedience to a sub- 
poena, before the commission or a member or its executive secretary, shall 
receive for his attendance the fees and mileage provided for witnesses in civil 
cases in county courts, which fees shall be audited and paid upon the presen- 
tation of proper vouchers, approved by any member of the commission and 
the executive secretary. No witnesses subpoenaed at the instance of a party or 
the commission, or one of its members, or its executive secretary shall be en- 
titled to compensation unless the commission shall certify that his or her testi- 
mony was material to the matter investigated.” 


SECTION 25. Section 228 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“8228. Cooperative corporations.—It is the intent of the legislature that 
no provision of this chapter shall prevent, and no provision contained therein 
shall be deemed or construed to prevent, a cooperative corporation, organized 
or operated under or subject to the provisions of law applicable to coopera- 
tive marketing associations and associations and corporations who operate 
substantially as cooperatives and engaged in making collective sales or mar- 
keting of milk for the producers thereof, from blending the net proceeds of 
all its sales in various classes and whether in fluid form or as manufactured 
products, both within and without the state, and paying its producers such 
blended price, with such deduction and for differential as may be authorized 
under contract between such corporation and its producers, or from making 
collective sales of milk of its members or other producers, or both, represent- 
ed by it, at blended price, based upon sales thereof in the various classes, and 
whether in fluid form or as manufactured products, both within and without 
the state, and which price is to be paid directly to the producers or to the co- 
operative corporation, or from owning, holding, handling, transferring, sell- 
ing, assigning, or otherwise dealing with producer quota. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall prevent any milk dealer from contracting for his milk with such 
cooperative corporation in such manner, but all such contracts shall be upon 
the basis of the prices and handling charges fixed by the commission, with the 
result that the net price received for milk by the cooperative corporation shall 
be commensurate with such prices and handling charges; and further pro- 
vided that no milk dealer shall receive from a cooperative corporation, direct- 
ly or indirectly, any discounts, rebates or compensation through rentals or 
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otherwise for the purpose or with the effect of reducing the net cost to the 
dealer for milk purchased by or through a cooperative corporation. Also that 
no provision of this chapter shall be deemed or construed to affect the con- 
tracts of such a cooperative corporation, with its producers, nor to affect or 
abridge the rights and powers of such a corporation except as in this chapter 
otherwise provided.” 


SECTION 26. Section 229 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“8229. Cooperation with other governmental agencies.—In order to se- 
cure a uniform system of milk control, the commission is hereby vested with 
power, and it shall be its duty to confer and cooperate with the legally consti- 
tuted authorities of other states and of the United States, including the secre- 
tary of agriculture of the United States, and for the foregoing purposes, the 
commission shall have the power to conduct joint hearings, issue joint or con- 
current orders and exercise all its powers under this chapter.” 


SECTION 27. Section 230 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“§230. Violations made misdeameanors; penalties.—It shall be unlawful 
for any person to violate any provision of this chapter or any lawful order, 
rule or regulation of the Alabama dairy commission. Any person required by 
this chapter to be licensed, who shall produce, sell, distribute or handle milk 
in any way, except as a consumer, without first having obtained a license, as 
required of him by this chapter, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars. 
Each days violation of this provision shall constitute a separate offense.” 


SECTION 28. Section 231 of Title 22, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, is hereby revised and amended to read as follows: 


“8231. Additional remedies——The commission may institute such action 
at law or in equity as may appear necessary to enforce compliance with any 
provisions of this chapter or any lawful order, rule or regulation of the dairy 
commission, and in addition to any other remedy under this chapter, the 
dairy commission may apply for relief by injunction, mandamus or any other 
appropriate remedy in equity without being compelled to allege or prove that 
an adequate remedy at law does not otherwise exist, nor shall the commission 
be required to give or post bond in any action to which it is a party whether 
upon appeal or otherwise. All legal actions may be brought by or against the 
commission in the name of the Alabama dairy commission and it shall not be 
necessary in any action to which the dairy commission is a party that such ac- 
tion be brought by or against the State of Alabama on relation of the Ala- 
bama dairy commission. The dairy commission shall have the power to insti- 
tute an action by its own attorney or counsellor, but it shall have the right, if 
it deems advisable to call upon any county attorney or circuit solicitor, to rep- 
resent it on an appeal to the appellate courts of this state, or it may associate 
its own counsellor with either in any court.” 


SECTION 29. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not af- 
fect the part which remains. 


SECTION 30. All Jaws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 
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SECTION 31. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law. 
And the substitute was adopted.

Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has passed the following House Bills and returns same here- 
with to the House: 


H. 2. To authorize and provide for the promotion of the production, 
marketing, use and sale of soybeans and soybean products by research, edu- 
cation, advertising and other methods; and prescribing a method whereby 
soybean producers may act jointly with handlers, buyers, processors, the State 
Board of Agriculture and Industries, and others, for a promotional program; 
providing that producers may by referendum levy upon themselves assess- 
ments for financing a promotional program and for the collection, disburse- 
ments and expenditures of funds collected from assessments, the regulations, 
requirements and authority relative thereto; providing for nonassessments, or 
refund of assessments; prescribing duties of the Commissioner of Agriculture 
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and Industries and the State Board of Agriculture and Industries with respect 
to a promotional program for the soybean producers of Alabama; and provid- 
ing for the administration thereof by a nonprofit association which is fairly 
and substantially representative of the producers of soybeans throughout the 
State; and providing for collection and distribution of assessments by dealers, 
handlers, and buyers of soybeans; requiring an annual permit of such dealers, 
processors, and other buyers; and other administrative, enforcement, promo- 
tional, and penalty provisions. 


Also: 


H. 318. To make a supplemental appropriation to the State Tenure 
Commission for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1971. 


Also: 


H. 289. To authorize the director of conservation to declare open sea- 
son on the killing of beavers under certain conditions and to provide for the 
payment of bounty therefor. 


Also: 


H. 286. To authorize and provide for the promotion of the produc- 
tion, marketing, use and sale of milk and milk products by research, educa- 
tion, advertising and other methods; prescribing a method whereby milk 
producers may act jointly with distributors, producer-distributors, processors, 
and handlers of milk, the State Board of Agriculture and Industries and oth- 
ers for such a promotional program; to provide that milk producers may by 
referendum levy upon themselves monetary assessments for financing a pro- 
motional program and provisions for the collection, disbursement and ex- 
penditure of funds collected therefrom, the regulations, requirements and au- 
thority relative thereto; prescribing duties of the Commissioner of Agriculture 
and Industries and the State Board of Agriculture and Industries relating to 
such a promotional program; and providing for the administration thereof by 
a non-profit association; providing for the collection of assessments by distrib- 
utors, producer-distributors, processors and handlers of milk; providing for 
refunds of assessments to producers not desiring to participate in the promo- 
tional program; and for the adoption of administrative rules and regulations, 
other administrative, enforcement and penalty provisions.

(a) Upon all such instruments which are executed to convey real or 
personal property situated in this state of the value of five hundred dollars or 
less there shall be paid the sum of fifty cents, and upon all such instruments 
executed to convey real or personal property situated in this state of more 
than five hundred dollars in value there shall be paid the sum of fifty cents 
for each five hundred dollars or fraction thereof in value of property con- 
veyed by such instrument, and 


(b) Upon all such instruments which are executed to convey real or 
personal property situated in this state of the value of five hundred dollars or 
less there shall be paid the additional sum of seventy cents, and upon all such 
instruments executed to convey real or personal property situated in this state 
of more than five hundred dollars in value there shall be paid the additional 
sum of seventy cents for each five hundred dollars or fraction thereof in val- 
ue of property conveyed by such instrument. 


Provided that only the value in excess of any mortgages or vendors lien upon 
any property within this state on which the morgage tax has been paid, shall 
be taxable under this section, and provided further, that where several deeds 
or instruments are executed by tenants in common for the same considera- 
tion, only one of such instruments shall be taxable under this section. Upon 
the presentation of any such instrument for record the judge of probate shall 
determine the amount of tax due thereon and upon the payment to him of the 
amount of such tax and recording fee of the judge of probate he shall accept 
the same for record; provided, however, that upon the presentation for record 
of any instrument which conveys property situated in two or more counties of 
this state, the judge of probate shall certify the facts of the case together with 
a description of the property conveyed by such instrument to the department 
of revenue, who after hearing such evidence as may be offered, or as it may 
secure, shall fix and determine the value of such property as located in each 
county and shall certify their determination thereof to the judge of probate, 
showing the value of such property in each county separately, and upon the 
payment to the judge of probate of the tax due on the value of all property 
in this state conveyed by such instrument as so determined the judge of 
probate shall accept such instrument for record. The person presenting any 
such instrument conveying property in two or more counties of this state 
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may secure immediate filing of such instrument for record by depositing 
with the judge of probate, to be held by him until the amount of the 
tax due thereon is determined, an amount which in the judgment of the 
judge of probate will cover the tax herein provided for, and after the 
value of the property conveyed thereby is determined by the depart- 
ment of revenue, as provided herein, any excess of such deposit over the 
amount of tax found to be due on such instrument shall be refunded to the 
person offering such instrument for record. The determination by the judge of 
probate and of the department of revenue of the amount of tax due on any 
such instrument is hereby declared to be a ministerial act and shall not pre- 
clude the subsequent collection of the correct amount of tax if the value of 
the property thereby conveyed is not fully disclosed to the judge of probate or 
the department of revenue when such instrument is offered for record. Upon 
the filing for record of any instrument coming within the terms of this section 
the judge of probate shall certify thereon the fact that the tax thereon has 
been paid showing the amount of such tax, and thereafter such instrument 
shall be received for record in any county of this state without the payment 
of any further tax thereon, except the fee of the judge of probate for record- 
ing such instrument, which certificate shall be recorded with and as part of 
such instrument. 


Upon the filing for record of any instrument which has been exempted 
by law from the payment of the tax provided for in this section, the judge of 
probate shall certify thereon that no tax has been paid and shall stamp in 
bold letters on the face of said instruments the words “No Tax Collected” 
and said certificate shall be recorded with and as a part of such instrument, 
and thereafter such instrument shall be received for record in any county in 
this state without the payment of any further tax thereon, when submitted by 
the same tax exempt institution or another tax exempt institution, but if sub- 
mitted by or transferred to an institution or person not exempt from the pay- 
ment of the tax levied under this section, the judge of probate shall collect the 
tax levied by this section, together with the fee of the judge of probate for re- 
cording such instrument, before it will be admitted to record. 


Of the fifty cent tax described in subsection (a) of this section and col- 
lected by the judge of probate under the provisions of this section there shall 
be paid into the state treasury two-thirds of the amount so collected and the 
remaining one-third shall be paid into the county treasury; provided, how- 
ever, that the counties’ share of the tax collected on any instrument conveying 
property in more than one county shall be paid into the county treasuries of 
the counties in which such property is situated in proportion to the value of 
such property as determined by the department of revenue as herein pro- 
vided. The judge of probate shall receive two and one-half percent of the fifty 
cent tax described in subsection (a) of this section and collected by him un- 
der the provisions of this section as his commission for collecting said money, 
which shall be deducted from the total amount of the fifty cent tax described 
in said subsection (a) and collected and retained by him when making settle- 
ment of his collections as required by law. 


The entire proceeds of the seventy cent tax described in subsection (b) 
of this section and collected by the judge of probate under the provisions of 
this section shall be paid into the state treasury to the credit of the Alabama 
Special Education Trust Fund; provided that the judge of probate shall re- 
ceive two and one-half percent of the seventy cent tax described in subsection 
(b) of this section and collected by him under the provisions of this section 
as his commission for collecting said money, which shall be deducted from 
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the total amount of the seventy cent tax described in said subsection (b) and 
collected and retained by him when making settlement of his collections as 
required by law. 


This section shall not be so construed or enforced as to require the pay- 
ment of privilege tax herein provided on mortgages, deeds of trust or other 
instruments in the nature of a mortgage or deeds or other instruments with 
vendors lien except as to that part of the purchase price, which is paid in cash 
or other articles of value and which pay no other privilege tax for recording. 
Provided that in counties where the probate judges are paid salaries the fee or 
commission collected or retained by the probate judges for collecting the tax 
herein provided for shall be paid by them into the treasury of their respective 
counties. 


Section 2. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective on the first 
day of the second calendar month after its approval by the Governor or its 
otherwise becoming law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions. Wherever used in this Act the following terms 
shall have the following respective meanings unless the context clearly indi- 
cates otherwise: 


“1957 Act’ means Act No. 499 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session of 
the Legislature. 


“1959 Act’ means Act No. 126 adopted at the Second Special Session of 
1959 of the legislature. 


“1965 Act’ means Act No. 243 adopted at the First Special Session of 
1965 of the legislature. 


“1967 Act” means Act No. 403 adopted at the 1967 Regular Session of 
the legislature. 


“1969 Act’ means Act No. 1031 adopted at the 1969 Regular Session of 
the legislature. 


“1971 Act’ means Act No. 94 adopted at the 1971 Special Session of 
the legislature. 


“Authority” means Alabama Public School and College Authority, a 
public corporation and instrumentality of the state that was organized and is 
existing under the provisions of the 1965 Act. 


“Board of directors” means the board of directors of the Authority. 


“Bonds” (except where that word is used with reference to bonds issued 
under another Act), means those bonds, other than refunding bonds, issued 
under the provisions of this Act. 


“Capital Improvements’ means buildings containing classrooms, libara- 
ies, teaching facilities and administrative facilities, together with equipment 
therefor. 


“Legislature” means the Legislature of Alabama. 


“Refunding bonds” means those refunding bonds issued under the provi- 
sions of this Act. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 


Nouns and pronouns when used in this Act shall be deemed to include 
both singular and plural and all applicable genders. 


Section 2. Authorization to Issue Additional Bonds and Purposes 
Thereof. Alabama Public School and College Authority is hereby authorized 
to sell and issue its bonds in the aggregate principal amount of $7,500,000 for 
the acquisition, construction, reconstruction, improvement, alteration and 
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equipment of buildings and other facilities at the University of Alabama lo- 
cated in Tuscaloosa for use as a Law Center for public legal educational and 
legal service purposes and for facilities for the communication sciences. The 
bonds authorized in this Act to be issued by the Authority shall be in addition 
to all other bonds heretofore authorized to be issued by it. 


Section 3. Execution and Other Details of the Bonds. The bonds shall 
be executed, sealed and attested, shall with the income therefrom be exempt 
from all taxation in the state, may be used as security for deposits, and shall 
be eligible for investments of fiduciary funds, all as is provided in the 1965 
Act. The bonds shall be in such form or forms and denomination or denomi- 
nations and of such tenor and maturities, shall bear such rate or rates of in- 
terest payable and evidenced in such manner, may be made subject to re- 
demption prior to their maturities, and may contain provisions not inconsist- 
ent with this Act, all as may be provided by the resolution of the board of 
directors under which the bonds may be issued; provided, that no bonds shall 
have a specified maturity date later than twenty years after their date; and 
provided further, that those bonds having maturities more than ten years aft- 
er their date shall be subject to redemption at the option of the Authority on 
any interest payment date on and after the tenth anniversary after their date 
at such redemption price and under such conditions as may be prescribed in 
the proceedings of the Authority under which they are issued. The board of 
directors may fix the terms and conditions under which such sale may be 
held; provided, that none of the bonds may be sold for a price less than the 
face value thereof and such terms and conditions shall not conflict with any 
of the requirements of this Act. Neither a public hearing nor consent of the 
State Department of Finance or any other department or agency shall be a 
prerequisite to the issuance of the bonds. 


Section 4. Sale of the Bonds. The bonds may be sold by the Authority 
from time to time in series, and if sold in more than one series may all be au- 
thorized in one initial resolution of the board of directors with the pledges 
therefor made by the Authority in such initial resolution although some of 
the details applicable to each series may be specified in the respective resolu- 
tions under which the different series are issued. Each series of the bonds 
shall be sold only at public sale, either on sealed bids or at public auction, to 
the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest total net interest cost to the Authority 
for the series of the bonds being sold, computed from the date of those at the 
time being sold to their respective maturities and taking into account any pre- 
mium named in the bid therefor; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the 
Authority is received it may reject all bids. Notice of each such sale shall be 
given by publication in either a financial journal or a financial newspaper 
published in the City of New York, New York, and also by publication in a 
newspaper published in the state which is customarily published not less often 
than five days during each calendar week, each of which notices must be pub- 
lished at least one time not less than ten days prior to the date fixed for the 
sale. The board may fix the terms and conditions under which each sale may 
be held; provided, that none of the bonds may be sold for a price less than 
the face value thereof; and provided further, that such terms and conditions 
shall not conflict with any of the requirements of this Act. Neither a public 
hearing nor consent by the State Department of Finance or any other depart- 
ment or agency shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of any of the bonds. 


Section 5. Appropriation of Revenues to the Authority; Pledge There- 
of for the Benefit of the Bonds. For the purpose of providing funds to enable 
the Authority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and inter- 
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est on the bonds and to accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby ir- 
revocably pledged to such purpose and hereby appropriated such amount as 
may be necessary for such purpose from the following sources: 


(a) So much as may be necessary for such purpose of that portion of 
the proceeds of the privilege or license tax that is referred to and credited to 
the Alabama Special Education Trust Fund in the act that was introduced in 
the Legislature as House Bill 990 and was enacted at the 1971 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature, the said act being an act amending Section 618 of Ti- 
tle S51 of the Code of Alabama, 1940, as amended; and 


(b) To such extent and to such extent only as the revenues appropriated 
under the foregoing subsection (a) of this section may not be sufficient to pay 
at their respective maturities the principal of and interest on the bonds, so 
much as may be necessary for such purpose [When added to the amounts ap- 
propriated in the said subsection (a)] of the net tax proceeds of the excise 
tax (sometimes referred to as the tobacco sales and use tax) levied by Act 
No. 101 adopted at the Second Special Session of 1959 of the Legislature of 
Alabama, approved August 18, 1959, and referred to and appropriated to the 
Alabama Special Education Trust Fund in said Act No. 101; and 


(c) To such extent and to such extent only as the revenues appropriated 
under the foregoing subsections (a) and (b) of this section may not be suff- 
cient to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and interest on the 
bonds, so much as may be necessary for such purpose [When added to the 
amounts appropriated in the foregoing subsections (a) and (b)] of (1) the 
residue of the receipts from the excise tax (sometimes referred to as the to- 
bacco sales tax) levied in Sections 718 through 743, inclusive, of Title 51, 
Code of Alabama (1940), as amended, to the extent that said receipts are re- 
quired under Section 741, as amended, of said Title 51 to be deposited in the 
state treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special Education Trust Fund, 
and (2) the residue of the receipts from the excise tax (sometimes referred to 
as the tobacco use tax) levied in Sections 744 through 751, inclusive, of Title 
51, Code of Alabama (1940), as amended, to the extent that said receipts are 
required under Section 751, as amended, of said Title 51 to be deposited in 
the state treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special Education Trust Fund. 


The State Treasurer is authorized and directed to pay at their respective 
maturities the principal of and interest on the bonds out of the residue of the 
tax receipts herein appropriated and pledged for the benefit of the bonds, and 
he is authorized to set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining there- 
to. 


All moneys hereby appropriated and pledged shall constitute a sinking 
fund for the purpose of paying the principal of and the interest on bonds. 
The state treasurer is directed to set up and maintain appropriate records per- 
taining thereto and to pay from the said fund the said principal and interest 
at the respective maturities thereof. 


Section 6. Bonds to be Payable Solely Out of Revenues Appropriated; 
Authorization for Authority to Pledge Such Revenues for the Bonds. Bonds 
issued by the Authority shall not be general obligations of the Authority and 
shall be limited obligations payable solely out of the residue of the tax re- 
ceipts appropriated and pledged in Section 5 of this Act. All bonds issued by 
the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be solely and exclu- 
sively obligations of the Authority and shall not constitute or create an obli- 
gation or debt of the state. As security for the payment of the principal of 
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and interest on the bonds, the Authority is hereby authorized and empowered 
to pledge for payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds the resi- 
due of the tax receipts that are appropriated and pledged in Section 5 hereof 
for payment of such principal and interest. All such pledges made by the Au- 
thority shall take precedence in the order of the adoption of the resolutions 
containing such pledges. All such pledges shall be prior and superior to 
pledges that may be made for any refunding bonds hereafter issued by Ala- 
bama Education Authority under the provisions of the 1959 Act or by the 
Authority under the provisions of any of the 1965 Act, or the 1967 Act, or 
the 1969 Act, or the 1971 Act, or any other Act heretofore enacted. 


Section 7. Sale of Refunding Bonds. The authority may from time to 
time sell and issue refunding bonds in amounts sufficient to refund the princi- 
pal of any matured or unmatured bonds or refunding bonds then outstanding 
that were issued by the Authority under the provisions of this Act, or the 
1965 Act, the 1967 Act, the 1969 Act, the 1971 Act, or any other Act pre- 
viously enacted, or that were issued by Alabama Education Authority under 
the provisions of the 1959 Act, and to pay the expenses of such refunding 
and any premiums necessary to retire those so refunded. For the purpose of 
providing funds to enable the Authority to pay at their respective maturities 
the principal of and interest on the refunding bonds issued by it under this 
Act and to accomplish the purposes of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably 
pledged to such purpose, and hereby appropriated, such amount as may be 
necessary for such purpose of the residue of the receipts from the excise taxes 
appropriated and pledged in subsections (a), (b), and (c) of Section 5 of 
this Act, but such pledge and appropriation shall be subject and subordinate 
to the pledge and appropriation made in the said Section 5 for payment of 
the principal of and interest on the bonds issued under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 2 of this Act. All other provisions of this Act shall apply to the refunding 
bonds issued hereunder except (a) the limitation contained in Section 2 of 
this Act on the amount of bonds that may be issued under this Act, and (b) 
Section 8 of this Act. All pledges made in this Act, and all pledges made by 
the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act, for the benefit of refund- 
ing bonds issued under this Act, and all such pledges for the benefit of any 
refunding bonds which may be issued under this Act shall take precedence in 
the order of the adoption of the resolutions authorizing the issuance of such 
refunding bonds. 


Section 8. Use of Bond Proceeds. The proceeds derived from each sale 
of the bonds shall be deposited in the State Treasury and shall be carried in a 
separate fund therein for the account of the Authority, which shall pay there- 
from the expenses of issuance thereof. The remaining proceeds derived from 
the sale of the bonds shall thereafter be used for the acquisition, construction, 
reconstruction, improvement, alteration, and equipment of buildings and oth- 
er facilities at the University of Alabama located in Tuscaloosa for use as a 
Law Center for public legal education and legal service purposes and for fa- 
cilities for the communication sciences. 


Each building constructed wholly or in part with any portion of the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds shall be constructed pursuant to plans and specifications 
approved by Alabama Building Commission, or any agency that may be des- 
ignated by the legislature as its successor, and the costs of architectural and 
supervisory services shall be construed to constitute construction costs. 


The proceeds derived from the sale of any refunding bonds issued under 
this Act remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall be used 
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for the purpose of refunding the principal of the outstanding bonds for the 
refunding of which such refunding bonds were issued and paying the expen- 
ses of such refunding and any premium that may be necessary to be paid in 
order to retire the bonds so refunded. 


Section 9. Severability Clause. In the event any section, sentence, 
clause or provision of this Act shall be declared invalid by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, such action shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
sections, sentences, clauses, or provisions of this Act, which shall continue 


effective. 


Section 10. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective upon its 
approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming law.

Amend Section 2, fifth paragraph of said Bill by striking out the last 
sentence of said paragraph which reads as follows: “No more than one ap- 
prentice shall be employed for such registered barber in any one shop.” 


Amend said Bill by adding thereto the following: “Section 18. The pro- 
visions of this Act shall not apply to Limestone, Morgan, Conecuh or Wilcox 
Counties.” 
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Amend Section 15 of House Bill 330 to read as follows: 


“Section 15: This act shall not repeal any provisions of the public 
health laws, the state sanitary code, or any local acts, or general acts of local 
application, or municipal ordinances, where the provisions thereof have 
standards, qualifications and requirements for the practice of barbering, the 
operation of barber shops or barber colleges equal to or higher than those 
provided herein, and such laws, codes, acts, or ordinances shall remain in 
their entirety in full force and effect.”

If it appears to a judge of this court that a defendant is 
charged with a felony and does not expressly waive the right to assistance of 
counsel, and the defendant is not able financially or otherwise to obtain the 
assistance of counsel, the judge shall appoint counsel to represent and assist 
the defendant at the preliminary examination, and it shall be the duty of such 
counsel as an officer of the court and as a member of the Bar to represent 
and assist the said defendant.” 


“Section 46. Counsel appointed in such cases shall be entitled to re- 
ceive for services rendered a fee of $25.00 in each case. 


Within a reasonable time after the close of the preliminary examination,

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 2 of Act No. 95, Regular Session of the Legislature 
of Alabama of 1965, (Alabama Acts, 1965, Page 120, et seq.) is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 2. That there is hereby created and established in and for Jef- 
ferson County, State of Alabama, an Inferior Court which shall be hereafter 
known as and called “Criminal Court of Jefferson County,” which said court 
shall be hereinafter referred to as “this court.” This court is hereby invested 
with and shall have and exercise in said county, except as hereafter provided, 
original and final jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed in said county, 
provided, however, that the jurisdiction of the court created by this Act shall 
not extend over offenses arising in any of the following precincts of said 
County of Jefferson, to-wit: 1 and 2, and concurrent jurisdiction with the Cir- 
cuit Court of said county in misdemeanor cases, the same as is now or as here- 
after may be conferred by law on said Circuit Court, but shall try all per- 
sons charged with an offense without a jury provided, however, that the juris- 
diction of said court to try cases shall not include those offenses triable in the 
Juvenile Court of said county; and said Criminal Court of Jefferson shall 
have preliminary jurisdiction in all felony cases committed in the County of 
Jefferson that is now or such as hereafter may be conferred by law upon the 
justices of the peace of said county or upon Inferior Courts created in lieu of 
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justices of the peace of said county. Said court, except as in this Act other- 
wise provided, in exercising the jurisdiction and powers conferred by this Act 
in all cases wherein the defendant is charged with a felony, shall conform to 
and be governed by the rules of practice and procedure, and shall have the 
same power and authority, as is now conferred by law upon justices of the 
peace in this State, and, except as herein otherwise provided, in all cases 
wherein the defendant is charged with a misdemeanor, said court shall have 
the same power and authority and shall conform to and be governed by the 
rules of practice and procedure, evidence and punishment as govern circuit 
courts and courts of like jurisdiction in this State insofar as applicable, other- 
wise all the provisions of the statutes and laws, provided for the trial and pro- 
cedure of criminal cases in the county courts in this State, shall govern and 
apply as far as applicable to this court, provided, however, that the presiding 
judge of this court shall have the authority to adopt such rules of practice and 
procedure as is not inconsistent with this Act as in his discretion is necessary 
for the proper dispatch of the business of the court. That no trial or prosecu- 
tion shall be instituted in this court by indictment, but all trials or prosecu- 
tions instituted in said court shall be upon affidavit and warrant as prescribed 
by law for the institution of trials and prosecutions in the county courts of 
this State. 


Section 2. Section 3 (b) of Act No. 95, Regular Session of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama of 1965, (Alabama Acts 1965, Page 120 et seq.) is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 3. (b) If a judge of the Criminal Court of Jefferson County, 
Alabama, shall be unable to discharge the duties of his office by reason of ill- 
ness, disqualification, annual vacation, or inability to hold court, or if a dock- 
et of said court shall become so congested as to render help temporarily nec- 
essary, the presiding judge of the Circuit Court shall appoint a licensed attor- 
ney, who shall be a resident of Jefferson County, Alabama, who shall perform 
all of the duties of said judge of this court during such illness, disqualifica- 
tion, annual vacation, or inability of the judge or if a docket of said court 
shall become so congested as to render help temporarily necessary. Such Spe- 
cial Judge shall receive the same compensation as the regular judge. The an- 
nual vacation of the judge shall not exceed thirty (30) days during any calen- 
dar year. 


Section 3. Section 19 of Act No. 95, Regular Session of the Legisla- 
ture of Alabama of 1965, (Alabama Acts 1965, Page 120, et seq.), is hereby 
amended to read as follows:

(3) where the defendant is sentenced to serve in the Jefferson County 
Jail and said execution of said jail sentence is suspended, and in addition 
thereto a fine is imposed upon the defendant; that payment of the fine and 
court costs be a condition of the said suspension of the execution of said jail

(4) where the payment of a fine and court costs are suspended, the 
judge may do so without being required to sentence the defendant to serve a 
hard labor sentence in lieu of the payment of the fine and court costs. 


Section 5. Section 31 of Act 95, Regular Session of the Legislature of 
Alabama of 1965, (Alabama Acts, 1965, Page 120 et seq.) is hereby amend- 
ed to read as follows: 


Section 31. The presiding judge of said court may designate in writing 
by general order which shall continue until revoked by a general order of said 
order, clerks or deputy clerks or bailiffs as ex-officio judges of said court, and 
the ex-officio judges so designated shall have the same power and authority to 
take affidavits and issue warrants of arrest and search warrants that the judge 
of said court shall issue, but said ex-officio judges shall not try cases.

Each hunting preserve shall contain a minimum of 100 
acres in one tract of leased or owned land, including water area, if any, and 
shall be restricted to not more than 1,000 contiguous acres including water, if 
any. The exterior boundaries of each hunting preserve shall be bordered by a 
single strand of wire or such fence as is acceptable to the state director of 
conservation, except where rivers, creeks, roads, or other clearly defined de- 
marcations of delienations, acceptable to the director of conservation, form 
the boundary or a part thereof. Signs shall be erected at intervals of not less 
than 150 feet around the perimeter of the tract. At the top of each sign shall 
appear in letters not less than 2 inches high the words, “LICENSED HUNT- 
ING PRESERVE,” and such other words as the director of conservation may 
prescribe. No hunting preserve shall be located within one mile of any other 
such preserve or within one mile of any management area or refuge existing 
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under state or federal law or regulations at the time of the establishment of 
such hunting preserve. No license shall be issued for any hunting preserve on 
which the shooting of turkey is authorized. 


Section 3. Game which may be hunted on a preserve licensed under 
this Act shall be artificially propagated bobwhite, quail, coturnix quail, pheas- 
ants, chuckar partridge, and such other species of fowl as the director of con- 
servation shall designate. A minimum stock of at least 1,000 bob-white quail, 
if bob-white quail are to be hunted on the preserve, and a minimum stock of 
200 of each of the other species of birds, listed above, to be hunted on a li- 
censed preserve shall be released on the licensed hunting area during each 
hunting season. 


Section 4. The privilege license or permit fee for operating a hunting 
preserve shall be $25 per year for the first 100 acres of hunting preserve area 
plus $5 per year for each additional 100 acres or part thereof. Any person 
who desires to operate such a hunting preserve area shail first file a request 
with a local state game warden, or with the state department of conservation, 
to have the tract which he proposes to use as a hunting preserve inspected, 
and if it meets the requirements of this Act and the rules and regulations of 
the department of conservation he shall have a permit issued to him to pro- 
cure a license to operate such hunting preserve. Upon presentation to the 
judge of probate of the county in which the preserve is located of a permit 
from the department of conservation, dated not more than thirty days prior 
to its presentation, accompanied by the proper license fee prescribed in this 
section and an issuance fee of fifty cents, the judge of probate of any county 
to which this Act applies shall issue a privilege license to operate a hunting 
preserve to the applicant. Privilege licenses to operate hunting preserves shall 
be issued on forms prescribed by the director of conservation and furnished 
by him to the judges of probate. All fees collected by the judges of probate 
for issuing hunting preserve licenses shall be remitted at the same time and in 
the same manner that hunting and fishing license fees are remitted and shall 
be paid into the game and fish fund of the state department of conservation. 


Section 5. The holder of a license issued pursuant to this Act, his 
guest, and patrons may hunt, take, capture, kill or otherwise recover during 
the year no more than 80 percent of the total number of each species of birds 
released on the preserve during such year. The season during which each 
species of birds may be hunted, taken, captured, killed or otherwise recovered 
on such preserve and the bag limits shall be prescribed by the state director of 
conservation; but in no event shall the season be longer than six months, nor 
shall it begin before October 1, nor extend later than March 31 of any year. 


Section 6. Bob-white quail and coturnix quail shall be tagged with 
self-sealing tag prior to being released on the preserve. The operators of hunt- 
ing preserves shall cooperate in other requests which the director of conserva- 
tion might make for scientific investigations. The Alabama Department of 
Conservation shall specify tags which hunting preserve operators shall use, 
the tags to be numbered consecutively, dated by year of issuance, and carry 
the operator’s license number. 


Section 7. Each hunting preserve operator shall maintain a register 
and record therein the names, addresses, hunting license numbers, the date on 
which each hunted, and the amount and species of game taken by each hunt- 
er. An accurate record by species shall also be maintained of the total num- 
ber of birds raised on the preserve or purchased, and the number of each 
species released thereon each year. These records shall be opened to inspec- 
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tion by any duly authorized representative of the state department of conser- 
vation at any reasonable time, and shail be the basis upon which the bag lim- 
its and hunting seasons in section 6 hereof shall be determined. 


Section 8. Alabama hunting licenses shall be required of all persons 
hunting on licensed hunting preserves. Alabama residents shall be licensed 
under the regularly established game laws. Each non-resident hunting on a li- 
censed preserve shall be required to possess a regular non-resident hunting li- 
cense or a non-resident trip hunting license. 


Section 9. Duly authorized agents of the state department of conserva- 
tion, game wardens, and other law enforcement officers duly authorized to 
enforce game and fish laws shall have authority to enforce all game and fish 
laws and regulations on such preserves; and for such purposes are authorized 
to enter and inspect licensed hunting preserves. Violations of game and fish 
laws and regulations of such hunting preserves either by the owner, guests, or 
patrons of such preserves shall be grounds for revocation of the hunting pre- 
serve license; and the director of conservation may immediately revoke a 
Hundog preserve license upon proof that any such violations have occurred 
thereon. 


Section 10. Any person, firm, or corporation who operates a licensed 
hunting preserve in violation of any provision of this Act or a duly promul- 
gated rule of the director of conservation relative to the operation thereof 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor; and upon conviction shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than $50 nor more than $500 and at the discretion of the 
court may also be imprisoned for a period of not more than six months for 
each offense. 


Section 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed.
